PRELIMINARY NOTICE. 



The following volume contains what may be property enough denomi- 
nated the Original of the most valuable portion of Bishop Lesley's well- 
known history of Scotland, printed at Rome in the year 1578. That 
work, as described by the author, consists of two parts. In the first 
seven books, he gives an abridged accoimt of the more memorable occur- 
rences in early Scottish history, prior to the accession of ICing James the 
Second, in the year 1436 ; of which a more extended narrative had 
been already published, in the first edition of the work of Hectpr 
Boece, and in the Scottish version of Archdeacon Bellenden. In the 
last three books, he presents to his countrymen, for the first time, a 
copious detail of events from that sera, down to the ear 1562.*

In the dedication of this latter part of his history to Marj Queen of 
Scots, Bishop Lesley alludes to its first composition in the Scottish 
tongue, as one of the expedients which his affectionate zeal in her ser- 
vice had prompted him to employ, for sustaining the fortitude and con- 
stancy of his ill-fated mistress. ** Ad quam rem cum plurimum mo- 
menti allaturam histori» lectionem putarem, res gestas posteriorum 
nostrorum R^^m (quas nullus antea tetigerat) nostra lingua scriptas, 
ego, cum legationis munus apud Anglos obirem, septem jam abhinc 
annis, prssens Majestati Vestr» dederam. Verum cum temporis noetri 
calamitas me publicis Reip. muneribus exduserat, nolui in hoc meo otio 
ita languere, ut nulla plane ex meis laboribus utilitas ad Remp. nostram 
manare videretur. Quare ne hocmeum otium sine ullo fiructu Reip. periis* 
saexistimetur, non solum qu» antea yulgari lingua festinans efiuderam, 
latino sermone expllcavi, verum etiam anteactae etatis integram histo- 
nam in unum volumen arctius ad nostrorum commoditatem compressi.*** 

To this part of his own eventful life, and to the fate of his historical 
labours. Bishop Lesley also alludes in the general dedication of his work 
to Pope Gr^ory XIIL Afler setting forth, in no very measured terms, 
the dignity and utility of the history of his native country ; in which, 
as he is pleased to imagine, was so eminently displayed the invincible 
adherence, and devoted submission of her Kings and Saints, Confessors 
and Martyrs, to the faith and spiritual dominion of the Catholic church,

and from which her rebelliouB sons might derive so much wholesome 
correction and reproof, this unflinching advocate of the Unreformed 
Religion thus proceeds : '* Nee hasc modo utilitas hinc ad Sectarios de* 
ri vabitur : verum ilia quidem multo uberior ad Catholicos nostros per- 
manabity qui cum viderint se non commentis hominum, ut hteretici, 
sed divorum plane oraculis affigi, non solum studium in comminuenda 
h»resi acrius coUocabanty verum etiam exilii ac egestatis labores, quos 
Religionis causa subiverunt, animo multo quidem placatiori tolera- 
bunt. Quarum rerum recordatio quanta et quam solida voluptate 
mentem meam perfudit in iUis angustiis, quas domi forisque, Reipu* 
blic»9 Frincipis ac Religionis causa libentissime pertuli, facilius qui- 
dem et jucundius multo cogitando quam scribendo assequi potero. 
Quare quem ego fructiun ex his longe uberrimum percepi^ eundem a 
reliquis nostratibus delibare posse cum intelligerem, Scotorum his* 
toriam^ quam in carcere rudiorem informaram, indeque tanquam nau- 
fragii tabulam in Italiam importaram, texendam» sen pottus a princi-

To the readers of Bishop Lesle/s Work it will readily occur, that 
in these epistolary addresses to the Pope and to the Queen, our author 
gives utterance to his own excruciated feelings in a strain which would 
have ill suited the more severe style of historical narration, but which 
is not without its use in unveiling the motives and purposes of the 
author, and in markimr the real character and tendencv of his celebrated 



work. At present they are referred to merely in proof of the fieu^t, 
that the latter portion of Bishop Lesley's History is a Latin version, 
with additions and corrections, of a composition originally framed in 
his own vernacular tongue^ and presented by him to Queen Mary in 
the year 1571 » about two years before his final retreat to the Continent. 
Of the fiite of the manuscript presented to the Queen, nothing has 
been ascertained, and whether it may not still exist, can only be matter 
of vain conjecture. It may, however, be readily presumed, that it 
could not have been thrown aside or neglected, either by the Queen or 
by the several intelligent persons who followed her misfortunes, and in 
her dreary captivity continued to att^d her till her death. Among 
these was Sir Andrew Melville of Garvock, her Master of Household, 
the brother of Sir Robert Melville of Murdocaimie, created Lord 
Melville in 1616, and of Sir James Melville of Halhill, author of the 
well known Memoirs of his own times. That the original manuscript 
may have remained in the possession of Sir Andrew Melville, after the 
death of his mistress, is by no means improbable } and that either he or

one of his brothers had obtained a transcript of it, there is the strongest 
reason to believe ; for unquestionably the earliest copy known to exist, is 
that in possession of the family on whom have descended the honours of 
the first Lord Melville. It is apparently in the hand-writing of a con- 
temporary English scribe ; and were it not for the errors of transcrip- 
tion, particularly in proper names, by which it is occasionally deformed 
and obscured, and which could scarcely have been overlooked by the au- 
thor, the credulity of an antiquary might have been tempted to recognise 
it as that which was prepared for presentation to the Queen of Scots. 

This manuscript appears to have suffered some lamentable mutila- 
tions, which had been supplied by another hand about a century later ; 
but subsequent injuries and neglects have still left it in an imperfect 
state. It was communicated to the Editor by the late Earl of Leven 
and Melville, and has been adopted as the text of the present pub- 
lication, — its defects having been supplied from a copy of later date, 
(probably of the earlier years of the seventeenth century,) preserved 
among the manuscripts of Archbish<y Laud, in the Bodleian Library.* 

The only other manuscript which the Editor has had any oppor- 
tunity of examining, is that in the Yelvertonian Collection, formerly 
belonging to the Lords Viscounts Longueville, and now in the posses-

sion x>f their dfiacendant» Lord Calthorpe. "* It was obliginglj commu- 
nicated by his Lordship, but was found to contain only a small portion 
of Bishop Lesley's work* abridged and modemiied by a transcriber of 
the latter part of the seventeenth century. 

Among the manuscripts in the possession of Sir Henry St George, 
Clarendeux, as described by Smith, f there was a copy of Bishop 
Lesley's Scottish work, apparently complete ; but its age is not ^ped* 
fied } and of the fitte of that collection no traces have been found* 

In the library at Dupplin, there is a copy of the work^ of which only 
a transient inspection has been permitted by the present owner. It 
appears to be nearly of the same age with that of Archbishop Land in 
the Bodleian Library. 

The readers of this volume, who may take the trouble of compar- 
ing it with the Latin version, will readily perceive that the altera- 
tions made by the author on his own original sketch do not consist 
merely in correction and enlargement ; but that, in numerous instances, 
he has been induced to suppress or generalize those more minute details 
and domestic occurrences which he may have found less susceptible of 
that classic attire in which he was naturally ambitious of exhibit- 
ing his historical work. In this respect, the present publication may 
be found to contribute some few particulars to the materials of our

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national history ; but a BtiU higher value will probably be attached to 
it as a specimen of pure and vigorous composition, in his native lan- 
guage, by one of the most able and accomplished Scotchmen of the 
sixteenth century. 

It is scarcely necessary to add, that in the preliminary Epistle to the 
Queen, and at the conclusion of the work, will be found some minute 
but not uninteresting particulars, relative to the views and intentions 
of the author in the composition of the following History, as well as 
to the very unfavourable and inauspicious circumstances under which 
it was begun, and which must have distracted and overwhelme4 a spirit 
of less energy and sanguine confidence.

The noble wife and prudent SeBatoor Romane, callit Oalo, (maift 
excellent and graciouB Souerame Lady,) trsvailHt ib ^ameffUe m (he 
common wealthe of his countre^, takand pleaiaEMst all tyniBB: to be tw- 
tuoufly occupeit, haiffing noAang in grjrtar diiBaae nor jmiihies, that 
commonly he was wont to iaye^ Se minqnam mimui otiofiun fidfle 
quam cum otiofiis, neque minus iblmm «fuam earn fblus efiet j quhilk is» 
that he was never more billie occupeit acnr quhen he was idle^ or yit 
les folitare nor quhen he was allone. Be tUr wordes, the eloquent and 
learned philofopher Cicero declaris tins ancient counfidour to haife 
meanit ; Quhen fbevir he was ijparit from the ienate, and treating of the 
public^ effieures of the cousiell and Impire, than he employed his 
haill cure and ftudie to reide thefe buikes, be knauledge of the quhillds 
he micht be mair abill to gife wife prudent and holdbme concell for 
the com<Ae wele of his cuntrey : And iiia in ydilnes, (quhilk was 
but Tacant time from the concell) he was ftudiouflye and enufily occu- 
peit ; and being £qperate fra the company of the fenatours, was well ac- 
cumpaneit with bis buikis. Quhilk iaieing is worthy to be notit and 
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followit be all ihame quha hes ony entree in governing of the comone 
Weill of thair countrej, that they continually travaile for increafe of 
knawledge, in fie things prindpallye as fidbe maist comodious for the 
honor and weill of the fame. And albeit that all kinde of honell 
knawlege and learning bringes fiim fingular commodite to thame 
quha ftudiouflye travaiUes thearin, yit the lyefe of man being fa 
Ichort, iufferis nocht the time to be fiifficient to reide and com- 
prehend all that is wreittin ; thairfore maift comonly men dois em- 
ploye thair ftudie to the reading of fie buikes as are maift facile, 
hafing dele£tatione and proffeit joyned theirwith. Quhilkis thingis 
can not be had fo perfitlye, (eftir the judgement of many learned and 
wile men,) as be the diligent ftudye and reading of hiftoryes ; Ijrik as 
Cicero in fewe wordes hes comprehendit, faying, Hiftorie is the witnies 
of time, the licht of truth, the life of memorie, mairoes of life, and 
meflenger of antiquite ; for all uther fdences and artes hes certain pre- 
ceptis and reulis prefcriint, quhilk without teaching and demonflratione of 
expert maiftreiB. and alfo knawledge of utheris artis joined thairwith. can 
nocht be learned, yet this fcience is fa facile that the fame miileris 
no help of utheris, but be hearing and reherfe only as alfo be reiding 
may be onderfland. As the maift excellent and godly Hiftoriographer 
Moyfes, efter the compleitinge of the devine Hiftorie quhilk he wraite, 
with the lawe of God infert thairintill, fayis unto the pepill, Thow lall 
reherfe this tmto thy children fonnis and utheris, that the fame, may be 
haldin in perpetuall remembrance ; mening that the hiftorie micht be 
eafilye leamet and kepit in memorie, althoughe the Mrritten buik therof 
hed perifcheit ; being only tauld and repetit fra fader to fone, and fra 

one to ane uther, and fwa neidit nocht the teaching of any uther maifter.

The dele^tione and pleafure heirof is fa gryit, that quha fo ever en- 
teris in the pleaiand ftudye thairof fall thinke the fame fb delectable, 
that he wald never withdraw him felfe therfra with his will. And fon- 
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dry lies taken fo gryii plefour tharintill, that being fare vexed with 
ieiknes, and gevin our bj the medicinares as incurable^ throch the heir- 
ing of hiftories hes recoverit thair helth : As we reide of Alphonfus, 
.kinge of Spaine, be the hiftorie of Titus Livius ; and Ferdinandus, 
kinge of Sicilia, be the hiftorie of Quintus Curtius ; and Laurencius 
Medices was deliyerit of. his feiknes be the heiring of the hiftorie of 
Conrodus the therd emperor j quha being at the fiege of Guelphus duke 
of Bavare, and determinate to ie&roje him and the haill towne quharin 
he was inclufed, yit mofeit with the pitious tearis and requeft of all the 
honeft wemen of the lame quha com to the emperour for releif, he gran- 
tit unto thame licence frelie and laufelye to depart of the towne, with 
& mekill only as they micht carie on thair fchulderis : And thairfore 
thay with ane ftoute curage, fteirit up with godlye pietie and luf towart 
the duke, thair parentis, thair hufbandis and children, careit thaim upon 
thair fchoulders furth of the town, leiffing all uther thair g^des within 
the fame. The gud emperour feing the luffing behaviour of the nobill 
wemen, not only commendit thair doingis, but als for thair caufe i^a- 
rife the towne, and contracted peax with the duke, and remittit all 
injureis bygane. 

As to the utilite and proflfeit to be gaderit of hiftoreis, it evidently 
dois appeire ; for quha will diligently reide and confider the devine and 
godly hiftorie of the holy icripture, thairby lall they knaw the merva- 
luB workes wrocht by the almichty power of the etemall God in the 
creatione and redemptione of man ; of the devine admonitiones of his 
propheitis ; the will of God declarit in his lawe and comandementis, 
be the quhilkis we may difceme godlines fra impietie, and knaw quhat is 
acceptabil to his godly majefte, and quhat thingis provokis his wraith ; 
quhilk is ane perfite rewU to a chriftiane man to direCt his liefe 
to the plelbur of God, embrafing and following vertew, and de- 
clining fra vyce and fyn. Quha lyftis alfo to reid the naturall hif- 
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tones ^iRpeittia be Ariftotle, Plinius, and diy ws utheris |iluloib|ili«rB» 
tb^jQlAy weiU koaw tbe natunJl coufe. of every thing, be the 4]iihUk 
tSfiiKdi ifysL faUet msj be difcernit and feparated. Be the humane 
biflwriflP, . Ae lyefis of pjinceis and noble yalyeant men and verteous . 
Wim^ 3re jd^crivit, quha leifit godly, hon<md)illy and rertuoufly, 
to he foJJp wjt ^ as aUo the liefifl of the ungodly wid^ed, wrangus, quha 
leifit. witibt ihame and jnftmie* to be dedinit and ^hewit. Be hiftorie 
we Judp ija^ely memorie Ihefe tlwgis that, mony hiindretb ywes paft, 
iRild o^rwi& ben^ bwied m oUivione. We remembre thairby our 
(MMlikweaDd h^ g i immg p md may fee, as in a verray mirrour, die exem- 
jUb of IhMne tbint alhw i9r obedienoe to Godis holy will haie ben deuly 
Mwairdit, or for dibGsdpiedience And mumering aganis the famyn hes ben 
pxBij puniihfid. And fidik, he perpetuall ohCendng in Uftoreis, the 
fiiiyectis jare admonifoheit to obey thair prinoe and magiftrato ; for that 
refaelttoMn iies^ways broeht garyt hanne to ike oomoae weill, and nerer 
eaj ^ude to the au&oris tharof, hot utter mine to diame, and decay 
m the end. We liafe alio in joonde the famoua deides and verteiis of 
mony nofaill men« jmd the horrible vices of monye wicked perfonis ; 
and tharby allway dois remaine amongis us, allweill the glory and 
prayfe of the gsid, as the ignominie and reproche of the evilL Quhar- 
£ore, with exen^dis of bothe treulye iett furth in hiftoreis, we leame 
he £Ddl<»vmg the ane, ^nd eGbhewing the other, to lead our liefes 
with vertu and honeftp^ midceU better then he the inflructioBe of ony 
pinlefopker. Cicero Aairfere juffly reporiit the praife of Uflories 
to be the «ftaiflres of lyfe. 

Bot et this vpcefent, my puipole is not to iett furth the ufe and commo- 
dite thairef, 4iufailk * ikyerte authors heie wreittin at lenth. Thus only 
I thodit gvd in maiiik Iwunill maner to make knowin unto your Majefle, 
^ImA Ibliowuig the Mcempil of the wife fenatour Cato, and the conceil 
of the-dkMfuent and prudent phileibpher Cicero, I being reteirit fira the 
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Court of Ingland, (quhair I was refident fbr a gryit fyaee of the todiM 
yere> in 1568^ at your Mi^efleis command, in treating of your weditie 
dftures with ihe Queues hienes of Ingland and her confell,) and 
tharefter remaning at Burtown apon Ti'ent, awaiting only on your 
Majeftie» fervice, yit n^t the les neliier haiffing the commodite to exwee 
my felfe in youre Majefties fervice for diat I was^ be commandement 
reftranit, nor yit for the prefent haiffing that place to give councell in 
the effidres of comone Weill of my native cuntfey, or in adttiinifli*at{one 
of juftice, as I was wont to do in Scotland^ baing ane of tihe coil&ilduiiB 
and fenatoims thareof, (albeit I acknawlege my felfe usiapt^ therfore,) and 
fwa fra both iequeftrate ; thocht verray neceflarie to ipar^ &m parte 
of my time in reidinge of hiftoreis, as maift fecile, pleia&nd and pMfit- 
abie ftudie for the prefent, principallie nocht haiffing the edmtiiodite in 
thefe partes to exerce my time in the divine iludy of the fckiptures^ 
or of the lawis, . for lake of buikes in thefe faottltiiBs^ as alfi> of the r^- 
forte and conference of expert and learnit men in* thefe fciences, lie as 
I was wont to accumpany witheall in Scotland ; and thairforid tuke me 
to reide the hiftoreis of the realmes of England^ thincking we'le to have 
the commoditie to gett the principall buikes therof in this countrey, as I 
dyd ; and alfo that the knawledge of thaire hiftories is maift necefiarye 
unto us before all other nations. And fiia I employed ernifUy my la- 
bouris in reiding the hiftoreis written by Polidorus Vei^us, Beda, 
Sir John Freffiurd knight, Fabian, Edward Halle, Lanquett and 
Copperis Cronicles, with tiie fiimmary wtyttlen latdy by John Stowe : 
In the quhilkis I confider mony and fundry thingis fett forth by thir auc- 
thouris, of the deedis and proceeding^ betuix Scotland and England, far 
contrar to our annales, regifteri^ and trew proceedingis colleftit in Scot- 
land. And albeit the trew hiftoreis of our countrey be largely, truely 
and eloquenlfly treated and wrettttin be that eunii^ and eloquonte 
hiftoriogtttphe, Hectbr Boecius, yit he wreittis only to the deathe of

Kjng James the Gt&, qahiSk was in the yere of our lorde god I486 
yeires, fen the quhilk time nevir ane hes preafied to gif furthe any thing 
in wreitt ; (wa that the hiflx>iy of oure country fen that time, and the 
deides of the foure laft nohle kingis of oure realme, called Jamefles, your 
Migefties progenitours, of quhom ye are be Ime and grees lauchfiilly 
defcendit, they being your fader, gudelchire, grandfchire, and for- 
grandfchire, and to whom your Heighnes moft juftly be inhetitaunce 
luccedes, are like to be erdit in oblivione, as alio the eftaite of your 
Majeftiea owne reigna and govemement, for lake of wreitting ; it 
being left frie to uder nationis to wreitt of the eftait of our countrey at 
thaire plefoure, albeit oftymes befide the treuth. 

Quharfore, moft dreid and bening ibyeraigne Lady, leift that cancred 
oblivione liild deftu^ the glory and deidis of theife foure princes, and 
that film part of the eftate of youre owne tyme male be holdin in memo- 
rye, I hafe in this vacant time compiled and gathered (and nocht maide) 
out of diyerfe, afweill foreine as Scottis wreittaris, this fempill treatife 
for the commodite of my countrey ; only nocht takand upon me to 
wreitt ane Historie, for I knqwe weill quhow unmeit I am thairto, but 
that your Migeftie and your countrey maie hafe fom fchort abbreviatione 
or fimmiarye of the principell deidis in thele dayes, to ierve only quhil 
it jail pleafe otheris better learned, and more diligent in fearching of 
the haiU hiftoreis and drcumfianceis, to fet fourth the famyn at grytar 
lenth, for the honour and weill of oure natione and countrey. Quhilk 
wark I intendit at that tyme to have endit, hot in the meane feafon I 
being comandit be your Majeftie to retoume againe towart the Queue 
of England your gude lifter, for treating of your efiiEdres, I behoved 
thereby for a time to lat the fame reft till fiurder oportunyte ; and fwa all 
the hail fymer in the yeire 1569) I was eamiftly occupied with the Quene 
of England and her conlall, and quhill the monethe of Februar; at quhilk 
tyme being fequeftrate likwife in the Bifchope of Londons houfe in the 
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cite of London, I entered againe to reide over, confider and revile 
theife thingis quhilkis I had coUedled in my firft reftrainte. And haying 
more aboundaimce of hiiloreis, becaus I was fo nere the librairies, I 
therefore corrected and reformed ane part conforme to the yerjte of the 
hiftorye, and proceidit in the reft fa lang as laifer was gyy en to me, com- 
piling the hole as it were in a fummary. In the quhilk, I abfteyne fra 
wreiting of the deidis of uther countreis, (but in fo far as concemis your 
Heines realme,) becaus everye particuler natione hes hed thaire awne 
wreittaris diligent aneuch to that intent. Alfo in reporting thefe thingis 
quhilk hes ben of late tyme done, I muft of necefiitie ipeake of altera^ 
tion of religion in our countrey, yit I doe witheowte reprochfull wordes 
reherfe the thing as yt wes done, adding thairto no odious judgement of 
my awne, hot leaving to the reader to juge of thingis as he £all thincke 
gude ; and becaus I hafe not prefently all heir quhairwith I maie trye 
and examyn the treuth of this little warke, (albeit I did bring fum notes 
gathered of thes noble kingis with me fiirth of Scotland,) thairfore in- 
tends not to put the lame to light, quhill it be more diligently overfeene 
and corre6ted. Befeiking your heich Majeftie to take this fempill and 
rude colle£tione, according to your accuftomed gudenels, in gude parte, 
nocht regarding the warke bot my gude will to youre Heines and my 
native countrey, that the fame thairof iuld not be darkened and defaced : 
Praieng the etemall God to lend yow vi6torie our your enemies, peace 
with your confederates, increafe of honoure, with lufe of your fubjectes, 
and in conclulion, perpetuall joye and etemall felicytie.

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JAMES THE SECOND. 

XHE noble, wife, vailyeant and yartuow Prince, Kinge James the 
firft of that name, being mifcheantly and trayfonablie put doun and de- 
ceiflit, James the fecound, his eldeft Ibnne, beand than bot fizyeires of 
aige, wes hj the quene his moder, and Sir William Creichtqun, ohaun- 
cellour of Scotland, keped in the caftle of Edenbuight quhill the thre 
eftatis of the realme was thaire convenit the xxth daie of Marche in the 
yeire of God 1436 ; quhair he was convoyt with greit tryumphe, feyour 
and blithnes of the haile people, from the caftle throch the toun of 
Edinburgh to the abbey of Hallirudhous» and with all dewe folemnitie 
required, was crowned kinge of Scotland, the lOS kinge of tiiat realme 
fra Fergus the firft ; Charles the Heyint than beinge king of Fraunce, 
and Henry the fixt king of Ingland* 

During the haill time of his minoritie, thair wes greyt trouble and 
civill jfeditione in the realme» bot at the laft he fianchet the iame be 
iupprefling of his enemyes* Efter the quhilk, he had fume wearis with 
Ingland, and was ane valyeant prince, and grytly doupted of his ene^ 
myes, and weilbelpyed of his iubjectis in his lait yeiris, becaus he kept 
gryt jufiice throch all the partis of his realme. He was called James 
withe the firye face, be reflbun ci ane bread reid ^tt quhilk he had 
upon ane of his cheikis. 
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Upon the next daie efter this coronation, thaire was ane parliament 
halden at Edenhurgh, quhair the thre eftatis, confidering that the kinge 
was yong and of tendir aidge, and fiia unhahle to goveme, thaie thaire- 
fore chefit Sir Alexander Levingftoun of Callender, knight, govemour of 
the king and realme, and Sir Williame Crychtoun, knight, chancellour, 
was continowit in his office as he was of before ; and the king was com- 
mitted into his credit and kepinge within the caftle of Edenburgh, and 
certane bifchoppis and nobiU men chofin, quhois counfell the goyemour 
jddde ufe in all his procedingis for the common weill of the realme. 

In this meyne tyme, Archbalde Erie of Dowglas remanit in his owne 
cuntrie of Douglas and Annerdaill, and wald not obay the govemouris 
au€Uioritie ; quhilk minifired the occafioun to fimdrie utheris to do the 
like be his example, being a man of fa gryt power, liia that ichortlie thair 
raiie gryt fa6tiouns, difobediens and mifirule in mony partis of the 
realme. And at the laft certane feditious perfons, be thaire evill con« 
fell and perfuafions, maid the goyemour and chancellour to be deyidit in 
twa partis. The goyemour with the queue remanit in Striyeling ; the 
chancellour haiffing the king in keiping within the caille of Edenburgh ; 
and quhat the ane of thame commandit to be done, the uther difchargit ; 
quhairthroch thaire wes na obedience to the au£fchorite nor executione of 
juffice, hot throch all the partis of the cuntrie thair wes ufed greit fyuU 
yeis and oppreflione, without any feir or puneifinent. 

The queue feinge the tnible fo greit arriling within the realme, exco- 
gitate ane waie quhow ihe might fett forduart the goyemours fa6i:ione, 
and paffit fra Striyeling withe ane quiet cumpany to Edenburgh, under 
colour to perfuade the chancellour to unitye with the goyemour, and to 
fett downe all ciyile and inteftine diyifione amangis the nobillis, that 
her fone the king micht be obeyit and juftice miniftrate. And albeit 
the iame was proponit by the queue under diffimulatione, yit not the les 
the chancellour gaif credit thairto, and aggreit to her defyris : and 
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thairethrodb ihe wes receayed to ludge within ihe caflle, and to inter- 
tany the king hir fbne. But fchortlie within thre daies thaire eftir» to 
performe hir awne purpofe ihe departit furth of the caftle in ane mor- 
^71^69 dilfimuling to go in pilgrimage to the Quhit Kirke, and ^aufit 
cary forth the barne the kinge. as ane birding of her awne clathes. to 
Leithe, and thairfra convoit him be boit to StriVeling ; quhom the goyer- 
nour gladUe reilayit, and gaif gryt thankes to the quene, praifing her 
wifdome and ingine for that ihe had circumyenit la wife a man as the 
chanceller, beand hot an woman. 

And fuddanly the goyemour conyenit all his aflifiars, and rai£it 
ane armye, and feigit the chanceller within the caflle of Edenburgh. 
Bot he, feing him iua diflayit be the quene, and being fiegit on this wile, 
and his eilait ftanding in la gryt hasard, iend to Archebald Erie of 
Douglas, defiringe his alliilance and help contrair the queue and go- 
yemour, promyttand faithfully, gif he wald ia do, that he fulde be his 
in all tymis cuminge. Yit the Erie of Douglas reiufit ather to afliit to 
him or to the goyemour, alleiging thame baith to be oure ambitious of 
the goVemynge of the reahne. The chancellour thairfore ieinge na iup- 
port to be had, appointed with the goyemour, under certaine condi- 
tions, that he foulde keipe ilill the caflle of Edenburgh, and remane 
chancellour in his office; and thay both confentit with'gryt hatreit 
contrair the Erie of Douglas. Bot in the meane time, this Erie of 
Douglas deceiffit at Leflabrig, £ra the incarnation 14399 and left behind 
him Williame his ibne, beinge bot xiiij yeres of aige ; quha fuccedit 
Erie, appering to be of ane gude nature in the b^puiyng, bot fone 
eftir be eyill cumpany and counfell became iniblent. 

This Erie Williame of Douglas fend Malcolme Flemynge of Cummer- 
nauld, and Allane of Lawder, to Charles the feyint, king of Fraunce, 
and obteyned a newe gift of the duchery of Turaine, quhilk Archebald 
Erie of Douglas gat of before at the battaill of Vemoil in Fraunce, and 
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the laft £rle» his faider, bruikit the iame all his dales ; quhilk gift maid 
this young Erie more infolent nor of befoire. 

About this tyme, James Stewart, commonly callit the blake knighty 
fbne tp the Lorde of Lome, mariet the queue weddow, the kingis moder, 
and afliflit to the iniblence of the Erie of Douglas. Quhairfore he and his 
broder Williame Stewart and the queue were put in ward, within the 
cafile of Striyeling, be the govemour ; but ibne eftir wer releifit be the 
labors of Sir Williame Creyghtoun, and Alexander Setoun of Gordoun, 
quha come fouertie for thaire gude rule under grit paynis. 

Quhan thir troubles was betwix the govemour and chancellour, 
thaire was fundrie gryt . flaughters done within the realme ; and fpe- 
cially Allane Stewart, Lord Daraley, was llane at Pulmais thome be 
Sir Thomas Boyde ; and the next yeire thairefter. Sir Thomas Boyde 
was llaine be Alexander Stuart Buktuth and his fones ; through the 
quhilkis thaire raife gryt trubles in the weft partis of Scotland. Likewife 
Lauchlane M^Clane and Murdo Makoneill, Captanes of the Ilis, with 
ane wickit cumpany of Ilismen, heryit, Ipulyeit and brint the cuntrye 
of Lenox, and flewe Johne Colquhone laird of Luce under aflTurance, 
and flewe wifes and baimis, and heiriet the haill cuntrie thairabout. 

Thir trubles and cruelties happenit be reflbun of contentione for the 
goFemement of the realme ; for at ficlike tymes all jufiice and execu- 
tione of law ceaffis, and thairfore the wickit and ungodly is than maift 
biSye to feike thaire privat revenge aganis thaire neichbouris, and 
workes all kinde of mifchief, to the deftructione of thair cuntrye, 
and of the beft and verteous men thaireof. 

Thaire was greyt derth this yeir and the nixt yeir following in Scot- 
lande, fie as was nevir of befbire, and vehement peft ovir all, that nevir 
ane elcapit quha tuik the famyn. And fwa the realme wes plaiggit with 
reif, oppreflion, derthe and p^ft, as juft and dew punifhment for the 
offends baithe of the reularis and people. 
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For appeafing of all thir troubles, the goyemour cawfed ane pariiament 
be haldin at Striyelinge, the xiij daie of Marche, in the quhilk thaire 
was certane liuetennentis appointed throch all the partis of the realme, 
for kepinge of gude rule, and punifhing of thaim that brake the common 
quietnes, to the effect that the kingis lieges might lief but harme or 
ikaith. Yit fchortlie thairefter, the govemour tuik the haile admini-> 
ftration of the realme upon him onlie, quhairwith fondrie of the nobi- 
litie, but principallie the chancellour, beinge offendit, pail fira Striveling, 
quhair he had remanit certane ipace with the kinge and goyemour, to 
Edenburghe, and inyentit ane waie to recoyer agdbie the kinge in his 
kepinge. And to that effect he conyenit ane gryt cumpany of his frendis 
in quiet maner to the Torwood, and paflit himfelfe thairfina fecreitly, ac- 
cumpaniet with xxiij gentlemen onlie, wele horieit, in ane momynge to 
the park of Striyeling, quhair the kinge was at his hnntinge ; quhome he 
perfwadit to paflTe with him to Edenburgh, andfua he was conyoit thair 
be four thou&nd men, quhilkis ware conyenit to the Torwood be the 
chauncellour to that effect ; quhairof the goyemour, beinge then ab£ent 
in Perth, was rerrey fory, and feing himfelfe &a diflavit, «.d unhable 
to refift this interprife, raid in quiet maner to Edenburgh, and thair 
perlwadit twa godlie and yrife bifhoppis, Johne Innes biichop of Mur- 
ray, and Henry Lichtoun biichop of Aberdene, to labor concord be* 
twix him and the chancellour, quhilk they did in this wy£e ; — that the 
kinge iuld remane with the chancellour in keptng, and the goyemour to 
be continewit in his office. And fiia, be this concord, baith the Ac- 
tions ceafled and yrar joyned together. 

During all the tyme of thir trubles, Williame Erie of Doi^las^ follow- 
ing his fetheris tred, wold not obey the goyemours au^oritie, nov yit af- 
fift the chancellour in any his enterprifes, quhilk moyed thame both to ieik 
reyenge of Inm. And to the effect thay micht the better get thairintent 
execut, immediatlie eftir this concord, the goyemour and chancellour 
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caufed wame all the nobles of the realme to come to ane counfell to be 
haldin in Edenburgh caftell ; qnhair Williame erle of Douglas come 
amangis the reft, and entred within the caftelL And eftir he was iet doun 
to theburd with the goyemour, chancellour and otheris noble men prefent, 
the meit was fudantlie removed, and ane bullis heid prefented, quhilk in 
thay daies was ane figne of executione ; and incontinent the faid erle, 
David hisbroder, and Malcolme Fleming of Cummemald,wer heiditbefore 
the caftell yett of Edenburgh. Thaireftir the eftate of the realme be- 
come moir quiet nor of before ; and fticcedit to him James Douglas bar- 
rone of Abircome his fader brodir, quha was ane man of gryit ftoture and 
verrey fett, and levit onely hot the ipace of thre yeiris. All his tyme 
he preiflit to na thing hot to life quietlie. The fiude erle Williame had 
hot ane fifter, quha was callit the £ur maidin of Galloway, and was mareit 
on William Douglas fone to James laft erle, before his deceis, that the 
heretage micht remane together, becaus his fader fucceidit to the erle- 
dome of Douglas be tailye ; and ftie to Wigtoun, Balvany, Annerdaill 
and Ormound, by lyne. 

The iidd erle Williame, eftir the deceis of his fadir James, begouth to 
be infblent, and to followe the maners of the uther erle Williame heidit 
of before. And mony in divers partis of the realme, be his perftiaiione 
and mainteining, diflbbeit the authoritie of the governour and chancel- 
lour, and findre gryit ilauchters and opprelBonis war committit. 

The governour and chancellour caufit convene ane parliament at 
Striveling, in the moneth of Auguft 1440, whair it was ordanit be the e& 
tatis that the king ftiuld ryd in proper perfoun throch all the realme, 
and haild juflice airis ; quhilk he did, accompaneit with findre of the no- 
bilitie and counfell, the twa nixt yeiris following, quhilk was the cans of 
iiiddan alteratione in that court. For, libertie being permitted to every 
man to ^eik with the king, at lenth, be fiim privat confel, he was per- 
ftiadit to take the govemement in his awne hand, notwithflanding of hift 
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jong aige. And fiia fchortlie eftir this, quhoufbne lie become neir to 
the aige of xiiij yeiris, be the conlell of fiim quha inyyit the govemouris 
eftat, and preiflit to have ane change of court, he tnik upon him felf, 
and m his awn handis the govemement, and caulit ane parliament to be 
haldin at Striveling the fourt day of November 1443, in the quhilk the 
King himfelf £at in propper perfbun. 

At quhilk tjme thair was ane legat in Scotland, quha come fra £u- 
genius the Paip, be quhais perfuaiione thair was ane a6fc maid in the 
saide parliament, for the obedience of the Seit of Rome, and mainetean- 
ing of the fpirituall jurifdi6tione ; and that na perfonis, Q)irituall or 
temporally change the fame obedience, quhill the King and realme or- 
dane and decreit thairupon. 

The Erie of Douglas hering that the king had takin the govemement 
upon him, paffit unto the King at Striveling, and put himielf and all 
that he had in the Kingis will, defyring to be remittit of his offenfis by- 
gane, promitting faithiullie to obey and ferve truelie in tymis ciiminge. 
The King perceaving his guid mynd, not only remittit him, hot ufit 
him as maift fSuniliar and i^ecial confalour in all his effSeoiB : be quhais 
perfuaiion, withm ihort fpa^, remembring on oulde injureis, he pro- 
cured Sirs Alexander Levingfton and WiUiame Creychtoun to be re- 
moved fra the king, and depryved of thair offices, and all their favoraris 
to be put fiirth of court. And thay war iummonit to compeir before the 
King, and becaus they durft not compeir, war denuncit rebellis, and put 
to the Kingis home. Than the Erie of Douglas raifed ane army, and 
heireit thair landis ; and suddahtlye Sir Williame of Creychtoun ipul- 
yeit the Erie of Douglas landis, throch the quhiUds thair was gryit cum- 
meris in the haill cuntrey ; and the landis of Strabrocke, Abircome, and 
the toun of Blacknes war brint. And this procedit, as the ufe is in all 
change of courtis and authoritie, rather of privat hattrent and revenge, 
nor for zele of guid govemement or executione of juflice.

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This Erie of Douglas had the haill reul of the King, and maid Arche- 
bald his brodir Erie of Murray, be mareing him upoun Janet Dunbar, 
heretrix thairof : and Hew Douglas was made Erie of Ormondie ; and 
he maid bandis with the Erie of Craufurd, and with Donald lorde oi 
the YliSy and Erie of Rols, to take part every ane with other, and 
with dyvers uther noble men alfo. 

Thair was ane parliament haldin at Perth the xiiij day of July 144i5, 
quharin it was ilatute that all the landis quhilkis was in the Kingis fa- 
theris pofleflioun the tyme of his deceile, iuld remane with the croun 
quhil he war of lauchfuU aige, and all proces and demandis to ceife in 
the meinetyme. In the nixt winter following, the Erie of Craufurd, 
(folicifted be the Erie of Douglas,) tuik ane gryit pray of guidis furth of 
the landis in Fife, perteining to the bifchop of Sain6t Androis, called 
Jaotes Kennedy, fifler-ibne to King James the firft And lylcwife he 
purpoieit to haif Ipulyeit the Abbay of Arbroth, pertening to the laid 
biihop ; and for defence thairof, the Ogilvyis of Angus convenit to the 
Abbay, quhair it chanfed the Erie of Huntley in his jiimey returning 
north from court, as the ufe of hoipitalitie of the Abbaies was in theis 
dayis, to be ludgit, accumpaneit with his ordiner houfhold fervantis 
only, and lum barronis with him ; quhen fiiddantlie the Erie of Craufurd 
and the Ogilvyis joynit in battell, quhilk was verrey crewellie fochin on 
boith the fydis, and the Erie of Craufurd waif llayne, and mony barronis 
of Angus, fie as Robert Maxvell, laird of Telyn, Williame Gardin of 
Burrowfield, Sir Johne Oliphant of Abirdagy ; and of the Erie of Hunt- 
leis cumpany war flayne, Johne Forbes of Petfligo, and Alexander 
Barclay of Gartullie ; and in the haill, above the nombre of fyve hun- 
dreyth men. The maifier of Craufurd tuik the laird of Arley presoner, 
quha was principall of the Ogiluyis at that tyme, and the Erie of Hunt- 
lie eicapit. This field was flrickin the Sd day of Januar 1445. Thair- 
eftir this maifl;er of Craufurd fucceidit to his fSeuler, and was called Erie 
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Bairdy, quba was a yerrey awfiill and rigorus man to all the barronis and 
gentlepien of the cuntrey, and keifk doun mony of thair houfes in 
Angus> quha wald nocht aiiift to him, quhairof findre remanis yit on^ 
biggit agan^ in this our dayis* 

The fore&id Erie of Douglas cauiit the King require the caftell of 
Edinburghe fra Sir Williame Creychtoun ; and becaus he refuied to de- 
iyyer it, thairfore it was feigit the ipace of ix monetibs be the King 
and the Erie of Douglas, Sir Williame Creychtoun being thairintill, 
bot at laft gevin owre to tiie King upon certane conditions \ and the 
&id Sir Williame Creychtoun made chanceUour of new agane, bot wald 
not medle with the goremement of the Kingis effidris, bydand ane bet- 
ter tyme and change oil court. At the fame tjrme. Sir James Stewart, 
called the black knycht, the Quenis huiband, becaus he had ipokin fum 
thing of the mi%oyemement of the King and realme quhilk ofiEendit the 
Erie of Douglas, was baniihed^ and, paflkig to Flaunders, was taken on 
the fey be the Flemingis, and lone eftir deceiilit. The Queue hering of 
his death, ihortlie iaftir departit fra this mortall lyf, and was buryed 
with King James the firft, her firft huiband, in the Chartar-houie of 
Perth, the xv day of July 1446. The Quenis name was Jane Seymmer, 
dochter to the Erie of Somersyd \ and King James the firft ipoufyt her 
in Logland, to help to paie his ranfome, and to loufe him furth of Ing- 
land. And Ihe bujr to hfm Aucht childrene ; tuaof thame fbnnes, James, 
eldeft, then presentlie King, and Alexander, quha dieit young; and 
lax doichters, quhiUds war all hoiumtblie mareit : The firft, Mai^areit, 
with Lewys, Dolphine of France, fone to King Charles ; Eloior, with 
the Duke of Britanye \ the thirde, with the lorde of the Fear in Zeland ; 
the fourt, on the Duke of Auftriche ; the fyft, on the Erie of Huntly ; 
the fixt, on the Erie of M<Hix)uii. And ihe buir aliua three fonnes to 
James Stewart, her fecond huiband, quhilk eitir war Johne Erie of 
Athole, James Erie of Bouchane, and Androw bifchop of Murray. 
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The iaide Lady Margardt was mareit with the Dolphin of Fraimoe 
before the decieile of the King her fadir, in the toun of Toures, in the 
yeir of God 1436 ; and being honoraUie interteneit with her hulband, 
and King Charlee the fevint his fiither, Ihe fent for tua of hir fifters to 
cum in Fraunee, to remane with hir quhill thay Ihold have bene 
honorablie mareit. And qnhen thay war cum to Flaimders in thair 
jomay, thay war thair advertefed that the Queue thair modir was de* 
ceiflit in Scotland, and madame the Dophins wif thair fifter was de- 
ceifit alfo» in the toun of Chailons in Champagny, qiihais body was erdit 
in the cathedrall kirk thairof : hot quhoulbne Leuis the elevint, hir hi}f- 
band, com to be King eftir the deceife of his fiuiir, he caufit tranlport 
her body to the kirk and abbay of Laon of Thouars in Poytow. Alwaies 
the iaid twa young ladies war conroyeit to the King of France, quhair 
thay war honorablie receivit and intertenit quhill thay war boith ma- 
rieit, the ane upon the Duke ef Britanye, and the uther upon the Duke 
of*Aufhiche. 

Thair was a parliament haldin at Edinburch, in the quhilk Sir Alex- 
ander Levingfioun of Callender, laA goyernour, James Dundas . and 
JS^obert Dundas knychtis, be the periuatione of the Erie of Douglas, war 
forfaltit and condamnit to perpetuall prefoun in Dumbartane. And 
James Levingftoun his eldeft fone, Robert Levingfioun theiaurer, 
and David Levingftoun knycht, war heidit. And the iaid James, be- 
fore his executione, maid ane wile oratione to the people, dedaringe 
the infiabilitie of fortun and change of court, exhorting all men to be- 
war thairwith, for envy followit ay the hiechar efiait, and the wikit 
will nevir fiiffer giud men to lyfe or goveme according to jufiice. 

In the fame parliament Sir WiUiame Creychtoun was aliiia ibrfrltit 
for divers caulis, hot prindpallie becaus his fervandis refufed to delyver 
the houfe of Creychtoun to the Kongis herauld, quha chargit thame thair- 
fore ; quhilk forfidtour was led be vertew of ane Act, the quhilk the laid 
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Sir Williame, quhen he was chanceUour, caufet mak, and was the firft 
inventar thairof, and fua wes firft practifet aganis himfelf. Bot not 
lang eftir this parliament. Sir, Williame Creychtoun was reconcyled to 
the King agane, and was fend amhafladour to the Duik of Gilder, for 
manage of his dochter callit Marje to King James the fecoYmd ; ' whilk 
was compleitt he the counfeU and affiftance of Charles the fevint, than 
King of France ; and fcho was honorably fend in Scotland, accumpaneit 
with the Prince of Orange, the Erie of Naflbun, the Bifchop of Came- 
rage, . and with mony otheris nobillis and gentlemen ; and reflavit be 
the aflliftence of all the nobles of Scotland, with gryit banquetting, mir- 
lynes and intertanement of the laid noble men ftrangearis. 

Quhill this, order, was keiped in Scotland, thair was gryit trubillis in 
Fraunce betuix* the Frenche and- Ingliihemen, quhairof war fiiddanlie 
rafed upon the bordouris of Scotland for the fityour of Fraunce fum 
appearance of warreis, and fum gryit Q>ulzeis and inyafiounes was maid 
betuix Scotland and Ingland. Drumfreis was brint in Scotland, and 
Anwyk in Ingland ; bot fone thaireftir trewis war tane for the ipace 
of fevin yeris, and gryit promeifis maid be Ingland to the King of 
Scotland to ceis the wears j becaus the gryt trubles was thaire be- 
tuix thame and Fraunce, and alfo of civile feditione in England, be- 
tuix King Henry the last, and Edward Duik of Yorke, for the crown, 
was. than b^^n. . -v * • 

Iq the yeir of God 1449f thair was ane parliament haldin in the 
m^peth of Januar, . quhair fyndre a£tis wais maid for ftanching of reiff, 
Ipulyeis , and: oppreffioiis' in the cuntrey, fo that the realme was at ane 
griter quietnes. thfureftb* j and divers uthers guid lawis maid, ipecial- 
lie coneernipg the feurty of i the Kingis majefties peHbun, and punilh- 
ment of treflbue ; :quilkis wEtik war maid be the procurement of the Erie 
of Douglas, bot prindpallye war execut aganis himfelf, and his awn af^ 
fiftars and frendis 
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The realme iJAntling this wies at fum quietnes, the laid £rle of Dou- 
glas being ane man of grylt power and welth, to fliaw bis magnificence 
in France and uthers cuntries, tuik bis jomey towart Italie» with ane 
gryit cumpane with him, to pas bis tyme and yyffie the cuntrey ; and 
wes at Rome this yeir, being the jubiley, and left behejnd him Hew, 
Erie of Ormondie, his brodir, quha bad the cure of bis baiil landis. 
Bot in his abfence, the King (be the counfell of thame quha wes with him 
for the tyme,) fummonit the Erie of Douglas to compeir upoun three 
Icore dayis warning ; and becaus he comperit not la fone, be wes put 
to tbe homct and his landis invadit, and guidis takin up to the Kingis 
ule. Quhowfone the advertilement com thairof to him in Italic, be 
retumit with gryit Ipeid into Scotland, and fend to the King to knaw 
his plefour. And he being fend for to com to Striyeling caftell, wald 
not com thair quhill be reflavit ane affiirance fra the king under his 
great feall. (as wes commonlie wportit,) quhilk being had, and he cuming 
to the kingis prefens within the caftell of Striyeling, the king alleget 
that the laide Erie of Douglas wes preifland to (he croun, and to that 
effect, that be bad maid him felf Hark, making bandis with the Erie of 
Crawfurdf and the Lorde of the Ilis, and divers utheris gret men : And 
that be bad maid his twa bredir erls, the ane of Murray, the utiber of 
Ormondie : And the Erls of Angus and Mortoun being of bis fur- 
name, with divers uthers gret barronis and landit men ; the same ap- 
perit verray fiii^icious unto him, and gaif him caus to fear. And be- 
caus the Erie anfuerit to the King owre fiilie and bauldlie, he wes 
prefentlye in the caftell of Striveling flane at fa^xanfevin 1451. 

The laird of Cadyow, caUit Hamiltoun, being in the toun of Strive- 
ling with ane gret cumpany of the Erie of Douglas freindis, for revenge 
of his deid, incontyn^it brint the toun of Strivelinge, and maid mony 
injurious proclamationis aganis the King and his counfell for the aflu- 
raunce brokln. Than luccedit to the Erie, bis fecound brodir callit 
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JapieSf quha be the counfall of the iaide laird of Cadyow^ and of his 
uther twa bredir the Erlis of Murray and Ormondie» with the oflifianoe 
of the Erie of Craufurd, raifit armyis in diyers partis of the realme, and 
inyadit the kingis fubjectis in all partis ; that few travellinge in the 
waye, durft tell quhidder he wes the Kingis man or the Erie of Douglaa 
Quairthrouch, the King wes put to fie a sharp point, that he wes deter- 
minit to haif laft the realme, and to haif paffit in Fraunce by fey, were 
not that bifchop James Kennedy of St Androis caufit him to tarry ^ 
upoun the hoip he had of the afliftanc^ of the Erie of Huntlye princi- 
pallie, quhom he Kad perfuadit to convene ane army furth of the northe 
partis, and com forduart to the fouth for the Kingis relief, as he did 
than prefentlye. Quha cuming with his army towart Brechin, purpofing 
to go toward the King for his afliftance aganis the Erie of Douglas, 
quha had ane gryt army upoun the fieldis to invaid the King, the Erie 
of Crawfurd with ane gret cumpanye, mett the Erie of Huntlye at 
Brechin, of purpofe to haif ftoppit him of paflage ; quhair thair wes 
fochtin ane gret battell, and the Erie of Crawfurd wes difcomfitte, and 
himfelf chaifit to Feneawin, and mony nobillmen, barronis, gentilmen 
and commons flayne, and the field won be the Erie of Huntlye. Thair 
wes alfua findre flayne on the Erie of Huntlies part, hot not to la gret 
nowmer ; quhUk wes on the xviij day of May 1452. 

Immediatlye before this battell, that fitmin day, the Erie of Huntlye 
gaif mony landis to the principallis of the fiimames quha wes with him 
at that tyme ; fie as the Forbefles, Leflyis, Iryingis, Ogilvyis, Grantis, 
and diveris uthers ; quhilkis maid thame all to fecht the more vailyeantlie 
with him ; for the quhilk cans the king gaif him the landis of Badye- 
noch and Lochquhaber agane in recompenie. 

In the meane tyme of the fyeld, Archebald Douglas than Erie of 
Murraye, broder to the Erie of Douglas, brint the peill of Strathboggie, 
pertening to the Erie of Huntley, and heriet the lands thairabout : 
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For the quhilk caus, the Erie of Huntlye at his returning, brint all the 
landis of the Erledome of Murray, and heriet the lame. 

The Erie of Douglas beand upoun the fieldis aganis the King, accum- 
paneit with lindre erlis, lordis and barronis, to the nombre of threttie 
thouiand men, merched fordwart towart the King, quhais armj wes 
nocht neir to that nombre ; yit nochttheles, the King being encuraged be 
the lait yi£torie obtenit be the Erie of Huntlje, and be the prudent and 
wife counfell of the bifchop of Sainft Androis, he fend a herrald to the 
Erie of Douglas, and required him to fcale his army and fubmit himfelf 
to the King, or ellis that he wald gif him battell the nixt daye ; and 
thairwith cauiit make ane generall and publick proclamacione, geving re- 
mitt and pardon to all maner of man quha wald leif the laid erle, and 
ihaw themfelvis guid fubjedtis, and do thaire dutie and obedience to the 
King ill times cumynge. Bot the erle anlwered, that he was of greiter 
forces and firenthis nor the King wes, and thairfore wald not obey him, 
nor yit wald gif battaill qiihill he thocht tyme. The laird of Cadyow 
being ane of his cheif captanis and counlailours, advifed him maift emeft- 
lie than to geve battaill, layinge that the erle wald never gett la guid ane 
daie againe gif he loft that commoditie. And feinge that he wald in no 
wile gif battaill, he left him, and fo did the whole multitude of gentil- 
men and commons that wes with him : Quhaireat the erle himfelf wes 
compelled to flie into England, and his twa breder, Archebald Erie of 
Murray, and John Douglas Erie of Ormond and of Balvanay, with fin- 
drie utheris thair affiftars. 

Be the granting of this generall pardon to the Erie of Douglas com- 
panye, fo apperit to be Gods will that they foulde not ficht, that the 
true lines of the kingis of Scotland micht be preferred ; and albeit he 
' micht haif brought that to pafle by uther meanis, accordingly as it fulde 
haif pleafit his guide will and omnipotent power, yit he did chuis this 
waie, quhairby the eflfiifion of micle bludde micht be avoided, quhilk by 
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civill battell had bene ipilled, gif the parties haifing thaire hairtes filled 
with rancor and ire, had bene together in battaill. Bot the King, ufinge 
the advife of his kinfinan, James Kennedy archbifchop of St Androis, 
compafled his purpofe in the ende, diQ)atching out of the waie all theis 
as he any waies mifirufted ; of whilk nomber namely war the Douglas, 
whofe puiflance and au6fcoritie (not without caufe,) he ever lldpe^ted. 
Many haif reported, (as before is laid,) that in the begynynge King 
James the fecond, throch feire of the greit power of thofe Douglafles, 
wes in mynd to haif fled the realme ; that being recomforted be the 
couniaill and auftoritie of the laid James Kennedy, he advanced his 
ftudie to matters of greit importance. The laid James Kennedy turned 
the Erie of Angus, being of the iumame of the Dowglas, and brothir to 
him by his mother, to taike parte with the King ; he procured alfo di- 
yerfe utheris of the laid bluid and fumame to revolt from the uther 
confedaratis, and to fiibmitt thame felfis upon promife of pardon unto 
the Kingis mercy. And fo fie as were adverlaries to the King, in the 
ende he had thame all to his plefi^ur. 

It was thocht that for lameikle as the Dowglafles had thair landis lyinge 
fb upon the wefi; and midle marches of the realme, that no man micht here 
any reule in thois partis bot onlie thay thamefelvis, in cafe thay had joyned 
with the Engliihmen, confidering the greit intelligence befide quhilk thay 
had in all uther partis of the realme, what by kindred and alliance, the 
realme micht haif fallin into greit perrill. For trulie it is ane dangerous 
thinge for the efiate of ane realme, to haif men of greit power and auc- 
toritie inhabiting in the borders and uttermoifi; partis thairof ; for gif thay 
chaunce (upoun any occafion given,) to renounce thair obedience to 
thaire naturall prince and fiipreme govemour, the prejudice male be 
greit and irrecoverable that aftintymes infiiithe, as it weU apperes in 
the Erles of March, and uther befoire mencyoned in the hifiories. And 
likewiie in Fraunce, be the Duikis of Burgoine, Britanny and Nor- 
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ttaadj i Sot till ihoft cuntryes were iacorporate and aimexed to the 
orowne <^ Frauncet the kingis of that realme was oftintyines put to 
greit hindrance and rebellion of thame whome thaie compted for thaire 
fiibjedtis ; and although theis duikifl in Fraunoe had ftrre greitter rentifi 
than the duikis and erlea in England and Scotland conunownly haif, yet 
haith thaire bene boithe duikifl and erles in athare of theis realmes, able 
to bring ale mony men of war into the feilde as any of the Frenche 
duikis before remembred. For fie emift guid willes and lovinge myndes 
do the people of Scotland and Ingland beare towardis the greit peris of 
the realmes, that it bathe bene leen and knowen that a xxx. or xl. thou- 
land men haif bene redy to ferre thame at thair awne coftis and chaigis, 
gladlie following whether foe ver thaie war appointit to go ; a greit mony 
of quhilk nombre, peradventure, nevir iawe the laid nobill men in all 
thaire life tyme before, but onlie moved with ane inward affe6tion, 
groundit and rulit upon cuftome of thaire auncefters. 

Quhen that the laid Erie was received in Ingland, he maide fun- 
drie greit invafions aganis his awne native cuntrie upoun the weft bor- 
dwsy be the aflifiaunce of thaie Inglis men, brinynge and fpulyeinge the 
euntrie ; quhilk movid all the Scottis bordourarres, albeit of before thay 
war his kynde natyve frendis and fervantis, to miflyke of him. And fo he 
eontynuit ium tyme on the borderers and uther wife, lying at the New- 
caftell certaine yeiris eftir the trubles, quhill at laft makand ane raid 
widun Scotland, the lairds of Johnftoun and Cokpule difcumfeit him, and 
all the Inglis men was with him, and tuik the Erie himlelf prifoner, and 
delyvered him unto the Kinge ; quha caufit him to be kepeit in the 
Abbey of Lindoris in ward, yit honorablie interteneit, quhair he diet 
and was buried mony yeiris thairefter. 

During the tyme of his remaning in Ingland, the King caufed ane 
parliament to be haldin, in the quhilk the lidde James Erie of Douglas, 
Archebald Erie of Murraye, Johne Douglas of Balvany, his bredir. 
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Beatrix Countefi of Douglas, thair modir, with mony uther landit and 
gentlemen war forfaltit, and thair haill landis annexit to the croun. 

Eftir thir troublis, the King being counlallit principallie be the bifclM^ 
of St Androis, James Kennedy his oncle, and the Erie of Orknay, he 
paifit throw all the partis of his realme, quhair he gaif ane generall re- 
mit of all offences,' i|)eciallie to the Earle of Crawfiird and utheris qoha 
tuik parte with the Erie of Douglas ; and rewlit and govemit his fob* 
jectis in greit quyetnes, and caufit miniiler juftice to thame in iic fort, 
that it wes fidde in his tyme, he caulk the raQie buihe keipt the cow. 

In the nixt yeir following, for ftablilhingof gude reule»tiiair was haldin 
ane parliament, in the quhilk thair wes mony gwde lawis maid for the 
publick Weill of the realme, as in the builds of the a£bis of parliament 
is contenit. 

He maid fie moyennis with the prindpallis Capitanis of the Ilis and 
hie landis, that the lame wes als peaceable as ony parte of the law 
landis, and obedient as weill in paying of all dewties of thair lakidis to 
the King, als redy to iarve in wearis with greit cumpanyis } and ipecnlUy 
Donald, Lord of the His and Erie of Rois, quha oft befoir had maid 
bandis with the Erlis of Douglas and Crawford aganis the King, and 
intromitted with the Kingis house of Inyemes, and calUt himfelf king of 
the His ; yit he come to the King and obtenit remiflione, and gaif pl^es 
for guid reule, and brocht ane cumpany of thre ihouiand men to the King 
at the feige of Roxburghe. Schortlie heirefter, the King be the adrift 
of [ihe\ three eftatis, for the commone weile and policie of the realme, 
caufed make mony notable a6tis and lawis in ane parliament haldin at 
Edinburgh, the fixt daie of Marche [1457,] amongeft tiie quhilkis, ane is 
maift principallie to be remembred, that it fold be lefum to every pre* 
latt, barroun and frehalder, to fott landis in few ferme \ and ane uther, 
that erlis, lordis of feffione and men of lawe, fuld ule certane diftinft 
habites in parliament and judgement ; and findre fie like ftatntis» quhilkis 
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war neceflare to be obferved, uied and keipit in thir daies. The 
reabne of Scotland being in this maner at quietnes, thair raiie ane greit 
commotione in Ingland ; for Edward Duik of York purpofing to ufurpe 
the eroun fra King Henry the Sext, quha had bene king xxxiij yeiris 
continewallie befoir, raifit ane greit armie, and come to Saint Albonis 
befyd Lundoun ; quhair the laid K. Henry with ane uther army mett 
him, and fitucht ane crewell battell, in the end quhairof the viftorye 
fell to the Duik of York ; and upoim the kingis part war flaine Ed- 
mond Duik of Somerfett, moder brodir to K. James the fecound of 
Scotland, Henry Erie of Northumberland, the Erie of Staford, the 
Lord Clifford and mony uther nobill men. 

The King himfelf wes tane presoner, and had to Limdoun, quhair he 
wes keipit, and the Duik of Yorke maid protestor of Ingland. In the 
meane tyme, the Queue and her fone the prince, with Henry young 
Duik of Somerfett, and mony utheris, fled into the north partis of Ing- 
land, and fent to the King of Scotland to defier his help and fiipport 
aganis the tirrany and ufurpacione of the laide Duik of York. And 
the King being advyfett with his counlaill apoun thair defiens, thocht the 
lame verray reafonable ; principallie being moyet that King Henry wes 
ane noble prince, and ane lufar of peace and quietnes, quhilk he had 
intertenyit with the realme of Scotland duringe all the tyme of his reigne 
preceiding. And alliia hering of the flauchter of his moder brother, the 
Duik of Somerfett, be the laide Duik of Yorke, maid him the mair for- 
wart for thair lupport ; and fiiddantlie preparit ane army of xx thou- 
land men, and paft in Ingland. And the cimtrey men of Northum- 
berland, Durame and all the north partis of Ingland, beand advertifl; 
of the incumming of the Scottis army, at the Queues delire they conyenit 
to the Queue, and paft forwart with hir befoir the Scottis armie was 
joyned with them : Quhairof the Duik of Yorke heringe, and not 
beinge hable to refifl; to the Erie of Warwick, fled lurth of the realme. 
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and paft to Callice, and thairefter King Henrie govemit his realme 
peaceable agane, and maid ane concord with the laide Duike of Yorke, 
Erie of Warwick, and thaire freindis : Albeit the fame was under difli- 
mnlatione of all ijdes, yit it continewit certane yeires thaireftir ; and 
in the meane tpne, thair was greit entertejnment of freindfhippe be- 
twix the Kingis James of Scotland and Henry of Ingland, for the greit 
favour the King of Scotland had fhowin to him in his neceflitie. 

Heire is to be remembrit that the excellent arte of prenting wes firft 
inventit in the citie of Mentz in Germany, in thir dayes, to the greit 
fiirderance of all perfonis defiringe knowledge, or thirftinge for lite- 
rature. 

The Duike of Yorke remembring the guide mynde quhilk the King of 
Scotland bure towart King Henrie, in preparinge ane armie for his 
iupport aganis the faid duik, and thurfore to revenge the lame, fteired 
up the borders of Ingland to maike lundrie incurfions and ipulyeis 
within Scotland, and wald iuffer na redrefle to be maid, nor dayes of 
trewis to be keipit on the border to that effect. Quhairfore the King 
of Scotland convenit ane grit armie, and paflit him felf thairwith in 
proper perfbun ; quhair in Northumberland, Durame and utheris 
partis in that cuntrie, quhair he brint diverfe townes, keft downe mony 
houfes, cailells and piels, and taryit within Ingland, quhill that King 
Henrie fent to him, afliiring that he walde keipe freindfhipp with him, 
and promifed to cans full redrefle be maid, lua being he wald retire 
within Scotland with his armie, quhilk the King did with greit honour. 

Efler thaire wes fundrie conipiracies attempit be the Duike of Yorke 
and the Erie of Warwick aganis King Henrie ; and thairefore he fend 
to the King of Scotland agane, defiringe his ailiftance, ayde and iupport 
aganis thame, and promiflit for the fame, to reftoire imto the King of 
Scotland the lands of Northumberland, Cumberland, Durame and 
uther fhireffdomes quhilk the King of Scotland had of before, and bene 
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wiihaldm fra thame diverie yeires paft ; quhilk promifes were acoeptit 

be the King of Scotland, and confinnit by treatiee and contni£fci8» maidt 

fealed and interchangit betwix the twa princes^ in the yeire of God 1458. 

The next yeire following, the lidd Duike of Yorke, Erles of Merche, 

Salidberie and Warwick, beand fled of before oute of Ii^land, retunut 

with ane puiflant armie within the lame ; and the xiz daie of July 

1459> met with King Henrie at Northampton, quhaire the Kingia hcSA 

were difcomfiit, and the King taken in t\e feilde, the Duike of Bucking- 

ham, the Erie of Shrewibery and Lord Egremond .ilaine ; and the 

Duike of Yorke proclaimed aire iq>parent to the'crown of Ingland. The 

Quene, in the meane tyme, fledd in the northe partis, and fend and d^ 

firet the King of Scotland to convene ane armie, and cum into Ingland 

for releife of King Henrie hir hufband» quha was than haldin in prilbn 

at London be the Duike of Yoike, confbrme to the treaties and pro* 

meifes paft of before. Tlie nobill prince. King Jam^ willinge to keipe 

his promife, convenit ane grit armye of all the parts of Scotland, and 

cam forduart in Ingland with greit Ipeid. The Quene haringe the Duikis 

of Exeter and Somerfet, Erie of Deronihire, the Lordis Clifforde and 

Ros, with iimdrie uther lordes of the northe partis of Ingland, being 

encoraget be the King of Scotlandis armye, maid greiter hail, and merchet 

forduart to Yorke, and fra that to the caftle and towne of Wakefeilde, 

quhair the Duike laie, quhair he was environet on everie fide like ane fiihe 

in a nett, and his haill armie was difcomfift, himfelfe ilaine, and his twa 

imcles. Sir John and Sir Hughe Mortimers, with diyerfe utheris his 

counlaUlors, and thre thouiand gentlemen and commonis. And the 

Quene following furth apoun the laid victorie, merchet forduart with hir 

armie aganis Edward Erie of Marche, eldeft fone of the Duike of Yorke, 

quha was then liand at Glocefier ; hot on hir cuminge thair, ihe was ad- 

vertifed that the King her hufband was left at London with the Erie of 

Warwick and Duike of Northfolke, whene ihe paft the nereft waie ; 
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and at St Albons befide London, the lidd Duike and Erie, haifknd the 
King with thame in cumpanj^ met the Quene with ane greit armie, and 
thair fet apoun thair enemies on either fide on faftrenfevins daie ; quhilk 
daie fortune fiia favorit the Quene, that the Duike and Erie were dii- 
comfift and fledd, leavinge the King with the Lorde Bondveill, and ane 
uther knighte with him onlie, quhair thair wes abone fyre thoulande 
men flatne. And fiia the King metand withe the Quene, was reftorit to 
his authoritie, and ufet the government agane. 

In this meine tyme the King of Scotland wes retumit in his awne 
euntrie at the defire of the quene, hot the Erie of Marche ceafit not be 
the counlaill of the Erie of Warwick, quha than joynit withe him, and 
raifit ane new armie aganis King Henrie, and come forduart to London ; 
quhairfore the King was forced to pafle ip the north euntrie, quhair he 
jet fend againe to the King of Scotland, and winne the caftells of Rox- 
burgh and Warke, quhilkis war haldin be the favorers of the laid Ed- 
ward and his conlpirators. And thairfore the Kinge, partlie moved at 
King Henries defire, partlie alfi> becaus the fidd twa caftells were lyand 
with the landis and fliires promeifit him be King Henry, he campit his 
armie about the fidd caftell of Roxbu^h, and befeigiet the fame. 

Quhair the King of Scotland, being verray expert in the fchooting of 
greit artalyery, tuike greit pleafiire thairintill, and leving his campe, the 
Erie of Angus being with him in ctunpany, pafiit to the trenches quhair 
the greit ordinance wes placed, quhilkis he caidit fishuit aganis the caftel 
on iundaie the iij daie of Augufl; 1460, and it chanfit a wedge or flyce to 
flee fra ane of the gunnes, quhairwith the King wes ilaine, and the Erie of 
Angus, quha wes with him, was evill hurt. And fiia this nobill prince, 
King James the fecond, deceaflit the thirde daie of Augufi: 1460, the xxix 
yeire of his aige, and of his reigne the xxiiij yeire ; and thaire wes greit 
meane made for him, becaus he wes well belufed of all his fubjectis. 

Notwithfianding of the deceifid of the King, the fiege contineuit be

the perluafion of the Quene, heing ane princes of hiech corage, quhill 
the caftles of Roxburghe and Warke were wonne, quhiUds baith were 
caftin downe to the grounde. 

The King left behinde him three Ibnnes, James the eldift, quha wes 
ihortlie thaireftir crownit King of Scotland, Alexander Duik of Alban j, 
and James Erie of Mar, and twa dochters, the ane mariet on Thomas 
Mafter of Boyde, quha at his manage wes maid Erie of Arrane ; and 
fcho wes thaireftir mariet on the Lorde Hamilton, quha gate with her 
the Erledome of Arrane, be the for&ltour of the laid Thomas Boyde, 
and of hir the houfe Hamilton is difcendit, and thairthroch nareft of 
bluid to the croun in this our daies ; the uther of the Kingis dauchters 
difleafed unmaried. The Kingis bodie was convoit to the Abbay of 
Halyrudhous befide Edenburgh, quhair it was buried with all funerall 
obfequiesy according to his eftate. The people generally lamenting 
his deathe with no lefle forowe and deulfuU meane, nor is fene in ane 
priyate houfe for the decefle of the welbeloved maister and awner thair- 
of; for in tyme of weare amang his fubje6tis in the campe, he behaveth 
him ielfe fo gentlie towardis all menne, that thaie femed nocht to feare 
him as thaire King, hot to reverence and love him like a fader ; he wald 
ry de up and downe amangis thame, and eate and drinke with thame, even 
as he had bene hot ane priyate man and fellowe. Of harte he was courag- 
ious, politique in councell, in adyerlitie nothing abaihed, in proQ>eritie 
rather joyiull nor proude, in peace juft and mercyfull, in warre fharpe 
and feirce, in the field bolde and hardie, and nochttheles no farther nor 
wifHome wolde adyenterous ; he had greit trubles in ciyiU and inteftine 
warres in his youthedde ; hot in the tyme of his later dales, his realme 
was in quiet proQ>eroUs eftaite, and no feare of outwarde enemyes, and 
keipit his nobills in loyinge and nobill obedience, and the commons in 
guide peace ; the Lardes whome he knewe at yariance, he did appeafe. 
And fo, withe his princely and guide properties, he endit his lifet 
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JAMES THE THIRD. 

■ Eftir the deceis of James the fecound at Roxburgh, the Quene and 
nobillis of the realme cauiit the feige to be continewit forwart, till Rox- 
burgh wes won and caflin doun to the ground. And that they fuld 
not laike the presens of thair King, thay fend for James eldeft fone to 
James the fecound, being than hot ferin yeiris of aige, and caidit him to 
be crownit at Kelso, with the imiverlall confent . of the thre eftatis, and 
greit rejofing of all the armie and peple being thair preient, in the 
moneth of Auguft 1460 ; Charles the fevint, than King of Fraimce, 
and Edwart the fourt, than entrit King of Ingland. Thaireftir thay 
feget the caftell of Wark, quhilk wes lykewyis takin and caflin doun ; 
and eftir the laidis yi^tories, the King and his haill nobillis come to 
Edinburgh. Of the doun cafting of the faides cailellis, wes wrettin thir 
veirsis:— 

Quadriiigentenis 4ecie» fex mille fub ebdib 
Roxbnrch Wark folo precipitata lego. 

Becausthe King wes young, thair wes chofin to goveme him and the 
realme fevin Regents, quhilks war the Quene his modir, the Bi- 
fchop of Sainttandrois, callit James Kennedy, lifter fone to King James 
the firft, the Bifchop of Glaigow, the Erie of Angus, the Erie of 
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Huntty, the Erie of Argyle, the Erie of Orknay ; qiiha during the 
tyme that B. James Kennedy leivit, aggreit weill on the govemement 
of the realme, hot not fo weill eftir his deceis. 

Donald Lord of the Ylis and Rois, quha had bene in the army with 
the King weHl recounfaled, eftir his gryit difbrdour and evill'reule, be- 
gouthe of new to ufe the lyke maneris, and ^ulyeit and heriet the haill 
cuntrey of AthoUe, and tuik the Erie and his ladie captive with him 
into the Ylis, fpulyeing als weile the kirkis and girthes of the cuntrey 
as uther places. And to repres his iniolence, the Regentis of the realme 
caidit prepaire ane army ; hot in the menetyme, the ifdde Lord of the 
Ylisy and the principallis of his cumpany, wer luddenly ftrikin be the 
hand of God with freneifie and wodnes, fua that thay lofte all thair 
fliippis and pray in the fee in thair retoming, and than throuch of thair 
awn will caulit reftore the Erie of Athole and his ladie agane ; and 
cpme thame felfes to Saint Bridis kirk in Athole, for recovering of 
thaire health, hot they wer na thing the better. This Donald was 
eftirwart flane treaflbnablie in the caftell of Invemes, be ane Ireland 
man tliat playit on the]clarihot| as a dew punifement for his wickednes. 

In this mene feafouui Henry the lasct K* of Yngland eftir divers 
battallis wes vincuft be Edwart Duik of York at Saint Albanis, and 
lafl; at Tuton befydes York j fra the quhilk he fled unto Berwick, quhair 
he fend to the King of Scotland^ defyring ane iauff conduct for him- 
felf, his Queue, eldeft fone and certane of his nobill men, to come in 
Scotland, to the nombre of ane thoufand horfe ; quhilk wes gladly 
graunted unto him, and he varry honorablie and thankefuUy reflavit 
him, and weill treat and intertenyit in the toun of Edingburghe. Thair 
came with him the Quene his wife, Eduard his eldeft fone, the Duikis 
of Somerfyde and Glocefter, breiher germane to King Eduard, the 
JGrie of Pembui^h, bro(tiher to the ikide King Henry, the Erie of War- 
wic^ the Erie of Hungirfordt the Lord Rofi, and Lord Revers, 
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quhais dochter the {aide Eduard meryit eftir he had ohteanit the croun, 
and divers utheris of the nobilitie of Ingland. He dedaarit the cans of 
his cumming, deiyring to haif favour to remane in that cuntrey quhill 
he mycht obteane fiipport of his frindis in France and uther placei8» to 
recover his croun againe, and to haif the King of Scotlandis affiftance 
thairto i quha, be the counlall of his Regentis and nobilitie, thinking his 
defyer verray reflbnabill, accordit thairto. King Henry, thairfore, 
perlaveing him fa humanelye and thankfullie refiavit and intertenyit, 
caufit delyvef the toun and caftell of Berwyk in the King of Scotlandis 
handis, to remane perpetuallie with him, thinkand thairthrocht to con- 
filiat the greater frendfchip and redier fupport, and alfo to make his enne* 
mies the weaker throuch the wanting of the ftrenthe ; quhilk movit the 
King of Scotland to prepaire more diligentlie forces for the fiipport of 
the laide King Henry. 

The {aide Quene Margret and Prince Eduard thair eldefl; fone, paft 
in Fraunce to hir frendis for fupport, (leaving the King hir hufband and 
the uther nobill men in Scotland,) and hoipit to get the {ame, becaus 
K. Henry was nevoy to Charles than King of France. Sone eftir hir 
cumming in France, Petir Breis ane Frenihe capitane, with ane cum* 
pany of Frenihe men, war fisnd be the K. of France for the fiipport. of 
K. Henry into Ingland, and wan the caftellis of Bambrogh and Dun- 
ftanbrugh, quhilkis he keil doun to the ground ; and wan alfo the caf- 
tell of Anwyk, quhilk thay keipit. Beand feiged be King Edwardis 
power, and oppreft with £a greit hunger that thay wer conftrainit to eit 
hors fleihe, and could not efchaip fiirth of the lame, fisnd in Scotland 
for releiff ; quhairthrouch the Erie of Angus, being wardan of the 
marches of Scotland, convenit xxiij thouiand men, and paffit to Wally* 
. • .rou^ in Ingland, quhair he cheifit furth five thouiand weill horfit 
men, and certane led horls to bring %waye the Frenfche men, and paflit 
to the iaide cailell of Anwik, quhair in the pre&ns of xx thouiand Inglis 
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men liand about the fiud caftell, reliefit all the Frenfche men that wes 
thairin and brbcht thame faiS in Scotland. 

The Duik of Somerfyd ftered up King Henry to pas in Ingland, af- 
firming him to haif greit favour thairintill ; quha haveing ane gret cum- 
pany of Scottis men with him, enterit in Ingland, quhair mony of the 
northe pairtys did refort unto him ; and iua he obtenit greit fevor as 
apperity and paft forduart throuch Northumberland and Durame, till 
he came to the toun of Exheme, quhair the Marques of Montagu with 
ane gret powar difcomfifl King Henry in battell. In the quhilk wes 
takin the Duik of Somerfyd, the Lorde Hungerfurd, the Lord Rois, 
quhilkis wer eftir putt to death at the New caftell, with mony utheris ; 
and King Henry efcaped and retumit agane in Scotland, quhair he re- 
manit certane ipace thaireftir. % 

Shortlie heireftir, the Queue of Scotland, moder to the King, de- 
ceflit at Edinburgh the xvj of November 1463, and wes buryit in 
the Quens College besyde Edinburgh, quhilk Iho hir felf foundit biggit 
and dotit. 

The lame yeir, Alexander the Duik of Albany, broder to the King, 

< 

retumand hame fra his gudfchir the Duik of Gilder, quhair he had re- 
manit certane yeiris, into Scotland, in the moneth of Junii, wes takin on 
the fey be Inglifhe men ; hot Bifchop Kennedy fend and caufit relief 
him with his fchip and all the guidis, or utherwayis thay had maid wear 
on Ingland, nochtwithjianding that thair wes trewis contra^it be- 
foir. 

Kling Henry, eftir that he had remanit certaine tyme in Scotland, 
paft in fecret maner within Ingland, thinkand not to haif bene knowin 
quhill he had pail farr in the cuntrey ; hot thair wes fa diligent watches 
laid upoun all the bourdouris, that he wes takin and convoit to King Ed- 
uard, quhair he wes keipit prifonar in the tour of Lundoun ; out of the 
quhilk, be the helpe and fupport of certane noble men his frindes, he

wes thaireftir deliverit, and rellorit to the crown agane, bot yit he joyfit 
not the lame lange, as the hiflories of Ingland dois declare at lenthe. 

In this yeir, James Kennedy Archebifchop of St. Androis deceiffit, 
the xth day of Maye 1466, and wes buryit in Sainft Salvatouris Col- 
lege in Saint Androis, in ane coftelie fepulture quhilk he caufit mak. 
This wes ane noble, wife and godely bifchop ; and in his tyme, be his 
confell and labouris, K. James the fecound fubduit the Erie of Douglas 
and his faction, and keipit guide peace with Ingland. He foundit and 
biggit the laide college of Saint Salvatour in Saint Androis,' and biggit 
ane gret fchip, with the laide magnifique fepulture ; and [it] wes com- 
monly repute and haldin, that every ane of thay thre wes of a like coift. 

Sone eftir this, thair wes ane parliament haldin in the moneth of 
Q£tober, an^ane uther in Januar thaireftir, in the quhilkis, there wes 
lindre lawis and ftatutis maid for the weill of the realme, prindpallie 
for the eftate of merchandis and utheris ; and at the fame tyme, ordour 
tane that.no Inglilhman fuld haif benefite within the realme of Scotland, 
eftir the forme of the a^ maid be King Robert the Bruce of befoir. 

And in the nixt yeir thair wes tua parliamentis haldin, the ane in 
06tober, and the uther in Januar following ; in the quhilk, amang lin- 
dre utheris matteris, it was ordanit that certane ambaflidouris lulde be 
fend into Denmarke, for contracting of the Kingis inariage with Lady 
Margaret, eldest dochter of Christiem King of Denmark and Norway, 
quha paflUt thair in the nixt yeir following. And eftir the lame wes 
treatit, contradtit and concludit be the King of Scotlandis ambafladouris, 
quha was Androwe Dufdcir bifchop of Glalgow, the bifchop of Orknay, 
the Lorde Avendaill Chancellar of Scotland, and Thomas Boyd Erie 
of Arrane ; the laide ladie Margaret, accumpaneit with findre bif- 
choppis and nobill men of Denmark, retumit in Scotland with the 
laidis ambafliadors in the moneth of July 1469> and was honorablie ref- 
fared be the King, and the mariage wes folempnidt in the Abbay kirk 
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of Hallierudlioula befyd Edinbruch, the x. day of July, the King and 
Quene being almaift equall of aige. The King of Denmark, for the 
contracting of the laide manage, as in tocher gaif our and renunceit all 
thair title and right quhilk thay had and claimed to the Erledome of 
Orknay, Zetland, and all uther Ylis liand betuix Norway and Scotland, 
for the quhiUds thair had bene gryit trubles betwix the realmes of Scot- 
land and Denmark of befoir. 

At the landing of the laid Quene, the kingis fifter, quha was nuffeit 
with the laide Thomas Boyd Erie of Arrane, paiBt furth of the toon 
of Edinbrugh to the fchippis, and advertift him that the King had con- 
iavit ane greit hattrent aganis him, fiia that gife he landit he was abill 
to lofe his life ; quhairwith he beand movit did remane in the fchippis, 
and retumit with all poflible diligence, and his wife with him, in Den- 
marke ; and thairfor the King beand hiecUie offendit at him, caufit 
for&lt him and his fadir the Lord Boyd, and fend for his wife, and 
caufit her retume in Scotland ; and in his abfence led ane divorle be- 
tuix thame, and mareit hir thaireftir upon the Lord Hammiltoun, to 
quhome he gaif the Erledome of Arrane with hir. Of quhilk mareage 
the hous of Hammiltoun is difcendit, and thairthrow is nerreft of bloode 
to the croune« 

Sone eftir this, in the moneth of November nixt followinge, the thre 
eftatis of the realme was convenit, quhair the Quene was crownit, and 
ane parliament haldin, and the moil parte of the nobill men remanit 
with the King in Edinbrugh all the nixt winter. And the King and 
Quene maid thair progres in the northe partis the lymmer following, 
quhair thay war honorablie receaved and interteanit, boith in the prin- 
cipal! citeis and towns and be the nobill men of the cuntrey, to the 
gret confort of the haille reahne. And eftir thair returning to Edin- 
burghe, he caufit ane parliament to be convenit in the moneth of May 
1471 i in the quhilk, amangis utheris a^tis was ordanit, that lordis, bar- 
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ronifi and burrowis lUld gar mak Ibhippis, buleliis and greyt pinkboittia 
with nettis for fifcheing ; aad fie lik, that nane fulde weir filkis in du* 
bletty gowne or cloak, except knychtis, minftrellB and hanraldb, withr 
out the wearar of the lame may fpend ane hundreth poundis worfih of 
land rent ; and that the fuit ball and golf be abuiit^ and the ihuting iifit» 
and findre fie like quhilkis war necefler to be ob£eryed« 

James, eldeft fone to King James the third, wes borne the day 

of Marche 147^ quha eftiruart wes calUt James the fourt, and wes ane 
jufle and guide prince, 

Ane cpmette menrellus appeirit in the fouthe, the xvij day of Ja^ 
nuer till the xviij day of Febniar, caftand gret beames of licht touart 
the fouth, and wes placet betuix the pole and the pleyaidis callit the 
ievin Harms, quhilk the aftrologis did afferme to be ane figne of mony 
menrellus changes in the warld. 

The greyt fchip biggit be the bilchop of St. Androis, callit the bi£- 
choppis barge, being laidinnit with merchandice, brak and perifi^t befid 
Bamburghe, the xijth day of Marche ; in the quhilk mony merchandis 
clarkis and utheris pallingeris war drownit, except ane few number 
quha did dTchaip be ane boitt, in the quhilk ihe Abbot of Saint Colme 
wes takin prefoner, and haldin be ane James Kar in Ingland, qidiill he 
payit four ibore pundis for his ranJbun, The haille gud^ b^ng in 
the iaid^ Ichip wes ipulyeit and takin away be the Ingliflunen, to the 
gryet hurt of the merchandis aad awnaris thaireo^ notwithftanding of 
the trewis. 

The Abbacye of Dunfenneling yacand, the eomrent eheifit ane of 
tbair awn monkis, callit Alesander Thomfoun, and the King promovit 
Henry Oeychtoun Abbat of Paiflay thairto, quha wea preferrit be 
the Paip, through the Kingis fiipplicationis, to the fiiide Abbacye. 
And fio lik Mr Robert Shaw, perfoun of Mynto, waa promoyit be the 
King ; of the Abbacye of Paiflay, and fua than first began fie maner oi 
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promotione of fecularis to abbacies be tbe Kiogis fupplicationis, and the 
godlie elefifciones war fimftrste and dekayde, becaus that the Court of 
Rome admittit the prinds fupplicatioiiis, the rather that thay gat greyt 
proffeit and fowmes of money thairby ; quhairfore the bifchoppis durft 
not conferme thame that wes chofin be the convent, nor thay quha wer 
eledlit durft not perlew thair awn ryght : And fua the Abbayis come 
to fecular abuflis ; the abbottis and pryouris being promoyit furth of the 
court, quha leyit courtlyk, fecularlye, and Yoluptuoflye : And than 
ceiflit all religious and godlye myndis and deidis, quhairwith the fecu- 
laris and temporall men beand iklanderit with thair evill example, fell 
fra all devocioun and godlynes to the warkis of wikednes, quhairof 
daylie mekill evill did increafe. 

Becaus of the greyt fpulye of guidis quhilk wes takin.at the breking 
of the faide barge in Ingland, and had bene oftymis required and no 
reftitucione maid, and als that notwithflanding the trewis the Inglilh- 
men had maid invalione upon the bordouris, the King, be the adwife 
of the eftatis, in ane parliament haldin at Edinbuigh the ix day of Maij 
1474, ordinit ane ambafladour to be fend to King Edwart of Ingland, 
for redreis to be had thairof ; quha pailit Ihortlie thaireftir thair to the 
lame effe6l, and maid guid aggrement. 

In the lame parliament, it was thoucht expedient that the King fuld 
fend commiflione to his iadir the Kinge of Denmark, to mak and bind 
conlideratioun and allyance with the Empriour, exceptand alwayis thair 
firft allyance, quhilk wes treatit ihortelie thaireftir, and thair feallis in- 
terchanged thaireupoun betwix the Empriour and Scotland. 

This yeir in September, the indulgence of the feitt of St Androis 
wes publifchet be Patrick Grahame Archebilchop thairof, and the lame 
leitt ere£tit in ane Archebifchoprik ; quhilk wes impetrat be the laide 
Patrick Grahame, quha maid narrative to the Paip, that becaus the 
Archebilchoprick of York wes metropolitane of Scotland before, and 
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that thair wes oftymis wearis betuix Scotland and Ingland, quhair- 
throucli thay could not haif accefle to thair metropolitane, fpeciallie for 
remedie of appellacione, the Paip confentit to mak St. Androis pri- 
mat and metropolitan of Scotland, and ordanit the uther xij bifchoppis 
of Scotland to be under his primacie ; quha reiiftit thairto, and promefit 
ane taxaeiohe of xij thouiand merkis to the King for his majntenance 
aganis the Archebifchop. And the prelattis fend to Rome, quhair thay 
pleyit the caufe. 

At this tjme, it wes aggreit in ane parliament haldin at Edinburghe, 
147^> the Kingis filler fiild be mareit apoun the Lord Hammiltoun, 
and he to be made Erie of Arrane; quhilk mariadge wes ihortlie 
theireftir compl^it, quhairof the hous of Hammiltoun is dilcendit, as is 
befoire faid. 

Thair wes ane gret pell in the realme of Scotland in the yeir 1476, 
fiia that the King, eflir he had callit ane parliament to haif bene haUin 
in September, continewit the fame quhill uphallyday. And the indwel- 
laris of Leith left the lame void for that caufe, quhill the laid parliament. 
About the fame tyme, Johne Lord of the Ylis and Erie of Rols wes 
forfalt, partlie for his awin deidis, hot maill principally for his fitdirs, 
Donald Lord of the Ylis. 

In the moneth of Maij anno 1476, the King caufit convene ane greyt 
army of the maill valyeaunt men upoun the northe fyd of the watter of 
Forthe, to invaid the Lord of the Ylis be see and land, and maid the 
Erie of Crawfurd Admirall of the army be see ; and the Erie of Athole, 
(being the Kingis fader brodir) lieutenant of the army be land ; hot in 
the meane tyme, the laid Erie of Athole maid fie diligent labouris, that 
the Lord of the Ylis be his meanes humyllit him felf, and come to 
the Kingis will apoun certaine condiciones ; for the quhilk cans the 
King gaif unto the laide Erie of Athole the landis andforrell of Clony. 
And thaireftir, in the banning of the moneth of July, the laid Lord 

F 
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of the Ylis come to the Parliament in Edinburgh, and thair maid ane 
concord with the King, and renuncit and gaif our the Eriedome of 
Rofi, and the landis of Kintyre and Knapfden ; quhilk eriedome he 
annezit to the croun, and the King remittit and forgaif him and his (er- 
Tandes all offencies and crimes by paft, and infeft him of new in the 
lordfchip of the Ylis and his uther landis quhilkis wes nocht renuncet, 
under the fervice of ward and relieff. And fiia the Parliament beinge 
done, the Lord of the Ylis retumit into his awin cuntrey. 

Thair was ane ambaOadour fent to [bej the Duik of Buigunye in Scot- 
land, be quhome the allyance and confideracie betuix the realme of Scot- 
land and Prince of Burgunye and the eftatis of his landis, . was confer- 
mit, and redres maid for certane wrangis done on the fey on both partys. 
And at the fame Parliament thair was ambafladours direct and (end in 
Yngland to King Edward, defyering his dochtir Cecilia in manage to 
James the prince, eldeft fone to the King of Scotland ; quhilk was glaidlie 
grauntit, and manage contra6lit betuix thame, to be compleit quhen 
the prince of Scotland fuld be of perfyt aige. And in hoip thairof. 
King Eduard lennit certaine fowmes of money to the King of Scotland, 
quhilkis was eftirwart randerit and paid to King Edward. At the lame 
tyme, thaire was trewis renewit betuix the tua realmes, and baith the 
Kii^ps of Yngland and Scotland Iwome to obferye and keip the iame. 

About this tyme thair wes ane inquifitour fend in Scotland be Sex- 
tus, Paip for the tyme, quha tuik inquificione aganis Patrick Grahame 
Archebifchop of St Androis ; quhilk beand reportit to the Paip and Car- 
dinallis, thay pronimcit fentence aganis him, be the quhilkis he wes 
depofed and degradit fra all the ordouris and dignitie of the kirk, cure, 
honour and execucione of his office ; and wes decemit ane heretique, 
fdfinatike, fymoniak, and declarit curlit and condamnit to perpetuall 
prelbun. And Williame Scheves Archedeane of Sandl Androis wes 
promovit to the bifchopnk in his place ; and he wes committit to him in 
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keiping to be in prefoun, quha firft wes tranlportit to St Colmis Infche, 
and fra that to Dum£ermling, and laft to Lochlevin, quhar he deit, and 
wes buryit in Sain6l Sarffis Yle in Lochelevin. 

The (aide Williame Scheves wes confecrate Archebifchop of St An- 
drois on Paflione Sonday in lentrene in Halyrudehous, the King being 
prefent and mony noble men, quhair he relTavit the pallium as ane 
figne of his Archiebifchoprik, and wes confermit primat and legat of 
the realme, notwithlianding of the impediment maid unto Grahame of 
befoir be the bifchoppis of the famin. 

The fame yeir, Alexander Duik of Albany wes put in prefoun be 
the King his brodir in the caiiell of Edinburch, through fenifter and 
evill counfell of liim of meane and fober eilat, quha wes couniallouris 
for the tyme ; out of the quhilk he efchappit, and paft to Dumbar, 
quhair he caufit fumeis the caflell with all neceflaris i and leifinge his 
fervantis thairintill for keiping of the lame, to efchew the indignacione 
of the King departit into Ingland, quhair he wes honorablie receavit 
be Eang Eduard and weill treat. Thaireflir in the begining of Maij 
following, the King of Scotland caufit feige the laid caftell ; and thair 
wes llaine thaireat of the Kingis 1yd thre knychtis, the laird of Luce, 
Sir Johne Shaw of Sauchy knycht, and the laird of Cragywallace, with 
the fchot of ane gun ; and Johnne Ramfey wes llane lie lik with flanis. 
Bot the keipairs of the laid caftell paft away be fee, beinge wery and 
tyrit of the feige, left the lamin } and the Earle of Avendalle being 
lieutenant of the fiege enterit thairin. 

The Erie of Mar callit Johne Stewart, being the Kingis younger 
brodir, in the moneth of December 1480, wes takin in the nicht in his 
awin houfe, had to Cragmillar and keipit thair at the Kingis com- 
maimd, and wes convidt of ane con^iracie be witchecraft;e aganis the 
King i and thairfore, in the Cannowgaitt befyd Edinburgh, they cuttit 
ane of his vanes and caufit him bleid to dead. Thair wes allb mony 
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and divers witches and forceraris, alfueill men as wemen, fvSpeA of that 
ciyme» convi£t and bumit for the lame at Edinburghe. 

Do6tour Ireland, with ane knjcht and ane uther religious man, wes 
fend be the King of France in Scotland, to perfiiad the King to move 
weir contrar Ring Eduard of Ingland ; and eftir mony lange perfiia^ 
fiones maid be thame to the King and his counfidl, thay condifcendit, 
at the King of France defyer, to fend to the King of Ingland, and re- 
qiuer him not to aflift to the Duik of Burgundie, and to mak redres of 
fie attemptatis as had bene committed aganis Scotland, be grejrt Q)td- 
yeis and inyafiones apon the bourdouris, and als to rellore the Duik of 
Albany ; and incafe that the King of Ingland wald refule, he was de- 
liberat to move weire aganis him. And to conforme to this determuia- 
tione, the King fend ane herauld and ane purfevant to King Eduart 
to requier him, and incaife he did refuie to declare unto him, that be 
reflbun he wes confiderat with France, wald aflift unto thame, and als 
feik revenge of his awin injuries ; bot King Eduart wald not admit the 
laidis herald nor purfevant to his prefence, bot held thame contynew- 
allie thair, quhill he had fend ane navye of Ichippis in the firth befoir 
Leith, Kingome and Betteinweme ; and the faidis heraldis wes than 
licent to return in Scotland and no fonar. And the laide navie in- 
vaidit all the fi^hippis that wes in the firth, and tuik awaye with thame 
aucht greit fchippis, bot wes not lufferit to land in ony parte fiiffing at 
Blacknes, quhair thay brint the toun and ane greit bai^e fchip wes 
lyand befyd. 

Throch this brek of peace, ane godlye and wife man callit Thomas 
Spens bifchop of Aberdene, quha was tenderly beloved of King Ed- 
ward, and hed principaUie intertyneit and nurifeit the peace betuix 
Scotland, Yngland, France and Bui^fimdie all his dais, hering now of 
the weir denunceit and begun, deceiflit of malancolie in Edinburgh in 
the moneth of Aprile this yeir ; and to him iiiccedit in the laid bifchop- 
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rik ane wile and lemed prelat callit Williame Elphinftown, quha wes 
foundatour of the newe college of leming in Auld Aberdene, to the 
greit comfort; commodite and avancement of knawlege in the hole 
realme. 

The King caufit convene ane army furth of all the partis of the realme, 
quhair the Lord of the Ylis come alfo with ane gret cumpany ; and 
being redy to enter within Ingland, thair come ane meflinger of K. 
Eduardifl, fend fra ane cardinall legat beand relident in Ingland for 
the tyme» commandand him be au£torite appoftolique to ceis the weir 
under the pfme of interdi6lione, to the effe6t that peace being contra£tit 
all Criftiane princes mycht prepair ane gryit army aganis the Turkis and 
infideillis ; quhilk command the King of Scotland obeyit, and difcharget 
his army. Notwithfiaiiding the Ring of Yngland fend ane navie of 
fchippis agane the firth to Inlchekeith, hot wes not fufferit to . do ony 
ikaithe upoun the cofte fyde, for thay wer repulfit be the cuntrey men. 

The bourdouris of Scotland invadit the marches of Ingland, and tuik 
away mony praies of guidis, and diilroyit mony to wnis, and led mony 
prefonouris in Scotland, fo that greit trubles and invaliones was betuix 
the tua realmes all that yeir. 

The "King of Ingland caufit feige Berwik afiieill be fee as be land all 
the winter, and kefl doun ane new biggitt wall about the fame ; hot 
the fiune wes ia fi;outlie and courageouflie defendit be the Scottismen, 
being thairinto, that thay keipit it flill in thair handis. 

In the beginning of the nixt lymmer, the King caufit the thre eflatis 
of the reahne convene in ane parliament haldin at Edinburgh the [tuentie 
fecond day of Marche] 1481, quhair thair wes ane Act be univerfidl 
confent maid, of the quhilk the tenor follows : — " We do you to wit 
that the thre eftatis of this realme beand gadderit and aifemblit in this 
prefent parliament, hes underftandin and knawis weill, that this infiant 
weir is now movit upone our Souerane Lord and his realme, aganis the 
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mTude, will and intentioun of our Souerane Lordis hienes, quhilk lend 
his wiyting with ane herald and purfeyant, offerand for his part to have 
maid redreflis of all attemptatis done agane the trewis Aat ftude for 
the tyme, fa that ficlyke mycht have bene had ; and tharefter the said 
herald and purfevant beand lang haldin and tarjit in Ingland, be the 
reifar Edwart calland him King of Ingland, thay war fend agane but 
anlwer outher in word or writ, in lychtlying of our Soverane Lord 
and lus reffonabill delyris ; quhilk was allanerly to have had peax, and 
to have keipit his trewis, as appeirit weill efter the hame cumming of 
the laid herald and purfeuant : quhen thair was ane hoift of the haill 
power of Scotland gadderit, to have pall for the refiftence and invaiioun 
of our Inimies of Ingland : Oure Soverane Lord, at the requeifi 
and monitiounis of our haly father the Papis bullis, fchawin to him 
in the tjrme, Ikalit his greit hoift, in hope and traift, that his ennemeis 
fould have bene in ficlyke wajis obedient to our haly father ; under 
the quhilk traift, and the Ikaling of the power forelaid, thair was incon- 
tinent greit biming, heirfchip and diftructioun done upone our So- 
verane Lord, his realme and liegis: And notwithftanding all this 
his Majestie yit defyris and wald have peax, ia that it had bene accor- 
ding to the worfchip and honour of his hienes and his realme,* be the 
fycht of lus laid thre efiatis, as his excellencie hes now offerit the 
iamin. And becaus it is verraly traiftit and fupponit, that the laid 
reifar Edwarde, throw bimand auarice, and for fals reif and conqueft, 
not dreidand God, nor the effiifioun of Chriftian blude ; nor havand 
refpeft nor rememorance that he wes oblift and Iwome to have keipit 
the trewis foirlaid, hot poftponand the band of his lautie and honour, 
that he fould have had, is utterly fet to continew in his weir that he 
hes begunnin and movit, and be all his power tendis and fchaipis till 
invaid and diftroy, in fa far as he may, to conqueft this realme : The 
Thre Efiatis foirlaid hes thairfoir hartfully of thair awin fre will, 
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grantit aad promittit to our Soverane Lord, to remane and abyde at the 
command of his hienes with thair perfounis and thair iubfiance of 
landis and g^dis, in defence of his maift noble perfoun, his fucceC- 
fioun, Reahne and leigis, as thay and thair foirbearis hes of auld tymes 
done of befoir.*' 

In the lame parliament alfo it was ordinit, that all the ftrenthis and 
caftells apoun the bourdouris and ley coaflis of the reahne quhilkis 
mycht be keipit, fuld be fumeifi with men, yi6tualles and munitione, 
for refifting of the auld ennemies ; and becaus that James lumtyme Erie 
of Douglas was cumin to the bourdouris, to invaid the realme with 
Ingliihmeny it wes proclamed alfo that quhafoevir wald flay or bring 
the laid James prefoner to the King, Add be infeft heritablie in ane 
hundreth markes worth of land, and als to haif ane thouland markis of 
money of the realme for his reward. For the quhilk cans, findre on 
waft bourdouris awaitit fo apon him, that not lang thaireftir the laid 
James Erie of Douglas being cumin with ane greyt cumpany of In- 
glilhemen within Anerdaill, the lardis of Jonftown and Cokpule fett 
apoun thame, and flew a greit number, and tuik the moft part of the 
reft prefoneiris, and the Erie of Douglas alfo, whome thay prefentit to 
the King ; quha uling clemencie and mercie towart him, caulit him to 
be keipit and intertyneid honourablie all his dayis in the Abby of Lun- 
doris, quhair he deceilfit, as is alfo before mentioned. 

At this tyme alfo thair was ane ambafladour fend to the King of 
Fr^pnce, to requier him for help and lupplie as his brodir and confide- 
rat, conforme to the auncient league and band betuix thame. 

And for defence of the bourdouris, thair wes certaine gamilbnis of 
men of weare placeit in Berwyk, Hume, Blacader, Jedburgh, Annand, 
Lochmabaine, and in mony utheris placeis apon all the bourdouris, undir 
the charge of capitanis, and thair wageis payit be the thre eflatis of the 
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reaLme, quba continewit thair all that fymmer, quhair tbair wee dayly 
raidis, ikarmiiheis and invafionis betuix tlie tua realmes. 

In this meane tyme, the Duik of Albany being with Eling Edward 
was honorablie intertejnit, and greit promis maid unto him be K. Ed* 
ward, that he Udd mak him King of Scotland, fua he wald ufe his con* 
fall and aflift to his determinatione ; quhairto the Duik aggreit. And 
thairfor fone thaireftir K. Edwart caufit prepare ane gryt army of xl 
thou&nd men, with ane gryit navje be fey, to invaid Scotland ; and 
appointit captanis thairto, the Duik of Glocefter, King Edwardis awin 
brodir and the Duik of Albany, quha paflit with the army in Scotland* 
King James of Scotland, hering of thair cuming, convenit ane gryit 
pouer for thair refiflance, and come forduart with the lame to the town 
of Lawder ; quhair his army beand campit, the principalle noble men of 
Scotland, lie as Archebald Erie of Ajigus, George Erie of Huntlye, 
Johne Erie of Lennox, James Erie of Buchan, Andro Lord Gray, 
Robert Lord Lylle and diveris utheris beand in armes, enterit in the 
Kingis lugeing, quhair thay declarit to him his former mifbehaveour 
and mi%yding of him felf, in doing diverle things contrair to the com- 
mon weall of the realme, and his awin honour ; and Qieciallie becaus 
he ufet young couniall of unworthye vyle perfouns, fie as Thomas 
Cochrain, quhome of ane maifone he had maid Erie of Mar, quha 
caufit firik ane cunye of copper unmeit to have courfe or paiTage in 
ony realme, quhairwith the pepill grudgeit, and fiia wes the cans of 
greyt darthe and hunger throuchout all the cuntrey ; and alfo that he 
wald nocht fuffer the noble men to come to his prelence, and to go- 
veme the realme be thair counfell, hot keipit him felf quietlie, leveing 
Yoluptuouflie, aud had lychtlyit his awin nobill Queue, and intertanit 
ane howir callit the Dsefie, in her place ; and ficlyk had caufit flay his 
awin brodir, the Erie of Mar, and banifd his uther brodir the Duik of 
Albany furth of the realme, quhilk all wes done be his laid wicked 
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counfell ; and thairfoir the nobilitie culd not fufiFer him nor the realme 
to be abufeit in tTmis cmning. And than fiiddanlie thaie tuik his coun- 
lallouriB, Thomas Cochran Erie of Mar, Williame Roger, and James 
Hommyll tailyeonr, with certane uthers, quha being convift, wes incon- 
tinent hangit our the brig of Lawder, and left onely Johne Ramefay 
beand xviij yeris of aige with the king, for quhome he maid emift liip- 
pUcatione to fauff his liff. And fua thay retumit to Edinburghe, and 
cauiit the king to be keipit in the caftell be the Erie of Athole ; and 
in the meane tyme, the Inglis army did marche foruart in Scotland, 
tending to come towart Edinburgh as they did. 

The nobill men of Scotland convenit fie pouer as thay could for that 
prelent at Hadingtbun, quhilk alwaies wes nocht fufficient to refift the 
army of Ingland, and thairfbir thought maill expedient for the favetye 
of thair cuntrey to treat peace with the faides Duikis of Glocefter and 
Albany ; and to that effect, apoun the fecound day of Auguft, fend 
the Archebifchop of St Androis, the Bifchop of Dunkeld, Coline Erie 
of Argyll, and Andro Steuart Lord Avendaill greit Chancellour of 
Scotland, to the laidis Duikis, and aggreit apoun certaine condicionis, 
and refavit the Duik of Albany to his peace, and gave to him the caftell 

■ 

of Dunbar, with the Erledomes of Marche and Mar, and proclaymit 
him generall lieutenent to the King. Mairour, the toun of Edinburgh 
wes bound for the payment of the money borowed of King Edward, 
apoun the hoip of mariage as is befoir wrettein. And fua the Inglis 
men retumit towart Ingland, and. in thair waye feiged the t^wn and 
caftell of Berwyk, quhilk wes ftranglye defendit be the Lord Halis, 
than capitaine thairof, quha fend diverle tymis to the Duik of Albany 
and lordis for fupport and relief to raife the feige. And in the meane- 
tyme, he maid greyit flauchter on the Inglis men, for the quhilk cans 
the Duik and nobill men gadderit ane army, and iuddanlie come to 
Xfamourmure ; hot in the meyntyme the keiparis feing the realme of 
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Scotland devidit, and the army noclit able to raife the leigey ihay aggreh 
apoim certane condiciona of peace, and fiia randering the caftell de* 
partit thairfra with begg and baggages. 

Thus Berwik come agane in the Inglia mennis handisy the zziiij* day 
of Auguft in the yeir of God 1482, efUr it had bene in the Scottis 
mennis handis at this tyme xsg yeiris. 

The King of Scotland being detenit within the caftell of Edinburghe, 
the realme wes govemit be the Duik of Albany, Lord Andro Stewart 
of Avendaill C!hancellar, and uiheris noble men. 

In the meyntyme the Duik of Albany, the Archebifchop of St An- 
drois, the ChaunceUar, the £de of Argyle with certane utheris, paflit 
to Striveling, and viflyit the Quene and Prince ; quhare be the counfidl 
of the Quene takin thair, the Duik retumit fecretlye to Edinburgh and 
feiget the caftell, quhill thay wer conllraynit for want of vifhiallis to 
rander the lame to the Duik, and lua put the King to libertie, and 
his feryantis quha war haldin in ward. 

The Erie of Argyle, the Archebifchop of St. Androis, the Chancellar 
and utheris quha wer in Striveling, hereing thairof, throw gret feir fled 
into thair awin cuntreyis ; quhairthrow the laid Archebifchop of St. 
Androis, at the requeft of the King and the Duik, refignit the bif choprik 
of St. Androis in &youris of Maifter Andro Stewart, Provest of Glent- 
clowden, and wes content with the bifchoprik of Murey for the lame. 

The Duik of Albany wes weill intertenyit be the King his brodir, 
becaus he had deliyerit him, and thairfoir maid him his companeyoun 
in bed and at meit ; hot this familiar intertynyment leftit nocht lang. 

This yeir thair wes greit thift, reiff and flauchter in divers partis of 
.the realme, qiihilk come be the occalioun of the diverlitye betuix the 
King and his nobles. 

Shortely heireftir, the Duik of Albany allegeing him to haif bene 
poylbnyt be ane drink in the Kingis chamber, fering his life, (and not

without cans,) left tlie King and paft to Dunbar, quhilk wes the occa- 
iioun of greit dilborde and trouble followinge thaireapoun. The King 
fering mekill the perlute of his nobillis, paft in the caftell of Edinburgh 
for his awin iuertie, quhair he remanit certane Ipace thaireftir. 

At the iamyn tyme thair wes diyers noble men, lie as the *Erlis of 
Angus, Buchan and utheris, quha left the King and afliftit the Duik of 
Albany. Than the King be counfall of certaine of meane lynage 
quhome he had takin agane to be his counlallouris, caufit iiimmound 
the Duik and certane his ailiftaris to ane parliament, quhilk wes haldin 
thaireftir in Edinburgh, the xxiiij daie of Februar 1483, quhair the 
Duik and findre utheris wes forfalted ; and alfiia greyit preparacioun wes 
maid to fiege the caftell of Dunbar ; quhair the Duik, nocht myndfull to 
be the occafione of truble within his native cuntrey, and fering his lyfe 
aliiia, departit in ane fobir boit be fey into the realme of Fraunce, quhair 
he wes weill reffitvit and int^rteynyit be King Lewis, and mareit the 
Erie of Bolloignes douchtir, eftir his cuming within that realme. 

The keiparis of the faid caftell of Dunbar delyrerit the lame (at the 
Duikis awin command as wes liipponit,) in the Inglis mennis handis, 
quhilk thay keipit certane yeiris eftir. 

This Duik leifit mony yeris thaireftir in Fraunce in gret reputacione^ 
and wes fa expert in all faittis of armys, tlfttt he wes haldin and repute 
as ane fadir in chevalry ; and at laft being at the jufling in Paris, wes 
(be Lewis then Duik of Orleance eftirwart King of Fraunce,) woundit 
be fortoune with the Iklyfe of ane Q)eir, and thairof dieit ; leving behinde 
him tua fonis, the ane Johne Duik of Albanye, gottin apoun the Erie 
of Bullougnes dochter quhome he maryit in France, quha wes efl;eruart 
goyemour of Scotland and tutour to King James the fyft in his myno- 
rite ; and ane uther, Alexander, gottin apoun the Erie of Orknayes 
dochter, quhome he had maryit as wes laid befoir in Scotland, quha wes 
Bifdiop of Murray and Abbot of Skene thereftar. 



5S HISTORIE OF SCOTLAND. 1483. 

Thb yeir the Lordis Hume, TerrikleB, Oljpbant, Elphinftown and 
Drummond, wer maid lordis of parliament. 

Quhill thir trubles wes in Scotland, Edward King of Ingland de- 
partit tlds life, the thirde day of Aprile in the jeir of God 1483, lering 
behind him tua fonnis Edward and Richard, quhilkis baith wes mur- 
dred be thair oncle, Duik of Glocefter, in the tour of Lundoun ; quha 
ufurpit the crowne of Ingland, and wes crownit King thairof the yj day 
of Julye in the lame jeir. Eftir the quhilk raife gret cirill iedicione 
and truble betuix him and the Duik of Buckingham, and uther nobill 
men of the realme, quha pra6lifed to bring hame Henry Erie of Riche-^ 
mond as than remaning in Bretaigne ; thorow the quhilk there wes na 
peace kepit on the bourdouris of Scotland and Ingland ; bot diyers in- 
curfioms and raides wer made on ather fyde, with grejt ipoiles and 
prayes of guidis brocht furth of Ingland all the nixt winter, iua that 
thair wes greit appeirance of weir to enfue betuix thame. Innocentius 
Octavus than Pape, hering thairof, fend ane legat callit James Bifchop 
of Imola, to baiih the kinges, for ane treaty of peace to be maid amangis 
thame ; at quhilk tyme Kinge Richard, confidering his awin unquiet 
fiate within his realme, be civill fedicione attempted aganis him be his 
noblesy thoucht it wes the neiraft way to appeafe the lame be contract- 
ing of peace with the King df Scotland his neiraft nychtbour ; and thair- 
foir be perlliatione of the lame legat, Commifiionaris wer appointit, quha 
mett at Nutinghame the fevint of September : Quha were for Scotland, 
Coline Erie of Argyle Lord Campbell and Lome the Lord Chancellar 
of Scotland, Williame Bifchop of Aberdene, Robert Lord Lyle, Law- 
rence Lord Olyphant, Johnne Drummound of Stobhall, Archebald 
Quhytlaw Archedecon of Lowthien and Secretare to Kinge James, 
Lyoun King of Armes and Duncane Dundas : For Ingland wer appoint- 
it Johne Bifchop of lincolne Chancellar of Ingland, Richard Bifchop 
of St [ Aflaph,] Thom)i8 Lorde Stanley, George Stanley Lord Strange, 
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Johne Grey Lord Powes, Ricliard Lord Fitzhugh, Johne Gunthrope 
keipar of the Kingis Prfevie Seill, Thomas Barour Maifter of the RoUes, 
Sir Thomas Brian Cheife Juftice of the Common Plaice, Sir Richard 
Ratclif Knight, WUIiame Catefbye and Richard Salkeld, Efquiers. Thir 
commiflioneris did fex tjmis meit, and eftir lang debaitting, demanding 
and denying, in the end of September thay fully concludit and maid a 
determinacione, be the quhilkis there wes ane perfytte amitye and in- 
violable peace contradtit betuix the realmes of Scotland and Ingland for 
thre yeiris, to begine at the fon« rylinge the 29 day of September 1484, 
and to indure to the fone fetting the 29 of September 1487 ; during 
quhilk tyme it wes aggreit, that nodlit onely all hoftillitie and weir luld 
peile betuix the tua realmes, hot alfua all ayde and rdBTett of ennemies or 
rebellis fuld be avoidit, and be na couUoiurable meanes or waye in ony 
caife ufet : And all ilrenthis on the bourdouris to remane in the pol^ 
feflburis handis, fiuffing onely Dunbar quhilk wes exceptit, and eftiruart 
randerit to the King of Scotland. TJnair wes divers uthers articles ag- 
greit apoun for the weill and quietnes of the bourdouris, and iubje6tis 
of baith the laidis realmes. It wes accordit allua, that in this treatye 
and amytie luld be comprehendet the frindis obliget and confiderats of 
baith the princeis ; and ipeciallie wer named for confiderats on the 
part of the King of Scotland, Charles King of Fraunce, Johne King of 
Denmark and Noroway, the Duik of Gilders and the Duik of Britane ; 
on the King of Inglandis part, the King of Caftile and Aragon, the 
King of Portugall, the Archeduik of Auftriche and Burgoyne, and the 
Duik of Britane. . 

Thaar wes lykwife ane treaty of manage concludit betuix James 
Prince of Scotknd and Rothelay and Lady Anne de La Pole, 
dochtir to Johne Duik of Suffolk and of Lady Anne his wyff 
fyfter to King Richard. And the foirlaid young lady wes imme^ 
diatlie calHt Princes of Rothelay ; bot be ihe ihort lyf of her uncle 
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King Richard, ihoe haiftelie ihereftir loft that name, and lb that mar 
riage ceiiBt* 

At the lame tyme, the King fend the Archebilchop of St Androis, 
with the laidis Papes l^;at Bifchop of Imola to Rome for certaine 
privil^^ quhiUds wer obtenit. 

Shortely heirefter, Henry then Erie of Richemond, he perfiiatione 
of diyers nobill men of Ingland, come frome Britane and France with 
ane gre jt army into Ingland, the cheif capitane of his laide army being 
Barnard Stewart Scotels man, and ourthrew Richard King of Ingland 
in battell, quha wee ilane the 28 day of September I486* Eftir the 
quhilk, King Henry wes crownit, and govemit his realme peaceablie, 
and come to the north partis of Ingland, quhair he remanit the maift 
part of the nixt lymmer. And efteming na thing fo precious as to have 
frendfchip, peace and confideracie with the Kingis his nixt nychtbouris, 
did fend from Newcaftell into Scotland, Richard Fox Bifchop of Exi£> 
ter, and Sir Richard Eagecome l^pycht, ambaffadouris to the King of 
Scotland, to treat, renew and contra6l ane band of peace and trewis 
betuix the laidis Kingis and thair realmes ; quha wer thankefuUye ref* 
layit be the King, quhair he dedaret unto thame that he himfelf bure 
greit favour and lufe touard King Henry, and wald gladelie Ihaw all 
the plefour that he mycht do ; yit nochttheles his lubjectis wes not of 
la g^de mynd touart him, nor to ony Inglis men, as he wes. And 
thairfoir, that he fuld nocht offend his nobilitie and lubjedtis of Scot* 
land, he defierit the fiddes ambalTadouris to accept fevin yeiris peace, 
and to contract thairupon, promittand fecretlie to keipe continuall peace 
with him, and als to renew the laid peace for uther levin yeiris ; quhilk 
the laid K. James did principaUie perliiade unto thame, becaus he knew 
himfelf to be fo odious to the maift part of his nobilitie and lubjedtis, 
that thay wald not approwe nor confent to ony band nor treaty made 
be him. The laidis ambafladouris underfianding his benevolence and 
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gaid will, acceptit thankfullye this 'anfuer, and confermit the trewis for 
feyin jeiris, and returnit to the King of Tngland, quha effermit thalr 
proceidingis, and wes yerray glaide thairof 

Quhowfone thir trewis war takin betuix the tuo realmes. King James 
cauflit the l^ee efiatis convene in ane parliament at Edinburgh, the 
firft day of October 1487, quhar ordour wes takin that Juftice airis fiild 
be haldin throch all the partis of the realme, and that no remifliones fiild 
be gfevin for any gryit cryme to be commyttit for the ipace of ieyin 
yeiris to cum ; fo that the King begouth to ufe Iharp executione of juf^ 
tice in all partis, quhilk mony culd nocht abyde. At the fame tyme 
thair wes ane ambaflTadour fend to the King of Romanis, for downput- 
ting and deflaroying of ane lettre of marque quhilk had been grantit 
aganis Scottis merchantis, at the inftance of certane Holanderis and 
Burg^ndyeonis, quhilk be thair procurement fhortely thereftir was dif* 
chargeit. Eftir this parliament was endit, the King pallit to Striveling 
to remane, leaving the prince his fone in Edinburgh caftell with the 
Queue his modir. And thair the King leiffit quietlie, accumpaneit with 
ium men of meane and fobre ellate, taking his plefbur of wemen, gevin 
to averife,^ and gaddering of golde and filyer, quhairby he become in 
greit hatrent and difdaine of his nobillis and peple. 

And thairfore certane noble men of the realme of Scotland, in 
IpeciaU the Erie of Angus, the Erie of Argyle, the Erleof Lennox, the 
Lordis Halis, Hume, Drummound, Gray and divers uthers, alleging 
the Eling to be abuied be wicked and evill counfall of privat perfones, 
and wald nocht ufe the counfall of his nobillis, and that thai had fu£ferit 
fie abufes with lang pacience, and that the king did nothing mend his 
manners, thay determynit with ane conient to reftore the libertie of the 
cuntrey, and to purge the fame of all wicked counfall and abufes, their- 
foir convenit ane gryet army to invaid the King. And that it fuld 
nocht appeir that thay did ony thing aganis the weill of thair cuntrey, 
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ihay made James the Prince, ihe Kingis eldeft fone, beand bot x^ 
jeiris of aige, and of ane guide nature and inclinacione to yertue, capi- 
tane and principall to thame and thair armye, and peiiuadit, or rather 
compellit him to paiTe with thame, publiiand be proclamacioniB, that 
thair purpofe wes not to truble the realme nor guide fubjeftis thairof, 
bot to reforme ane eyill King and remove his wicked counlall. 

The King being advertifet of thair conljpiracie, wes moyit with ane 
greit and fuddane feir, anguife and truble of Ipreit, thinckand with him- 
felf how grevous and heavy ane matter it wes to him, to fecht contrare 
his awin native borne fubje£iis, his eldeft fone, quha wes maift precious 
of ony thing in erd to him, being thair cheiff head and capitane ; quhilk 
it femit, as it wer, the head to fecht with the reft of the members of 
the fame bodie ; and yit thocht it verray perillous gif he wald nocht reiift 
thame, for that mycht incurage his ennemies, and mak thame to be mair 
ftrenthy* Bot firft he thought it maift neceilare to allailyie all uther 
meanes poflible before the hafard of any batell, and thairfore he had 
caulit mak proclamaciones for the preparacione of ane armye. He fend 
meffingers unto his fone and the Lordis being with him, than refydent 
in Edinburgh, defyringe that fum treatye and aggrement of unytie mycht 
be maide amangis thame ; and in the meintyme he fend alio to Charles 
than King of Fraunce, and Henry King of Ingland, his confiderat 
frendis, and to Innocencius than paip of Rome, defiering thame to lend 
ambafladouris to treate of concord betuix him and his fubje£Us, and to 
pacyfie the envyment greit perellis and truble arifing within his realme ; 
hoiping thairthrouch, with proces of tyme, and be the dres and labouris 
of they godlye and noble princeis, to mitigat the hartis and ire of his 
adverfaries, quha wer ftirrit up by wickit counlell to his diftruccione. 
Nbchttheles the myndis of his adverfaris wes la kendlit with hatrent 
aganis him, that nane of thir remeidis culd take place : And to the 
meflingeris fend be himfelf unto them, extreme anflieris wes gevin be 
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die Lordis beings with the Prince, that give he wald renunce his crowne 
in fayouris of his fone, thay mycht perchance theirefter talk of peace and 
concord, uther wayis wald here of nane. The lame aniuer wes given to 
the ambafladouris come fra the Eongis of Fraunce and Ingland, fend to 
that effect ; albeit theis Princeis declarit be thair ambaJTadouris, that thay 
thoucht the lame as ane common injurie done unto thame felves, and the 
exampill to be yerraye wickit and pernicious, and not lufferable be Prin- 
ceis that lubje£tis luld be permittit to put handis into thair Prince. 

There wes alio ane legat fend be the Paip to that effe£t, quha come 
to laitt, for the battell wes fouchten, and lua endit befoir his cuming. 
The King leing he could on na wile pacific and brek the grundit malice 
and hatrent conceyyed aganis him, and hering that thay wer cumand 
forduart with ane greit armye to Striyeling quhair he wes refident, 
wald nocht abyd the cuming of the Erles of Huntly and Crawfurd and 
utheris noble men quha wes cumand with greit pouer from the north 
partis to afiift him, hot rafchely paft furth of the laid toune, being ac- 
cumpanyit with the Erles of Glencame, Montroife, Lordis Ruthyen, 
Maxwell and certane utheris, and jonit in battell aganis his ennemyeis, 
at Bannok bum within tua myle to Strivelinge ; quhair eftir gryeit 
Uauchter made on baith fides, the King wes flane the xj day of Junij 
1488, and of his regno the xxix yeir. His bodye wes burieit in the 
Abbaye of Cambulkennethe. It wes reherfit that befoir the joyning of 
the fieldis, the Prince gaif Ipeciall commaund that nane fuld put yiolent 
handis in the King his fader, quhairthrouch aU the tyme of the battell 
he wes laufie. And eftir the lame wes endit, certane wicked men, 
quha had him in hatrent of aid, awaitit on him and flew him in the 
mill of Bannokbume, nocht far from the place quhair the field wes 
Itrekin. 

In the begininge of the faide attemptat aganis the King, the Erles 
of Angus, Argyle, Lennox, Lordis Hwme, Kalis and utheris thair 

H 
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aififtaris, fend to James ibme tyme Erie of Dowj^as, (qulia being for- 
faltit be tbe King of befoir, wes keipit in ward in die Abbay of Lon- 
dorisy as is befoir mentioned,) and defyrit bim to aflift with thame, and 
be ibuld be reftorit agane to his awin leiflbig, and bonourit as prine»- 
palle of that fiaftione. Bot ihe noble, wyife, ancient Erie being brokin 
with trubles, and bavinge Iwint experience apoun bis greit cbaigis, 
refiiiit to brek bis ward or to aflift to tbame in ony wife, difluadinge 
tbame fra tbair interpryfe, becaus tbat the lame femit nother godlye nor 
honourabill unto him, and afferming that throwe fidik interpryfes he and 
his frindes had fufferit fb greyt domage and ikaith that thay wer utter* 
lie reuyned, quhilk fuld be ezempill to tbame and uthers to doe the like ; 
and this refiife wes the occafione that he was nevir rdeirit forth of that 
ward, bot keipit quhill he 
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The Etemail God calling to his mercy James the thride of that 
name, James his eldeft fone wes crownit King of Scotlande, and began 
his regno the xxiiij of Junij 1488| being xvi yeir of aige ; quha albeit be 
evill counfikU he pall in batell aganis his &der, quhair, fore aganis his 
will he wes flane, yit nochttheles thereftir he become ane nobill 
prince and of greit repentance, and in takin thairof he {[weir] ane 
chenje of iron about his middill all his dajis. He wes mekill giyen to 
devotione and prayer, yiflieting religious places, and dotinge thame 
with diyers giftis. He govemit his realme in greit quietnes, peax and 
jttflice, riding himfelf in proper perfoun mony [nichtis] as weill as 
dayis, for fiipprefling, taking of thieffis, revaris and oppreflaris throuch« 
out the haill realme, till the lame wes at ane gryt quietnes. He wes 
alio ane prince verray liberall and wele lemed, and wes indued with 
mony uther gud qualities and yertewis. 

Sone eftir his coronatione, the Erie of Lennox and Lord Lylle, with 
uiheris thair aflillaris, nochtwithllanding that thay had bene with him at 
the llauchter of his fader, mofeit throch inyy that the King wes mare 
goyemit be utheris of the fa^Uone nor be thame,. conyenit ane greit 
cumpany, and raifit the kingis bludy lark for thair baner ; and comand 
fordward to Striyeling to inyaid the King and his cumpany, wer our* 
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thrawin at the mofi befyd Touche, quhair ane greit nomber of the Len- 
nox men wer Uane, and findiye of the barroniB, fie as the Lords of Kil- 
crouicht and utheris tane and hai^t thairfoir. 

The King convenit ane parliament, quhilk wes haldin at Edin* 
burch in October the lame yeir, quhair he^ movit of clemencie, grantit 
ane generall remiflione to all thame quha come to the feld at Striyeling 
with his fadir aganis him, and ordinit every ane to raile particular re- 
miflionis under the fealles thairupoun. 

He dilpenfit alfo with the airis of thame that diet with his fader in the 
feld, to be fervit be brevis to thame and thair landis; and ordinit 
thair particular dilpeniacions to be raifet and infert in thair retouris and 
fenrices. He ordanit alfo that all officers, fie as juftices, iheriffis, fiew- 
ardis, baylieffis, lieutenentis, and utheris having thair offices in heretage, 
quha wes with his fader at the feld, fuld be fiiipendit fra ufinge of their 
offices for thre jeirs ; and utheris quha had the Ijke offices in ]jS rent 
or for termes, to be fecludit thairfra alluterly, and appointit utheris his 
trew liegis to ufe and exerciie the lame ; and commandit that all the 
gudis and geir taken fra onlandit men and burgellis, fould be reftorit 
agane ; bot nocht that quhilk wes takin fira erles, lordis, barronis or 
landit men being in the feld aganis him. It wes likewile concludit, 
that the llauchter of the King his fader come onelj upoun his awin de- 
fimlt ; and that King James the feird his fone, and all his adheirantis 
and pertakeris in the faide feld, wer innocent and quite of all llauehter 
maide at that tyme, and of all perfiite and occafione of the lame. And 
the thre eftatis of the realme grantit to gif thidr feillis to tellifie the 
lame, with the Kingis gret felle of the realmef, to be Ihawin to the Paip, 
Kingis of France, Spanje, Denmark, and uther princes thair confide- 
rattis upoun the fiunyn. 

And for fiancheinge of rei£P, thift and gret ennormities, the King him- 
felf wes appointit to rjd in proper perlbn, anis in the yeir, ihrodb all the 
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partis of the reafane. And certen of the nohle men wer ordanit to ufe jul* 
tice in everye fchjre, within the boundis maiil adjacent unto thame, but 
onj delay, and gaif thair aithes that thay fuld exerce the fame juftelje 
and diligentlye ; quhilk ordinances wes weill kepit all the dajis of K. 
James the feirds lyf tyme, and wes the occafione that thie haill realme 
wes govemit in greit tranquilities peace and juilice. 

The King allua difcharget all giftis giyin he his fader prejudidaU to 
the crouuj fra the fecounde daye of Februaiye inmiediatlie preceding 
his deceiie to the dayis of his deid, affirming the fame wes maid for af* 
fiftance of the perverfl counfal that wer with his fader, contrar to the 
commone weaille of the realme. 

At the famyn tyme> be the adyyfe of the eftatis of parliament, thair 
-wes fend ane efquier and ane herald in France, Spanye and tfther 
realmes, to fe and confider quhair ane honorabill princes mycht be had 
for mariadge of the King, to the effect that eftir thair returning and re- 
port maide, ambafladouris mycht be (end to treat thairapoim. 

Sone eftir, the King caufit ane parliament to be haldin at Edinburghe 
in the moneth of Februar 1489» quhair all the forefaide ftatutis was 
confirmit, and fundrie utheris eiked thairto, quietnes and juftice to be 
ufet. He caufed alfo nureis and bring up in yertew his tua breder, the 
Duke of Rothefaye and Erie of Mar, being younge and of tender aige^ 
and appointit thame to be fufienit honorable upoun thair awin leyingis, 
quhilk wes geyin to thame be his fader. 

Thair wes fend honourabill ambafladouris in France, Hifpapye and 
Denmark, quha renewit the auld cohfideracies and allyance betuix 
ihame and Scotland, as thay wer in his progenitouris dayis. 

The trewis wes alfb renewit betuix Ingland and Scotland. The 
Kinge alfo confideringe himfelf to be unable be reffoun of his younge 
aige and wantinge experience to goyeme the realme^ he thairfoir in 
prefence of the eftatis in parliament, cheifet ane counfaU of the pre- 
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lattis, nobill men and barronis of the realme, and lax at leaft of thame 

■ 

to remane continually with him, quhais counfell he fuld ufe, and that 
he Udd do na thing without thair adyyfe in all his wechtie e&ireB fin- 
ceirlye keipitt, and that all fignatouris fuld be fubfcryrit be lax of 
thame» with the Chancellour ; and in caie any war done without that 
ordour, the iame to be null and nocht obejit. 

Eftir the retuminge of the fijuier and herald, quha had vifiet uther 
cuntreis, and reportit of diverfe princeis quhilkis thai had iene, thair 
wes ane parliament haldin in the moneth of Maij 1491 ; and theirin ar« 
danit that the Bifchop of Glaigo, Erie Boithweill, ane Lorde and die 
Dene of Gla%ow luld pas as Ambafladouris in France, Span je and 
uiher cuntrjres for the Kingis manage, quhair it fould beft Ijke the 
King. 

Thair wes ane grete controverfie betidx the Bifchopps of St Androis 
and.Glalgow for thair jurifdiftion and preheminence, quhilk drew the 
nobill m^ in diverfe fa6tions i and thairfoir the King commandit the 
fame to /^eife) and the mater to be deddit in the law befoir thair judge 
competent. 

At the fame tyme be the advyfe of the eflatis. Sir James Ogillry of 
Erlie knicht, ane clark and Rothlaye herauld, wes fend to the King 
of Denmark for renovatione of the confideracione maid with him, and 
uther privilege, Ipeciallie for the weile of the merchaundis ; quha did 
his meifuage and charge fo wele, that at his returning he wes made 
Lord Ogillvy. 

It wes commandit be the King, for increale of riches within the 
realme, that fchipps and bulches luld be maid, in every toun, to pas to 
the fey and take fyfches, and that the Lordis and Barronis fiild helpe 
the merchaundis to mak the laidis fchipps, and quha pleafit to be per- 
tenaris with thame. And for gude exempill, the King caulit to make 
Ibhipps of his awin^ and put to the fey to that effeft. 
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: The King alio and eftatis, confidering the ignorance that wes amangis 
laadit men, quhen thay paft apoun inqueiftis uAd briefis, quhairthrouch 
diverfe of thame beand conyi6t in aflyiflis of errour, luftenit greit ikyth in 
ihair guidis ; . ordanit thairfoir be a3;, that every landit man iuld hald 
his eldeft fone at the fcule, quhill he had lernit perfe^lye the lawes of 
the realme» under greyt panis. 

In 'the famyn parliament thair wes mony gude lawis and conftitucionis 
maid in the beginninge of his governement for the common weiUe of 
the realme, quhilkis he caufit be diligentUe keipit duringe his tyme- 

The vertuous beginning of this younge Prince maid his fame and ho- 
wmr to increafe amangis all Princeis, quhairthrouch that the Paip 
Alexander the fixt fend ane protonotar callit Forman in' Scotland, with 
ane roiie and f eptour of gold to the King ; defiering him harteUe to per* 
fever in godlynes, honour and vertew, as he had begun. ^ 

The King raid thro^ch aU the partiB of his realme myniftering juf, 
tice, principallie in the north partis all, the maift parte of this yeir, to 
, the greit comforth of all his guide lubje£tis. 

About this tyme wes apperaunce of wens betidx K. Qiarles of 
Fraunce and the King of England ; and theirfor the King of France fend 
in Scotland, deiiring the King toaflift to him, in cafe K. Henry hap- 
penit to raife opj army.aganis France ; and declarit unto him that thair 
wes ane callit Richard Duik of York, quhom he affirmet to be K. £d« 
wart the fourtis folie, than prefentlie with him in Fraunce, and had 
bene preferred mony yeris fecretlie be Margaret dutches of Burgonye his 
fiBttber lifter, and thairfoir wes jufl; heritour of the realme of Inglande, 
quhom he wald fend in Scotland ; defiering the Duik therfoir to affift him 
to recover his realme of Yngland. Thairfoir the faide Richarde being lio^ 
norablie and weille accumpailyit, and fupportit partelie be the King of 
France, bot principallie be the faide dutches, arrivit in Scotland ; quhair 
]^Q declarit unto the King the caufe of his cuming, and how he had bene 
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preferved furth of the handis of Richarde Duik of Glocefter, his fathera 
broder, and had bene favourablie intertejmit with Charles Duik of France 
and the iaide Dutches. And becaus that his predeceflburis knichtis 
of Scotland had oft tymea fupportit thame quha wes unjufiely reft and 
Ipoilyeit of the iaide kingdome of Yngland, and laft of all King Henry the 
fext, thairfoir he wes movit to cum and put him in his handis, defiering 
his help to recover his realme of Ingland» promittand faithfuUye that he 
fiild be ufed be him as his awin proper broder, and fuld do him all die 
plefour thairfoir that fuld ly in his power. And the King hering his de- 
fier, eftir adyyfe and delibefance of his couniall, reflavit him thankfullye, 
and eftemit him publi£Uie in honour, calland him Duik of Yorke. And he 
perfaveing him felf to be weill intertaynit be the Ring, willing alio to 
conques the favour of the nobles of the realme, defyrit in manage ane (air 
younge lady, being than in the Queues court, and tendir coufignes unto 
the King, dochter to the Erie of Huntley, quhilk wes grantit. And eftir 
iheir mariadge, the King beinge perfuadit be the fitide Richarde to belief 
that thair wes mony of the prindpallis within the realme of Ingland 
that wald aflill him, gif that he come within that realme with ane armye ; 
quhairthrouch he convenit ane greit cumpanye, principallie of the bour- 
douris, and paflit within Ingland ; quhair firft he caufit mak publictt 
proclamacionis, declaring that he wald onely forbeir to invaid thair 
boundis quha wold ai&ft to Richard Duik of York and none uther, 
and fiia invaidit the cuntrie, Q>oilyeit and heriet the fame in divers 
places of Northumberland, and tuik awaye greit praye of guidis and 
prefoneris. Bot the King feing that no Ingliiheman did refort to the 
Iaide Richard, nochtwithftanding of the gret extremitie ufed, retumit 
agane within his awin cuntrey of Scotland ; and confidering that the 
laid Riehardes promeiflis of the afliftance of his frindes followed not in 
deid according to his wordis, caufit the King to chaunge the guid opi- 
nione quhilk he had of him, and to hald him in les eflimacion nor he 
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had befoir ; and this wes the occafione of the beginning of greit weir 
betuix the tua realmes. Henry King of Ingland being advertift heirof^ 
and heichlie commovit aganis the King of Scottis, raifet ane gret taxa- 
tione to prepare forces to pas in Scotland ; and the army beand in 
redynes to pas thair, thair was raiflinn greit fedicione and confpiracie in 
Cornwall, becaus that cuntrey men refufet to gif ony tax of money ; and 
thairfoir the King ftayit the fending of the army in Scotland, and caufit 
thame pas in Cornwall to reprefle thair furye and to peceiye that cun- 
trey i and £end Thomas Erie of Surry, beand ane yailyeant capitane, to 
ly apoun the bourdouris of Scotland, that be the alliftance of the cuntrey 
men of Northumberland and Durame they mycht refift the Scottis men 
incaCe thay inyaidit, unto the tyme the King fend gretar forces. The 
iaide Erie awaitit all that yeir apoun the bourdouris ; nochttheles the 
King of Scotland inyaidit the bordouris of Ingland agane, quhair he did 
mekill harme in cafting down hotdTes and Ipoilyeing the cuntrey ; and 
he himfelf in peribun with his army caufit feige the caftell of Norame^ 
quhilk wes than weill furneifit be Richard Fox Bifchop of Durame 
with men, munition and yidtuallis, quhair he lay long tyme at the feige 
thairof ; hot leing that he couth not win the fame, albeit that he had 
done greit domage and ikaith thairto, he retumit within his realme, and 
left greit cumpanyes of men upon the bourdouris for defence of the 
lamyn. 

In the meynetyme the faide bifchop of Durame perfliadit the Erles of 
Surry, Northumberland and utheris to conyene the cuntrey men, to pas 
to the bourdouris for relief of the iaide caftell; bot or the cumming 
thairto, the King and his army were departit. 

At this lame tyme, Fardinand King of Spanye, quha wes confident 
freind to the Kingis of Scotland and Ingland, and lufit thame boiihe 
tenderly weill, fend ane ambafiador in Scotland callit Petrus Hielas, 
ane wyfe, yertues and lamed man, offerand himfelf wiUinglie to be

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maStom of peace and concord bekdz tliame ; and the (aid Petir tnivet 
lit by all meanefl pofiible at King James lumdis for conocMrde and peiM 
-to lie madej and upoun the tennour and eondiciona of the iame ; and 
'pei&reing him to half guid hope thairof at his handk, wreitt to K. 
Henry to joyne with him fum ambafladour to that etteSt ; quha, knaw- 
.ing himfelf to be in greit truble with his awin fiibjeftis, and thairfoir 
mair defywous of peace with his nichboorist commandit Richard Fox 
Bifchop of Durame to pas and affifi the fiude Petir ; quha meting and 
conrening with the commiffionaris of Scotland at Mdros, eftir laiig 
reflbiiing apoun the condicionis of peace, it wcs defyrit m King Henryis 
name that Richard Duik of Yoi^ quhome they callit Parkin War- 
beck, iuld be delyrerit to him as ane that tmblit the quietnes of Ae 
xealme of England. Bot Kii^ James efieming his hoMrar BMiir pre- 
cious nor otty nther thing, reiuiit to delyver him in ony way, not onely 
far that'he wes cumin willinglie in his realme fi>r reluge and fiipport, 
bot als that he wes joynit in affinitie with him be mareage ei his tender 
comfignes, ddchter to the Erie of HunUye. And becaus thay culd not 
sfgfgre upovnane perpetuell peace to be maifd amongis tiMune, thalr wes 
trewis takiii and confirmit for certane yeires, upon that condicione that 



itiie fidde RiiAiard Duik^of York fuld be fend fturth id the reahne of 
Scotland, and nocht to be refett tbaireftir tibairintill ; and fma the &idis 



ambafladouris retumit to K. Henry, quha glaidlie effirmit thair iaide 
%re0tie^ qdbilk wes maide in the yeir of God 1408. 

The K. of Scotland willing to keipe his promes maide in the fidde 
treittye, knil^ng him alfo to be abufii be the fidde Richard, quhome 
he had efiemed to be Duik of York alb^t he wes not, declarit unto 
him th<d guide will and mynd quhilk he had borne unto him, redueinge 
to his f emefabrance howe he had takin weir aganis Ingknde, invaidit the 
cuntrey, belevand to haif had fiun afliftanee be Ms frindis within the 
fkme, told yjt did repair unto him ; and albeit he had mariet his tender 
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eav£gnes, he mfcht na« k^pe. buiger weir with Ingland (£# hm wm 
qoiBly) vith<)!^t greater affflaujuace, quhairof he could peria^iio app^r- 
€ii66»' And therfoir prajrit him' ta withdraw him felf furth of^his Teaha^i 
and pas in ?laode|iB j(o .tl^e Dwh<8fl his mothers filler, or to ,11^9 Ki^p 
of Fnunoe, be quhome he ^id fend iif Scotknd, or to fum uth^r phice 
as pleafit him beft, quhair he mycht abyd ane mair convenient tyme tor 
his Weill ; and fiia the iaid Richard gjring thankis to the King for his 
guid will obeyit gladlie his command, and fhortlie thaireftir departit 
aad his wif with him in Ireland, of purpofe to pas in Flanders ; hot he 
wes takin be King Henry in the ianftuarye of Bewdley, and pardonit of 
Us liff ; and his wiffe Lady Katherin wes takin allb ; ai|d the. l^ing 
ieing her gprat bewtye and hyrBe% lihimcht her a pray metar for mSB 
<iinperour nor foldiduru^ aiid jthairfoir lend her with ane cgmjflWJ ^ 
hMofoabiU wotneH witb-ber toH;he Qnene, aad ihe wes weill.intertaynit 
9ll.the.Klngis..daieieu ^sod foir her fiuniea wes callit in Inglmd the.qvhit 
ro(ib, quhair ihe leirit yecray bonduraWe mony yciris thaitel^, ; - 
; .:TlMsyeir.guid peace beand keipit betuix the tua realmes^* thaif h^ 
pcpit aop fiiddane dilbard he^utx^certana young Scottis men banirdoiirem 
ttad the keiparis of the hous of Ndrame,' quhilk almaift had renewiitha 
WMfisbetuiz the iatd tua j!«alme8,fwarikoeht tl^ mater wes be wifilome 
pedfyit lokL fcrtt dofiuu' . The npaiier thairof wes, ibaJb eertaae Scottas 
aM» lydndaeir totbe bonsof'NorhaU^ albeit thai menit lia frftude 
jwr eyjll, .certapielngUfheniai iffehewthfiirth of the place, aadi«tiw 
ihMite ;. quhaiir thair Was. divers Sodttefinen ilane, utheris lair il'puiidid 
and cbaiftf. quhilk beand' reportit toithe> King of iScoilaad, wes hieehfie 
0|Ei;aidit.th«irint^^ thiockan^ ; and : ^yand that thair wes na thing more 
imeartine^nortahidf peace ^^rilSi Ingland, and Ihairfoir he wrait fkwfi^ 
Md veheviev^iettres to K. Henry thairupoun ^ quha did anfiiejr 1ji«t 
die fttaie' wes not'done be his counfidl nor command, hot of diejralcihaw 
aad Mf oSiHtd >k(dpam of tluit place of Norhama ; and tliairfdr ihocbt 
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that thairby the trewis wes na wayis yiolett nor broldiiy and he fiild 
fchortlj take knawledge of the caile ; and gif 0117 of his had offisnditi 
thay fiild be punjieft thairfoir. Richard alio biichop of Durame, bemg 
forje that throw the occafioun of his men ((jnha keipit the hons of 
Norhame perteyning than to his bifchoprik,) the truble iiild be renewit 
betuix the tua realmes, wrait divers lettres unto the King of 8eottis> 
praying him to accept mendis for the injuris done, quilk fiild be reparit 
at his plealbur. 

The King confidering the wifdome, fiuthfiiUnes and graritie of the 
lidd biichop, did anfuer gentlie unto his fiudis lettres ; defiering him to 
come and treat apoun theis thingis quhilkis had iallin apoun the bor- 
douris, purpofing alfo to treat apoun uther matters with him, quhilkis 
did eftir follow. This bifchop, obteining leif of King Henry with his 
commiffioun to that effect, come to the Abbay of Melros wilhin 
Scotland, quhair the King wes refident for the time ; and eftir greit 
plaint maid for the ilauchter of his fiibjeftis, the fame be the labouris of 
that wife biichop wes peciefiet and agreit. The King thaireftir iecretlie 
iid declare unto him the guid will and mynd quhilk he had to inter- 
tayne perpetuall firindfchip with K. Henry, and wald wiiche the fame 
tp knitt, that it mycht in na wayis be diflblrit agane ; and that the maift 
iure waye was, as appered, gif the King of Ingland wald gyf his eldeft 
dochter Margaret in manage to him, and to that effe£fc he wes of purpoie 
to fend ambafiadouris in Ingland to the King ; deiyring partlie the iaide 
bifchopis couniall thair apoun, for he wolde be loth to defier that thing 
quhilk fuld be refufit ; and the biichop puttand the King in gud hoip 
thairof, retumit touart the King of Ingland, quha hering his proceadingis^ 
and being glaid thairwith, caufit the iaide biichop adrerties the King id 
Scottis to fend his an^affiulouris for the effeft abonewreitdn. And 
fchortely thaireftir wer fend in Ingland the Archebiichop of Gla^go, 
Erie Bothuell and certaine utheris noble men ambafladourisi quha do- 
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fierit the manage of Maigaret his eldeft dochter ; and thair propofidone 
beinjg' hard be the King, the iame wes thankfully acceptit and treatit in 
his couniiklL Some of the counfellouris did prepone certane refTonis 
for flaying of the faide manage, allegeing that it mycht hypin that 
the heretage and fiicceffioun of the realme of Ingland mycht fidl to 
Maigaret his eldeft dochter, and to her fiicceffioun of her body, and 
thairfoir femit us beft that fho iuld be marieit apoun ane forane prince. 
To the quhUk the King did ahfuer,— ^uhat than gif fie thingis did 
happin — (quhilk chance God forbid,) I te tliat it wald come fiia, that 
our realme wald receive na damage thair tliorow, for in that caiie 
Ingland wald not accrefs unto Scotland, hot Scotland wald accrels unto 
Ingland, as to the most noble heid of the hole yle. For at that tyme, that 
thing that is leift is ufet to be joynit unto that thing quhilk is maift, till 
the great decour and honour of the lame ; eyin as quhan Normandy 
oome in the powar of Inglils men our forbearis. And lua the wifdome 
c^ the King wes commendit, and his anfiier approvit, and be univerfall 
conient Lady Margaret wes grantit unto the K. of Scotland. Sua 
wreittis Polidorus Vii^fillius in his fix>rye, the xxvi buik. Neque inter- 
ceflerant multi dies, cum Jacobi legatio adfuit, ad petendum Margaritn 
filasB regis conjugium. Henricus, auditis legatis, rem ad confilium detulit. 
Erant qui iuQ)icarentur pofle aliquando forte contingere, ut hereditas 
regni Margaritas veniret, ac propterea earn non eictemo principi locan- 
dam indicarent. Ad ea rex reQ>ondit, quid tum ? si enim tale quid 
acetderet, quod Deus omen arertat,* video futurum, ut nofirum regnum 
nifaiil inde dampni &ceret ; quoniam, acceffio Anglite non ad Scotiam, 
fed ipfius Scotise ad Angliam fieret, tanquam ad totius inlulffi caput 
multo nobiUifimum ; cum iemper quod minus efl;, foleat ad decus et 
honorem ad id a^ungi, quod eft longi majus, quemadmodum olim Nor- 
mania in ditionem et poteftatem yenit Anglorum majorum noftrorum. 
Ita laudata regis fapientia, et cun&is una voce rem probanttbus. Mar- 
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garita rirgo rtf^ Jaeobo pafta eft. And fi> the. Kmgat JbglHid, he 
theadvyfe of the oobilitie of his realme and coui^dl^ gmuKkit gladlie to 
p£ hk eldift dochter in manage to the K. of Sciotland, and thainpoml 
CMrtaae oontradiB and indentouris was ottid, quhaunrith thay* ntqmit a 
Scotland with great confort. 

Thair was alfo at the iame tjina ana peaee eontniftit betoix ihe 
Kiagia of Scotland and Inghind, for the terme of haith thair lyrea ; and 
to the effeft that naoe of either of the fiilijedis (hat oflFendit the htwia 
fidd be reflavit in onj of Ihair cuntries, it was agreit that nana Inglift 
men fold pas in Scotland without hie princeis lettres fnplicatoaris to 
the Kiag' of Scotland, nor na Seottis num to haif paflage iai Inglaad 
irifiioiit the like of his awiaprincoy dcfieringe to haif lauffe oonduft or 
paiport^ otherwayis to be juft prefonares; ^hilk cuftome wasrof befoir^ 
ndjit ia oUerred in our d^iea. 

•* SchbrtUe eftnr tibisf^contraidi maid, Eliaaheth Quenoiof Jfigland» fyoua 
to £« Henrjr the feyintt aiid doditer to King Edwart Ihe fonrt, be quhaia 
attiriagB.with K.! Henry the^ JitiUis acdamet to the crown of Ti^anJ 
he the hoii& of York and Ijincaiier wes unytit» as ihe lay in diildbed 
in the tour of Lundoun* doMiflit. 

Tlie bifdiop of Glasgo^ Erie Bothwell and utheria JiohiU.men, am^ 
bd&douris for the King of Scotlandt paft in Inglandiagaae for ending 
of Ihe owtnift and condii]£<Hi of manage betuix Ae King and the laid 
Lady Margaret; quhilk Erle^as commiflioner and bemandatinihenanie 
of K^ Jaaaes his maiAerf cdontragtil and handiafiit the ftade frir ladf 
puhUftliaattSand Fawlis oroice in Lundoun, die £5 daf of' Jamuur, 
beand San6fc; Pawlis day» iiWith gryit rqofing and trinmphe bi the kbKt 
wA gryit fyris. maide .throun^h the haiU citie of Lundotm^ lyohilk beond 
jioke aiid finifity.the fiidis ai^bd&douris retumit agaafrin tSc*^thnd>

tioae maid alfi» ia Seotltod for Iiir reflaving. And lilie KiAg^ lier ftiier, 
for iCOObTOTiiig of her^. tuik his jcumey at RkkeiDOuiit tkeiXfi imf ^ 
Jiimj, having in lu8 ciunpaiiy his fidde dochter, and come to Cofyteftoco^ 
quliair the Countis of Richemount Henrjis moder tiian lay^ and efkir 
i^ertane dajris of folace endit» the King gaif hir his blefling as a fiitheilii 
eiliortaeione^ and committit the conroyanee of hir, quhill fhe come to 
the prefenee of the King of Scotland her hufband, to the Erie of Sony; 
and. the JBrle of Northumberhmd, wardane of the marches, wtt» appetnlit 
to delyrer her in Scotland to the Kinge. Sua tins £ure>lad]pe Wis 
conroyit with ane ' giyit cnimpany of lordii^ ladyk, knyefatis, eiqiders 
and genHemen, till flio come to Berwik, «nd fira that to St LambcarliB 
Kirk inJLamer mutr within Scotland, quhair the King with the principdl 
ilolnll meia of his realme wes redy to refiaif hir ; to qnhome tlie Erie 
of Northumberiand,. according to his commiffioim, deliv^fit'her. Tktm 
W€» this lady convoyit .to the tonn of Edintnirgh, and thair the nut 
day eftir, Ejng James the fourt in prefens of all his nobilitie efpoufil 
theiaide prindes^ and maid gret banqnett to '4&e Inglis Lordii^ aoHJl 
ibfaew to thamie jufiingis and uther paftymes yarray honoiablie eftir the 
fisiffioHn of has euntirey. ' The Scottis men at this tyme war nocht be^ 
heynd, bot far abone the Inglis men baithe in ^{^reill, riche jneUSs and 
mafly cheaHis 'y and mony ladies haiffing thair habilyemantis pfarBy fett 
wi& gfoUUmyth work, . gamiihet with perrill and pretious ilanis^ with 
ihair galland and wetil' trappit horfis, quhilk wes cumly to ie. Qahen 
all thingis were done and finifet accordmg to thair commiffioun, the 
Erie of Surry with all the Englis Lordis retumit into thair cuntrey, 
gefin^ greit praiie not onely to the manheid oif the Scottis men, bot 
■Uua to thair giiid maimers and hartlie intertenyment quhilk thai reflhyit 
of thame, and dyvers ladies be young gemtilt wemen remanit with the 
Qnene, qidia weir efter weiU mariet upoun nobill men of the realme of 
Scoliand, quhais pofteiitie leiffis yit in hondur td thir our dsffis. 
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Be raiSbne of this manage and alliaunce, ihair ires perfyte peace and 
fyncere amity keipit betwix the tua realmes of England and Scotland 
lange tyme eftir. And yenjly during tlie lyfe of King Heniythe 
fevinty no cans of brek was miniftrat be either of the princets, hot that 
thaj oontynewit in gryt luf and frindihip and mutuall fodetie, contraft- 
ing of mariages, contynuall interchange of merchandice betuiz the 
iub|e3as of both the realmes, as thay had bene all under the obedience 
of ane prince, quhairthroch juftice, polycie and richeue did flowrilhe 
and abound throuch the hole Yle of Albowne. 

The King and Queue, all the reft of this yeir, paft throch the princi- 
palle townes in the fouth partis of the realme and abby placeis, quhair 
gpryt interteynement wes maid to thame, and findrie gudely propynels 
and giftis was giSm to the Queue, in tokin of blyeithnes, for the ufe 
oblenrit in Scotland was at that tyme, as it was mony yeiris befoir, that 
the King, the Queue and thair trayn trairaillit for the maift parte of 
the yeir throch the realme, and lodged in the abby placeis, or with the 
bifi^ps and prelats, quhair thay wer weiUe intertayneit certane dayis, 
and at thair departing, the bifchop or abbot, maifier of the plaice, gave 
ane purfe to the iCing and ane uther to the Queue, with certane quantitie 
of gold contenit thairintill, quhilk extendit yeirly to ane grjit fowm. 

About this tyme thair happynned a gryt divifione betuix the King of 
Denmark and his nobillis be meanes of the Duik of Holflre, quha pre* 
tendit to haif the croun, quhairby the King of Denmark was conftrayned 
to le»ye the cuntrey and come in Scotland, requiring iupport of the 
King as being laitly come of his blond, and his confiderat alio. Quhair- 
foir the King, be adyyfe and perluatione of tlie King of Fraunce, pre* 
pared ane army of ten thouiimd men, and appointit the Erie of Arrane 
ihair liuetenaunt, and fend thame in Denmark with the King, quhairby 
he wes reftorit to his kingdome, auihoritie and goyemement of the 
cuntrey ; and fo thay leiffing him in peace and quietnes returned ia 
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Scotland with greit honour to tiie King of Scotland and his cuntrey, for ^ 
his princely iiipport gevin to this afflicted King, being of his kyn and 
confiderat ; and in doing thairof fhew himlelf a mirrour in geving guide 
exampill to all uther Princis in the like cafe. 

Sone eftir the mariage of the Kinge wes complet, he cauled convene 
the three efiatis of the realme, and held a parliament, in the quhilk the 
Queue his wiSe was crowned, and many guide a^is and conftitutionis 
maid, ffeciallye tueching the divifione of fheriffdomes, be the quhilk it wee 
certanely knowen quhair and in quhat place jufiice ihuld be miniftrat- 
ed in the juftice arys and fhiriff courtis, aiuell to the inhabitantis of the 
Hielandis and of the Ylis as to the Lawlandis ; iua that during all the 
Kingis tyme, thair wes als greit obedience obienred toward him and his 
lawis be the fame Hieland men as in any part of the Lawland. 

Quhill the King wes in this manor at guid peace with Ingland, juf- 
tice being weill miniftrat within his realme, iua that all his lubje^is 
wer in tranquilitie and quietnesj^ certane of his counfidl inyentit moyen- 
nis and wayis to conqueis landis and filver unto him be the way of re-* 
cc^^tiones, as they did call it at that tyme ; quhilk wes in effe£t that 
the King cauiit charge every barroun and frehalder quha held lands of 
the crown, to produce thair evidentis beirand tlie maner of the balding 
of thair landis ; and in cafe the lame wer not fuffident, conforme to 
thair auld infeftementis and lawis of the realme, the landis be rigour of the 
lawe mycht be decemit to becum in the Kingis will } hot the noble and 
gentle Prince [perfavand] his fubje£tis to gruge thairwith as ane new 
inyentit maner to truble the eftate of the cuntrey, did eafely and gentlie 
ag^e with the auld pofleflburis and awnaris, for the quhilk he conqueift 
gret favour of his people, and the inventouris of that praSJfe greit hatrent. 

For haldin of the cuntrey in guide ordour, the Kinge travelled throch 
ihe north partis of the realme, and caufed hald juftice aires for puniihe- 
ment of gryit crymes^ and pardonit finall oflbnceis, fie as opprelfionis, 

K 
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tinder condicione that in cafe the comnuUaiiB ihaifof war found enlpaUe 
in the lik in tyme cumii^, all tiiair former offimceis iknld be impat 
unto thame, and thai to be puneift be the rigow of the lawe, qnhilk is 
three greit opprefliones be death. ; and this maid the hole realme to be 
haldin in greit quietnes all his dajis. 

This yeir in Maye the Xing begouth ane juftice air at Lawder, and 
held farth the lame in; Edinburgh, qnhair the Lord of Thomtoun wee 
conyi£t be ane affifle for the flauchter of his wjfe, and hmdit. 

:Thair come ane amhafladour furth of Gilder to the King, to renew the 
baund and lege of frendefhip flandand amangis thame ; qnhilk wes done 
prindpalUe becaus he fearit the Duches of Burgondje, than govemant 
of Flanders, fuld inraid his cuntrey, as iho did eftiruart 

At the lame tyme thair come ane hearald furth of France fra the 
King, calUt Mongumry, with ghude mefluages to him, and was thank- 
fiillie reflfaTit, faoneffly rewardit, and Q)edely fend againe with anliier. 

In this lymmer ane greit and cofUy Ihip, quhilk had bene apoun the 
Kingis expenfis, wes compleit, and {ett fiirth into the raid of Leith the 
le^int of JuHj ; and the King ialit him felf into her to the yle of Maij 
in tlie firth, and wes drevin in agane with ftorme ; hot wes fchortlie 
thaireftir fend furth agane to the feas with findre vailyeant gentiU men 
into her aganis the Holanderis, quha had takin and Ipoilyeit divers Scottis 
fhips, and crewally had murdreft and caffin ourburd the merchauntis and 
palfii^ris being thairintill ; bot for revenge of the 4amyn, Andro Bar- 
tone did tak mony Ihipps of that cuntrey, and fillit certane pipis with 
the heidis of the Holandaris and fend unto the King in Scotland, for dew 
punifhement and revenge of thair crueltie. 

Ane ftam lyke ane comete the x, day of Auguft did appear, quhflk 
gaif greit lycht lyke ane fone beame, and continewit the Ipace of xx 
daies ; and thairfoir the King, be the oounfell of ium godlye men, ufit 
greit devofioun and prayer all that tyme. 
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Ane Erenifihe man.callit Sir Antkoay Darfy knyckt, caUit ef&ruart 
Monfieur de la Badrtye, come throw Ingland into Scotland at this.tyme^ 
fdeand feattis of aimis^ and come to.the King thie 24 (^September:; aad 
the Lord Hamiltoim faucht with him in hameia yailyeanti[ie» hot JieAer 
of thame leifet ther honor thairthroueh ; and eftir he hadtei^eat certane 
fpace in Scotlandy he retomit into Fraunce agane. 

In tins wyBter<the Kingis firft fone, callit James Prince oi. Scotland 
and of the Yli8> wes borne at the Abhay of Haljmdhoua the xxj day of 
Fdbruar ; aad on the xxiij day of the fame moneth.he wee. baptyfet in 
the AU>y kirk with convenient triumphe^ aad wee callit James ; his 
godfaderis being Robert Bifchop of Glafoow, and Patrick Erie BoithuelU 
and the Countas of Huntly his god moder. Eftir the quhilk birth the 
Quenewes wexit with feiknes, qidiaiifoir: the. King, paflit to Sanft 
Ninianis on his futt for hir helth^ and reftir in Jnlij the King and Queue 
baith paifit and yifiet Saint Ninianis in pSgrimage. 

Schortlye thaireftir Jnlius the feooand, Paip.for the tyme^ fend ane 
ambaifiadour to the Kinf , declaring him to be prote£tour and .dafendova 
of chriften fistythe, and in~ figne thairofy fend unto him ane purpoiur 
diadame wrocht with flouria of |;«M with ane fwx)rd^ having.the hi^ 
ikabert of gold, fett with preeionS'&dnB, <{ahilkis war delyyerit be the 
lame amhafladour, and Abbot .of Dontfermeling in the Abby Kirk of 
Halyrudh(Ni% and confirmit alfiia the ti^eaties^of .peaoe.contra£tit betuix- 
tW Hing of Scotland and Ingland. 

Alio at the lame tyme^ the Lorde of the.Eier in Zeland, quha wea 
laiflie defcendit of the King of Soothnds bluid, in remembrance thairof 
fend his bailye of the Her to the King with guid horflis, and uther riche 
pvopinsy quhafend ragane Ins ordour of Scotland unto tUe laid l^ord, and 
maid the bailye ane^knycfaki and r ewsrdit him hononrablie ; quha retnmit 
in hk awin cuntrey agdm mihe moneth of Aug^uft thaireftir. 

Tba haiU^realmerof Scotland' wes in fie quietnes,. that the King raid 
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him allane with great deligeoB on ane day fra StnTeliiig be Perthe and 
Aberdene to Elgine in poft, quhair he repofit him on ane hard burd 
ane certane ipace of the nycht in Mr Thomas Leflies hous, than 
parfbun of Kinguiflie ; and on the mom raid to San£t Dutheis in Rofle 
be the mefle, the kft day of Auguft, hot retumit agane to Striveling be 
jomay, accumpaynieit with the nobilitie of thefe cuntries. 

The xxvij day of September the Archebifchopp of San£t Androis and 
the Erie of Arrane wer fend ambafladouris to the King of France, and 
paft be fey, for obteaning of certane privilegeis for the commone weill 
of the realme, Q)eciaUie towart the garde and gentlemen of armes in 
Fraimce, and the weill of merchantis. 

This tyme thair wes ane Italiane with the King, quha wes maid 
Abbott of Tungland, and wes of curious ingyne. He caulet the King 
believe that he, be multiplyinge and utheris his inventions, wold make 
fine golde of uther mettall, quhilk fcience he callit the quintaflence ; 
quhairupon the King maid greit coft, hot all in vaine. This Abbott 
tuik in hand to flie with wingis, and to be in Fraunce befoir the fiudis 
ambafladouris ; and to that effe£t he caulet mak ane pair of wingis of 
fedderis, quhilkis beand fellinit apoun him, he flew of the cailell wall of 
Striveling, bot fhortlie he fell to the ground and brak his thee bane ; 
bot the wyt thairof he aflcryvit to that thair was fum hen fedderis in the 
wingis, quhilk yamit and covet the mydding and not the Ikyis. In this 
doinge he preifiit to conterfute ane King of Yngland callit Bladud, 
quha, as thair hiilories mentiones, decked him felf in fedderis, and pre- 
(iimed to flie in the aire as he did, bot falling on the tempeU of AppoUo, 
brak his neck. 

Upoun the xvij day of Februar nixt following, James the Prince of 
Scotland diet at Striveling ; and the Bifchop of Gallouy, quha wes 
appointit to be his maifl;er, deceifiit that fame tyme. 

The forefaid Sir Anthony Darfye, callit de la Bawty, and ane of his 
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breder with hiiiiy come into Scotland agane in cumpany with the Bi- 
fchop of Roflei and wes weill intertaynit and treit be the King and no- 
bilitie of his vailyeantnes and practys of armeis. 

And upoun the ix day of Maij the Lorde Obinye, callit Barnard Stew- 
art, a Scottisman, and the President of Tholowze, war fend into 
Scotland ambafTadors for Lewis King of France, and thay war thank- 
fiillie reflayit be the King. The fume of thair meflage wes, declaring 
how that he had no man child of his awin, and thairfoir wes purpofit to 
marye his eldefl dochter to Franceis de Velloyis, Dolphine de Vien, 
and Duik of Angolefine, albeit that Charles the King of Caftell, quha 
eftir wes Emperour, maid greit fute to have her in manage. And becaus 
he wald end no greit contradt concerning the eftate of his cuntrey with- 
out the adwice of the princeis his confiderat frindes, of quhom he eftemit 
him maift tendir in blud and be lang obfervance of irindihip, defyring 
thairfoir his counfiJl thairintill ; quha efltir adyyiement gaif aniuer to 
the {aidis ambafladouris, that albeit the K. of France his guide brodir had 
fufficient counlall of mony noble and wife princeis, alfueill within his 
dominione as without the fame, yit becaus he had defyrit his adyyfe, he 
wald frindely gif the fame ; that he thocht it beft that his eldeft dochter 
luld be marieit within Ins awin realme of France, and rather upon him 
quhome he appointit to fucceid eftir him, nor upoun ony utheris ; for gif 
(ho wer maryeit apoun any forene prince, it mycht gif ane cullour to 
clame title to the faide realme eftiruart. And fua the fiude prefident 
of Tholowze returning in Fraunce reportit the laid aniuer unto the 
King, quha wes verray glaid thairwith, as according to that quhilk he 
had determinat with himfelf to do. The Lord Dobenye tuik feiknes 
and diet at Corftorphine in the moneth of Junii, quha caufit fend his hart 
to Sain6); Ninianis in Galloway, becaus he had adyouted his pilgrimage 
to pas thair, the tyme of his being in Naples, quhen he wes yiceroy 
thairof for the King of France, and had fochin diyers batteUis in Italie 
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aad France and i^an the lame ; and wee prinoipaU liuetoiant fend with 
King Hemy the ievint in Ingland with the- King of France fiipport 
aganifl Richard the ufurpar, and wan the batteU quhair K. [KichardJ wes 
llane ; and fua eftir monj noUe and val jeant aGtis, endit Us life in his 
awin native cuntrej. 

This fymmer in.the moneih of Maij and Junij^ thair wes greit attnme- 
mentis and jnftinge in Edinburchy be ane quha calUthimielf the wjld 
knjcht^ and ranconterit be the Frenfche men» with counterfutting of 
the round tabiU o{ King Arthour of Ingland. This wyld knycht wes the 
King himielf, quha. wes yaileyaunt in anneisy . and could very weill 
exeree the lame. 

Hie Archediene of St Androis and Sir Anthony Darfye wes fend in 
ambafladrie to the King of France be fey, quha-departit the xzvij day of 
Maijy and the King conyoyit thame to the yle of the May in the firth 
be fey* The principall effe^ of thair mefluage was rather for inter- 
tainement of fi:indfchip nor for ony greit or wechtie effiuis. And at 
the fame tyme the biibhop of Murray wes fend ambailadour in Ingland 
for the like cans. 

Schortlie thaireftir the Quene partit with ane madin bame the xv day 
of July, and wes in greit pereill of her lief; and fone eftir the barne gat 
criflendome, deceillit. 

About this time the biibhop of Glaigow* quha wes paflit to Jerufalem, 
or he come to the end of his joumay» deceiifit the xxix ,day of July. 
He wes ane noble, wyie and godlie man } aad the iaide bifchoprik wes 
gevin be the King te James BetouUf quha wes becom ane wife 
coiudkllour eftirwart.. 

Thair was a gret gaddering the xxx day of July, betuix the Lord 
Maxwell and the Lord Creychtoun of Sanchar, quhair the Lord 
CreychtouA wes chailfit with his cumpany fira Dumfreis, and the Laird 
of Dol^ell, aad the^young^Laird] of CraucUay llane with divers uthim% 
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quiiairof thair appered greit deicUy feid and bludihed ; bot the Kiiig''tak 
fie ordour, partlie be juftice and partely be aggrement, that the hole 
caufe wes fuddanlye quyeted and fiancheit. 

In September, ane gret erd quak wes, the xix day thairof in divers 
placets, and for the maift part in the kirkis, quhilk wes afueill in 
Inglaad as in Scotland. 

For intertynement of freindflnp, the King of England fend ane gentill 
man with horflis to the King and Quene, and (am of thame barde fieille, 
for the Kings ufe, quhilk wer prefentit the firll day of Od;ober, and the 
meflinger weille rewardit be the King, retumit into Ingland. And 
ihortlie thaireftir, the King of Scotland fend againe certane propper 
Scottia horflis, prindpallie of Galloway, with a greit number of guid 
Scotlis halkeis to the King of Ingland ; fo that be fie mutuall taikinnis 
and propoynes, the love and hartly kindnes nudnetened and nuriihed 
' betuiz thofe tua princis, as betuix the fader and the fonne. 

At the fidde tyme, the Archdene of St Androis returning frome 
France in ane greit ihip callit Thefiiurer, the fiune brak on the cdifi; 
of Ingland ; the iaide archedene with three hundreth perfonis that wes 
thairintill, wes had to the King of Ynglandis prefens, bot fchortlie was 
delyyerit, and retumit to Edinburgh in November nixt follouinge. 

Adame Erie Boithueill and Lord Hales deceiflit at Edinburgh t^e 
xvij daie of 03:ober, and Erie Patrick fucceidit to him. 

The King and Queue pafiit to Falkland, quhair thay remanit tUl the 
next yoill, quhilk thay keipit -with thair nobles in Sant Androis, with 
greit triumphe and banqueting, and thairefter about the xvij of Januar 
retumit to ^Edinburgh, quhair thayremanit quhill neir Fbfche, and than 
paSit to Striveling. 

In the b^finning of the nixt yeir, Henry the fevint King of Ingland, 
one noble, wife and vertuous prince, deceiffit ^at Bichemont the xxij 
of Aprill 1509 ; and left behind him 'Henry F^ce of Walis, Lady 
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Margret Quene of Scottis liis eldeft dochter, and Maiye, qulia eftir wes 
mariet on King Lewis of France, bot had na yflue to him, and eftir his 
deceilTe wes mariet upoun Charles Brandone Duik of Suffolk, eftir the 
coronacione of King Henry the aucht. 

The K. of Scotland fend ane honorable ambafladerie of certane lordis 
with ane bifchop to congratulat him at his firft entre to his crown, as 
the ufe of prelatis is. About this tyme Johne Bartone, haveing ane 
lettre of mark upoun the Fortingallis, and Andro Bartone alfo, tuik di- 
vers Portingall fchippis with coftely merchandife, and brocht thame 
into Scotland. 

This fymmer, the Kling pail with ane cumpany in pilgrimage to Saint 
DuthoiB of Roile. And in the menetyme, the Quene remanit in Haly- 
rudhous, and wes delyverit of ane fone the xx day of October, quha wes 
baptifet the third day thaireftir, and callit Arthour Prince of Scotland. 

At this tyme thair come tua greit fchippis furth of France, laidnit 
with gtinnis, ipeiris and all kinds of municionis, fend to the King be 
the King of France. 

The King, Quene and Prince being refident in the cailell of Edin- 
burch, Alexander, new maid Archbifchop of St Androis, bailard fone 
to the King, quha had bene kmg in Germanic at the Ikulis with £raC> 
mus Roteradamus that cunning clarke, come in Scotland fiirth of Flan- 
ders be fey ; quha wes thankfiillie reflavit be the King and nobles, prin- 
cipally becaus he had exercieit his youthhed fua weill in letteris and 
vertew. And with him come alfo in Scotland the laird of Faftcaftell, 
quha had traiyellit throwch all Chrifiendome, and bed bene with the 
Turk in the cietie of Cair, quha caufit him remane in his feryice weill 
treatit ; quhair beand adyertift that the leying of Faftcaftell wes ftdlin 
unto him as lauchfnll air thairto, albeit at his departinge of Scotland 
thair wes alive aucht findre perfons befoir him to fucceid, and than 
all deid, the Turk rewardit him richelie for his fervice, and fend him 
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hame in Scotland. The King had alfo ane uther baftard lone callit 
James, quhom he maid Erie of Murray, and wes a verray wyfe noble 
man, and leived in grjt honour mony yeiris thaireftir in Scotland. 

The xiiij daye of July, Arthour Prince of Scotland and of His deceiffit 
in the cafiell of Edinburgh, throwch the quhilk the King and Quene left 
the toun and paft to Strivelinge. 

Thair wes fund tua fcorpionis, ane quik and the uther deid, in the 
orchard of Cragmillar, quhilk wes haldin ane greit maryeill that ony fie 
fiild be within the He of Britane. 

Thair wes ane leknes univerlallie in the moneth of September in 
Scotland, throucht hoift, quhilk infe£tit utheris lyke ane peftilence, 
quhairof mony deit, and it wes callit be the peple ftoup galland. 

The King' caufit ane perfyte gunnar, callit Robert Borthuik, yett 
gunnis in the caftell of Edinburgh, apoun the quhilkis wes wriettin, 
Machina fum Scoto Borthuik fahricata Roberto^ Jacoho quarto rege 
jubente pio ; quhairof fum remanis yit to this our dayis. 

About this tyme thair come* ane fair woman in Scotlaiid, and called 
herfelf Katherin Gordoun, as it hed bene fho quha wes mariet with 
Richart Duik of York, and wes paft into Yngland with him as is 
befoir mencioned ; and this woman was weile intertyneit be the Erie 
of Huntlyis frindis, and convoit to Saint Duthois in Rols, and thairfira 
▼erray honorably, quhill Iho come to the King in Edinburgh ; quhair 
fecretly iho confeflit to the King her pbufe, quhilk he confelit alio 
apoim hir, and caufit hir depart furth of the realme fchortly. In this 
meane tyme Lady Katherine Gordoun her felf, callit the quhite role, 
wes dwelling in Ingland, and had ane guidly rent of landis thair geyin 
to hir be K. Henry the fevint, quhair ihe levit mony yeiris thairefter 
honourablye. 

At the lame tyme the King raid iurth of Edinburgh, the yiij of Norem- 
ber one the nycht» weill accumpaneit to the watter of RouUe, quhair 

L 
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lie toik divmi brokin men and brocht thame to Jeduart ; of qukom 
fiua wes juftifjiHt, and the principallis of the tnibilliii come in Ijning 
daythiBt with nakitt fordis in thair haadis and widdjis about thair 
nackifly and pat tbame in the Kingis will ; quhaweBiend to direncafteUt 
hi ward, with findrie utheria of that cuntrey men alfo* quhair throck- 
out the bordouris wes in greiter quietnes thairefler. And the King thair* 
6m paffit to Perth* Quhair jufiice aria wes haldin the reft of that winter. 

This yeir in the beginning of May, the Queue tuik roiage forth of 
Dumfermling to St Duthois in Rofi, and in all her joumay wee honoui^ 
ablie interteneit, and come to Edinburgh agane about the x day of July ; 
quhair the Lord Dacre and Sir Robert Drury wes cumin ambafladouris 
fra the King of Yngland, and wes honourablie reflarit. 

In the moneth of Junij, Andro Bartone, being one thfe £ey in weir- 
6ir contrar the Portingallis, aganis quhome he had ane lettre of marl^ 
Sir Edmond Haward Lord Admirall of Ingland, and Lord Thomas Har 
ward fone and air to the Erie of Surry, paft fiirth at the King of Lagw 
landis oommaiyl, with certane of his b^^ldiippis ; and the laid Andro 
being in his vayage Cayling towart Scotland, hareand onelie hot one 
ihhipe and ane bariie, thay iett apoun at the Downis, and at the fiift 
autre did make figne unto thame that thair wes freindihip fianding ba> 
twx the tua realmes, and thairfoir thocht thame to be freindis ; quhair- 
witk thay na thing movit, did cruelly invaid, and he manfullie and 
cwrageouflye defendit, quhair. thair wes mony ilane, and Andro him* 
Hit (air woundit that he diet Ihortlye ; and his fchip callit the Lyoun, 
9mi the bark pallit Jennypirrvyne, quhilkb with the Scottis men that 
wes leyand wer bed to Londoun, and keipit thair as prefonans in the 
biflbhop of York hous, and ^tir wes fend hame in Scotland. Quhen 
that the knalege herof come to the King, he fend incontynent ane harald 
to the Kinge of Yn^and with lettres requiring drefi for the flauditer of 
Aadro Bartanet with the fishippis to be raadeiit agane, utherwmyis it 
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iiqrcht be aae ooeafioun to break the leage and peace contraftit betaix 
thame. To the quhilk it was anfaerit be die King of Ingland» Aal 
the ilaucfater bang ane pirat, as he allegit, fuld be na break to the 
peace ; yit nodittheles he fald cans commiffionaris meit upoun the bur* 
dourisy quhair thay fuld treat upoun that and all uther enormities b»> 
tuiz the tua realmes. 

Here is to be confidered and weile noted, the firft motione ct the 

gryit trubles quhilk eftiruart did iall betuix the tuo princis of Scotland 

and Ynglandy quhilk happinit principale becaus King Henry the 

aucht of Yngland, being ane young man left be his fader with greit 

welth and riches, wes yarray deiierous to haif weiris qufaairin he mycht 

exerce his youthhed, thinking thairby to [dilate] his dominions ; and her* 

in^ of gr^t differenceis and wearis ftanding betuix King Lewys the 

xij of France and Pup Julij the fecound, and alfo betuix Margret 

Duches of Sayo^ and dochter to Maximilian the empreour, governor of 

Flanderis and the Lawe Cuntreis, aganis the Duik of Gilders ; the iaide 

Kng Henry fend fyftene hundreth archeris with Sir Edward Pwnyngii 

knychty thair cajMtaine, to afllift the laid Ducheis for inraiding of the 

fidde Duik oi Gilder ; and ficlike deterroinat be his coun&ll and par<- 

Uament to inraid the realme of France, alleiging him to haif juft tifle 

to conqneis the iiune ; and the tyme & commodious be reaflbun of the 

wearis ftanding betuix the Paip and the King of France in Italie ; and 

fiia maid greit preparacione thairfoir, and determinat him felf to paSe in 

proper perfen in France to that effe^ as he did in deid thaxrettr. 

Quhairfoir the fiude King of France and Duik of Gilderis lend thasr 

ambaffiidouris in Scotland to the King, defiering his concurrance aganis 

King Henry in re{pe6t of the ancient confideracie betuix thame ; hot 

he willing to interteny frindihip amangis thame, did (end ane ambafla- 

dour to the King of Yngland, ddiering him in broderly and luffing 

maaw to lief in peace and quietnes, and not to mak ony mvafioun 
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upoun his confideratt frindis, beand tender as thaj wet in bluid and 
frindlhipp unto him ; and oferit him redj to tak labonris to aggre and 
compone onye difference flanding betuix the King of Ingland and the 
fiddis princis ; to the quhilk he gaif guid anfiieris, diflembling that he 
wes makand onj preparacione for France, and promeifing to caua h« 
army retume from Gilder, and that he wald ufe the King of Scotland 
his guid broderis iBounlidl in all his greit and weychty cauffis ; liippoii 
he meanit na fie thing hot to dryf tyme, as it proveit fliortlie thair* 
eftir. 

At the fiunyn tyme the laide amhafladour come hame in Scotland 

• 

iurth of France, Johne Lord Gordoun, fone and air to Alexander Gor* 
doun than Erie of Huntly, quha wes eftir marieit with the kingis ba£> 
tard dochter, in November in the lame yeir of God 1512, of quhomethe 
hous of Huntly is dilcendit. 

Thair wes ane provincial! counlall haldin in the Black Fryeris of 
Edinburgh, be the haill clargy, bifchoppis, abbottis, pryouris and utheris 
prelattis of the realme, quhair thair wes ane legat of the Papis, quha 
caufit make ane taxacione of all the benefices that wes above fourty 
punds yeirly rent, callit Bayemontis taxt, quhairthrouch the Paip 
and the King alfua mycht know the valour of the benefices, and to haif 
taxaciones thairof accordingly; the Paip for the annat and the bullis» and 
the King quhen any taxacione fuld be had to do granted be the clargye. 
Sone eftir the Bifchop of Murray come hame fra Rome, France and 
Ingland, with mony guide wrettingis fra all thay princeis, and ane dark 
of Spanye come with him to the King. 

In the moneth of Aprill, in the xj day thairof, 1512, the Queue wes 
deliverit of ane fair prince in the palyce of Linlythgw, quha wes 
ichortlie thaireftir baptift, and namet James the fyft. Prince of Scotland 
and Ylis, quha eftir fucceidit to the crowin. 

The Lord Dacre and Doftor Weft come ambafliMiouris fira the K* 
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of Ingland to Edinburgh, the fourt daye of May, with gutd lettres pro- 
meifinge to caus redreifis be maid of all wrangis betuix the realmes of 
Scotland and Yngland ; quhilk wes done onely to ilaye Robert Bartane 
and utheris Scottis men, quha wes bound in weirfair to the ley, and 
alio quhill that the army of Ingland mycht be tranfportit in France. 

In the lame tyme greit weir wes begun on the fey betuix France and 
Ingland, and Monfieur de la Mote come in Scotland, fend ambailador 
be the King of France, with lettres to perfuade the K. of Scotland to 
mak wear aganis Ingland, promeiland money, munitioun and all ne- 
oeflar fumefing thairto ; and in his cuming he drownit three Inglia 
ichippis, and brocht in levin uther pryles with him to Leith, and fchort- 
lie eftir him, maifter James Ogilby abbot of Drybrough come fra the JL 
of Fraunce with lettres to the lame effedl. Eftir the quhilk, Robert Bar- 
tone paft to the fey in weirfare, and brocht in Scotland fchortlie thair- 
eftir xiij pryles of Englis men in the moneth of July, and the laide 
Monfieur de la Mothe returnit ihortlie in France, with a guide anfuer 
to the King. 

About this time the laird of Drumweydy wes llane in Edinburgh be 
tua of the fiimame of the Jerdains, quha tuik girthe in Halirudehous 
and elcapit. 

Johne Erie of Athole deceiflit the xix day of September, and Lyoun 
barald king of armes deceiflit the firfl; of October. 

Thair wes greit milreule apoun the bourdouris, and thairfoir the 
King convenit the lordis in Edinburgh for reforming of the lame ; and 
quhill thay wer thair, the Queue partit with ane child quha wes criflenit 
and deit lone eftir. 

In the lame moneth of November, thair come to the Kinge ane greit 
febip, fend fra the King of Fraunce, lull of artailyerie, pulder and wyne, 
and the leag and band betuix Scotland and France renewit [be] Mon- 
fieur de la Mot quhan he landit at the Blacknefe the 29 of November. 
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Unicorn and Hay purfyphantis wer fend be the King, the aae in 
France, and Ilay to Ingland, quha defyrit ane Ikuf conduitt to ane an^ 
bai&dour of the King of Scotland, to haif paflit to the preCence of 1km 
King of Ingland, hot the lame wes refiitet. Eftir qnhais retomiiigt 
Monfieur de la Mote wes fend agane in Frannce, and Sir Walter Ogilbf 
with him, and ane poll of the Papis quha had bene than in Scotland. 
And thaireftir the xvj daj of Marche, Do£tor Weft come ambafe^ 
dour fra the King of Ingland, quha appointit ane melting to be 
the bourdouris, of commiflionaris for redrefle of all controyerfiea 
debatis betuix the tua realmes, in the moneth of Junij nizt thereftir ; 
q[uhilk wes keipit, hot na redres maid thairat. 

Eftir this meitinge of the commiflionaris on the bonrdouris, the biichop 
of Murray wes fend be fey in France in ambafladre, to declare the 
ciuning of the laid Dodtour Weft, and of his meflage, and of meiting 
ane the bordouris, and to know the King of France pleafor in all thele 
pioceadingia. 

In the moneth of May, thair come certane fchipps fra the Kbag of 
Denmark to the King of Scotland, with gunnis, poulder, hames and 
iither kindes of munitioun. Alfo de la Mote brocht in four ichippb at 
the weft fey fra the King of Fraunce, laidinit with wyne and flour to 1km 
King of Scotland, the xiij day of May, and departit againe the zxiz dqr. 

At the iamyn tyme, the greit Odinle of Ireland come to the Kmg at 
Edinburgh the firft day of Junij, offering his frindefchip and fervice to 
him befoir all uther princeis, and in ipeciall contrar the King of Eng* 
hmd { quha wes thankfullye acceptit, weile interteynit and richelie r»- 
wardit, and ane band of frindefliipp maid with him, and liia he retunut 
i&jko his cuntrey. 

In the mesne whyle» King Henry of Ingland paft in France wttk 
greit army, and beieiget the toun of Turueyn. 

During this feafone the King preparit ane greit naTy of fbhippis, 1km 
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piincipalls thairof being the Michaell, Margaret and James, weill ae* 
cumpanyit, quha paflit to the £ey the xxvij day of Julij. The King 
Umfelf failed in the Michaell till tfaay paft the May. James Gordoun» 
ibne to George Erie of Huntly, quha is yit levand, wes ane of the capi- 
taines of the laidis ichippis. 

The commiifioners of baith the reedmes, as wes appointit be Dodbxr 
Weft, meit on the bordouris in the moneth of Junij, quhair the 
wrangis done unto Scotland mony wayis, fpeciallie of the flauchter of 
Andro Bartane and takine of his ichippis ware confeflit, and findrie 
billts alfb fylit one the bordouris, as the ufe is ; hot the commiilioneriB of 
Ingland wald Qot confent to mak ony redrels or rellitucione till the xr 
day of 06lober nixt, thinking be that delay and continewatioun thay 
mycbt knaw the eftat of the King of Inglandis proceadingis in France^ 
ia the meane tyme to bald thair handis full of Scottis menis guidisy 
ipihilk thay had takine baith be fey and land ; quhilk being reportit to 
the lung of Scotland, he fend Lyoun king of armis with all poflible di- 
ligence in Fraunce, to denunce and declare to the King of Ingland, 
being thair for the tyme, that becaus of the injuries and wrangis done 
to him and his fubje^tis be the laid King of England and his iubjedfcii^ 
and als the prefent inyaiioun quhilk he mud upoun his confideratt 
ftittdis, the maifte criilene King of France and Duik of Gilder ; thair- 
loir requirit the King of Ingland to retume into his awin realme^ and 
diicift fra the perfute of the (aidis princis, and to repair and redrels the 
ii^nries quhilkis he and his leiges had fuftenit, utherwyus that the iaide 
Lyoun harald liild denunce to him wear ; and to that effed; the King 
fimd to K. Henry ane lettre with the fidd herald. And the King of 
Ingland lyand at the fiege of Tirwyne in France, the iaide Lyon herald 
arryvit in his army with his cote of armes one him, and defyrit to fpeike 
with the King ; quha wes within (chorte ijpace be gartar cheif king of 
armes in Ingland brocht to the Kingis preiens, being accumpanyit with 
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nobillis ; quhair with dew reyerence and fum g^d wordis firft ipokiiiy 
dellverit the (aide lettre to the King, quha f refafitj the lame, and red h 
him felf, and thaireflir cauiit reid it befoir his couniall, and whairof the 
trew tenour follouis, — 

Rycht excellent, rycht heiche, and mychty prince, oure darreft bro- 
ther and coufing. We command us unto you in oure mafte hartlie maner, 
and reiavit fra Rayff herauld youre lettres, quhairintill ye approve and 
aUowe the doyings of youre commiffioneirs latelie beinge with ours at 
the bourdouris of bayth the realmes for makinge of redrefs, quhilk is 
thocht to you and youre counfiJle foulde be continewit and delayit to 
the xv day of 0£lober. Alfe ye writ that flayers be fey aucht not 
compair perfonallie, hot be thair attumayis. And in youre uther let- 
tres with oure herauld Hay, ye afcertane us ye will not entre in Hm 
treux takin betiiix the maifl; criilene King and your fader of Aragone, 
becaus ye and uthers of the hallie leige nether fuld nor may tak peace, 
treux nor obftinence of weare with your commone enemy, without con- 
lent of all the confiderattis ; and that the Emperoure, King of Aragon, 
ye and everie of yow be boundin to mak actuall wear this inftant fommer 
aganis youre commone enemy, and that lb to do is opinelye fwome 
and concludit in Pawlis kirk in Lundoun, upone Sandle Markis day laft 
by palL And fardir, haiff denyeit lave conduite upone oure requeftis, 
that ane fervitor of ouris mycht have refertit your prefens, as oure he- 
rauld Hay reportis. Rycht high, excellent, rycht high and mychtie 
prince, oure derreft broder and coufing, the laide melting of oure and 
your commiflioneris at the bordouris, wes peremptourielie appointit be- 
tuix you and us, eftir divers dietis for reformatioun befor continewit to 
the commiilionaris meitinge, to the effe£l that dew redres fuld haiff ben 
maide at the fame melting ; lyke as for oure part oure commiilionaris 
offerit to have maid at that tyme, and for your part na malefa^lour wes 
arreftit to the faide dyet ; and to glofe the fame, ye now wryt that 
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flaiers be fey neid not compeir perfbiiallie» bot be thair attumjs, qubilk 
is againe law of God and mane ; and gif in criminale a£tioun all flaiers 
fuld nocht compeir perfonallie, na punifione fould follow for flauchter, 
and thane vane it wor to feik farder metingis or redrefle^ And heirby 
apperis, as the deid fchawis, that je will nother keipe guid wayis of 
juflice and equitie, nor kindnes with us ; the greit wrongiB and unkind- 
nes donne befoir to us and oure leiges we ponderat, quhilk we haiff 
fufferit this long tyme, in upberinge, maynfwering, nonredrefling of at- 
temptates ; fo as the bill of the takin of in balding of baftard Heron with 
his complices in your cuntre, quha flew oure wardane undre treft of 
dayis of meiting for juflice, and thairof wes fylit and ordaynit to be de- 
lyverit ; in flaying of oure li^e noble men under couUour by your folkis ; 
in taking of uthers oute of our realme, prefonit and cheineit be the 
craggis in your cuntrie ; with balding of oure wyffis legacie promeft 
in your diverfe letteris, for dyfpit of us ; flauchter of Andro Bartane 
by your awine command, quha thane haid nocht offendit to yow nor 
your leigeis, unredrefTed, and breking of the amitie in that behailf by 
your deid ; and withhalding of oure fchippis and artillarie to your ufe ; 
quhairupone eftir oure divers requificionis at your wardens, commif^ 
fioners, ambafladouris and yourfel£F, ye wrett and als fhew by utheris 
unto us, that fiiU redrefTe fiild be maid at the laid meiting of commifllon- 
eris, and fua wer in hope of reformatioun ; or at lefl; ye for our faik wald 
haif deliflit fra invafione of our frindes and couGngiB within thair awine 
cuntryes, that have nocht offendit at yow ; as we firfl; requirit yow in &- 
your of oure tendre coufinge the Duik of Gilder, quham to diftroy 
and difhereit ye fend your folkis and dyd that in thame ; and rycht 
fua laitlie defierit for our brodir and coufing the maifl hie Criftiane 
King of France, quhame ye have caufit to tyne his cuntrey of Millaigne, 
and now invaiddis his felff, quha is with us in fecund degree of bluid, and 
hes ben unto yow kind, without offence, and more kindar thane to us ;

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Bol^Aflsading' in defence oi his peiione we mane tak part, and thairto 
hO) becans of uthersi liaif gevin occaiione to us, and to oure leiges m 
tyme bipaft» nother doing kindlye nor jufielie toirerd U8» proceding al* 
wwyiB to the uther diftru£tioiine of oure neareft frindia, quha mane do 
fbr }}» quhane it lalbe neceflarie. Ane eyill exampill that ye will 
heirdtir be better unto us, quha je litle favour, manifeftlie wrangid yomr 
fifter fbir oure faike, incontrary oure writtis, and laying unto oure he* 
rauld, that we gi£ yow fair wordis and thinkis the contrarye. In deidt 
filth it is we gif yow wordis as ye deid us, trufting ye luld haif mendit 
to us or worthin kindar to oure frindis for oure laikeis, and fidd nocht 
haif ftopped oure fervitouris paflage to labour peace, that thay mycht as 
the paipis holynels exhorted us by his breyites to do, and thairupoune we 
wor contentit to haif oure leyne our harmeis, and to have remitit the liane, 
thoch uther informatione wes maid to our haly father Paip Julij by the 
cardinale of York, youre amballadour. And fen ye have now put us 
fra all g^d beleif throw tiiie premiiiis, and ^eciallie in denying of fare 
conduit to our feryantis to refort to your prefens as your ambai&dour, 
DoAor Weft inftantlie defyrit we fiild fend ane of oure conlale unto 
yow upoun greit matters^ and appointing of di£Serenttes debateble be- 
l^ix yow and us, furthering of peace, gif we mycht, betuix the maift 
hie Criftiane King and yow, we nevir hard to this purpoiie lare con- 
duit denyet betuix infideles. Herfoire we write to yow at this tyme 
at tenth the playnes of our mynd, that we requyre and delyer yow to 
dec^ fra fturder invafione and utter diftru£Houn of our broder and con- 
ling the maift hie Crift^ne Kling, to quhome be all confidderadone, bhiid 
and alye, and alio be new band, quhilk ye have compellit us latelie to- 
tak throw your injuries and harmeis without remedie, done daylie unto 
us, our leiges. and fiibje^bis, we ar boundin and oblifl;, fbr mutuall de- 
fence- ilk of utheris, lyk as ye and your confiderattis be oblift for mutuall 
inTafibnisandaa^uall warr : Certefying yow we will tak part in defenoe 
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of 'OUT brother and coufiiig iihe maift hie Chrifiiane King, and will do ' < 

quhat we traift may eraft cans yow to defift fra purfute of him ; and for 

dBnyet[or]poflpanet juftice to oure leiges, we mane gif lettres of marque, 

according io the amitie betuix yow and us, quhaulo ye ha^e haid litell 

regard in iyme b^ane, as we have ordaynit oure herauld the berer 

heirof to iaie, gif it lik yow to heir him and gif him credence. Rycht 

excellent, rycht high and mychtie prince, oure derreft brother and cou- 

fiog, the Trinitie have yowe in keping. Gevine under oure fignet at 

Edinburgh the xxvj day of Julij 1513. 

•Quhen this lettre wes red and coniiderit, the King of Ligland lend 
for Lyoun herrald, and declarit to him that he had weill adyyfed upoun 
ihe contentn of his lettre, and wald gif anfiier unto him be tounge, 
fiia that he wald tell the iame to the King his maiflen Than aniuerit 
the laid king of armes,— Sir, I am his naturall iubje6i;, and lie my na- 
turall Lord, and that he commandis me to fide, I may bauldly fity, with 
£BKVour ; hot the commaundementis of utheris I may nocht nor dar nocht 
lay to my Soverane Lord ; bot youre lettres may, with your honour fend, 
may declar your pleafbur; albeit, your aniuer requiris doing and no writ- 
ting, that is, that immediatlie yow fuld retume hame. Tlian fidd the 
King, ' I will retume at my plefour to your domage,' and with mony uther 
ficlik injurious wordis, and nocht at thy maifters lummoning. Than 
Lyoun denunceit weare to the King of Ingland, yit the King deliyerit 
him ane lettre bering his aniuer to the King ; and liia the fidd harrauld 
dspartit and paft in Flanders to haif fchippit thair, bot he gat nocht 
redie paflige, and come nocht in Scotland quhill Floudoun feld wes ftrikin 
and the Kinge flane. 

Eftir this defyance declarit be the King of Scotbmdis herrald to the 
King of England, he fend in Ingland with all diligence to the erle of 
Surry his lieutenent, callit Lord Thomas Haward, fone to the Lord 
Johne Haward Duke of Northfolk, and hiech thefiturer and marfhall of 
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England, quliome he haid appointit at his departing to be his lieutenent 
in the north partis aganis Scotland, and that he fiild rais the powars <^ 
all the fchippis fra Trent northe, befyd his ordinar cumpany and ibul- 
diours appointit to remane with him^ gifand him commaund to invaid 
Scotland with all poffible diligens with fyir and fiiord in maift cruell 
maner. And the King of Scotland beand ttdvertift of that greit prepa- 
racione, albeit his herrald wes nocht retumit to him with anluer ; hear- 
and alfo that Sir Walter Buhner wes earning with ane greit cumpany 
to the bourdouris the first day of Auguft, and fua be oppin takingis dailie 
perfeyit that the Inglis men intendit weare : Quhairfor the Lord 
Home, chalmerlane and wardan of the marches, hearing that the Englis 
men wes cumin within Scottis boimdis, and had takin away prays of 
guidis, he iiiddandly foUouit thame, and chaifet thame within thair 
cuntrey far into Northumberland and releifit the pray, and tuik findre 
prefoneris, and nocht beand contentit thairwith, raifet fyer and brunt 
diverfe townis ; hot or he could retume agane, the Englis men wes aflem* 
blit in greit cumpany, and lay in ane ilrait way of his paflage, quhair at 
a brume feld befyd Milfeild thay forgadderit, and dyvers wes hurt and 
ilane, and fum Scottis men tane prefoneris, hot the laide Lord cbam- 
berlane efchapeit ; quhilk wes the xiij day of Auguft 1513; and this wes 
the firfl; declaracione of oppin wear betuiz Scottland and Ingland. 

Than the King of Scotland raifet ane greit army and come towart 
the bourdouris of Ingland, and wald not tarry apoim the haill forceis of 
the realme, quha wes prepairand and comand forduart. He paffit over 
the watter of Twede and enterit in Ingland the xxij day, with ane few 
cumpany, and lay that nycht at Twefilhauche in Northumberland, and 
one the nixt day layet feige to the caftell of Norhame, quhilk wes weiH 
fumeiflit with men and all kynd of munitione ; and within fchorte ipace 
thaireftir thay wan the fowfeis, keift doun the barmekine, and flewe 
litndre within the laid caftell. And the keiparis thaix:pf defyerit the 
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King to delay tke feige quliill thay mycht lend to the Erie of Suny, 
quha was than Ijand at Newcaftell with ane army, promeifing gi£ thay 
wer nocht reliefit or the xxix day of the laid moneth, thay fuld delyver 
the cailell unto the King ; quhiik wes grantit unto thame, hot nane come 
to releife thame ; and thairfoir the caftell wes delyverit to the King the 
laide day, and gret Ipidye gotin thairin, and ane greit part thairof wes 
diftroyeit and caflin doun. During the tyme that the army wes lying 
at the feige of the caftell of Norhame, thair wes ane a6t maid be the 
King, with the confent of the nobilitie and barronis thair preient, anent 
the waird, releife and manages o^ thame that deceillis in the army, of 
the tenour followinge : ** At Tuefilhauche in Northumberland, the xxiiij 
day of Auguft the yeir of God 1513 yeiris, it is fiatut and ordanit be 
the Kingis hienes, with ayyfe of all his Lordis being thair for the tyme 
in his oift, in this forme as foUowis : That is to iaye, gif any man beis 
flaine or hurt to deid in the Kingis army and oift be Ingliihemen, or 
deis in the army induring the tyme of his oift;, his airs lall haiff his 
wairde, releife and mareage of the King free, diQienland with his uge, 
quhat eild that euir he be of; and ordinis the Kingis lettres to be diie€t 
heireupoun, to the effe6t aforeiaid neceilar as effeiris." 

Thaireftir the King wan the caftell of Furd, Ettell and mony utheris, 
of quhiik part he cauiit be caflin doun, and tuik findre prefoneris and 
fend in Scotland, and mony wes affiired ; and tariet in the realme of 
Ingland, feikand and cravand battell, contrar the aduife of the noble 
men of his realme, being thair with him the ipace of xviij dayis ; iiia 
that the maift part of the commonis and gentill men of his army quha 
come furth of far partis of his realme, for laik of yi£tuellis, and being 
vexit alfo with evill woder, for thair wes nevir ane fair day nor fcarce 
ane hour, hot gret cold, wind and weitt during thair remaining in Ing- 
land, Ik that onely the principall noble men of the realme nor few cum^- 
panyifl remaynit with him. 
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this meane tyme the Erie of Sumy come £ra the New caftell widi 
ane army of xl thouland meii» and marcheit our the waiter of Till touait 
Flowdoun hillis, quhair the King lay ; quhair thair wes herrald lend one 
every fy d, and the day of the battell appointit, to meit on the waiter of Till 
the ix day of September ; quhair the King iuik his campi and prepairit 
him felf redie for the baitell, placeand his ordinanceis and artillarie f<yr 
the iame, and fend his querell in wriit to the laid Erie with Hay the 
herrald, on the nycht preceiding the battell, beiring thir wordis : 

<< Quhair it is alleged that we are cum in Ingland aganis oure band and 
promeis, thairto we anfiier ; Our brgjdir wes bound als far to us as we 
wer to him ; and quhen we fuare laft befoir his ambaflade in prefens 
of oure couniall, we e3q)reflit Q)eciallie in oure aithe, that we wald keip 
to our brodir gif oure broder keipit to us, and nocht ellis. We fueir 
oure brodir brak firft to us, and fen his brek we liaif required diverfe 
tymes him to amend, and laitlie we wamit oure broder, as he did nodit 
us or he hrak. And this we tak for oure quarell, and with Godis 
grace lall defend the lame at your defixit tyme, quhilk we lall abyd." 

And^quhen the day of the feild wes cumin, and the King marchand for- 
wart toward the place quhair his enemye did campt the nycht preceid- 
ing, quhair .he had the avantage of the grund, he wes fchortlie adyertifed 
of the craft of the Inglis men, quha had that morning raifet thair campt, 
and marcheand about diverfe hills and ftraittis, paflit betuix the King 
and Scotland, thinokand to haif invaidit thame on thair backis, hot maid 
continewanoe to pas in Scotland and bumit the Merfe ; iua the King 
wes maid to beleif be ane Ingliihman callit Giles Moulgraef, quhilk 
wes his fionelier and eQ)y, that the iame wes done for ane pollicie, to 
cauB.the King and his army to leif the ftrenthe and com doim fra the 
hill callit Flowdoime ; and in his doune cumin the Inglis ordinaunoe 
Ichot {aft and did greit Ikaiethe, and flew his principall gunnaris ; bot 
the Kingis artillarie did finall fltiuthe, be reflbun of the hiecht quhair 
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thaj ftude, tiiey ihote over the Inglis army. Thay marched fbrdward'^' 
the Erie of Huntly haveand the- vandgard, the Lord Hwme aad his 
frindes beand with him. The Erles of Crawford and Montrois had 
the reii^ard, and the King him> felf wes in the gret' battell, and 
with him the Erles of Argile, Lennox and dyvers utheris. One the 
Inglis fyd, the Erie of Surryes eldeft fone had the vandgard, and Sir 
Edward Stanly knycht had the reirgard> and the Erie of Surry had the 
greit battell. 

The Scottis yantgard feirflie fett on with Iperis and lang weaponis, 

and certane horfemen, and threw the maift part of the laid yandgard of 

Ingland to the erd, flew mony of thair folkis, and the uthers fled ; yit 

thay quha did efchape joynit thame felfis to tiudr greit battell ; quhilk* 

the King perfeyand> beleying all to he hifi awin, mid that the ennemies 

had giyin bakkis, ayanceit forduart the battell, nocht abyding the reir- 

gard» him felf being on fute with thame, iet encourageouflie on the Erie 

of Surris battell, quhair eftir mony arrowis fchott on eyerie fyde, and 

greit fl^th done thairwith, the laid Sir Edward Stanley with his reir^ 

gord come firefelie doun of the hill of Brankiflx)un upoun the back of 

the Kingis army, quhairin thay £uicht cruellye one baith fyds lang 

(pace 'y at lafl; the yi6bory inclinit to the Englis men, and mony of the 

ScottiB men flane or takin prefoneris ; yit noohthelea tliair wes in that 

battell ane griter nombre of the Inglis men flane nor of the Scottis men. 

hh this feld wes flane the King, the bifchop of St Androis his baflard 

ibnne, the Erles of Crawfurd, Montrois, ErroU, Athole, with dyyerie 

utheris lordis and barronis* 

On the morin the Inglis men caufed feik the body of Kinge James> 
quhilk thay allegit thay gat, and carrieit it to Berwyk and fra that to 
Bichemond. Bot it is haldin for truth that the flune wes the body of 
ane yther Scottis man callit the laird of Bonehard, quha wes flane in the 
(aide feild. And it wes affirmit be findre that the Kinge wee fene that 
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fame nycht levond at Kelfo, and wes commonlie haldin that he wee yit 
levand and paft in uther cuntries, fjpeciallie to Jerulalem and the hally 
graify to dryfe iurth the reft of his dajis in pennance for his bygane and 
former offenceis. Bot howerir the matter come, he appeirit nocht in 
Scotland eftir as King, no more than Charles Duik of Burgonye did 
appeir in his cuntreis eftir the battell of Nantli ; quhowbeit his pepill 
hald that vane opinione that he elcapit fra that difconfiture alyre, and 
wald retume againe. 

This battell done, the Jnglis men being ia fbir handilit thairat, and 
fa mony of thair folkis flane, thay wor glaid to retume within thair 
cuntrey without £urder inraiioun of Scotland, and fua the bourdouris wes 
at greit quietnes all the nixt yeir thaireftir. 

This battell wes callit the feild of Flowdoun be the Scottis men, and 
Brankifioun be the Inglis men, becaus it wes ftriken one the hillis of 
floudoun befyd ane townn callit Brankiftoun, and wes ftrikin the ix 
day of September 1513, at fore eftire none. The King deit thane in 
the zxv yeir of his r^^e, and zxxix yeir of his aige. 

For his polliticall goyemement and due adminiftracione of jufiice 
quhilk he exercyleit during the tyme of his regne, he defervit to be 
numbreit amangis the beft princes that eyir regneit abone that natione. 
All theft, reif, murder and robbery, [ceifit]] in his dayis, be fie fcharp ex- 
ecutione of lawis penall as he caufit to be exerceit throuch all the 
boundis of Scotland ; for lamekill of the favige pepill of ye outylis ad- 
dreflit thamefelfes, throuch terror anddredof duepunilhement,to leif efter 
the ordoure and lawis of juftice, quhair utherwayes of thame felfis thay 
are naturally inclynit to iedicione and disquieting of every ane utheris. 

To conclud, men war in gued hoipp, gif it had pleafed the hiche deter- 
minat will of almichtie God to hare lente him langer lief, he Ihould 
have brocht that realme of Scottoland to fie flowriihinge eftate, as the 
like in none of his predifcefiTors daies was neuer yit heard of.

Eptbb the death of this noble courageous Prince James the fourt of 
Aat nayme King of Scottis, in the unhappy feild of Flowdoun, the 
Queue caufit with diligens the noble men and eftatis of the realme con* 
yene at Striuelinge, quhair, apoun the xxj day of September 1513, 
James the fyft eldeft fbne to the laide King James the fourt, wes crownit 
King be uniyerfall adyyfe and confent, being ane yeir fyye monethes 
and X dayis of aige ; quhair it wes alfo aggreit that the Queue Ibtdd be 
Regent of the realme, and to ufe the counlell of James Betoun arche- 
bilchop of Gla%ow, the Erles of Huntlye, Angus and Arrane ; and fra 
that come to Edinburgh, quhair thay remaneit. Bot ichortlie eftir thay 
difiiggreit uppoun the dilpofitionis of the beneficeis of thame quha wes 
flane in the feild, quhairthrouch fum of thame did lecretly wreitt inFrance 
to Lord Johne Duik of Albanie, to cum into Scotland to be tutor and 
goyemor to the Kinge and realme, as he quha wes maift tender of bluid 
and narieft to fucceid unto the crown, failyeing the Kingis bamis. And 
thairfoir he fend Monfieur de la Bawtye in Scotland, in cumpany with 
the Erie of Arrane, Lord Fleming and Lioun Herald, quha had bene 
befoire lang refident in France, and landit at the weft fey the third day 
of Noyember ; quha fhortelie thaireftir deliuerit his wreittings to the 
Queue and Lords ; quhairfoir the Queue conyenit the Lordis at Perih, 

N 
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and thair be univerfidl confent it wee aggreit that the Duik of Albanye 
iiild be admittit tutor and govemour to the Kinge and realme, and the 
lame fuld be confirmit be the three eflatis in ane parliament, quhilk wes 
than proclaymed to be haldin at Edinburgh the ziij day of Marche nixt ; 
and the King and Queue retumit to Edinburgh* quhair thaj remaneit 
quhill the fame parliament wes haldin. 

In the meane tyme, for the wele and quietnes of the bordourifl, the 
Queue fend to the King of Ingland hir broder, and tuik trewis with 
him for Scotland for the i^Mice of ane jeir and ane daye nixt following. 

In the beginning of Februer thaireftir, the King of Ingland hering 
of ane parliament to be haldin in Scotland, for the hame bringing of 
the Duik of Albany to be tutour, he fend to the Queue defyring hir to 
ftayhiBCuming; allegeingthathewesneiriftto fucceid,andthairfoirfuld 
nocht have the kepinge of the King, being ia young, quhais weill he wald 
regard and tak cure of, being ia tender in bluid to him as his eldeft fitter 
fbnne. Albeit this wes dedarit to be the uttwart cans moyeing him, yit 
nochttheles he wes principallie moyit to ftay his cumii^ in Scotland, be- 
caus he had inftantlie weiris with the King of France ; fering that the 
laide Duik wald fteir up the Scottis to mak weair aganis Ingland in fii- 
Youris of France. He did allua fend ane herald to the King of France, 
with ane letter, defyring him to ftay the Duik of Albany within his 
realme on cuming into Scotland, for the caufe aforefidd ; bot notwith- 
ftanding all his labouris maid, it wes concludit be the haill eftatis of Scot- 
land, in the parliament haldin at Edinburgh in the moneth of Marche 
following, that Sir Patrik Hamiltoun and Lyoun King of armes fuld 
be fend in France for the laide Duik of Albany, quha wes confermit 
tutour and govemour, as laid is, conforme to the lawis of the realme ; and 
to that effect thay departit in the moneth of Aprill nixt eftir following 
towart France. 

At the iame tyme thair wes [ane legate] fend from the Fdp, quha 
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come into Scotland with certane preveleges to the King and reahne, 
and to comfort thame eftir the greit lofle and fkaith quhilk thay had 
fufleynit be the death of the Ring and counfell of the feild, quha wes 
honorablie reflavit and weiie intertajned. 

Eftir this parliament, the Quene wes deliverit of ane prince at the 
caftell of StriveUnge, the xxx day of Apriell, quha wes baptifet be the 
Poftnlat of Dunfermeling and the Archedene of St Androis, and inftant- 
lie confermit be the Bilchop of Caithnes, and he wes namet Alexander. 
During the tyme that the Quene wes in childe bed, thair wes greit 
difiencione betuix the lordis of the weft land and the uther lordis of 
the realme. Bot fone eftir, the Quene caufet ane conventione to be at 
Edinbuigh, the xij day of Julji quhair thay wer all weill aggreit ; and 
ordanit tua clarkis to pas in Ingland ambafiadouris to the King, for peace 
to be contra&it betuix the tua realmes ; and thaireftir, the xxviij day 
of the iaide moneth, M' James Ogilby Abbot of Drybroucht, and 
Sor Patrik Hammiltoun, and Lyoun herald, come furth of Fraunce, with 
wreittingis and articles fra the King and Duik of Albany, be the quhilk 
the Duikk cuming wes delayit, and exculeit be the King, that he could 
nocht gudelie want him furth of the realme, quhill fum ordour wer takin 
of the wearis betuix him and the King of Ingland ; quhilkis ceaffitinthe 
moneth of 0€toher nixt following, be the aggrement maid betuix the 
Kingis of Fraunce and Ingland. 

Nocht lang heireftir the Quene wes moved to ane iuddan marii^, 
quhilk flio did fore eftirwart repent ; for apon the yj day of Auguft fho 
mariet Archebald Erie of Angus for her plefour, without the King of Ing- 
land hir brodiris aflent, or the counfell of the nobilitie of Scotland ; and 
incontinent ihairdftir, be the proud confell of hir hufbandis firindes, 
tuik the hole goyemement of the realme apon hir ; caufit tak the Bifchop 
of Olaigw being Chancellar in Saint Johnftoun, and tuik the great feale 
fra him ; quhairfoir he pafiit to Edinburgh, quhair mony Lordis aflifled 
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to bim, and keipt the toun, and wald nodit fiiffer tke Quene nor Erie of 
Angus to enter thairin ; quhair apoun raife greit troUe within the 
realme, that fho and her hulband faaith wer conflranit to leif the reafane 
and fle into Ingland. 

Quhill this bufines was ado in Scotland, thair wes peace contraftit 
betuix Lewis the xij King of France and the King of Enghind, in the 
quhilk na mencioune wes maid of Scotland ; and in that doing it wes 
reput to the King of France diihonour, becaus that the wear prindpaUie 
wes begun for defence of the King of France querrelL 

At this Ikmin tyme King Lewis mariet Marie fifter to King Henrj 
the yiij, on Sain£fc Denjs day the vij of 06tober, in the toun of Abbay* 
yeile, albeit he wes auld and weik, and thaireftir leifit nocht lang eftir 
that mariage } for he deit at Parjs the firft dajr of Januar nixt following ; 
and immediatly eftir his deceis, Franceis de Valloyfe Duik of Ango- 
lefine, neirreft of the bluid one the male fyde, wes crownit King of 
France ; (juha wes ane noble yailjeant prince, and governed weiUe that 
reahne monj yeiris. Not lang eftir this the fidde Lady Marie wes 
brocht into Ingland, and mariet on Charles Brandone, quha for that cans 
wes maid Duik of Suffolk. 

About this fiunyn tyme, 25 Oftober, deyet ane godlie wife man, 
WHliame Elphingftoun Bilchop of Aberdene and Lord of the RreYe 
Seill, at Edinburgh, quha wes ane faithfull counfidlour to King James 
the fourt ; and be the help and afiiflBnce of the fidde King his maifler, 
he foundit, dotit, biggit and compleittit the honorabill college fituate 
in the atdd toun of Aberdene, for the increafe of gude lettres and ver- 
tew, quhilk hes florifit fenfyn thairintill to thir our dayis. 

In the moneth of November, about the xjl day thairof, De la Bawtye 
reflavit the cailell of Dunbar in the behalfe of the Duik of Albanye, be 
delyyerance of the Dene of Gla%w, brodir to the Bifchop of Murray, 
callit Forman. 
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And fckortlie thaireftir eleOit to the bifchoprik tbairof be the con- 
rent, and nominat thairto be the Lordis Regentis of the realme, Johna 
Hepburn prior of St Androis than beand, feigit the caftell of St Androis, 
and wan it be force fra Maiiler Gayin Douglas feruantiB that keipit it ; 
quhurwith the Queue and Erie of Angus wes hyechlie offendit, becaus 
the fidde Maifier Gawin wes nominate be thame to the laide benefice. 

The divifione being in this wajis fianding betuix the Queue and 
lordis, every ane preailed to tak fie pofieffione as thay mycht obtaine, 
principallje of that was Ijand nearrefi; unto thame ; and thairfoire the 
Erie of Levenox and maifi;er of Glencame, in ane mirk wyndj nycht, 
the xij dajr of Januar, under mjndit the neddir fi)le of the yett of Dum- 
bartane, and enterit thairat and tuik the cafi;ell, and pat furth the Lord 
Erfldne than, capitane thairof ; and fchortlie thaireftir ihair wes ane 
greit gaddering betuix the Erie of Arrane and the Erie of Angus, the 
15 day, quhilk wes the beginninge of greit troble eftirwart. 

At Edinburch the fiunjn xy day, the bills of provifione [of 3 Androw 
Forman than bilchop of Murray, to the archebifchoprike of St Androis, 
Abbayis of Dunfermeling and Arbroithe, raifet in Rome be the fiippli- 
cacioime of the Queue and Duik of Albany, wer publilet and ienrit ; 
for the quhUk cans, the prior of St Androis pretendand title to the 
bifchoprike be the laide ele£tioune and generall gift of the lords of the 
realme, appelit thairfra and made greit impediment ; and thairfoir con- 
Yenit the maifi»r of Halys and utheris his fiindes to Edinburgh, and the 
Lord Hwme chamberlane, with dyvers utheris in thair contrair ; quha 
caufit denunce the fidde maifier and priour with all thair afijfiaries be 
the Kingis letters rebellis, and putt thame to the home, and thairfoir 
wes compellit to leif the toim. And the prior of St Androis, in Maij 
thaireftir, pafi; to Rome to juflifye his awin appellacioune. 

Thair wes ane parliament let to be haldin at Strivelinge the xxiiij daye 
of Februar, quhair mony of the lordis conyenit, and becaus thay cold 
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noeht aggre amangis thame lelfea^ contiiiewit it to tlie hame cnminge of 
the Duik of Albany ; for all that tjme Sir John Sterlii^ of the Keir wes 
cumin fra him with lettres, afluringof his coming in the monethof Aprile 
orMaynixt Nocht lang eftiTy trewis wes takin betuix Scotland and Ing- 
land for the ipace of three monetheB» and proclajrmit the tv day of May. 
Bot one the liunyn day» at fax houris eftir none, the Inglia men ran 
ane forray one the watter of Roule, quhair thay did greit ikaith under 
tnifi» nochtwithftanding of the trewis. 

In the meane feafone, the noble and valyeant Prince, Johne Duik of 
Albany, tutour and Govemour of J;he realme of Scotland, arryrit at the 
town of Air the xvij day of May, with aucht ichippb weille fiimeffit with 
men, and all kind of apperell for his honorabill convoy, and fra that 
ialit to Dumbartane, quhair he landit ; and one the nixt day paflit to 
Gla%w, and all the wafliand lordis with him ; and be his cuming and 
prefenB wea weille aggreit, and all controyerfies and debattis takin up 
and refeirit to him ; and therfra than pa£Eit to Edinburgh, quhair he wes 
reffiayit the zxvj day of May, be mony lordis and barronis quha mett 
him» and findre ferfea and gude playia maide be the buigeffis of the 
toun to his honour and prayfe. The Quene alfo come fra her awin 
ludeging and to do him honour. 

Sone eftir his cuminge^ the lordis being con venit furth of all the partis 
of the realme to Edinburgh, he acceptit the goyemement of the realme ; 
quhilk he promeiflit to u& be thair adyiis, fua being thay wald affift to 
the furth letting of jufiice ; quhilk thay promeiffit to do, and affixit the 
parliament that wes continewit of befoir, to be haldin at Edinburgh the 
xg day of July, as it wes ; in the quhilk thair wes diyerle adiis maid, 
and in the iamyn the Lord Drummond come in the Duikis will for 
ftryking of Lyoun king of Armee, bot the Duik pardonit his leif and 
honour, bot his landis and gudis wes ordanit to remane in the Kingis 
handis, to the quhilk he wes eftirwart 
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In this parliament the Duik of Albany was confermit be the three 
efiatis of the realmot tutour and greit GoYemor to the King, and the 
feptour and fword delyrerit to him, and his aith takin be the lordis, and 
thair aithes geyin to him, to be liell and trew to the King and him, and 
promeifit to aifift him in the furth fetting of juftice ; and to that efieft 
findre guide a£tis wes maid for provifioune of thift, reiff, and all uther 
crymes* 

In the meane tyme of this parliament, the GoYemour wes adYertift that 
the Kinge fiild haYe bene conYoyit fecretlye away in Ingland from 
Striyelinge } quhairfoir he fuddanlie departit apoun the nycht frome Edin- 
buigh with his men of weir in guide array to StriYeling, quhair, apoun 
the third day of Augufl, the King and Alexander his brudir wes de- 
lyYerit to him, with the caftell of StriYelinge, the Queue being thairin- 
tilL And he committit thame and the cailell to the keiping of foure 
lordis of the realme, 

Shortlie apoun this fiifpidone takin, thair wes raifit greit fitfiHones 
betuix the GoYemour and the Queue, and fiiddanlie the Lord Hwme, for 
ailifting to the Erie of Angus and the Queue and the ia^one aganis 
the GoYemour and the loirdis, was denuncit the Kingis rebell ; for the 
quhilk cans the Erllis of Arrane and Lenox with greit cumpayneis war 
fend to talk all his placeis, quhilkis wes maid pattent to thame. Bot in 
the caftell of Hwme thair was certaine gun potdder laid in fie placeis, 
quhilk being fyerit, brint findre of thame quha enterit firft in the caftell : 
And in the meane tyme the Lord Hwme paflit into Ingland, and maid 
iuYafiones and rack aganis Scotland, and brint findre townes and Ipul* 
yeit the cuntrey, fiia that na day of trew mycfat be haldin on the eist 
nor middill merche duringe his abydinge thair. 

AUb the Queue, the Erie of Angus and George his brudir, peft furth 
of Temptalloun to Berwike, ihexij of Auguft, and fra that to the Nontye 
of Caldfkrame ; quhair eftir confell takin of the Ix>rde Dacreis and dyyers

utheriB Inglilhemeiit and adyertTfement maide to King Henrjr ler 
brudir^ iho wes iidlayit be the fidde Lorde Dacres, the zxvj daj of 
Auguft, and convoyit to Harbottill, qubair iho remanit quhill fcho wes 
del jverit of ane dochter callit Margaret Douglas ; bot thair wes no 
Scottis man nor woman reflayit with hir in Inghind. 

The Goyemour feing the rebellioun of the Loird H wme, paft with his 
army of Frenchemen to the bourdouris ; quhair the fast of 0£tober the 
iaide Lord H wme come and put him in the goyemouris weiU, lik as his 
brodir did eftirwart, and than wer geyin in keiping to the Erie of Ar- 
rane in Edinburgh ; bot the fidde Erll Arrane and the Loird Hwme 
and his brodir departit on the nycht furth of the townn, going lecretlie 
awaje on thair futte the zij of October. And thairfoir the Goyemour 
eaufit hald furth the parliament, quhilk was affixit to the xdiij day of 
the fiune moneth, quhair the fiddis Loird Hwme, maifler William and 
Dayid Hwmeis, wes forfiilted for treafoun be the haille eftatis, of thair 
lyfeis, landis and g^dis ; and the parliament wes continewit xy dayis, 
quhilkis war aflignit to the Erll of Arrane to compeir, or ellis to proceid 
aganis him ficlyk. 

In this mene tyme, the Goyemor paft to feige the cafleU of Hammil- 
toun, quhair ane nobill greit lady, dochter to King James the fecund, 
and moder to the Erll of Arrane, and fader lifter to the fidde Duik, 
come to him and eaufit rander the caftell in his will, and procureit the 
fidd Erll of Arranis peace, quha come with the bifchopp of Glaigw to 
Edingburgh, and pat him in the Goyemouris will the zij day of No- 
yember thairefter. 

At the fimiyn tyme, certane lordis afliftit to the Erll of Murray, the 
Kingis baftarde brader, aganis the Erlle of Huntlye ; and thairby fum 
truble wes b^;im betuix thame in the townn of Edinburghe ; quhairfoir 
the Goyemour come fiiddantlyfira the Abbaye to the townn, and tuik the 
Erllis of Huntlye, Erroll, Murray and uthers, and pat thame in the 
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caftell in ward, quhill he'tryeit the caus ; and fynding the fiunyn to hare 
bene raifit be the labouris of [nudfter]] James Hay, being than with the 
Erll of Murray, the goremour caufit fend the laid maifter James in 
France, to remane during his plefor, and the fiude erllis wes fchortlie 
releiQt furth of the cafiell. 

At the bordouris, Lyoun king of armes being fend in Ingland with 
the lettres to the King, wes takin at Caldftrame be the commaund of the 
Lord Hwme, and his letters takin fra him, and keipit as a prelbner ; 
quha wes interchangeitt and deliverit agane for Alexander Hwmeis 
moder, quha hed bene keipit pryfoner in Dunbar. 

Alexander Duik of Rothefey, the Kingis bruder, deceilfit at Strive- 
linge the xviij day of December. 

Eftir this the Govemour paflit from Edinburgh to Dumbar, and 
thair to remaine, quhill the lordis commiflioneris for Scotland [and^ the 
commiilioneris of Ingland mett at Coldingehame, for tretye of ane peace 
betuix the tway realmes : for the part of Scotland maid of the Govemour 
was Monfieur Duplanis, ambafladour of France, Maifter Gavin Dunbar, 
Archedean of St Androis and clerk of the r^filler, and Sir William Scott 
of Balwery knycht, quha tuik trewis with the Ingliimen, comprehending 
the Erll of Angus and Lord Hwme in thair part, quhill Witfonday nixt 
euming, at quhilk tyme the Queue was feik in Morpeth in Ingland, per- 
rell of her lyfe. Thir trewis war takin the xvij day of Januar. 

In this meane tyme the erle of Arrane left the Governor agane, and 
paft to the waft cuntrey, quhair he drew certaine Iprdis together, albeit 
that Sir James Hammiltoun and the Lord of Cawdar was lyand pleageis 
in the caftell of Edingburch for his guid rewll. Yit he and the Erllis 
of Lennox, Glencame and uthers, caulit fiimeis the caftell of Dumbar- 
tane and uther caftellis, and tuik the caftell of Gla%w, the Kingis greit 
artillyery being thair, and Q)tdyeit the lame ; quhairfoir the Govemour 
rafit ane army and paft to Glaigow, quhair be the labouris of the bifchopp 

O 
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of Glaigo, thair was ana appointement maid, and tke cafiell wes dely- 
yerit to the bilchop. The £rll of Lenox come into the Goyemour and 
tuik ane new reipitt, and the Erll of Anane did fidik in the beginning 
of Marche thaireftir. 

The Goyemour, willing to pecifie all debatis being amangis the nobill 
men and utheris, for tytiUis of the beneficeis qnhiUds befoir was yacand, 
and Q>eGiallie betoix Forman archebifchop of St Androia, and prior 
Johne Hepbume and thair frendee, quhilk wes the caus that the haill 
lordis war deyidit in dyrers faftionis ; and thairfoir, the Goyemonr 
perfiiadit the fidde archebiCchop come to the townith of Edinburgh 
and to put all the fiddis thre beneficeis in the Goyemouris will, to dis- 
pone at his plefbur ; quha be couniell of certane lordis, for fateidfeing of 
thame quha dameit entres, gaif to Forman the laid archebilchoprik and 
Dumfermeling, and gaif the bifchoprik of Muny to maifier James Hep- 
bunif freind to the Erll Boithuell, and gaif ane thouland merkis pen- 
fione to the priour of St Androis for his contentacoune. He gaif the 
Abby of Dribrough to maifier James Ogilbye, frinde to the Lord Ogil- 
bye, and the bifchoprik of Aberdene, than yacant, to Alexander Gor- 
doun, frinde to the Erll of Huntly, and di^nit Arbroith to the arche* 
bifchop of Gla^o callit Betoun, and gaif furth thairof ane large pen- 
fione to the Erll of Murray, and difponit the Abbacy of Kylwinning to 
ane frinde of the ErU of Arranes, callit Hammiltoun, and admittit Sir 
George Dundas to the L. L. of San£fc Johnne, gaif diyerfe utheris be- 
neficeis to findre uthers lordis fiindis, quhilkis war yacant at the feild 
and fen fyne ; and fua ufit greit liberalitie towart thame all, to paceiye 
fie debattis and controyerfeis as wer amangis thame before his hame 
cuming, fpeciallie for the diipoficione of beneficeis, quhilk wes done in 
the moneth of Februar 1515. In the quhilk thair was greittar refpeft 
had to the fatiffeing to the ayerice of the warld, nor to the plefor of 
God, in promoying of godly men to haye ufed thair office according to 
thair calling. 
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Sone thair6ftir» the Govemour be coimfitll of the lordis, to haif the haill 
realme at quietnes, and the noble men iinyt togiddir for the commoun 
weaiU of the iame> refiayit the Erll of Angus and maifter Patrik Pan- 
toun fecretar, quha had bene haldin in Infche gay for his cans in ward> 
and pardonit thame for all offencis bygane ; and ficlik reflayit the Lord 
Hwme with his tua breder in fayour, and held ane parliament the firft 
day of May, in the quhilk he reftorit thame to all thair heretages, of- 
fices and honouris agane. 

In this tyme the laird of Strowan in Athoill committit diyerfe greit 
oflfenceiB and crymes, for the quhilk he wes takin be the Erll of AthoiU, 
acnd heidit at Logyraith, be the Goyemouris commiflioun. 

At this tyme thair wes ane parliament rynnand imder continewatione. 
And fua the lame begane agane the firft day of July, quhair the King 
of England, being periuadit and emiftlye foliftit be the Quene of Scot- 
land, his fifter, than makand refidens with him at Lundoim, fend lettres 
to the lordis of Scotland, defyring thame to expell the Goyemour furth 
of the realme ; hot all the lordis and eftatis, with uniyerfiJl conlent, 
fend Albany herauld with lettres to the King of Ingland, refufing to do 
the famyn, as being aganis reilbun and the lawis of thair cuntrey . 

In the moneth of September, the Goyemour caufit arreft the Lord 
Hwme, his broder Maifter Williame, Dayid Kar of Famyheirft, at Hal- 
lyrudehous, and delyrerit thame to findre placeis, for guide ruell to 
be keipt upoun the bourdouris ; bot thay being in ward, thair was mony 
complaintis maid one thame, and ihairfoir the yiij day of 0£fcober, the laid 
Loird Hwme and his brodir wer conyi£fc for treafibnable affifting and 
menteining of the theyis one the bourdoris and uther cauffis ; for the 
quhilkis he wes heidit, and on the mom thaireftir his laid brodir ficlik 
wes heidit, and thair heidis lett on the tolbuithe of Edinburgh : The 
laide Dayid Kar wes relplatit and releyit. And fchorilie thaireftir the 
Goyemour raid to Jedburgh with ane greit cumpany, and ftanchet the 
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greit thift wee one the bordouris, left gtdd wardanis to rewU the fiunyiit 
and retumit to Edinburgh. 

Ane new parliament wes haldin the third daj of November, in the 
quhilk it wes decemit that the Govemour wes (ecound perfbun of the 
realme, notwithftanding of ane claim maid be Alexander Stewart his 
broder, elder gottin upoun the Erie of Orknajis dochter, quha wee al- 
leget to haif bene firft maryit with the Duik of Albany thair fader, be- 
foir he wes maryeit to the Erll of Bolognes dochter in France ; and 
thairfoir Alexander maid proteftatione in the contrary ; hot thay wer 
eftirwart aggreit, and the laide Alexander renuncet his title in his bro- 
deris favour, and wes maid bifchop of Murray and abbott of Skone. At 
the lamyn parliament, the Govemour defyrit licence of the lordis to pas 
in France for the Q>ace of lax monethes, hot it wes contrafttt quhill 
Aprill thaireftir. 

The Erll of Lennox wes put in ward at this tyme, in the caftell of 
Edinburgh, quhill he fuld deliver the caftell of Dunbertane ; quhilk he 
caufit rander to Allane Stewart in the Govemouris name, and than he 
wes reftorit to his libertie. 

In the moneth of December Monfieur de la Bawtye wes maid war- 
dane of the eft bordouris, in place of the Lord Hwme, and keipit dayis 
of trew with the Lorde Dacres and uderis wardanis of England ; quhair 
throucht thair wes greit hatrent conlavet aganis him, quhilk wes the caus 
of his deid eftirwart. 

In the nixt moneth of Januar, the Govemour paffit to Perth and held 
jufkice airis, quhair the Lord Fleming wes proclamed great chamber- 
laine of Scotland in place of the Loird Hwme, for his tyme, with all 
the feis thairof. 

Quhill the Govemour was in this wyis occupeit in miniftring juftice, 
thair come ane ambaOadour f urth of France, defyring the auld leage to 
be renewit betuix Franceis than new crownit King of iVance, and the 
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King of Scotland, thair realmes, dominionis and fubjeffcis; for the 
quhilk caus the haille Lordis convenit in Edinburgh, quhair it wes 
aggreit that the Governor him (elf fuld pas in France, and the bifchop 
of Dunkeld, the iecretare and the Maiiler of Glencame amballadouris ; 
quha departit the xiij day of Maye be the eift fee, and the Govemour 
fchippit at Newwark befyd Dumbartane the vij day of Junij. 

It wee ordanit that he fiild remaine hot onelie the ipace of foure 
monethes furth of the realme ; and be confent of the ellatis, he appoint- 
tit the bifchops of St Androis and Gla%w, the Erllis of Huntlye, Ar- 
gyll, Angus and Aorane, Regentis during his ablence, and maid de la 
Bawtye lieutenent of the bordouris to his retununge ; and or his de. 
parting cau(^ bring the Kinge to the cailell of Edinburgh to be keipit ; 
and appointit four Lordis to keip him, quhiUds wes the Erll Marlchall, 
Lord Erikyn, Lord Borthuik and Lord Ruthven, and tua of thame to 
be ay prefent with him. 

The Queue being in Ingland,heiring of the departing of the Govemour 
furth of Scotland, retumit to Edinburghe the xvij day of Junij with 
ane quiet trayne, hot wes nocht admittit to viflie the King in the cafiell 
quhill in Auguil thaireftir, becaus thar wes fum feir of the peft in the 
caftell, the King wes traniportit to the Cragmillar, quhair the Queue 
Tifliet him oftymes ; hot thair throuch rais ane gceit fiiipition that he 
fuld have bene flollin awaye be her into Ingland, and thairfoir he wes 
brocht againe to the cailell of Edingburch, and wes keipit thair to the 
returning of the Duik. 

At this tyme Johne Lord Gordoun, eldeft fone and apperand ayre to 
ane noble peir Alexander Erll of Huntley, quha wes callit common- 
lie gude Erie Alexander, quha hed bene in France refident, come in 
Scotland the firft day of September and wes weill reflavit be the Lordis, 
and departed in the north i quha wes ane valyeaunt noble young mau 
of grit courage ; bot be not lang thaireftir deceiffit in the Abby of 
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Kudos, quhair he wes alfo erdit, Us fiiiher than heing leyaad ; hot 
within few yeiris the Erie alfo departit of this lyfe, leiflbig behind him 
the iaide Johneis fone callit George to lucceid, as he did to the 
erledome of Huntljr, he being than hot x yeris of aige or thairbjr. His 
warde and mariag was diiponit to the Erll of Angus, quha thairfoir 
kepit the iaide jounge Erie with him, and quhill he wes baneift Scot- 
land be the King ; at quhilk tjme the Erie of Huntley walde not go 
with him within Ingland, hot returned to the King quha receaved him 
thankfully, for that he wes his awin lifter fone, and wes weiU thaireftir 
brought up in wertew and honorable behaviour, and thairfoir was haldin 
in great eftimadone and honour, aUweile be his prince and his cuntrye all 
his dayis, as aUb be the ICiiigis and nobilitie of France and Ingland, 
quhair he had bene refident, to the greit praife and commendadone of 
his hole natione. I 

The Govemour being abfent into France, the Lord Hwmeis freindes i 

foucht the commoditie to be revenged of his death ; and thairfoire the I 

Lairde of Weddirbume and dyveris utheris lordis of the Merie, re- 
membring the injurie reflavit be juftifieing of the Iaide Lord Hwme, 
and beand impacient alfua to fuflFer de la Bawtye to exerce his office, 
and Ipedallie to have charge abone thame, confpirit agmnft him ; and to 
performe thair purpofe, caufit the hous of Langtoun to be keipit, and 
to be feiget under coUour be the Iaide Laird of Weddirbume ; and de la 
Bawtye, being luftenent and wardane of the bourdouns, come furth 
of Dunbar quhair he remanit, to convene the cimtry and raife the 
£eig ; but whoufone he come neir thairto, he wes chaified be the Iaide 
Laird of Weddirburn and diverfe utheris and crewallie flane, and uther 
foure Frenfchemen with him, and his head cuttit of and affixit on the 
toun of Duns the xiz day of September ; quhilkis cruelltie beand Ihawin 
to the Lordis Regentis, thay wer hiechly offendit thairwith, and cheiGt 
the Erie of Arrane lieutenant of the bordouris in la Bawties place, quha 
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weB chofin aliiia proyoft of Edinburch for guid rewll of the toun, quhair- 

with the Erie of Angus was offendit ; yit nochttheles the laide Erie of 

Axrane caufit tak George Douglas broder to the Erie of Ang^ and 

Mark Kar, and put thame in the caftell of Edinburgh^ for fiiyour borne 

to the laide Laird of Wedderburn be thame ; and for dew punicement 

of the fame flauchter, thair wes ane parliament haldin at Edinburch the 

xix day of Februar nixt, in the quhilk David Hwme of Wedderbume 

and his three breder, William [Cokbume,] Maifter Johne Hwme and 

dyyeris utheris his partakers, wer for&iltit for the treailbnable fiegeing 

of the caftell of Langtoun, ilauchter of la Bawtie and fetting up of his 

heidf intercomoning with the Inglis men and utheris caufis. And im- 

mediatlie eftir the laide parliament, the Erie of Arrane with ane greit 

army paft in the Merle, with the Kingis artailyerie with him, of purpole 

to luuf feiget houlis incaife thay had bene holdin. Bot the keyis of Hwme 

wes fend to him in Lawder, quhilk on the mome thaireftir he rellayit, 

and put men thairin to keip the lame ; lyke as he did in the caftellis 

of Langtoun and Weddirbume, quhilk he caulit rellayit. Lykewyfe he 

did alia ferce the maifter of Hailes to haye apprehendit him for the 

Ilauchter of Dayid Hwme priour of Coldinghame, quhome he had treoT- 

fonablie llane about the fiunyn tyme. 

Ane Ichort ^ace befoir this parliament, the bifchop of Dunkeld quha 
had bene amballadour in France, retumit in Scotland with the leag and 
band renewit betuix Scotland and France, and with him Capitaine 
Moreis Frenfche man wes fend furth with certaine men to reflaif the 
caftell of Dunbar in helping, as he did. * 

Nocht lang thaireftir the Erie of Lennox, quha hed bene with the 
goyemour in France, come hame in Scothmd, and with him ane Frenlche 
herauld fend be the King of France with wreittingis, and Maifter Gal- 
teir, (eftirwart abbot of Glenluce,) wes fend be the Goyemour ; and be- 
caus the Queue and lordis wes adyerteift that the King of France had 
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inflandie contraftit peace and maid new leagis and bandis with the King 
of Ingland, makand no mencioune of Scotland being his confident fiindis, 
thairfoir thay fend fcharp wreittingb to the King and GoTemour with 
Albany herauld. 

In the moneth of Junij Maifter Gavine Dunbar, archedene of St 
Androis and clerk of the Regifter, wea promovet to the bilchoprik of 
Aberdene than vacant be deceb of Alexander Gordoun. This B. Gra^- 
vine wes ane wyfe godlie man, and warit the haille firuiduB of the lame 
bilchoprik during his tyme apoun godlie warkis, quhairwith he b^gitt 
ane holpitall in Aberdene, and dotit the lame with landis, to liifteine 
twelf puir men with ane proveft to take cure one thame : And caufit 
bigg ane fair brig of fevin greit bowis our the watter of Die befyd 
Aberdene, and dotit the lame with landis for the perpetuell uphald- 
inge thairof. He biggit alfua tua fair hiech fteipillis apoun the caihe- 
derill kirk, with the half of the crols kirk, and brocht hame iurth of 
uiher cuntreb riche and coilielj kaipb and omamentis of clajth of gold 
and filkis, with chalices of iyne gold and uther veflellis of filver, quhillds 
remanit in the fidde kirk of Aberdene monj yers eftir his deid ; and 
biggit allua ane fair palice for the lugeing of all the finall prebendaris, 
callit the chaplins of the laid kirk ; lyke as he did mony uther gud and 
godlie a£tis, worthie to be remembrit to his honour and praile, and nevir 
fyendit ony part of the fiiiitis of the fidde bilchoprik, during the Qwce of 
thirteine yeiris that he wes bifchop, hot apoun ficklyk godlie warkis, 

Upoun the xvij day of Junij, thair wes ane greit difcord in the toun of 
Edinburgh betuix the Erie of Rothes and the Lord Lyndlay, quhilk raile 
for the Iherifflhep of Fyff ; quhairfoir thay war baith put in ward, the ane 
in Dumbar, the uther in Dumbertane, but ichortlie ihaireftir releifit. 

In the begpinning of the moneth of Auguft, the Queue remaning in 
Edinburgh, wes adyertift that the Erie of Angus her hufband, being 
than in Douglafdaill, had takin awaye ane gentill woman in tiiat 
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cuntrey ; for quhilk caus iho conceavet fie jojleffj and hatrent aganis 
him, that thair wes nevir perfyte luf betuix tibame fra that furtib, hot 
iho Ibcht be all meanes thaireftir to be divorceit fra hinii as iho was, 
. for that he had bene mareit befoire to the Lord Hwmeis dauchter. . 
* In the nizt winter in the beginning of Februar, thair come ane clark 
' ambafladour fra the King of France, with letteris to the Lordis £ot mak- 
ing tre wis betuix Scotland and Ingland ; quhilk mefilage wes nocht thank- 
fullie reilayit be the Lordis^^becaus the King, ommitit to comprehend 
Scotland, quhen he endit his awin leage with Ingland of befoire. Here 
is. to be remembred that ane wod man pofiTeft Hew in Dundie [in ane] 
hour ane lad j of heretage, ane gray iifter, and tua uther wemen, ane of 
thame being with child, and uther tua men, the vij day of Junij ; quhilk 
happe^eid throch the evill govemement of the baylyeis of the townn, 

who fiild nocht hare sufired fie men to go frie in any town or citie. 

• 

This yeir Maximiliane Empriour of Germanic deceiflit, and in his 
place was choiin be the ele€tourisof the empyre, Charles the iyil Empriour, 
than King of Spane, he being than refident in Spanyei; and the Count Pa- 
latine wes fend to him to intimee and mak knawin to him the eleAione ; 
and fiia he come the nixt yeir to Germany and wes crownit Empriour. 
The King of Ingland fend diverfe mefiages to the King of France, de- 
fiering him eamifUie to ftay the Duik of Albanye and nocht to latt him 
come in Scotland againe, and liud fchippis in the pafe upoun the fey to 
hald wate one his cuming for his displeafour. 

In September the King wes removed furth of the caftell of Edin- 
burgh to Dalkeithe, for feir of the peft quhilk wes fufpedtit to haif bene 
in the cafiell. And fra Dalkeithe the Erie of Arrane, R^^t and pro- 
veft of Edinburgh, paft to the town of Edinburgh to haif bene chofin 
proveft agane ; hot the men of the town, be^affiflance of fiim uther is 
greit men, wald not latt him enter at the portes, quhair thair wes fin- 

ie hurt on bathe fydes. Forthe quhilk caus Sir James Hammiltoun thair* 

• P 
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eftir flewane wricht of Edinburgh callit Gawie } and of this impedimeiit 
maid, the Erie of Arrane raiie greit difientione betuix him and the Erie 
of Angus, quhilk devydit the reabnein tua partis, and wes the occafioune 
of divers flauchters, fie as the prior of Coldinghame callit Blackadder 
and lax of his men, quha wes ilane be the Lorde of Wodderbume at 
Lamerfpune the fsit of 03x>ber, and djrers utheris thaireftir. 

At this tjme the King retumit to the cafiell of Edinburgh ; and in 
the town of Edinburgh remanit the Erllis bf Angus, Enroll, Crawfurd, 
the Lord Glames and utheris, and the bifchopis of St Androis, Aber-. 

m 

dene, Orknay, Dumblene, with utheris abbotis and prelettis ; and in the 
town of Glaigow, the bifchop of Glaigw, chauncellar, the Erllis of Ar- 
ran, Lennox, Caflillis, Lords Rois, Sempill, abbot of Paiilaj, bilbhop 
of Gallowaje, and utheris of the weft i and noiher of thay tua parties 
wald concur with uther for the commoun weill of the realme. At the 

■ 

quhilk tyme in December, Monfieur de la Hot and ane Frenfche clai^ 
callit Cordell, with ane Inglis herauld callit Clarens, come fra the King 
of Fraunce and Infland, with ane amballadour alfua fira the Govemour, 
with ane treaty of peace for ane yeir tane betuix Scotland and Ingland ; 
quha come to Edinburgh and wer reilavit be the Erie of Angus and 
uther Lordis being thair, quha fend for the chauncellar and the Erie of 
Arrane, hot thay wald come na nearrir therto nor Lithqw ; and ihair- 
foir the iaidis ambafladouris perfiiadit ane conventione to be appointtit at 
Striveling, quhair the Erie of Angus and the Lordis his afliftaris wald 
nocht compeir. Nochttheles the iaidis ambafladouris pafiit to Striveling, 
quhair the chancellar, the Erie of Arrane and diverfe utheris reilavit 
thame varray thankiullie, proclamet the peace takin and gaif thame 
anfuer with honorabill reward. And in the returning of the iaidis am- 
bafladouris towart Ingland, the Erie of Angus with ane greit power of 
men mett thame at Carlaverok, and reprevit thame ichaiplie for thair 
behaviour in takin anfuer of the chancellar, quhairwith thay war not 
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onelj offendit bot aljRia greatlie effi^yet. The fore&id peace wes 
for ane yeir oneljf'he re^flToun the Kingis of France and Ingland wes to 
lAeit in the nixt fymmer, as than did, thairfoir wald remove all impedy- 
mentis mycht be found thairto. 

Efter this, in Januar, thair wes greit gaderingis betuix the Erie of 
4jigus one the ane part, for balding of 'ane court in Jedburgh forreft, 
and the Eaird of Famyhirft on the oder, with quhome Sir James Ham- 
miltoun afliftit; and he cumand with four hundreth Merle men at 
Kellb, the Laird of Ceffurd than wardane, quha afliilit to the Erie of 
Angus, mett him with ^reit cumpany and lichtit one baithe fydes and 
enterit to fecht ; bot the M^ rfe men left Sir James with his awin men, 
beand few in number, quhairthrouch (with grit difficultie) he wes 
horfet and chaiflit to I^wme, and foure of his fervauntis llane, and on 
the uther fyde thair wes ane Ingliihman quha wes with the wardane, 
callit Raif Ker, Hane alfua. And one the morne Famyhirft keipit the 
court appointit at the principal! chemiie of Jedburgh forreft, as bailye to 
the Erie of Angus of that regalitie, and the Erie held his court apoun 
ane uther parte of the laidis landis, three myllis diftant thairfhu 

The Laird of Wedderbum and maifter Williame Douglas, new maid 
priour of Coldinghame, with utheris thair pertakeris in great number, 
come to Edinburgh, and one force enterit at the neither bow to aftift the 
Erie of Angus quha wes within the townn, and one the hie gait flew 
the maifter of Mongumery and Sir Fatrik Hammiltoun of Eancayil, bru- 
der to the Erie of Arrane, and conftranit the Erie of Arrane to leif the 
town, and pas throw the northe loch, and the chancellar archebifchop 
. of Glaigw with him, the xxx day of Aprill. 

And upoun the xxj day of July nixt following, the Erie of Angus 
being in the toun of Edinburgh, George Hwme bruder to umqhill 
Alexander Lord Hwme, come with ane greit cumpanye to the townn 
of Edinburgh, fhe priour of Coldinghame, brodir to the Erie of Angus,

and Dayid Hwme of Wedderbume, with mony utlieris greit gentill moi

being togidder, and paft to the tolbuith, quhur thBy'Temanit quhHl the 
heiddis of umquliile the Lord Hwme and his brother Mr WiUiame war 
takin doun of the tolbuithe garill, quhair thay war fixit with ini» in 
prefens of the proveft for -the tjme* And one the nixt day thay paft 

to Linlythgw and thairfra to Striveling, beleying to huf found ihjB 

• ^^ 

chancellar and fum uther cumpany thair, and retumit againe to Edin* 
burgh the xxv day of the fiunyn moneth ; and eftir that ihay had oaufit 
folempne funerall and obfequies be maid in the BhidL Fryers, for the 
iaulifl of the faidis Lord Hwme and his bru4eri quhairat ihair wee 
'. greit offeringis and banquetis mud, ihay^retumit hame to thair awin 
dwellingis. 

Quhill this truble 'and difbrder wbb raifit within the realme, the Duik 
of Albany, Govemour of Scotland; hearing of the lame, andt>f greit fte- 
tionis and diyerfe that wes amangis the lairdis and greit men, for fianche- 
ing of the fame, and to put g^d ordar thairto, notwithfianding the King 
of England had maid greit laboris to hald him ftill in France, he arryyit 
in Scotland at the weft feyi in ane heavin callit Gawrathe the xiz of 
November, and come to Edinburgh the zxiij of the iame, being aocum- 
panyit with the Queue, the archebifchop of Gla%w chancellar, the Erie 
of Huntley, and mony uther lordis, knychtis, barronis and gentill 
men in greit number ; and within lax dayis thaireftir he depofet the 
proveft and bailyeis of Edinburgh, qubilkis wes chofin be the meanes of 
the Erie of Angus off thair offices, and eledlit utheris in thair placeis, 
for the common weill of the laid burgh. And be the advife of the 
chancellour and Lordis of counlall, on the laxt day of December caufit 
prodame ane parliament to be haldln at the laid burgh, the xxvj day of 
Januar nixt and immediat following ; and one the ix day of the lame 
monefh, he caufit proclame ane generall fummondb of for&ltour at the 
markat croce, fummoning the Erie of Angus, prior of Coldinghame his 
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bruther, the Laird of Wedderbume, tbe Laird of Dalhoufye, Johne 
STiiuneryell of Cainbuihethane» and William Cockbum of Lai^^toun, 
with thair complices, to compeir in tbe laide parliament, to be adjuget 
and decemit to be forfaltit for findrie greit crymes quhilkis thay had 
committit. 

Maifter Gawin Dowglas bilchop of Dunkeild, hering of this extremitie 
begun be the Duik, for feir fled into Ingland, and remanit in Lundoun, 
.in the place of the Savoy, quhair he deceiflit, and is burjit in the kirk 
thairofl He wes ane learned man, and ane g^d poet, tranllatit the xij 
buikis of the kneads of Virgill in Scottis metir, almidfl; anfuering in 
vwfes to the Latine; and maide the Falice of Honor, with dyvers utheris 
notable werkis in our Scottis langage, quhilkis ar extant in thir our dayis. 

Allua the Erie of Angus, feiring the proces of for&ltour to be led at 
the parliament aganis him and his frindis, caufit the Queue his wif (al- 
beit thair wes nocht perfyte luf amangis thanre,)labour at theGoyemouris 
handis for his reiflit ; and fiia it wes aggreit that the Erie of Angus 
and' his bruder George iuld pas in France, and remaine thair duringe the 
Govemouris will ; and fim thay departit in France, quhair thay remanit 
all the nixt yeir following. 

The King of Ingland being advertilet of the Duik of Albanyis ar- 
ryying in Scotland, and howe he hed taihe the reule agane upoun him 
of the King and realme, feiringe that he wald perfuade the Scottb men 
to aflift the King of France, aganis quhome the King of Ingland inten- 
dit fchortlie (be periuatioune of the Empriour,) to maik weir, fend 
thairfoire Clarentius king of armes into Scotland, to requier the Duik 
of Albany to depart ; alleiginge that it wes promeift be the King of 
France, at thair laft melting, that he liild nocht cum into Scotland 
againe. And als that the King of England wes uncle to the King of 
Scottis, and be band of natour aucht to defend his nevo* Quhairfoir, he 
being young, and in the cuflodye of him to quhome, gif he fiild ^ee, the 
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realme of Scotland fuld dilcend^ he doubit left lie mjclit be brocbt out 
of tiie waye as uther young kingis hes bene broudit of befoire. He al- 
leigit alfua the Erie of Angus to haye bene fend furth of Scotland, to 
the eSed: that the Goyemour mycht enjoy the Queue of Scotland his wif 
King Henryis fifter, quhairwith he could not ftand content ; and gif he 
wald not depart out of Scotland, than Claurendus wes commaundit lo 
declare wear to him, like as he did, reporting his meflage unto the (to* 
yemour at Halyrudehous as he wes commaundit. To quhome he an- 
fuerit, that nether the King of France nor King of Ingland fiild latt 
him to come in his natiye cuntrey be thair aggrement. And as tuiche- 
ing the King, quha wes younge, aniuerit that he lufit him as his So- 
yerane Lord, and wald keip him and defend his realme aganis all 
utheris quha wald preife to inyaide the lame, accordinge to his con- 
icience, honour and dewitie« As to the Erie of Angus, he had ufet 
demencye and mercye towairtis him, nochtwithfianding of his eyill de* 
(ertis, and thaf principallie for the Queues caus, quhoifie he wald honour 

as modir to his Soyerane Lord. This anfwer being reportit to the King 

•* 
of Ingland, wes na thing content tharewith«; preparit ane army to in- 

yude Scotland, as he did thaireftir. 

Their come feyin greit fchippis of Ingland in the firthe to Inlchkeithe, 
the xih day of Aprill, to haif tane Ichippis and inyaidit the townis one 
the coift ; hot tiiay weir & floutlie refiftit and defendit, that thay war 
nocht liifferit to do any eyill, and lua retumit without any pray or pryfe. 

About this tyme Androw Forman archebifchop of St Androis deceif- 
fit, and bifchop James Betoun, archebilchop of Glaigw and chancellar of 
Scotland, wes promoyit to St Androis and Abbacy of Dumfermelinge ; 
and the archebifchop of Glaigow wes geyin to ane young clerk, weill 
lemed, callit Gayin Dumbar, quha wes the Kinges maifier ; quha be- 
come ane wile councellar and chancellar of Scotland duringe all the 
Kingis dayis. 
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About this tyme, Charles the Emprior come in Ingland in the mo- 
neth of May, to perluade the King of Ingland to maik, open wear 
aganis the King of Fraunce, quhilk he did» and to that effed fend ane 
army be the fej, and ane uther be lande, to invaid France. And iua 
movit wear baith aganis France and Scotland, with grejt extremitie. 

At quhilk tyme he banifet all the Frenche and Scottis men that wes 
dwelland within Ingland, and tuik thair haill guidis to his awin uie, 
and caufit convoy the Scottifinen furth of his realme one futt, with ane 
quhjt croie fewit upoun thair umaft clajth. 

In the moneth of July the King of Ingland fend the erle of Schrewf- 
burye to donvene ane army in the north partys to invaid Scotland, quha 
iuddanlye come to Kelfo, quhair thay raifit fier and brint ane part of 
the towne ; hot the bordoraris of Merfe and Tewedaill nocht beand haalf 
fa mony in number as thay, fett upoun thame, flew and tuike mony of 
ihame prefoneris, quhair throwcht thay wer conffaranit to retume in 
Ingland with na honour. . 

In meane tyme, the Governor and the eflatis of the realme war con- 
venit in ane parliament haldin at Edinburgh the xidiij day of July, 
quhair with univerlall confent it wes aggreit that an army fiild be railed 
to pas forwart to the bourdouris of Ingland ; and ane a^e was maid, for 
the wwdis, releiffis and mariagis of thame quha happenit to die in that 
oift, conforme to the a^ maid of befoir at Tueiilhauch befoir Flowdoun 
feild, with addidone that all thefe quha had tackis Udd bruik the lame 
be thair wif and bamis for fyve yeiris. 

Schortlie thaireftir, conforme to the ordenances of the eflatis in parlia- 
ment, the Govemour purpofing to meit with Erie of Shrewyfbury, quha 
wes apoun the bordouris with a greit army, convenit out of all the partis 
of the realme in acne mychty and puiflant oile of Scottifinen, with cer« 
taine Frenfchemen and greit artailyere, and come forduart till thay come 
to the watter of EOl foment the town of Carlille, quhair the men of the 
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town lend to the Govemour and promeift to him ane great fume of 
money to leif thair townn on feigit and diftroyit, quhilk he mycht eale- 
lie have done, and remanit thair in camp, abyding the Inglis mem 
cuming. Bot he periaveing that the Inglis army wald not come within 
Scotland to invaid for feir of bataill, he wold haif perfiiadit the noble 
men of Scotland to pas in Ingland with thair forceis and invaid the 
fimie. Bot eftir that thay had conlhltit and deliberat amangia thama 
felfis, ane noble wyie man {froponit unto the lordia in this maimer : 

<^ My lordis, hether we be cumin be the commaund of my Lord Goyer- 
nor the Duik of Albany ; and houbeit we be redy to defend our awin 
natyre realme, contrar the invafioune of our auld eniemies of Ingland, 
yit nochttheles it femes nocht gude, nor for the weill of oure realme of 
Scotland, to pas within Ingland with our army, to invaid the fiune at 
this tyme. And the eirneft perluafione quhilk the Govemour maids 
to us to doe the fiunyn, proceidis onelye for the plefour of Fraunce. 
It apperis to be fufficient sneuche for us, fa long as the King our 
Soverane is within aige, to defend our awin realme and nocht to in- 
vaid, utherwayis we may putt the haill cuntrey and nobilitie in ha- 
zard of tinfall ; for King James the fourt brocht the realme of Scot- 
land to the beft that evir it was, and be his weir it wes brocht to 
the worft almaift that might be ; for be that weir wes he and his 
nobilitie flane, quhilk Scotland fair lamentes; quhairfoir be my ad- 
vyfe, latt us go to the Governour and knaw of him the cans quhy he 
wald perfuade us to invaid Ingliond/' Than they all come to the Go- 
vemouris tent, and the Erie of Arrane, ane ancient and wyfe man, fpake 
for thame all, and faide, ** My Lord Govemour, be your will and com- 
maund heir is ailemblet the maift parte of the nobiletie of Scotland, with 
thair powar, upoun a pretence to enter within Ingland : My loirds heir 

ft 

wald knaw the cans and querrell quhy this weir is begun, gif it maye 
pleafe your goodnes thairintill to fatiffie thair myndis." The Duik ftudy it 
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ane litill fyacBf and laid, This queftione walde haif bene demandet or 
now, for Weill je knaw that I, for the werray luff I beir to the realme 
of Scotland, of the quhilk I have my name, honour and linage, I haif 
paflk the fees furth of the noble realme of Fraunce into this realme of 
Scotland. Ane great caufe thairof was to bring jow to a unitie quhen 
ye war in divifione, be reaflbun of quhilk divifione your realme was like- 
lie to haif bene conquered and diftroyet. And allua the King of Fraunce 
be my fiittis and interceflione, will joyne with you in aid aganis the 
Inglis natione. And quhen this weir was determinatt in the parlia- 
ment, ye maid me capitane, au£thoryfeing me to invaid Ingland with 
baner diiplayed. Than wes queftione demandet of the caufe or querrell, 
and that that I haif done is by your aflent and aggrement, and that I will 
juftiefie. Bot to anfiier your demaimd, me think ye haif juft cans to in- 
yaid Ingland with fyer, fworde and bloude, gif ye be nocht foryetfull, 
and without ye will beir dilhonour and reproche forever; for ye knaw that 
this realme of Scotland is our inheritance, as a porcione of the warld al- 
lowet to our natione and anteceilburs, quhome we fucceid. Than quhair 
may thair be bettir weir than to meanteine this our naturall inheri- 
taunce ? Is not daylie fene the great invafionis that the Inglis men one 
us makis ? the great manflauchters and murthouris, with thift and Q)ul- 
yeis that thay doe daylie ? Is not this ane caufe of weir ? To defend 
the cuntrey is the office of a King, the honour of noble men, and the 
verray fervice of chevalrie, and the dewitie naturall of the communaltie. 
For I think it a juft querrell gif we mycht conqueis the realme of Eng- 
land and annex it to our awin realme, for the great injuries and wrangis 
done be that natione to us and oure prediceflburis. For fene the begin- 
ning of our habitacione in this He of Bretaine, the Inglis men and we 
haif evir bene enimies, and us haif thai evir hated, and yit we haif evir 
withftande thame. 

Suppois we, at the laft batteill of Flowdoun, by chance loft our Sou^ 

Q 
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reraoa Lord «id direrfe nolnlly qnliilk wes rather he trMffi>iiii 
of the LcHnd Clhamberhuie nor utherwsjifl^ qnha^wald not releilie tlie 
Kingis army quhone he mjdift; and jeit I think we wan die Md ; 
quhilk murthour all we noble men aucht to revenge. Thaufoir I 
wald that je ihld oourageouflie awance jour felfia in this ^errdl, to 
get honour and to be revef^et.*^ Than anewylenian of the coindall an- 
it to the GoTemoor fayinge, *^Mj Lord, fortune of weir ia led be 
that all ledia ; and he fhykia the ftrake, we can wirk na miradea. 
And heir are the lordis of Ii^land redj to encounter ua; and gif we 
invaid thair realme» fiierlje thay will fecht» for thair powall lall increafe 
dailie, and ouria will diminifi^e. And gif God grant ua the viAorye, 
(as I treft he iiill,) yit haif we not won the feild» for redy cumin ia the 
Erie of Shrewyfburie (& mekill dred in France, as ye knaw weill,) with 
ane great puiflSmte armye. And thair is no doubt hot the King of Ing- 
land will fend or bring ane uther army, gif we fuld chance to get the 
firft battell ; and gif we gat the fecounde feild, that will not be without 
great loa of mony nobillia, be reaflbun quhairof the realme (albe weaker. 
And gif we be our cum, how mony fuld be flane God knawis. Theythat 
flee be worthy to be reputed as traitouris to the King, and iuabe wilful- 
nes and fule hardynes may be in jepordye to be undone. I faye, qnhill 
the King is within aige, we aucht to move na weir, left be weir we may 
bring him to diftniflione.'* Than fiude the yailyeaunt Groyemour, ^ Heir 
is ane puifibnt army of Scotland ; gif we retume, we fiJle encurrage 
our enniemyes. Thairfoir, fen ye thinke it not guide to invaide, my 
Gounfall is, we campt ftill on the bordouris quhill we fe quhat the Ing- 
lifhemen proceidis to do aganis our realme** ; to the quhilk the nobiUia 
oonfentit, and lay fUll thair in campt certaine dayis thaireftir. 

Efiir this communicatione, tiie Quene of Scottis, albeit abfent, wea 
in counfaU with the lordis, fend word to the Govemour and deiyerit 
him to commoun of a peace with the wardane of the Inglifhe marches,

a&d that ibhowald fend for him to come to the Govemouris campt ^poun 
pleages, quhilk he condifcendit unto j fuaihe Lord Daore than wardane 
of the weft marches come unto the Goyemouris campt, quhair the Quene 
be that tyme wee cumin ; quhair thair wesane ahftenence of weir and trewis 
tane for ane feafoun, and in the meane tyme it wes aggreit that the Duik 
and the Qu^tie fiild fimd ambefladouris in Ingland to treat and conclude 
a peace. The laide trewis wes tane the xj day of September 1522. 

In the moneik of October nizt following, thair wes ihre ambafla- 
douris fend to the King of England, as wes devyiit of bef oir ; at quhais 
cuminge to the laide King, thair wes fie extreme and unreafimable con- 
dilcionis proponit unto thame^ that the fiunyn could not be acceptit, as 
being contrar to honour and commoun weill of the realme of Scotland. 
And fua thay retumit without aggremant or conclufione one the bor- 
douris of baithe the fydea of the realmes, quhilk movit the King of Ing- 
land to iend Henry Erie of Northumberland^ quhom he maid wardane 
of the haill marcheis, to remane and keip the lame ; hot he wes la tru- 
blit be the periute of the Scottis men, be continewall invaifioune, Iput 
yeis and burning within Ingland, that he maid eimeaft liite to the King 
of Ingland and his counlallt nevir left of quhill he wes difcharget of the 
fiune. And the Erie of Surraye wes maid generaU warden, and the 
Marques Dorfet Mrardan of the eift and middill marches, and the 
lx>rde Dacres one the weft marches ; quhilk thre lordis come to the bor- 
douris for defence of the lame, the tj day of Marche. 

About this tyme, the Duik of Albany confidering that the weans be- 
tuix Scotland and Ingland wes teudious to the noble men of the realme, 
principallie thay beand tane on for pleafour of the King of Fraunce, 
thairfoire he paft be the weft fee in France in the hegixwing of Marche, 
quhair he wes verray hartelie and thankfully reflavit and intertaineit be 
the King, and deiyrit onely that he mycht half y thouland horfemen and 
tenne thouland Almanes to be landit in Scotland, and doutit nocht hot 
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be the afliilaace of^Scottb men, to Tineas the King of Ingland in battell, 
or elie dryye him out of his realme. Bot the King of France at that 
tyme mycht nocht ipare fa mony, haifing wear with the Empreour and 
the King of Ei^hmd, yit promeift to gif him fiipport, quhairapoun the 
Duik of Albany tariet and awaytit lai^. 

In this meyne tyme» the lordis of Soothind caufit certane nobill men 
remane with the bordouraris monethlie, as ufe is, of the quartans for 
defence of the bordouris contrar the fiddis thre wardanis and thair in- 
Taifouris, luikand daylie for the fupporte of France, and fua continewit 
every moneih quhill September nixt; and thair wes findrie houies 
caflin doun baith in Ingland and Scotland. During the quhilk tyme 
the King of Fraunce caufit prepaire certaine Ichippis with men and mu- 
nitione, to fend with the Duik in Scotland, bot the King of Ingland laid 
ane greit number of his fchippis in the pafe betuix Dover and Calleis, 
one the lee to meite with the iaide Duik of Albany ; bot he imbarkit at 
Brill in Bartanye, and iailed be the weft partis of England, and the xxj 
day of September landit at Kirkcubrie in the weft of Scotland with ane 
guid cumpanye of Frenfchemen, and ane great man of Ingland, quha 
wes banift thairfra, callit Sir Richard Dolopole. Quhan the Duik wes 
one the fee, the Erie of Surray with ane great armye come in Scotland 
to the towin of Jedburgh, being xx » men, quhairthrowcht thay could 
nocht be la haftelie refiftit be the bordorans and cuntrymen ; and thair- 
foir thay brint the laid town and Abbay of Jedburgh ; bot thay wer la 
fcharplie perlewit, that albeit thair purpos wes to haif paft £Ba*der in the 
cuntrey, thay wor conftreinit with ane fewer number nor thay wer, to 
retyre towart thair awin cuntrey, and nocht without greit lols of mony 
of thair folkis. 

The Duik fone eftir his returning come fchortlie to Edinburgh, quhair 
he caufit all the Lordis of the realme to convene, and declarit to thame 
the great luff and favour that Francis the King of France buir to the 
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realme of Scotland ; in fa far that he, being ady ertifet of the greit flauch- 
terisy murdouris and bumingis done hj the Inglis men, thocht that he 
fiifferit na les hurt and damage than th&j did, accompting him felf ane 
of thair memberis, and thaj lykwyis unto him and his realme ; and 
for the revenginge of the fiane he wald be partiner as thair member ; 
and for the mair crediet he fchew the iaidis Kingis favourable letter 
affirming his dedaracioune ; and thairfoir defierit thame to convene 
ane army for revenge of the injuries and wrangis done to thame 
and thair cuntray } for he had brocht with him fum money, men and ar- 
tailyerie in the realme to that effedl. And iua it wes condudit, that 
the army fuld convene at Douglafdaill the xviij of Od;ober, quhilk 
thay keipit. And fra that the haill army paffit to Caldftreame upoun 
Tweid, and fend our the waiter certaine great artailyerie, with ane 
cumpany of Frenfche and Scottis men, and Dand Kar with thame, and 
laid feige to the caftell of Wark, quhilk wes keipit be Sir Williame 
Lylle captaine thairof, with ane great cumpany of Ingliihmen being 
thairin, quhilk wes weill fiimeiflet with all kind of provifioun and mu- 
nitioune neceflar. And at the firft afiault, the utter barmkin wes won, 
and the fiude cumpany of Scottis and Frenfche men lay within the lame, 
purfewand the caftell. In the meynteime the Erie of Surry, with 
xl " men, wes lyand at Anwyk nocht far fira the laid caftell, and fend 
the Marques Dorfet with ane greit cumpany to keip the toun of Ber- 
wyk, feiring the fame fuld haif bene feigeit alfua ; bot the faid Erie 
durfl approche na nearrir the faid army of Scotland. In the meyne tyme 
ane new affault wes givin to the inner barmkine, and wan the fapie ; and 
thairfoire thay fiett one the caftell and purfewit it at ane parte, quhilk 
wes brokin with the artailyerie lyand on the Scottis fyde of the watter 
of Tweid, and preflit to enter thairat, quhair thair wes great flauchter 
maide, and fpeciallie one thame quha wes within the houfe ; and the 
afiault leftit quhill within the nycht, ihat jthay wor conftranit be mirknes 
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to retire thairfra, pnrpo&ing 1^ nizt day, being the feird of NoTember, 
to half aflailjeit the fiune of new ; bot thair wes that nycht ic aae 
vehement ilonn of tempeflious wooddar, quhairby ihay weir eonftraoit 
to Jeif thair interprice at that tyme, and to retire thame to thair army» 
left be the ry&ing of the watter of Tweid thay mycht haif bene cutt of 
be thair ennemies. 

In the meynteyme of thair lying at the frige, thaire wea ane cum- 
pany of Scottis men raid in Ingland throw Glendaill and uther partis, 
and brint and fpulyeit diyerie tounis, keift doim findrie peiUia, and re* 
tumit without ony re&fiance ; for the Erie of Surray wald iiiffer nane 
of his army to break findrie, for frir of greater periuet* 

The Duik of Albany lyand in his campt, fend ane hdrauld unto the 
Erie of Surrye, remembring him how baldlie in hb abfence he come 
within Scotland, invaiding the fiune crewelUe with fyer andiword; 
quhairfoir he requyrit him apoun hia honour to come forduart, and he 
fuld meit him at the marche in Scotland and gif him battelL To the 
quhilk the fidde Erie aniiierit that he had na comnui&one to inraid 
Scotland at that tyme, bot onelie to defend, and fua he come na neirrir 
nor Anwyk ; and fend word be ium fecreit meflage of his awin to the 
Queue of Scotland, quha wes nocht than fiur fira the army, defyering 
hir to labour fum afaftinence and trewis to be tane^ and to perfiiade the 
Duik and his army to retume. And fua be hir labouris thair wea certaine 
trewis tane inflantlie, quhilk wea efter confirmit betuiz Scotland and Ing- 
land for ane lange Ipace, and the Duik returnit hame with grmt honour. 

Thir trewia and peace wes keipit all the nixt winter following betuix 
the tua realmes, and thair wes na invaifione one nathw iyd quhill the 
moneth of May. 

In this yeir Cnftieme King of Denmark with his wif, quha wes 
fitter to Charles themprior, and thair thre children, with zTii| fchippis 
arryyit in Elandaris, bani^ out of his realmes and dcHninionis be his 
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uncle Frederick Duik of Holftin and his awin fiibjeftiB, quha wes wefll 
intertajnit in Flandaria* 

In the beginning of the fidde moneth of Maye, the Erie of Stirray 
wea fend dowin agane to await one the Inglis bourdouris, and one the 
uther part the Lordia of Scotland awaitit one the bonrdouris monethelie 
be quarterifly as the uie is. And apoun the xzj day of tiiis moneth, 
beinge trinitye fonday, thair enterit fyve hondreih Scottis men within 
Inglandy and awaitit apoun the marchantis and cuntrey men paffing to 
Berwik that day to the fiur, for every trinitye Ibnday thair is keipit ane 
greit faire in the laid towin, quhair thay tuik mony marcheandis and 
riche preTeintis abone the number of tua hundreth, and brocht thame 
in Scotland* 

^lir thisy uponn the firft day of July, Sir Johne Fanwyk, L«eonard 
Mufegraif and baftard Herroun, with diyerie utheris gaderit the nowmer 
of iz hundreth Ingliihemen and enterit in the Merfe, and begouthe to 
rub and ^ilye the cuntrey ; hot thay war lone compaifit about with 
Scottb men, quhair thay wer hardelie aflailyeit, and thay foucfat yal- 
yeantlie a greit quhill ; bot be fyne force thay caufit thame leyf the 
grand and fle, and in the flicht wer tane tua hundreth Inglis men, and 
baftard Heirroun and diyeiie utheris flane. Off the quhilkis pre- 
ibneris findrie wer greit gentell men, as Sir Rauff Fanwyk, Leonard 
Mufegraif, with mony utheris. 

At the fiune tjrme one the yij day of July, the Lord Maxwell, Sir 
Alexander Jerdane, with dyverfe uther Scottismen, with ane greit 
cumpany enterit in Ingland at the weft marches be Carlille, with dif- 
playt baner one day lycht, and brint in diverfe placeis. The Inglis men 
aflemblet one ewery fyd, & that thay war in far greater nowmer, and 
fyerflie fet one the Scottis men, quhair thair wes ane greit fechtine ane 
hmg (pace. Bot the Lord Maacwell being a wyfe capitane incurraget 
Us eumfieny ; and eftir that Sir Alexander Jerdane and Ids fone wes 
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tane be the Ingliflimen» he begouthe ane new fkarmifhe and recorerit 
all the prefonarisi and tuik diverle Inglis men abone ihre hundreth, and 
led with him prefoneris in Scotland, and findiy wes alfiia llane. 

Eftir this jomey thair wee ane conventione in Edinburgh of the 
Lordifl, with the Duik of Albany than Governour, quhair wes greit 
reaflbnning about the weiris. Sum of the Lordis perfuadit the weiris 
to be continewit forduart for pleafour of France, and uther perfiiadit 
peace to be contra£lit betuix Ingland and Scotland, alleging great do- 
mage thai had fuftenit throuch the lang and continwall weiris quhilkis 
hes bene betuix the tiia realmes hole thre yeris. Their wes aliua 
greit reaiToning for the aige and tutourj of the King ; fum of the 
Lordis allegeing that the tutorj ran out, expirit fonar in ane prince 
nor in ane uther privat perfoun. And fiia certane of the Lordis thocht 
guid that the King him felf fuld tak the govemement apotm him, albeit 
he wes bot ane bame, and nocht of aige to goveme himfelf. Quhair- 
throuch the Duik Governour, periaveing the Lordis to be devydit amangis 
thame felfis, and nocht content of his govemement, nor yit willing to 
hald foruart the wearis agane Ingland, quhilk he eimifllie perfuadit for 
pleiTour of France, declarit unto thame he wald retume againe in 
France ; and fua tuik his leiiF fra the nobilitie, and thaireftir paft to 
Strivelinge quhair the King wes, and tuik his leiff fie lik of him, geving 
him his maiil loving and hartlie counfall, and departit to the weft cun- 
trey, quhair he tuik fchip and failit in France in the moneth of Septem- 
ber, and nevir thaireftir retumit in Scotland. 

Befoir this tyme, in the moneth of Junij, the King of Ingland fend 
in France to Archebald Erie of Angus, quha remanit thair be commaund 
of the Duik of Albany, and caufit him cum fecretlie furth of France 
into Ingland, breking his warde, quhair he did perfuade him to pas in 
Scotland, and make truble to the Duik of Albany and to the Lordis his 
favouraris, caufand him belieff that the Duik focht all meanes to diflroy 
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him and IliB frindis ; bot or his cuming in Scotland, the Duik wes 

departit. 

The King being in Striveling, be counfiJl of the Quene his modar, 
and film young lordis and utheris, left Striveling and come to Edin- 
burghy with ane quiet cumpanye the xxvj day of July. And apoun the 
third day thaireftir, the Quene tuik the haill goyemement of the realme 
and reule of the King apoim her, and enterit with the King in the cat 
tell of Edinburgh, quhair thay maid refidens the maift part of the nixt 
winter. Inftantlie the Quene caulet difcharge the proyeft of Edinburgh, 
quha wes chofin be the toun of befoire, and maid the Lord Maxwell 
proyeft thairof, quha tuik the haill reule and goyemement of the toun 
apoun him. Thay caufet aUua inftantlie proclame ane parliament, to be 
haldin at Edinburgh the third day of Februar nixt. 

The King of Ingland hering of the Duikis depairting, he wes glaide 
thairwith, and fend ane callit Do£tour Magnus and ane Roger Ratleif 
in Scotland, to declare unto the Quene and lordis, that becaus of the 
Duikis departing, thay thocht beft that trewis tvld be takin betuix the 
twa realmes, for he underftude that the Duik wes the onely cans to in- 
terteny the wear for pleafour of France ; quhilk meflage being weill 
and thankfully reilayit be the Quene, and lordis beand with the King 
for the tyme, thay aggreit to tak peace for the Ipace of ane yeir, and 
in the meantyme, thay ordanit to fend ambafTadouris in Ingland to 
treat apoun farther peace, amitie and alliay to be betuix the tua Kinges 
and realmes. 

In the meyntyme, the Ej^le of Angus come in Scotland, and becaus 
thmr wes great joleflie betuix the Quene and him, the fame wes occa- 
iioun of great fa£tionis and diyifionis within the realme. The Quene, 
with confent of certaine of the lordis, fend Gilbert Erie of Caflillis, Ro- 
bert Cokbume bifchop of Dunkeld, and the Abbot of Cambuikenneth, 
ambafiadouris in Ingland, in the moneth of December, quha wes refta^ 

R 
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rit.be the King of Ingland at GTenwiche» the zxi^ day of the iaid mo- 
neth, quhair the bifchop of Dunkeld maid ane eloquent oratione in La- 
tine, declaring the oaus of thair cuming ; the quhilk in e&€t wes to in<> 
terteny frindichip» peace and amitie betuix the tua realmes ; and that 
the fame mycht be eflabliihed and oontraftit perpetu^Uie, thay defyrit 
that manage mycht be maid betuix the King of Scotiand and the Lady 
Mary, dochter to the laide King of Ligland, quhilk fiild be ane band to 
knit togidder the tua realmes in perpetuall luff and amitie. Quhilk being 
glaidlie hard* thair wes certaine commiflioneris appointit to entreat and 
commoun thairapoim with the laide ambafladouris, quhair thair wes di« 
verie articles proponit be the King of Lngland, inlpecialle ane, that the 
King of Scotland fiild leif and forlaik the leage with the King of 
Fraunce and his realme, and mak the lik leage and band with Ingland 
as he had with France. Aliiia that the King of Scotland fuld cum in 
Ingland, and tiiair to remaiife quhill he wer of perfyte aige to be ma- 
rieit. And becaus the ambailadouris had na commiilioun to^ treat apoun 
thefe and iiclik articles, the Erie of Caflillifl retumit in Scotland, to 
knaw Hie myndis of the lordis and counlall thairupoun, and the uther 
tua remanit at Limdoun to his returning againe to commoun. 

The King and Queue being at this tyme refydent in the cafiell of 
Edinbiurgh, thair wes ia great ane wind one Uphally day, tiiat the lame 
blew doune mony houles within the toim of Edinburgh, and raifet fyer 
within the Quenis awin ludgeing within the caftell, that the lame wes 
almaiil haill brint ; and the haill battellin llains of Davidis tour wes 
blawin doun ; and keil doun the bifchop of Grallowayis hous apoun him, 
quhon he wes layand his devyne fervice ; yit his life wes fiuff be th^ 
ipeciall grace of God, for the quhilk he thankit God, and maid a folem- 
nit wow he fiild nevir be langar ane oourteour ; and fiia left the fioney and 
paft hame to his awin feat in Galloway, quhair he remanit the reft of his 
dayis, awaiting apone his awin cure and office according to his vocatioun. 
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Quhen the day of the parliament appointit to be haldin in the 
of Edinburgh wes guid» the King» Quene and lordifif, feiring tumult in 
the towin to be raifet be the Erie of At^us, wald nocht pas furth of 
the caftell> hot fenfet the parliament, and keipit the ordour thairof with-, 
in the lame. And the Erllis of Angus and Lennox, with diverie 
utheris to the number of tua thouiand men, come into the toun of Edin- 
burgh apoun the nycht, foir feir of the gunnis of the caflell ; and one the 
nixt day thaireftir, being the xiiij day of Pebruar, the laid erlis, and the 
biichoppis of St Androis and Aberdene, quha be the counlall of the Quene 
had bene wardit of befoir, and the hifchop of Dumblane and the Erie 
of Argyll, with diverfe utheris lordis and barronis being in the towin, 
iend^to the caftell, allegeing the King to be keipit in prefbne be the 
Quene and jufiice finorit to the great hurt of the commoun weaill of 
the realme, and thairfoir thay defyerit the King to be deleverit, and to 
be goyemit be adyyfe of the thre eftatis ; quhilk gif thay refufet to do, 
thay wald feige the caftell, and dilpone upoun all thair lifFes quhilkis 
wes thairintill, iaiif onely the King. Bot the Quene, be the coun&ll 
of the Erlis of Arrane and Murray being with her, refuiet to delyrer 
the King, and aflured thame that thay wald fchutt all the ordinance of 
the caftell at the towin gif thay departit nocht haftelie thair£ra ; quhair 
thair wes ane greit fier in the toun, ipedallie amangis the burgefles, bot 
fum wyfe men interponit thair kbouris, and tuik ailurance betuix the 
parties for certane dayis. And in the meyntyme, the Erie of Angus and 
certane utheris his aififtaris, watchet the caftell in fie fort that thay wald 
fuffer na meit to be had thair to, bot la mekill as mycht fiifficientlie 
ierve the ELinge onely to his awin proper ufe. At laft all the partyis 
wes aggreit, iiia that the xxxiij day of Februar the King coMe unto the 
parliament in the tolbuith of Edinburgh, in the maift honorabill maner, 
with the aflHlance of all the eftatis, croun, feptour and iuord beand 
borin, and ihairfira convoyit to the abbay, quhair he remanit. In this 
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parliament, ihair wes cbofin vitj lordk to be ihe Kingis fecret coiinfidl, 
quha acceptit the gOTemement of the King and reahne apoun thame ; 
quhilkis wer, the archebifchoppiB of St Androis and Glalgw, the biC- 
choppiB of Aberdene and Dumblane, the Erlis of Angus, Argyll, Ar- 
rane and Lennox. The Quene wes adjonit unto thame as ane prind- 
palle, and that na thing fuld be done but hir adyjfe ; alfiia the erle of 
Cafiillis wes fend agane to the King of Ingland, with anfuer fira the iaide 
parliament, quha come to Lundoun the xix day of Marche ; bot or his 
cuming thair, the King of Ligland wes advertift fuerlie that Franceis 
King of France wes tane in the feild of Pavy be the Empriour, and 
thairfoir he wald not treat apoun manage with the King of Scotland 
quhill he fuld luuf the Empriouris adyjfe, quhome he iaide wes his 
confident ; and fiia thay renewit the trewis for thre yeiris and fax mo- 
nethes, and the ambafladouris retumit in Scotland (without ony contraft 
of manage,) the fourt of Aprill nixt folio winge. 

This aggreance of the Quene and lordis indureit bot ane fchort tyme ; 
for fone eftir, the bifchopp of Dumblane deceiflit, and the Erie of Angus 
obtenit fira the King ane gift of the bifchoprik t6 his brodir mufter Wil- 
liame Douglas, without the adyyfe of the Quene and loirdis. Quhair-* 
foir the Quene departit to Striyeling, leaving the King with the Erie of 
Angus, quha tuik the haill reule and goremement of the King and 
realme apoun him, and maid Archebald Douglas his fiider brodar, the- 
faurer of the realme, and dilponit beneficeis, offices and all uther thingis, 
be the adyyfe of his brodar George, and of the Erie of Lennox quha 
did aflift with thame. 

In this meyntyme, the bifchopp of St Androis, and Erles of Arrane, 
Argyle and Murray, beand with the Quene in Striyeling, allegeing the 
King wes haldin be the Erie of Angus aganis his will, fend and requy« 
rit him to be delyyerit unto thame, quhilk wes and caufit the 

King gif the anfuer him felf, that he wald not leaye the Erie of Angus, 
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albeit tliat indeid he remanit thair aganis bis will ; for lie fend diyerfe 
fecret mefluagis to findre of tbe lordis to convene thair fr^dis and tak 
him forth of thair handifi, as he did than prefentlie fend to the Quene 
and lordis l^ing in Striyeling, defiering thame to convene ane army to 
that effefifc ; quhilk thay haftelie did, and come forwart to Linlithgow one 
purpofe to pas to Edinburgh for his relief furth of thair handis. ' Of 
quhas earning, the Erlis of Angus, Lennox, and thair afiiftaris being ad- 
vertift, come to the feldis with the Kingis banar and diiplayet, and caufit 
the King come with thame, albeit partelie aganis his will. The Quene 
and lordis beiilg with hir, underftanding the King to be prefent, for re- 
verenceing his perlbun, and alfo feiring the lame mycht be in hazard 
and danger incais of battell, thay retirit thame felfis to Striveling. 

And thairfra the Quene paft north to Murray, with the Erie of Mur- 
ray, quhair fcho remanit ane lang (pace thaireftir. The Erlis of Arrane 
and Argile paft in the weft cuntrey, and the biichop of St Androis to 
Dumfermeling. And thaireftir the Erie of Angus tuik the goveme- 
ment of the King and realme mair baldlie nor of befoir ; and fend to 
the bifchop of St Androis (quha wes chancellar,) for the great feale, 
quhilk wes delyverit. 

Thenobillis of the realme beand in this maner devidit, thair wes litell 
or na obedience unto the auftoritie, bot diverfe Hauchters in findrye 
partis committit, great theift and ipulye maid be the bordouraris apoun 
the in cuntreys. 

In the meynetyme, the Quene caufit lummoun the Erie of Angus her 
hufband befoir the bifchop of St Androis, quhair thair wes ane proceis 
of divorce led betuix thame, and fentence pronounceit thairintill ; the 
cans thairof being, for that the Erie wes firft mariet with the Lorde 
Hwmeis fifter, and was nevir lawchfullie divorceit firom hir, quhairby 
tl|e manage with the. Quene was found null and onlauchfull. And 
thaireftir fcho mariet Henrjf Stewart, fone to the Lord Avendale, quhilk 
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Henry wes eftir maid be the King Lord Matbven and maiAer of his 
greit ordenaunce* 

All this tjme thair was greit mifirule upoiin the bordouris. Thair- 
foire in the moneth of Julye 1526, the xziiij day thairoC the King 
being accumpaneit with the erle of Angus, the Loird Hwme, the Karris 
and utherisy paft in Jedburgh of purpofe to haif put ordour to the bor- 
dourisy and to punifche the thevis } quhair efter thay had remanit thre 

■ 

dayis with litell or na obediens, retumit againe one the xxix day of the 
lame moneth ; and at the brig of Melrole, the Laird of Baldeuche ac- 
cumpanyit with ane thoufand horfemen i^perit in thair ficht ; quhais prin- 
cipall purpose was (be the Kingis awin advice and commaund) to haif 
reliefit his perfon fiirth of thair handis. The Erie of Angus fend ane 
herauld to Balcleuch, to knaw quhat wes his intent ; quha anfiierit that 
he come redy to do the King honour and leruice, and to fhaw his freindis 
and powar, as the ufe is of the bordouris. The Erie of Angus, be 
[advyfe of] Lord Hume and the reft, nocht being content with this an- 
filer, and als greit fead flaading betuix him and the Hwmes and Karris, be 
thair counfidl fend and commaundit Baclewch in the Kingis name to de- 
part thairfra, and come na narrer to the Eangis pre&ns under the pane of 
treafoun ; quha anfuerit, that he knew the Kingis mynd weill aneuch, and 
wald nocht ipare for thair commaund to cume to his prefens ; quhilk 
anfuer beand reportit, the Erie of Angus, Lord Fleming, Lord Hwme, 
the Karris, Laird of Ceflurd and thair freindis lichtit one fiite, the King 
remayning one horfback, accumpanyeit with the Erie of Lennox, 
Lord Maxwell, George Douglas and Niniane Creychton tutour of 
Sanquhair. 

The Laird of Baldeuche ly chtit alfo one the uther fy d ; hot becaus the 
maift part of hb cumpanye wer of the thevis and broken men of the 
bordouris, at the firft joyning of thair fpeiris Jiban fled, leaving the 
Laird of Baldeuch accumpanyet with ane £^w number of his awin frindis 
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in greit perell ; yit thay defendit ftoutlie, and flewe the Laird of Cef- 
furd and direrfe utlieris being with the Erie of Angus ; bot thair wes 
foure fcore or thairby of Balcleuchis cumpany llane in the cheifle. Eftir 
the quhilk the Kinge retumit to Jedburgh, quhair he remanit the fpace 
of foure daies, and fra that come to Edinburgh. 

At this tyme the King wes nacht content of the goyemement of the 
Erie of Angus and his freindes, albeit oppinely he bure uther con* 
tenance and difcimblit with thame ; and feing that tua interprifes maid 
for his relief, firft be the Queue, the Erlis of Arrane, Argill and 
utheris, And than be the Laird of Balcleuch, failyeit and tuk nocht effed:, 
thocht guid to aflay the thirde interpris ; and thairfoir periuadit the 
Erie of Lennox ty conyene ane cumpany with the Queue and hir afMaris 
for his relief. Quhairfoire the laide Erie of Lennox conyenit ane greit 
cumpany, and come fra the weft cuntrey to Lythqwo. The Erie of Angus 

being aduertifet thairof, fend to the Erie of Arrane for his afliftaunce 

• 

contrar the Erl^ of Lennox, defiering him to come to Lythquo, quhair 

he iuld meit him, and bring the King thair, quhilk the laide Erie of 

Arrane obeyit. And being thair the third of September, the Erie of 

Lennox cum withihis poMrar neir to the towin of Lythqwo, quhair the 

Erie of Arrane fend meflage to him, requyring him to retume and ftay 

his interprife, afliiring that albeit he wes his fifter fone, he wald nocht 

fpare him gif he held fordwart his jomay. To the quhilk he anfuerit 

furiouQie that he wald nocht ftay, bot iiild bS in Edinburgh or ellis dee 

in the way. Thairfoir not abyding the cumin of the Erie of Angus fra 

Edinburgh, uifchet furth of Lythqwo, and at the weft end of the towin 

rancounterit the Erie of Lennox and his cumpany, quhair thaire wes 

ane creuall onfet and meting one baith the fydes ; bot fuddantlie the 

Erie of Lennox cumpany fled from him, and the Erie himfelf was ilane. 

The Laird of Houftoun and dyyerie uther gentill men war llane. Alfo 

in the meynetyme the Erie of Angus, bringing the King with him. 
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ariyyity quha had cum befoire the joymng, war nocht that the King 
haveing na will to come furth of Edinburgh, for that caus maid refift- 
aunce, as he did alfo be the way, allegeinge him tobefeik ; bot George 
Douglas callit his horfe rerray fbhorUie and caufit him ryde, and gaif 
him mony injurious wordis, quhilk wes remembrit eftirwart The lame 
nycht the King with that cumpany paft to Strivelinge, and thaireftir ichort- 
ly throw Fyff, fercheand the Queue and bilchop of St Androis ; and becans 
thay could nocht find thame, being fecretlie be their fireindis keipit and 
confealit, thairfoire thay ipulyeit the abbay of Dumfermeling and cafiell 
of St Androis, taking away all the fiude biichoppis mubillis being thair- 

intill with thame, and retumit fone thiureftir to Edinburgh.

All this tyme, be reflbun of the great controverfie l^eing amang^ the 
Lordis, thair wes mony flauchteris maid in diyerfe partis of the realme ; 
principallie the Erie of Caflillis wes llane be the Iheriff of Ayre, in the 

Waft cuntrey, and Madane was flane in Edinburgh be fir Johne Camp- 

■ 

bell of Caldel knycht, and thair wes great ipulyeis maide one the bor- 
douris, and continewit ryiding be the thevis in the in cuntrey ; and 
in the north partis alio, thair was in the fliyre of Aberdene gryt and 
fcharp weris betuix the two fimames of the Lefleis and the Forbefles, 
and thair firindes and afiiftaris, and findry fcharp fkarmiflieis, with great 
flauchter boith of barones, gentlemen and commones, quhilk continewit 
mony yeires, almaift during the Kingis les aige, quhill at laft thay wer 
aggreit be the labouris of the principalle noble men of the realme and 
lordes of the oounlall. Yit eftir the lame aggrement, the lard of Mel- 
drum, quha was of the Lefleis freindes, was treafonablie llane in the toun 
of Aberdene, be the Maifier of Forbes and the Larde Lenturk, quhair- 
upon the deadly fead was walkynned againe ; 4>ot the Lordis of the 
counfiJl maid thame to be aggryit thaireftir, fwa that the lame continewit 
Hill in quyetnes to thir dayis. 

Thair was lykwyfe gryit trubles in the Hielandis, Q)eciallye in the 
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fchjre of Muny in the north amanges Makintoihe kin, called the 
Clenchatten ; for the cuftome of that clan and trybe, as of mony utheris 
in the Yrifhe cuntrey, has bene at all tyme to acknawlege ane princi- 
pall for thair cheif capitane, to quhome thay are obedyent tyme of 
wear and peace, for he is mediatour betuix thame and the prince. He 
defendis thame aganis the invafionis of thair enemies, thair nychboures, 
and he caufis mynifter juilice to thame all in the maner of the cuntrey, 
f ua that none fuld be fuffered to maik Ipoile or go in foming, as thay 
call it, or as vagaboundes in the cuntrey ; lyke as at the lame tyme, the 
principall cheif of the Clanhatten was a verrie honeil and wyfe gentle- 
man, callit Lachlane Makintoihe of Dunnachtan, ane barroun of gude 
rent, quha keipit hes hole kin, freindes and tennentis in honeil and guid 
rewll. Nochttheles, fum wicked perlbnes being impacient of yertuous 
leying, ilerit up one of his awin principall kynnifinen, callit James Mal- 
comfbne, quha crewellie and treflbnablie flew his laid cheif. Bot fud- 
dantlie thairupoun thair followit great treble, for the refidew of the 
lame clan perfewit the laid James, quha tuike for his refuge ane ile 
within the loch of L. Rothemurcows ; quhair he wes takin and all his 
cumpanie, quha wes executed and rellawed juft punifchement for 
thair treaflbnabill deid. And becaus the laid Lorde of Dunachtains 
ibne, quha liicceidit unto his fader, was young and tender of aige, and 
fo not meit to goveme thame, thay did chufe one ballard broder of the 
faid lordis, callit Heflor Mackintolhe, to be thair capitane during his 
minoritie. Bot the Erie of Murray haifiand relpefl to the young childe, 
being his awin filler fone, caufit convoy him from thair handis in kep- 
ing with his modir freindis, quhair he wes weill nuriil and brocht up 
in yertew } yit the iaide He£tour ceafed not to feik be all moyance pofli- 
ble to haif the bame reflx)rit to him, quhilk wes hoipit to be for no guid. 
And becaus that the faide erle flaiet him frome his wicked determina- 
tioun, the laid Hefifcour and Williame his broder, accumpanyet with the 
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hoill kyiit iirradit the landis and cmotoej <rf Murraj peitening to the 
erle, IpeciaUie the parodie of Dyk befyde the caflsU of Tamw&j, quhair 
thaj raifed fyer and Qmlyeit the cimtrey, and Ipared noeht to flay meii» 
vifFea and children ; and thay alfo befeged the caflell of Pettie, perten- 
ing than to the hiird of Dome callit Ogilvy, quhair thay was flane to 
the number of xziiij gentle men of Ogilvisi and peHererit in thair wick- 
itnes ane lang ipace thaireftir, thinking thame felffia as kingis of that 
cuntrey. Bot fchortlie ihaireftir thay reflavit dew punifhement for thair 
creweltie, for l&e fiude erle hayffing commillione of lyyetenanttrie frome 
the King and couniaU» raiet ane greyt army aad paft in thair cuntrey ; 
quhair he cauled tak abone the number of three hundreth of the prind- 
pallis of thame^ quha war than prefentlie hangit within the cuntrey, and 
William Makintoih brodir to the fidde He£tour was takin and brocht to 
the toun oTForeSf and thair was heidit and quarterit, and his head fixed 
at Dykt and tiie quarteris of his body in the townis of Elgin, Fores, 
Inyemes and Aldem. Thairfbire Hedlour feing him defiitut of all alfiil* 
ance and fiia delperat, paft fecretiie be the convoy of Maifter Alexander 
Dumbar, thaa dene of Murray, to the King, and pat him in his will ; 
<{uhair he was relfitvit and remittit of his former offences, and haldin as 
ane of the Kingis fimiiliar iervandis eftiruart Bot the King wald not 
leif him unpuniefi, fua that he wes flane in the dtie of Sain6): Androis, 
upoun a fuddantie, be ane procurour of the toun callit maifler James 
Spence, quha wes heidit for the lame Ihaireftir. This kin of the Clen- 
batten kepe at all tyme better rewU thairfoir, quhill the perfitt aige of 
thair younge capitaine, quha wes fua well brocht up be the meanes of 
Ihe Erie of Murray and the Laird of Phindlatir, in yertue, honeflie and 
civile policye, that eftir he had received the governement of his cuntrey, 
he was a mirrour of vertue to all the hieland capitanis in Scotland } bot 
fortune did invy his felidtie, and the wicked pra6Hfles of l&e diflToluit 
livers of his awin kin^ fii&rit him nocht to remaine lang amangis 
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thame ; bot the lame fa&ioiies cumpanie that raife aganis his fiulir, was 
the caus of his deftrucdoune, as hereftir will appeare. 

In this yeir the King, be the coimfiill of liie Erie of Angus, Arrane 
and utheris, weill accumpaniet to the number of lax diouland men, paft 
to the toun of Jedburgh, for fianchdng of the greit thift and riff made be 
the thevis of the bordouris ; and one the viij day of Junii, die princqiaUia 
of the limames on the bourdons jcome to the King, obliland thame for 
guid rule, and fiim pledges was delyTerit to that effefb 

Ane great conyentione of the Lordis being in Halyrudhous with the 
King the xyij of Junij, thair come ane fempill lyk man, bemg lume 
tjme fimamed to the Erie of Lennox, and m the mids ane great con- 
fluence in the Abbay clofe, liirioullie and dilperatUe finik Sir James 
Hammiltoun knycht with ane qhingyear in the wambe, Ihre findry 
ftraiks to the heft, albeit that the laide Sir James deit nocht of thay 
flxaikis. The man beand luddantlie taldn, confeffit the deid without 
ony repentaunce, cryinge, fye on the feibill hand quhilk wald not d^ 
that thing the hart thocht, and wes determinatt to do. Aaid being in- 
quyrit quhat he wes, and quha had caufit him to do the fione, on&ierit 
he wes ane fervand of God, fend be him to do that deid ; and albeit 
he wes put to greit pynes dailie be the fysce of ane moneth thaireftir, 
wald nevir gif ane uther anftier ; tKi^irfif^iy he wes hangit, and his heid 
fixeit upoun the port of Edinburgh. 

At this tyme thair come ane dark lurth of Almany, callit Maifier 
Patrik Hammiltoun, abbot of Feme, and brodir lone to the Erie of Ar- 
rane, quha had bene at the Icule with Luther and utheris in thay partis ; 
and being callit and exeminit upoun certane articles, fie as of the mat- 
ters of juftificacioune, predeflinatioune, of firee will, and diverfe utheris 
beand contrararious to the do&rine haldin and techet be the Cadiolique 
kirk, becaus he did affecme and with ane pertmadtie defend lliame, wes 
declarit ane heritique, and brint. 
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The xxvij day of Marche, the King feiget the cafiell of Edinburgh, 
the Quene being thairin, and Henry Stewart her hufband, and Jamea 
his broder} bot how fone the Quene knew that the King himlelf 
we8 preient» iho caufit oppin the yeattis, and aikeit grace one her knees 
from the King to hir huiband and his broder, and wald nocht ryiie 
quhill flio had obtenit the lame ; yit thay tua wor wardit within the 
fiude caftell during the Kingis plefour. 

In this yeir, the King being neir the aige of fevintene yeiris, and of 
guid difcretione and judgement accordinge to his aige, and nocht wil- 
linge to remane langer under the tutell and g^vemement of the Erie of 
Angus and his cumpanye, conyenit diverfe nobill men at Striveling ; be 
quhais counlall he fend ane herauld to the Erie of Angus and his affift- 
aris, being than refident in Edinburgh, commaunding thame under 
pane of trealToun that thay fuld depart forth of the laid towin, and that 
nane of thame fuld come within foure myllis to the King, quhair evir he 
happenit to be. 

And the King himfelf, being accumpanyit with tua thouland men, fol- 
lowit fchortlie eftir the fidde herauld i quhairfoir the Erie of Angus 
being charget be the herauld, and als hering of the Kingis cumin, left 
the toun and departit. Shortlye thaireftir the King fend the lame herald, 
and commaundit the Erie of Angus pas and remane in ward within the 
cuntrey of Murray during the Kingis will, quhilk he wald nocht obey. 
And thairfore he and dyverfe utheris his afliftaris wes fummonit to enter 
in the parliament to be haldui at Edinburgh, in the moneth of Septem- 
ber nixt following, to anluer for certaine pointis of treaflbun to be laid 
to his charge. Quhilk parliament wes haldin at Edinburgh the firft 
day of September in the yeir 1528 ; in the quhilk the Erie of Angus, 
George Douglas his brodir, Archebald Douglas his fadir broder, Alex- 
ander Drummond of Camock and dyyers utheris, war be decreitt and 
fentence of the Statis forfidtit for diverfe caulis, and principally for con- 
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Yocatione of the Kingis liegis to haif invaidit the Kingis perfoun, and 
for tbat alfo he held the King aganis his will with him the Q)ace of 
tua yeiris and mair, being dailie in fear of his liff. In this parliament 
Henry Steuart the Quenes hufband wes created Lord Methwen, and 
was appointit to be Maifier of the Kingis artailyerie. 

In October following the King 'convenit ane greit cumpany, with 
artailyerie, and diverfe kind of munitione, to feige the caftell of 
Tamtalloun, haldin than be the Erie of Angus ; quha being advertifl 
of the feige, caufit iumeis the caftell with men and all kind of neceflaris, 
and pail himfelf in Ingland. The feige being laid to the iaide cailell, 
it wes ia ftrange of it felf, and ia weill providit, that it culd on na 
wayis be won at that tyme ; quhairfoir the Eang caufit the feige be 
railed, eftir that David Falconar, principall gunnar of the Kingis 
artailyerye, wes fkine. Bot the fidd caftell nocht lang thairefter wes 
delyyerit to the ELing be appointement. 

In Orknay the xvij day of Maye, the Erie of Caithnes and Lord 
Sinclar, with ane greit army, arryyid to haif pafled and occupiet that 
cuntrey ; but the cuntrey men convenit at the commaund of James 
Sinclar of Kirkwal thair capitaine, quha defendit the He and faucht ane 
crewell battell with thame, in the quhilk the Erie of CaithiKes and fyve 
himdreth of his men wes ilajme and drownit in the fee. The Orknay 
men haldis oppinione that San6t Mawnis thair patron wes fene that day 
with thame in the feld, fechtand for thair defence. The Laird Sinclar 
and all the reft of the cumpany wes tane prelbnares. 

In the lamyn moneth of May the xvj day, thair wes ane greit con- 
yentioim of the lordis with the King in Edinburgh, and the King him 
felf prefentlie fittand in judgement. The Laird of Hinderland callit 
Cokbum and Adame Scot of Tufchelaw, quha wes callit king of 
theivis, wes accufet of thift, refett, and maineteyning of thevis, flauch- 
ter and uther crymes, and conyi£t thairfoir and heidit, and thair heidis 
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fizit upoun the toUmitli of Edinburglu The lame day liie Erie Boidiuell 
wes convi£t for mantejnmg of thame* and lor certaine uther crjmeB, 
and thairfbir wes in the Kingis will ; for the quhiUdsy the King canfit 
ward him in the cafiell of Edinburgh ; thaireftir he wee lend in Murray 
and laft banieft Scotland, fua that he trajvellit to Venice, quhair he re- 
monit daring the Kingia lyre tyme. Alfiia the Lord Maxuell, Lord 
Hwme, Larde Balcleuch, Famyhirfl, Pollock, Johneftoun, Mark Kar 
and uther principallis of the bordouris wes conyiS: be aflyflis, and all put 
in warde ; quhairthrowcht the bordouraria keipit better reule thairefter, 
lb lange the Kinge wes one lyfe. 

About this tyme, ane landit man callit Johne Scott, quha had tra- 
vellit in Italie, France, Ingland and uther cuntreyis, arryyit in Scot- 
land. And becauB he wes bruttit to haif &flit in uther realmes the 
Ipace of fortie dayis continewallie togidder, without meit, drink, or ony 
uther fiiftenance, thairfore the King caufit him to be keipit within the 
cafiell of Edinburgh in Davidia tour, with maift fcharpe and delyyerit 
watcheing, quhair he faftit the laidia fourty dayis and fourty nychtis to- 
gidder, without ony meit, drink, Ipice or uther kynd of nureiiement, 
lyke as he had done in lindry other cuntreis of brfoir ; quhilk wes haldin 
ane greit menrell amangis the p^iU, fiime of thame making account 
that it did proceid of halynes as a myracle, and utheris that it proceidit 
of frenelie* 

In this iymmer Archebalde Douglas, refuieing to pas in Ingland with 
the Erie of Angus, albeit he wes forfaltit, come his allane to the 
park of Striveling to the King quhair he wes huntand, and alkit his 
pardon, quhilk he had obtenit, becaus the King favourit him better nor 
ony of the reft of that fumame, war nocht he had determinat to iiiffBr 
nane of the principallis of thame to byde within the realme at that tyme. 
And thairfoir the fidde Archebald paft in France, quhair fone eftir 
throuch dilplefoure he deceiflit The Erie of Angus, George Doug^ 
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aad lindiye uderis remanit in Ingland, and gat certain e penliones af- 
finit to thame be King Heniy of Ingland, quhairupoun thay leifit thsir 
contynuallie quhill efler the Kinge of Scottis deceis. 

All this fymmer, the King tuik greit cure to paciefie the bordouris, 
and puneis the theiyis and oppreflburis being thiuron. And to that 
eSe&9 in the moneth of Junij he paflit to the bordouris with ane great 
army, quhair he caufet xlviij of the maift nobill theivis, with Johne 
Armefirange thair capitane, be tane, quha being convi£t of thift, reiff, 
flauchter and treaflbun, war all hangit apoun growand trees, and thair 
wes ane notabill thiflf brint, quha had brunt ane hous, with ane woman 
and mony her bamis being thairintilL Yit George Armeftrange broder 
to the faide Johanny, wes pardonit and refervit levand to tell of the 
reft, like as he did, quha within proces of tyme wer apprehendit be the 
King, and punieft accordinge to thair defertis. 

In the moneth of Auguft following, thair wes diverfe mervellis (ene 
about Striveling; fie as candillis burning apoun the heid of hilUs 
in the nycht^ and in the momingis befoire the fone ryefing ; diverie 
armett men in harnes fene fechtand one the erd on day lycht, quhilk 
wes haldin for ane foir warning takin of fum troubles to be in theis 
partis. And iibhortelie thaireftir, apoun the xy day of Auguft, thair 
beand great confluence of pepiQ at the mercat and fefluell day in 
Cambulkynneth, thair wes fyfty tua perfonis drownit in the ferry boitt 
thairof, amangis quhome their wes findry honeft men and women of the 
cuntrey. 

Apoun the firft day of Marche, in the fiime yeir, the abbot of Culrofe, 
callit James Inglis, wes creually flaine be the Lord of TuUyallan and 
his feryandis ; amangis the quhilkis thair wes ane prieft callit Sir William 
Louthien,. quha beand comprehendit, the laid Sir Williame one the 
zxrij day of the lame moneth, apoun ane publict ikaffald in the toun of 
Edinburgh, wes degradit, (the King, Queue and a greit multitude of 
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pepill beand prefent,) and he prefentlje ieljrerit to the Erie of Argjle 
heid Juftice ; and one the nizt day thaireftur, the fidde Tulljallane and 
he wes heidit thaireftir. 

This yeir the Erie of Angus being reflayit at the King of Inglandis 
commaund in his realme> maide great perfiiationis to the King to invaide 
Scotland be reflbun of his forfidtur and banifement. Bot the King of 
Ingland wes fk billj occupyit all this jeir in purchafeing ane deyorce to 
be led betuix him and Quene Katherin his wyflPe, that he wes glaid to 
keip peace with aU his nychtbouris. 

In thir daies, a iinglare wele learned clark» called He£tor Boetius, 
doAor in theologie, and principalle of the Univerfitie of Aberdene, a 
man of gryit erudicione in all the liberall fciences, wreit the hole hifto- 
rie of Scotland in the Latine tongue, frome the beginninge thairof, to 
the death of King James the firft, in the yeir of the nativitie of Chrift 
m^ iiij^ zxxyj yeiris»in fo eloquent ftile, fotruelie and diligentlie collected, 
that none of all the wreittaris at that tyme wreitt better, as the wark 
it ielf beans recorde ; quhilk wes eftiruart tranilated in the Scottilhe 
language be Mr Johne Ballanden, and recited to the greit furderaunce 
and commoun weille of the hole natione. 

In this yeir, the King of Ingland, knawing his bordouris nocht to be 
ia Weill plenyfit with men and habitacione as the Scottis bordouris wes, 
proponit in his parliament to have ane taxacioune to big mare pellis and 
ftrengthis apoun his bordouris, for refifting of the Scottis men, but the 
fame wes defferrit at that tyme. 

Thair wes ane meitting appointit betuix the Fkdp and the King of 
France at MarfiUis this yeir, and becaus the King of Ingland had repu- 
diat his wi£Fcontrar the Papis au£thoritie, he thought guide to Ipeke with 
the King of Fraunce befoir, thinking to peHuade him to mak his excufe 
at the Papis hand, and thairfore the &idis tua Kingis meitt in Ofitober 
at Bullin and Calleis in France. 
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lir was a parliament haldin in Edinburgh, in the quhilk thair wes 
findrie gidde lawis and conilituciones maide for the commone weille' of 
the reakne, ^eciallie for fianching of thift, reiff and oppreifiones, quhilk 
the King caulit to be weille keipit with fcharpe executione during all 
his dajis. 

And in the meanetjme, the King of Ingland fend Sir Anthony Darcy 
to the bordouris, quha beand at Berwik, be the counfell of the Erie of 
Angus thair refident, raid with ane greit cumpany in Scotland, and rafet 
fyer ; quhair iuddantlie certane Scottis men beand afiembledfor thair refifi- 
ans, allailyeit thame in iic fort that thay wer chaifet to Berwik agane ; and 
the Erie of Angus being with thame, was takin, hot fecretlie lattin go 
agane in Ingland, quhairwith the King wes hiechly oflFendet. Eftir this 
thair wes diverfe invafiones apoun the bordouns on every fyde, without 
ony weir proclamit, and taken of fchippis appoun the fey allweill as be 
lande. 

Eftir that King Henry had repudiat Queue Katherin, he mariet Lady 
Anne Bulleyn, quha buyre to him ane dochter, callit Lady Elizabeth, 
eftirwart Queue of Ingland ; hot apoun fum lulpicione of gellifie quhilk 
he tuik aganis the Ladye Anne, he caufed her to be headed, and findrye 
gentlemen with her. 

In thir dayis, the do6trine and opinioms teached be Marten Lutar, 
aganis the Papis au£thoritie and the Catholique /eligione, wes fpread in 
Germanie and diverfe utheris partis ; and King Henry of Ingland hear- 
ing thairof, ia far as tuechit the diicharge of the fupremyde that the 
Paip wes wont to haif abone Ingland, did the moire glaidlie embrace 
and accept the fame, that he intendit to maik ane cuUour thairof to be 
divordt from Queue Katherine his wif, and to mak him lelf riche be 
the treafour, jewallis and patrimonie of the kirkis and religious placeis, 
as he did eftiruart. And thairfoir, Paip Clement, than Paip of Rome, 
foreieing the denger quhilk mycht haif happinit incafe the fame doctrine 

T 
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of Luter haid bene receaved in Scotland, he fend ane legatt to the King^ 
with mony gratious and benevolent prireleges and benefyttia, defiering 
him moft effefteouflie to be moil war with thefe pefiiferoiu errouriB and 
herreiies, and that he fhold not foUowe the counfall of his unde King 
Henry of Inghmd, quha was begun alreddy to dedyne frome his dew 
obedience to the leate of Rome. Quhilk meflage the King acceptit 
yerrey glaidlie, and caufit conyene the thre eftatis in a parliament 
haldin at Edinburgh the xyij day <^ Maye 158i ; quhair the King 
ezponit, fen he and his noble progenitouris Kingis of Scotland, and 
leiges of the iamet had bene the firft, or at the leift, with the firft that 
eyir acceptit the Chriftiane faithe, and bene moil obedient fonis to the 
Paip of Rome and feat apoftolique, without ony manner of ipott, 
violatioun or defedione ; and thairfoir to ihew him thankfull and 
obedient fone thairto in tymis cuming, it wes ikatut and ordanit with 
conient of the thre eflatis in parliament, that he lall keip, obferye, 
manteane and defend the au6thoritie, libertie and fredome of the feat of 
Rome and halie kirk, as eyir it hath bene keipit and obleryit in his 
maiil noble progenitouris tymis ; and with the lame, thair wes findre 
a£tis and confiitutionis maid for punifhing of herefeis and manteaning 
of priyieligies of Halie kirk, quhilkis was publifhed in the nixt 
parliament. 

At the iamyn tyme, ihe King with the adyice of the thre eftatis, 
confidering the great hindraunce of juflice, and abufe that was growin 
within the realme, be the ordour quhilk was obleryit in his prediceflburis 
dates, be the helping of feflionis in findre partis of the realme, princi- 
pallie becauB that the judges which war chofin thairto war chofin of the 
clarkis, barronis and burgeflis, and for the moft part of anie onlemed 
and not fldlfuU in the lawis ; and that thay war fo oft tymis changit, 
thay coulde not haye that commoditie to inquier, try and judge of every 
caufe as was neceflarilie required. And thairfor, being maift defyerous 
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to haif ane permanent ordour of juftice for the uniyerlall weill of 
all Ids leiges, inilitute and ordanit, and be uniyeriaU confent of the 
thre efiatb and a£fc of parliament, confermit ane College of cunning and 
wife men, baith of ipirituall and temporall eilate, for doing and admi- 
niftratione of juftice in all civile aftionis, and to decyde the iame } 
quhais proceflis, fentences and decreittis, ihall haif the iame ftrenght, 
force and effe£);, as the decreit of the lordis of feffione had in all tymis 
higane, and that the number of thame fuld be fourtene perfonis ordiner 
maift convenient and qualefeitt, half Q>irituall» half temporall, with ane 
prefident, providing alwayis that my Lorde Chanceller being prefident 
with thame, ihall haif voit and be principall of the iaid counfell ; and 
fie lik uther lordis as iall pleiie the Kingis grace to joine to thame, of 
his great counfell, to haif voit fie lik to the nomber of thre or four ; and 
the faid lordis iall haif pouer to advyfe, counfell and conclude apoun 
fie rulis, ftatutis and ordinances as ialbe thought be theme expedient to 
be obfervit and kepit in thair maner and ordar of preceding at all tymis ; 
and as they devyfe, conforme to reafbne, equitie and juilice, the 
King, with the advice of the eflatis ialle ratifie and approve the iamin. 
And becaus thair might nothing be ipared of the patrimonie of the 
crowin, to be gevin to the iaidis lordes for releif of thair ordinarie 
chargis during thair refidens ; thairfoir the prelattis of the realme grantit 
a certane contributione furth of thair benefices, to be payet yeirlie to the 
fiude college in all tymis cuming for the cans foiriaide ; and in reipe6t 
that the iaidis lordis choiin upoun the feflioun, do prefent the Kingis 
perfoun, and beir his aud:horitie in the doing of juilice, the Kingis 
grace did thairfoir receave thame baith Q)irituall and temporall, in 
ipedall honor and maintenance, promiefing that he iidl authorize, 
mainteine and defend thame all, thair perfonis, landis and guidis ira 
all harme, wrang, hurt and injurie to be done to thame, be any manner 
of perioun, and exemit thame alfo fra all maner of contributioni», 
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taxationes and bering of offices or chargis, bat gif it be of tbair awine 
free will and confent ; quhilk inflitucione of the college of juffice and all 
pertening thairto, was ratifeit and approyit be the oonfiimatione rafit 
in the feate of Rome. And in the meyntymey thair was mpointit and 
chofin be the King lie perfonis fpirituaU and temporall to be upoun tiie 
daUe feflioun, and to minifler juftice equalie amang all the leiges, as 
(aide is, eftir thair conlcience and underfianding, and thaj war fwome 
to do the fiunyn. Quhilk inftitudone and ordour of minifiring of juftice 
hes bene obferved till this our dayis, to the great honour of the realme 
and comforth of the haill pepill thairof. 

In the fiunin parhament thair wes alio monj guid lawis and confiitu- 
tionis maid, hot the fame wer nocht publift quhill the parliament quhilk 
wes haldin in the yeir of God 1535. 

In September thair mett certane commiffioneris baith for Scotland 
and Ingland at the toun of New Cafiell, for redres and recompans to 
be maid of burning of townis, taking of guidis, doun cafting of peillis, 
taking of ichippis, llauchteris of men, and diverfe utheris Qioiljes and 
injuries done alfueill be fee as be land, fra the 24 day of Aprill 1592 
to the fidde meiting of the commiffionaris ; quhilk was litell les in effect 
nor had bene done in tyme of oppin wear, albeit thair wes nane pro- 
clamed. And becaus the Ikaithe and injuries wes fa greit one baith 
fydes, that particular redres could nocht be maid, the fame wes refemt 
to the will and plefour of baith the princeis, and commoning wes had 
for a perpetuell peace to be contra£fcit ; and for treting and ending 
thairof, it wes appointit that certane ambafladouris fiild meitt at Lun- 
doun, as thei did thaireftir. 

Upoun the zxy day of Marche, ane reverend fiuler William Steuart 
bifchop of Aberdene, the abbot of Kinlofi, and Sir Adame Oterbume 
knycht, ambafTadouris and commiffioneris for the King of Scotland, beand 
honourably accumpanyit with diyerfe knychtis, barronis and gentUl men. 
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anyyit at Lundoun, and had prefence and conference with Henry King 
of England, for ane treatie and peace to be had and confermit betuix 
the tua realmes, quhair thair wes certane commiifioneriB appointit on 
ather fyde to treat thairupoun, quha aggreit weill apoun all conditionis 
and articulis, and concludit ane peace during baith the Kingis liffis 
togidder, and ane yeir eftir the deceafle of the firft prince than regnand ; 
and retumit in Scotland in the moneth of Maje. 

At this fame tyme thair pail furth of Scotland in France David Be- 
toun abbot of Arbroithe, and Sir Thomas Erlkine fecretar, ambafla- 
douris for the Kingis^ manage to be contra£tit with the Duik of Van- 
domes lifter, quhairwith fcho and hir frindes wes weill content. Nocht- 
theles eftiruart, the King himfelf palling fecretlie in France in propper 
perfoim, eftir he had lene the faide ladie was nocht content to marie 
hir, hot iiiteit to haif in mariage Lady Magdalene, eldeft dochter to 
the maift chriftiane King Francis King of France, quhome he mariet 
eftiruart ; quhairfoir the £aide Duik of Vandomes fifler refufet at all 
tyme eftir to marye ony uther, hot advowit hir felf to ane religious 
place, quhair fho remanit the reft of hir dayis. 

The King of Ingland £end ambafladouris in Scotland, quhilk war 
the bifchop of Durefme, Sir Thomas Cliffurd, the priour of Durefine, 
and ahe dark calKt Doftor Magnus, quha wer honourabUe reflavit and 
intertaneit in the moneth of July ; quhair the peace concludit befoir the 
ambafladouris at Lundoun wes conformit be the King, and the great 
feallis of baith the realmes intel'changit thatrupoun, duringe baith the 
princes lyres, as is befoire wrettin. 

In this yeir the King pafiit throw the north partis of his realme, hald- 
and Juftice airis. And alfua thair wes Iharpe inquificione and puniflie- 
ment of heretiques in Edinburgh, the King himfelf aflifland thairto. 
Maifter Normond Gourlay, beand abjurit of befoir, and Andro Strait- 
toun, obflinat in lus oppinione, wes l^rynt. The iheriff of Lynlythqw,

c^itane James Borthuik, and diyerCe niheris fugitive fra the law, war 
conrift for herefie. 

BecauB the King of England had repudiat his wif Quene Katherinet 
and renunceit and abrogat the Papis authoritie within his realme, and 
tuik apoun him the fupremacie, calling himfelf fupreme head of the 
kirk of Ingland, and becaus diverle religious men did preache and Ipeik 
aganis the fame, he caufit put iindrj of thame to deid ; utheris he pat 
in preflbun, and at lafl banieft all the freiris furth of his realme, and 
diverfe of thame wes reflavit in Scotland. He demoliiheit all the abbaies 
and religious houfeis, with chanteris and coUegeis^ at his plefour. 

Thair wes ane parliament in Ingland haldin in November, in the 
quhilk it wes concludit the King fiild in all tjmis cuming be fupreme 
head of the kirk of Ingland, and the Paipis auftoritie aboliihed furth 
of that realme. Quhairfoir the Paip Clement for the tyme, fend ane 
meflenger to the King of Scotland with ane breif, defyerand his afiiflans 
aganis the King of Ingland, quhome he had decemit ane heretjrque, 
ichifmatique, ane manifeft adulterar, ane publicque murthourar, and to haif 
committit facreledge ; alfiia rebell and conviS: of lefe majefiie contrar 
him quha wes his our lord ; and thairfoir jufUie had declarit him to be 
deprivit of the faid kingdome, and wald difpone the fame to him and 
uther Catholic Princes, fwa thay Mrald affift for recoverie of the famyn. 

Tins yeir the King pafiit to the fey with fyve fchippis, without the 
knawlege of the maift part of the lordis of his realme, of purpofe to 
fale in France, quhair his ambafladourh wes lyand for the treating of 
his manage } and falit about the Sky and Lewis and the lUs ; and be 
ftorme was driven to land at Sainfl Ninianis in Galloway, and fua re- 
tumit to Strivelinge, and thairfra pafiit one his feitt in pilgrimag to the 
chapell of Lorrett befid Muflilburgh. Thaireftir fend for dyverfe of his 
lordis, and be thair counfall pat ordour to the govemement of the 
realme during his abfens, makin^the Erie of Huntley regent with a 
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certane counfall alfignit to be with him ; tuik his vayage agane be fey 
with the number of f jye fchippis, and inbarkit at Kirkcaldy the laft day of 
Aiiguft, and foneftir arryyit weill and proQ>erouflie in France ; thair being 
with him in cumpany the Erie of Argyll, the Erie of Arrane, the Lord 
Boyd, the Lord Fleming, with diverfe uther barronisyknychts and gentell 
men ;* and thair wes befoir him in Fraunce the Erie of Murray, the Erie 
of Lennox, the Erie of Caflillis, the Lord Erfldne, Abbot of Arbroithe 
and utheris. And incontinent eftir his landing he paft in fecreit maner 
dilguifet, with ane fervand callit Johne Tennent, quhome he maid to be 
knawin as his maifter, to Vandome in Picardye, quhair he iawe and 
confident the duikis fifter quhilk wes appointit for his mariage } and 
becaus he plefit hir nocht, he returnit fehortlie, without ony fpeache 
with hir or ony of hir freindes, to Rowan, quhair his noble men and 
oumpanye wes awaittand one his cuming ; and thairfra paffit with ane 
honourabill cumpany to Parife, quhair the King fend the Dolphine to 
meitt him fevin liggis fra the toun, quha convoyit him to the King ; 
quhair he wes refiayit in fie hartly maner as he had bene his awin fone, 
and with als gret honour as he mycht haif done to the greateft prince in 
erd. He wes lugeit, and all his tndne with great magnificence, houfis 
hung with coiillie hing^urs, and all uther neceflaris preparit and fiir- 
neifiit apoun the King of France charges in maift honourabill maner ; 
diverfe jufiis, tomamentis and triumphis maid, in the quhilk the King of 
Scotland Ihew himfelf, in jufting and exercing the faittis and deidis of 
armes, als couragiouflie and expertlie as ony in all the realme of France ; 
for the quhilkis he wes mekill prayfet and commendit abone the reft. 

In the meanetyme, he caufit his ambafladouris and the noble men being 
with him, deckir unto the King of France, the caus of his cuming wes 
for mariage of Lady Magdalene his eldeft douchtir, quhome he pleafit, 
and lufit befl; of ony uther within his realme. And the King of France 
being wonderous glaide of his defier, anfuerit that he eftemit and pre- 
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fertii the amitie, fremdfchip and confiderade quhilkis he had with the 
Ejng of Scotland and his reakne, hefoire all uther princeiB his confi- 
derattis, becaus thair leage and hand is ia aundent betuix the tua nationis, 
and hes bene ia truelie and fiiithfullie obfervit and inriolablie keipit } 
thairfoir, willing to intertenie the iame in all t jmes cuming with greatar 
luffe and fiindefchipp, he will with ane lufling hart gif him his douthter 
in maryage ; bot alwayis he did declare that his eldeft donchter Mag* 
dalane wes of ane tender compleftione, and mickell fubjeft to feiknes ; 
and thairfoir he wald referr it to the King of Scotland, quidder he 
wald take hir or his uther dochter, callit Ladj Margret (quha wes 
lang eftir mariet one the Duik of Salvoy.) Quhilk • • • beand reportit 
to the King of Scotland, he perfeverand in his conftant demand, cheifit 
the faid Lady Magdalane, quha wes ane young ladie of pleafand bewtie, 
guidlie fii.your, luffing countenance and cumly manners, abone all uthers 
within the realme of Fraunce. This beand dedarit, contract of manage 
wes maid, in the quhilk their wes promeift in tocher ane hundreth 
thoufimd crownis of the fone, thirtie ihoulands frankis of penlione du- 
ringe his lyftyme ; quhilk fbme wes delyrerit to the King eftir at his 
departing hayme, with mony coifUy hingardis, cupburdis of golde and 
filver, filver plait, fumptuoufe apperall, and mony uther riche juellis to 
him and his wi£F, far abone the fome of ane uther hundreth thouland 
crownis ; with tua greit fchippis, the ane of thame callit the Salamander, 
with mickell artailyerie, poudar and uther municione; and befydis 
all this, his haill chargis of expenfis wes borne be the King of France, 
during his being in that realme. And at this fame tyme, the andent 
leag and band betuix Scotland and France wes renewit, and the firft 
day of Januar appointit to the folemneling and compleitting of the mar- 
iage ; and in the meane tyme, thair wes great preparacione maid for 
the tryumphe, and the ELing of France fend for all his nobillis and eftatis 
to be prefent thairat. And fua one the firft day of Januar at Parys, in 
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Noflre damus Idrk, the King of Scotland mariet Lady Magdalaine pub* 
liAlie J the King hir fiidir, the King of Narvar, feyin cardinalliH, ihe 
xij pearis of the realme of France, with monj duikiis, marqueffiei, erlis, 
lordis, biichoppis and uthers being prefent. Eftir ihe faide mariadge 
he remanit in France, paffing his tjme with all kynd of plefour quhill 
ihe moneth of Maye ihaireftir ; at the qnhilk tjme ihaire wes preparit 
findrie great {ehippis for the convoying of him and his Quene in maift 
honorabill wayis to Scotiand. And thay baithe tuike thaire leiff of ihe 
King of France at F^ris in the latter end of Aprill, and paft thairfra to 
Rowan, quhair thay wair reflavit with greit triumphe, and wes conroyit 
doun ihe revar of Sane to the New Heavin, quhair ihay fchippit ; being 
accumpanyit be the admirall of France and mony uthers nobill men of 
France fend be ihe Kinge to convoy thame in Scotland, and fityled 
pleafand windis and proiperous vayage throw the feis, and 
at the peare of the heavin of Leith the zix day of May 1537 } 
quhair. ihair wes mony erllis, bifchoppis, lordis, barronis and utheris of 
Scodand, quha reflavit ihame with ezceding great blythnes, and with 
greit tryiunphe wes convoyit to the Abby of Halierudehous. 

This guide lady, throwch hir luffing countenance and cumlie beha- 
viour, at hir firft arryving conqueift the luiffe and hartlie guide will of all 
the nobillis of ihe realme and of ihe pepill aUiia ; and pleafit the King 
& Weill in all fortis» quhairthrowdi ihair wes nevir greattir hoip and 
appearance of welih and all kynd of profperitie, within that realme, 
nor did appeare than. Bot fortoun invyii^ thair felicitie, wald nocht 
fitflkr ihame to byd lang togidder, and thairfoir caufit Atropes to cutt 
hir threid ; fua that about the moneth of Junij (cho wes vexit with 
ieiknes of ane vehement fever, quhairof £ho deiceiffit the zth day of Julij, 
and wes buryit in the Abbay kirk of Hallierudehous ; quhairof the King 
tnik great diiplefour, and ihairfor keipit him quiet ane lang tyme eftir. 

Quhen the King was in Rowan, in ibis vayage, beinge tfaaa of the

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alge of xzv ymris oompleity made aae genei^ rerocatioune of aU th^^ 
done in his mynoritiey ather to his hoirt of his confcienoe or prejudice 
of his orowin ; and the lame wes ratified in the nixt parliament. 

Here is to he remembred, that ihair ww monj new ingynis and dfr> 
Tyfis» aUweill of higging of paleids, abilyementia^ as of banquating and 
of menis behayiouri firft begun and u&d in Scodand at this tyme^ eftir 
the fisdfione quhilk thaj had fene in France. Albeit it fonit to be 
Ysmj comlie and beautifullt yit it wes moir fupeifluows and volupteoua 
nor the fubflaunce of the realme of ScotUind mycht heir furih or fufieine ; 
notthelesy the Came faflionis and cuflome of coifilie abilyements indiffe- 
ufed be all eftatiSf ezceffive banquating and fie lik, remains yit to 
dayisy to the greit hinder and povartie of the hole realme. 
In this fymmer wes tane the Lady Glammes, fifler to the erle of 
Angus, and David Lyoun hir hufband, and brocht to the toun of Edin- 
burgh, and wer accufit and convidfc be ane ^y£e for conipiracie of the 
Kingis deid# And the laide lady wes brint, and hir hufband hangit 
thairfoir. The Lord Glammes her fone wes convifb for knawlege and 
conipiracie of the lamin, and thairfoir for&ltit of his landis and con- 
dampnit tq dee. Bot becaus he wes younge and tendir of aige, the 
King iparit his lyff and committed him to perpetuell prefbun, quhair he 
remainit during the Kingis liff tyme in the caftell of Edinburgh. 

SchortUe thaireftir, Johne maifter of Forbes and eldeft fone to the Lord 
Forbes, quha had maryit the fidd Lady Glammes fifter, wes accufet in 
£dinburghf and convifi; be ane afiyfe for the like conQ>iracie of the 
Kingis deid ; and thairfoir wes heidit and quarterit at Edinbuigh, and 
his held and quartris affixit apoun the portia. The Lord Forbes his iadir 
being fufpeftit thairof, wes haldin in ward in the caftell of Edinburgh 
lang, bot he wes thairefter releifit. 

The King held a parliamoit this ydr, in the quhilk he aprerit his 
g^nerall roTocatioune maide at Rowin, and maid annexacione of many 
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landis to ihe crowiny be the quhilk the rent thairof wes augmentit. 
And becauB the patrimonie thairof wes finally and culd not fufieine his 
cfaargies, thairfoir he nominatt foure of his bafiardis foneis, being hot 
infimtis, to the Abbayis of HaIlierudehous» [and Kelfo,] the Priour of 
St Androis, Melrofe and Coldinghame» and ref&vit the hole fruittis 
thairof during all the dajis of his lyfl; qnhilk wes greitar profit to him 
nor the hole revenew of the crowin. 

This jeir the King caufit juflice airs to be haldin in the north partys 
oi the realme, in the moneth of September and 03;ober» and in winter 
ihairefter» in the fouth and weft partis* And the King him felf wes 
oftymes prefent, nfflfting to the lordis his commiflioneris for fordring of 
juflice and menteining of the fiune ihorowch all partis of the realme. 

The King, be couniall of the nobill men of his realme, thinking 
neceflar to mary fiim honorable princes, (end in France to the erle of 
Murraye and Maifl;er David Betoun, Abbott Arbroithe, then new maid 
Cardinallt ambafladouris thair refydent, to treat and be the King of 
France adyyfe^ the mariage of ane lufly plefimd and yerteous princes 

« 

Marie Lorane, Duchies of Longayeill, wedow, and dochter to ane 
vulyeaint and excellent prince the Duik of Ghiife. And beand adver- 
tieft that the King of France, the Princes her felf, and her fi'eindis wes 
Weill content thairwith, the King fend in the b^finning of Maye the 
Lord Maxwell and the Maiflier of Glencame, weill accumpanyit in 
France to concur with his uthers ambafladours ; and eftir thair arryving 
thair, thay contract the fidd mariage, and afpoufet hir be procuratouris, 
as u£e is, at great triumphe at Paris, in prefens of the King and mony 
nobill men, and wes honourablie convoyit be hir firindis to the New 
Havin, quhair fi^ho fchippit and fidlet plefimdlie throuch the fees, and 
landit at Carelle in Fyff the x day of Junij, and thairfira paflit to the 
new pallice in tbe Abbay of St Androis, quhilk wes honorably preparit 
for hir refiait ; quhair the King and mony nobill men being prefent. 
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About tUs tyme ane reverent &der James Betoun Archbiihop of St 
Android, being of greit aige, quha had lived bing in greit honor in 
Scotland, deceiifit and wes bureit in St Androis ; and befoir his deid had 
providit fucceflburiB to all his benefices, quhiUds were Mr David Betoun 
then being cardinall to the archbiihoprik of St Androis and to the Ab- 
hacje of Arbroith, and Mr George Durje quha wes archdene of St 
Androis to the Abbacje of Dumfermling ; quha enterit with the Kingis 
benevolens, and without ony ftoppe to thair bendices eftir his deceis } 
he foundit and biggit ane greit pairt of the new colledge of St Androis, 
and left greit fomes of money in threlbure to compleit the iamin. 

In the moneth of Augull, Sir James Hamiltoun of Finart knight, 
ane of the Kingis maift fitmiliare counfelleris and lervitouris, beand in 
the town of Edinburgh ; thair come to him David Wod controller to 
the King, and charget him in the Kingis name to pas to ward in the 
cafile of Edinburgh, quhilk he glaidly obeyit, beleving afluredly that 
becaus he had ben fa diligent in the Kingis fervice, ipedallj in reforming 
the pallices of Striveling and Linlithquo, and making of new lugeingis 
thairinto, and la tenderly belovit and fiunilierly treated with the King, 
that thairthrouch he had na cans to feire. Yit fchortly eftir he wes 
accufit and conviA in the tolbuith of Edinburgh, of certane poinctis of 
treaflbun all^t aganis him, quhilkis he nevir grantit, and wes heidit 
thairfore. Befoir his ezecutione he protefiit before God that he had not 
offendit the King, hot affirmit that gif he had bene als guid a fervant to 
God as he was to the King, he had not dyet fo ihamfully ; and confeflit 
that he delervit that deith becaus he offendit Grod oftymes for pleafour 
of the King, and theirfore prayit every one to taik ezempill of his 
doingis. 

This fymer the Queue beand in Striveling wes deliverit of ane uther 
fone, quha wes baptifet in the chappell of Striveling, and callit Arthur, 
bot within viij dayes ihaireftir he deceiifit at Striveling } and that fimin 
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daje the Prince James the Elingis eldeft fone being in St Androis, de^ 
ceiflit aliiiay thair being only the ipaice of fix houris betuix thair deidis, 
quhilk wes the cans of no les dolof throuch the haill reakne, nor thair 
wes joye for thair birthes of befoir. 

Eftir this the Quene paflit to St Johnftoun, quhair fcho wes reflayit 
honorably with triumphe maid be the toun» and wes accumpanyet with 
the prindpall nobiUmen of the cuntrey ; and fra that maid joumay to 
Aberdene» the King being alfiia in company, and wes reflayit thair with 
diverle triumphes and playes maid be the town, and be the imiverfity 
and fcules theirof, and remanit thair the ipace of fiftein dayes, weill 
intertenit be the bifchop, quhair their wes excerfife and difputationes in 
all kind of fciences, in the coUedge and fculis, with diyerfe oratiouns 
maid in Greke, Latine and uther languages, quhilk wes mickell com- 
mendit be the King and Quene, and all thair company ; and efUr they 
had bene weill intertenyt thair, they retumit to Dundye, quhur wes 
ane coifily entres prepairet for thame alfiia. And fira that to Falkland, 
and fo to Edinburgh. 

Eftir the Kingis retouring he caufit hald ane parliament in Edinburgh, 
quhmr, be the adyiie of the three eftaitis, thair wes mony lawis and con- 
ftitutionis maid for the common weill and quietnes of the cuntrey and 
the miniftring of juflice, as is conteynit in the buik of the aftis of par- 



About this tyme. Sir John Borthwick, commonly callit' Captane 
Borthwick, fuQ>e£tit and delatit for herefy, wes fiimmonit to compier 
in St Androis befoir the cardinaU and diyerfe utheris bifishopis and 
prelatis thair prefent ; quhair notwithftanding his abience, the lame 
beand proyin be fuffident witnes agayns him, he wes conyiA and de- 
darit ane heretique, his imiage maid in the liknes of him wes brunt at 
the merkett croce [^for] the exempiU and feir of utheris ; for the quhilk 
caus» he fled and paft in Ingland, quhair he wes reflayit, and employed 
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in iervice be the King of Ingland, fending him in meflOige to diyedie 
princes of Germanie» quha vee his confideratb in the alteration of 
religion. 

The King of Ingland in his parliament can£t proclame him felfe King 
of Ireland, albeit his predeceflburis had nevir that fiyle of befoir, for 
thajr war callit bot Lordis of Ireland allanerlie. Quhairwith the King 
of Scotland was nothing contentit, becaus thair is ane greit parte of 
Ireland, ipeciallje in the north thairof, quhilk hes bene poffefled monj 
hundreth yeres be Scottifinen, and under the obedience of the King of 
Scotland ; quhiUds not withftanding the fidd acckdmit title, James Made- 
oneillis ajres and utheris Scottifinen dois jit poflede in thir dayes* 

The King of Ingland haifing aboliihet the Popes audtoryte iurth of 
his realme, ezpeUit all friers, and reformit uther religious peribnis ; at 
his plelbur applyit the fubftance and jowellis of thair abbayes and patri* 
monye of the lame to his awin ufe ; als he knawingihat the Paip, Em- 
perour and Eling of France had mett at the town of Nece in Italye, 
quhair thay war all weill aggreit ; feiring thairfore his realme to be 
inyaidit be thame, like a politique Prince forfeing the daunger, fend 
Lord Wiliame Haward to the King of Scotland, defiring him as his 
maift tendir kinfman and neyoy to meit him at the dety of Yorke in 
Ingland, quhair he wald communicat with him fie thingis as fould be 
for the Weill of baith the Princes and thair realmes. And the King of 
Ingland belevand fuerly that he wald haif fulfiUit his defire, caufit maik 
preparatione in the meane time at the dtye of Yorke and uther places 
for his reflait. Bot the King of Scotland, albdt of him felfe wee willing 
to haif paft in Ingland to half mett with the King his uncle, yit eftir 
lang reflbning and deUberatioun with his counfall and nobillitie, under- 
ftanding how grdt hazarde it wes to him, haiffing na fucceflioun of his 
body at that tyme, to pas within the realme of Ingland, incaice he had 
bene haldin thairintill be King Henry the yiij^*, as King James the 
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fijrft his predeceflbur wed ; and that it wes notourly knowen, that the 
principall caus he defirit him for wes to haif perfVadit him to haif iifit 
the like ordour in Scotland, as he had done within his realme of Ing- 
land, in aboUihing the Paipes audtoritye, making him felfe fupreme 
heid of the kirke, demoliihing all the abbayes, expelling religious per-' 
fonis, and applieng of their jowellis, landis and rentis to his awin nfe, in 
fie fort as pleafit him ; and gif he wald attempt the like be the King of 
Inglandis counIall» then fould he lofe the frindefchipp quhilk he had 
of the Paipe, Emperour and King of France, and uther chrilliane princes, 
his greit fireindis and confederatis. And thairfore lend be the counfidl 
of his nobilyte, pleiland writingis and meflages to the King of Ingland, 
defiring to haif him excufit that he come not in Ingland at that tyme ; 
quhilk wes for fie caufes as he fi>uld maik his fidd uncle to underftand 
be his ambafladouris, quhilk he wald fchortly fend in England for that 
and uther cauifis. And fone thaireftir fend Sir James Leirmond to the 
King of Ingland ambafladour, to maik his laid excufe, and alio to 
complane upoun certane invafions maid be the borderaris of Ingland 
within the realme of Scotland } and apoun the ufing of the debaitable 
land betuix the twa realmes. Bot the King of Ingland beand hiechly 
offendit becaus the King of Scotland wold not come within his realme to 
fulfill his defire, wald admitt na excufe, bot determitt with him felfe to 
maik weare in Scotland, albeit he wald not fiiffer the iamin to be knawin 
quhill he had maid and preparit all thingis in ridines thairfore. And in 
th^ meyne tyme fend commiflioneris to meit upon the debaittable ground, 
and for making of redrels, bot nathing wes done at thair melting for de- 
fyding of the debaitable lande, nor yit for repairing of the wrangis done. 
In this fimmer the King of Ingland maid greit preparatione to maik 
weare apoim Scotland, baith be fey and lande ; and to that effect conyenit 
ane parliament at London, ^uhair he declarit the caufes moving him 
thairto ; quhilk wes principally becaus the King of Scotland wald not

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come at his defire to the cietye of Yorke to meit Ida ; lad tluit he lad 
jufi title to the faperioiyte of the realme of Scotlflid ; end iaftiiitlf fiMid 
aae navye of fishippis to the fSejf and ordanit aae greit annye to be iettd 
with the Duik of Norffoike to mvaid Scodaad* The marohea&dis of 
the reakne of ScotUnd, knawing nathing <tf the King of Inghuad hii 
inteati<me nM purpofe, fpeoiallie na fffoclamatkme ^ wear beaad maidt 
travellit with thair fchippis and guides to France^ ilanderat Denmarke 
and uthw cuntreysy as they war accuftemit* The King of Inglaad beaad 
adrertift of ihair returning* eaufit taik zzviij of ihe principall &hi^){iia 
of Scotland* beand laidmt with all kinde of mearohaadife and coiflly 
wairifly and eaufit thame be brocht within the realme of Iqgland. 
Quhairlbre the King of Scotland heuring thierof, fend with all diligence 
ane faerrauldt with lett^ns defiring reftitutione of hk £chii^pifl» fang thair 
wes na wear j^roclamet betuix the twa realmes. Bot the King of Ing- 
land beand gredye of Ihe praye quhilk he had gottin, and mindfiiU alfiia 
to maik weir* ihocht beft to remane fidhandit» and thairfore refufet 
to deliver the iaid fchippis, and imediatly thaireftw iend doun' Sir Robert 
Bowis with ane greit company of men of ^oar to the bordourii^ goTBig 
thame command to invaid Scotland without any prodamatione of wear 
maid. And ihe laid Sir Robert wiUi the number of three thouiand mem 
raid within Scotland* and raifit fyer and ipulyeit certane finall towncB ; 
quhairthroch the fray beand raifit in the countrey* the Erie of Himtiey^ 
quha wes appointit Ufet^nant to remane <m the bordouris for luddand 
incurfions* fidiortly conyenit ane nomber of bord^raris and fett apowi 
the Inglifinen ; quha war all put to flicht, and Sir Robert Bowes, Sar 
Richard his broder* and all the principallis and utheris to the number 
of vj hundred were taae ptvioners. The fidd Sir Robert and the irther 
principall landit men war kepit ftill in Scotland quhill efter the Kingia 
dealli. This viftorye wes <m St Barthilmois daye^ the fM of Augui; 
at ane place in die Merie called Haldan Big. 
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fifter this focefidd ytEtoryef tlie King of Ingland fend die Doik of 
Northfolke, wiUi the Erlea of Shrewibeiy, Darbye, Cumberland, Sur- 
T€j, Hartfurd, Angu8» Rutland, and the eiies and lordis of the north 
partis of Ingland, wiih fourtye thowland men, quha enterit in Scotland 
the xxi: daje of 0£lx>ber, and brant ibme townes on the waiter fiede 
of Tweide ; hot the Erie of Hontljr beand prefentlf thair with ten 
thoufind men of tiie borderars and uthers, awaytit fit weiU on thame 
widi jkarmifliingy that thaj durft.not cum twa mjle fra the waiter of 
Tweide within Hm boundia of Scotland* In the me jnetyme, the King 
of Scotland beand adyertiH thairof, gvderit ane gret armye throche all 
the partis of his realme, and come to< Soutraj egBf quhair thej mufterii 
aoid wes nowmerit to be xzx^ thowfiud men. And tfaaixfra come to 
Faleymure, quhair they camptit, beand determinat to haif gifen battell 
on the mome to the Inglifinea : bot the duik of Northiblke heiring of 
l^e coming fordwart of the King with his armye, retirit him £elfe within 
Ingland, not withoote greit lofie of men, horie and Ipoilye takin of 
thame in. the retreat, be the Erie of Huntleyis company and borderars, 
%eciallye at the om^^anging of tibe waiter of Tweide. The King on 
die morne beand adrertift of thair departing furth of Scotland, wes 
Terray ibrye that the armyis had not mett withia the realme, thinkand: 
it had bene maift godly and honourable alina, to haif gevin battell for 
defenfe of his awin cuntrey, beand invaidit, within the iamin. Yit nocht- 
theles, he beand of hiech and manly courage, for revenge of the inju- 
reys done be the Inglifinen within his cuntrey, thoucht guide that his 
haill armye fould pas wilhin Ingland and inyade the iamin, and he de- 
tenninat to pas him ielfe tfaairwith in proper peribun j and defirit the 
principallis of his nobilyte to confent thairto j quha eftw lang rdEToning 
and guide ad^iibment, gaife anfwer unto the King, faying, that they 
could not thinke it guide that they Ibuld pas within Ingland and to feik 
battdl, the King alfiia being with thame ; confidering that (he Kingis 
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twa fones wes lay tly deid and he had na fucceflioan of his body ; and 
the chance of battell being fo douptfull, that incale the iamin war loft 
be the Scottifinen, then the King of Ingland^ quha had griet fiibfiance 
quhilk he had gotten of the Ipoilye of the kirkis and religious plads of 
his realme, micht thairwith folowe furth his yiftorye, and put the 
realme of Scotland in greit hazard. Thairfore they thocht it fuffident 
to defend thair awin boundis and to conftreyne the enemye for feir to 
leif the invafione thairof, as prefently they had done ; and declairit that 
they war determinat to haif gifin battell to the enemies gif they had re- 
manit within the realme» and douptit not hot be the help of 6od» haif- 
ing la juft a quarrell, being invaidit, hot they had obtenit the yi£h>rye. 
The King heiring thair determinacioun, albeit his hiech courage preffit 
him to inyaidy ylt the wifdome of his nobilyte and counfell rxmA him to 
foUowe theare advife : And fua retoumit with honour with his haill 
armye the firft daye of November, the armye of Ingland beand firft 
difchargit, and the Duik of Northfolke departit towart Londoun. 

Heir is to be rememberit thair wes ane a3;e maid at Faulay mure, be 
the King with confent of the Lordis, conforme to the auncient cuftome 
of the realme, that quha foeyer happenit to die in that jomay, thair 
nerreft air fould haye the warde and nonentres of thair landis, with the 
mariage ; quhilk priyiledge wes keipit to the Erie of AtholUs fone and 
ayre, and the laird of Gartully of that Ilk, for thay deceilfit in Edin- 
burgh returning fra the laid oift. 

Sone eftir, the King of Scotland being iare moyit in his minde for that 
his nobilyte wald not confent to inyade Ingland at his ddire, paflSit him 
felfe in proper perfone to the weft marches of his realme, quhair the 
LfOrd Maxwell wes wardane, in quiet manor ; and caufit the laid Lord 
Maxwell and the Erles of Cafliles and Glencame, Lord Fleming and 
certane utheris lordis quha wes with him for the time, accumpaniet with 
the borderars, with quhom he fend allua Oliyer Sincler, and the reft 
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of the gentill men of his awin houfhold, to ehtre witbin Ingland and 
inyaide the fame ; quha enterit thairintill one St Kifttherins even, the 
xxiiij daye of Noyember, and brunt diyeiie townes apoun the waiter of 
Eike; bot howfone the fraye wee raifet in the cuntrey, the Lord 
Quharton wardane of the weft marches of Ingland, fuddandly conyenit 
ane greit nowmer of the cuntrey men, and come to ane littell hill, 
quhair they remanit in licht. The Scottis per&yeing the Inglifinen 
conyenit, aflemblit thame felfes togidder, and enquirit quha wes liey- 
tenent deput be the King ; and incontinent Oliyer Sinclar wes haldin 
up apoun twa mens fchoulders, quhair he producet the Kingis commiC- 
fion makand him lieytenent of that cumpany ; bot howfone the iamyn wes 
red, the erles and lordis thair prefent thocht thame felfes lichtlyit our 
farr, making fie a meane gentilman lieytenante abone thame all ; and 
thairfore determinat not to feicht onder fie ane captayne, bot willingly 
fiifferit thame felfis to be takin be the Inglifinen without ony refliftance, 
and without flauchter of any perfoun on aither fyde. This raid wes 
callit Soloway Mols. At the fiuoie tyme were takin prefbnners, the 
Erles of Caffillis and Glencame, the Lord Fleming, the Lord Max- 
well, the Lord Simmerwell, the Lord Oliphand, Oliyer Sinclar, the 
Lord of Cragy, and fundrye utheris gentillmen, quha were led pri* 
fi>unars to London, quhair they remanit quhill efter the King wes 
deid. 

During the tjone of this raid, the King of Scotland remanit in Carlay- 
rock apoun the bordour, not far fra Soloway Mos ; and heiring of the 
taking of his Erles, Lordis and utheris, as fidd is, and remembring alfiiiet 
of the refiife maid be his haill nobilyte conyenit with him at Fala, to 
inyaid Ingland, ^ocht with him ielfe that all his nobiUis had been con- 
ipirit aganis him ; and thairfore tuik ane yehement and hiech melan- 
cholye and difpleafimr, and fiiddanly departit thairfira to Edinburgh, 
and fra tliat in quiet manor to Falkland ; quhair he remanit quietly. 
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bond finr trodUit baidi u %reit and bodje^ and nana wer pemuttft to 
haif aeeafle imkD Um bot onelyhis ftoraitand fimiliar ierraodia. Ha 
baaad in this maner Tent and iaquietit^ wnrdiiB was brocht vnto bim 
Aai tbe Quana bia wiaf was dalirerii of aaa maden bama^ beand aaa 
iura PrincaB» tbe &viiit daye of Deoandber ; qnbiflk ba eAaaut na guid 
ODineUia^ bot aikit tbe iame aa aae gn&S to bis fonaer dHpleafouria, m 
& fiarr as peroear it die end of bis awin Ufa to approadie, and laid tbafc 
ba for&we g^t trouble to oome iqxmai Us realma of Scotland, for lim 
paditte qubiik tbe King of Tngiand wes abill to maik tbain^un^ to 
baif die fame fiibjeft unto bim outber be mariadge or utber wayea. 
It wea bruttt alfiia tiiat tiie King of Scotland was yezit be f<»ne un- 
kindly medieine ; bot bow&erer die mater was, be yeldit bis fpreitt to 
almigbty God^ and depardt fra tbis warld tbe xiiij day of December 
154&, the xxzi^ ydre of bis aige, and tbe zxzij yeire of bis reigne. 

Sone tbeireftir bis body was carryet fra Falkland to Edinburgh in 
maift banourabill maner, widi greit funeraU pompe, die Cardinally 
Erles of Aixane, Argyle» Rotbes, Merfcball, and mony utberis nobOl 
men preiant, and wes buryit in tbe Abbay kirk of Halyrudbous, befyde 
the body of Qoene Magdalene, dochter to the King of France, bia 
firflnvief. Tbi» wes gryt dule and meane maid for him dirow all the 
partis of his redme, becaufe he was a nobill Prince, and travaillet 
mekill all his dayis for maintening of his fubjedtis in peace, juftice and 
quietnes.. He was a man of pearibnage and flature convenient, albeit 
ouchtie and flrong thairwith, of countenance amiable and lufely» fye- 
cially in his communicanioun» Us eyes gri^e and Icharp of ficht, diat 
quhomefberir be did ones fee and marke, he wald perfytly knawe in 
all tymesthairefter, of witt inall diingis quick and prompt, of a princely 
ftomadLe and biech courage in greit periUis,. douptfiill affiures and nuif^ 
teris of weichtie importance ; he had in a maner a devine fbreficht,^ for 
in fie diingia as he went about, to doo, he did them adviiedlye and 
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with greit deliberacion, to the intent that amangis all men his witt 
and prudence micht be noted and regardit^ and aU&rre ezcell and pas 
all uthers in eftait and dignitie. Befides this, he wes fober, moderate, 
honeft, effiskbill, curteous, and fo £but abhorrit pride and arrogance that 
he was ever iharpe and quick to thame quhilk were Ipottit or notit with 
that crime* He was alfua a good and liiir Jufticar, be the quhilk one 
thing he allurit to him the hartis of aU the people, becaus they lived 
quietly and in reft, out of all oppreflioim and moleftadoun of the no- 
biljte and riche perfones ; and to this feueryte of his, wes joinit and an- 
nexit a certane mercifiill pitye, quhilk he did oftymes (how to fie as had 
offendit, taiking rather compofidons of money nor menis lives ; quhilk 
wes a plaine argument that he did not uie his rigour, (only as he laid 
him felfe) to bow and abate the hiech and wrangous hartes of the peopill, 
fpeciallye Iriihmen and borderaris and utheris, nurelt and brocht up in 
feditious £Ei£tionis and civile rebellionis, and not for gredie defier of

riches or honger of money, althoch fuch as weir affli£tit walde crye out ; 
and iiirely this guid and modeft prince did not devour and confiune the 
riches of his cuntrey, for he by his hiech pollicye mervellouilie riched 
his realme and him lelfe, both with gold and filver, all kinde of riche 
fiibftance, quhairof he left greyt floir and quantyte in all his palices at 
his departing* And fo this King, Uving all his tyme in the fitvour of 
fortune, in hiech honour, riches and glorye, and for his nobill a6tis and 
prudent pollyces worihye to be r^iflrat in the buike of fiune, gaif upand 
randerit his Q)reit into the handis of Allmichty God, quhair I doupt 
not hot he hes liiir firuition of the joye that is preparit for thefe as iall 
fitt on the richt hand of our Salveour.

The Eternall God cailinge to his mercye the nobill, wife andyailyeaunt 
Prince Kinge James the Fyfte of that name, Marie his only doghter 
and air begane hir reign the ziiij day of December, in the yeire of our 
LfOrde 1543 jeres ; that young Princes being bot vij dayes aulde ; Fraunces 
firft of that name than Kinge of France, and Henry the viij of that name 
King of Ingland. The Queue hir moder being than lyeng in childbed 
in the pallice of Lynlythqw, keipit this young Princes their, albeit with 
greit feir, throch diverfe fadtionis quhilk rais amangis the principall 
nobill men ichortly theirefter, contending amangis thame felfis for the 
goyemement of the realme, and alfo to have the keping of the Princes 
perfoun ; quhairthrow hir coronatione was differrit quhill the moneth of 
Auguil nixt folowing, that Iho wes convoyit to Striveling, and be uni- 
verfall confent of the nobylytie and eftaitis, crownit as eftir fhall appeir. 
The Erie of Arrane being neareft of the Kingis bluid, and fecond per- 
fbne of the realme, wes declarit be the eftaitis to be lauchfuU tutour and 
Goyemour to the Queue and realme, accordinge to the lawis and cuf- 
tome of the lamin ; quhilk wes publifhed and proclamit in the town of 
Edenburgh the xxij day of December 1542. Notwithfianding that, the 
Cardinall of St Androis and fum utheris wald haye made fum impedi- 
ment, allegeing that the King be his teiiament nominat four Regentis ^

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bot the fkme on no wife culd be yerefeit nor provin. The Goremour 
accepting the laid office apoun him, intromettit with the Kingis pallices 
of Halierudhous and Falldand, with all his moyabil pole and jowellis, 
and caliit all the Kingis thefiuirars, comptrollers and officiaries of howfe 
to their comptis ; efter the quhiUds he continewit fiim of thame ftill in 
office, and utheris he diichaigit, and appointit utheris as pleafit him in 
their places. At the fame time, for iiiir prefenratione of the Quenis 
perfoun and (uftentacioun of her tryne, it was be the Goremour and 
the eftaitis agreit that hir moft nobill peribun, be refon of hir tendir 
age, ihulde remane with the Quene hir moder in kepinge duringe hir 
infimeie^ and ctftane rentis of the patrimonie affignit for hir intertein^ 
BMnt ; and for hir mair fiire keping, eertayne Lordis war i^pointit to 
remane oontinowallye with the Queue dowwier in con^anj ; albeit fho 
wald admit nana of thame fiiffing the LcHrde Leringfloun to make 
refidens with hir in Linlithqw, qnUII .the Quene wes traniportit to 
Strirdbug* 

Quhen thir thinges wer doing in Scotiandy Henry King of Ingland 
perfeving ane reddy way (as he thought) qukowbaith the realmes might 
be united and maid ane without wear, be cootra^ng and manage of 
his ibnne King Edwarde, beyng Hwn bot five yeris of aige, with that 
young Princes the Qneoe of Scotknde, thairfore he determinat with 
him ielf to cans the fiunin taik etteSt utber be peace or wear, force or 
poUide ; and for tiuit cans fend for the Erie of CaffilliH, Glencame, 
Lordis Maxwell, Fleming and utheris prefonners beyng than at Lon- 
don, and caufit thame be conroit to Hampton Court, qufaair thay wer 
Weill intertenyt, and maid ane overture of hia mynde» proponing the 
&id matter unto thame; defiring thame for thaar partis to make ane con- 
traffce of maoriage betuix the Quene of Scotknde and Edwarde his fonne, 
with certane utheris oonditiones and articles for keping of the Queues 
perfoneiinto the completmg of the layd manage ^ andpromefit to thame

tliair libertie without any ranfoun* with uther rewardisy fwa they wald 
labour the Govemour aad nobilitie of Scotland to con&nt thairto. And 
they beand glaid to obtene thair libertjTy accepted the Kingis offire, and 
promeiQt to do tihair diligence thairintill at thair cuming in Scothind for 
his contentatione ;* quhairupoun thay departit to the Newcafliey and re- 
manit thair with the Duke of Suffolk^ quhill he recerit^certane pledgee 
of the principall Ix^rdis fiirth of Scotlande for performance of thair pro* 
meifles ; likewile the King fende the Erie of Angus and Geoi^e Dow- 
glas his broder with thame in Scotland^ with letters to the Govemour, 
praying hym effe^ouflye to reftoir thame to thair awne rowmes, 
landis and poflefl^ons ; quhilk lordis arrivit at Edinburgh about the 
middis of the moneth of Januar, and declared to the Goremour thair 
meflage and propofitione maid be the King of Inglande ; and the Go- 
vemour beand perfuadit be thame thairto, fende for the lordis and no« 
bilitie of the realme to cum to Edinbui^h to aae conventione» the zxvij^ 
day of . Januar ; quhair thay beand all convenit^ appoyntit ane parlia- 
ment to be haldin in the moneth of Marche next folowing, for iatiffeing 
the King of Inglandis defieres in all poyntis. And becaus they feared 
left that the Cardinall, quha wee thair prelent, wald periiiade the nobi- 
litie not to confent thairto, for &vour quhiUds he buir to France, and 
the feare quhilk he had conceaved of the alteraciones of the religione in 
Scotlande, to that manage, and for diverfe uther relpeAis, thay cauied 
him to be put in ward in the caftle of Dalkeith, and thaireftir kiepit in 
St Androis, the Lord Seytoun beynge appointit hes keipar ; quharthrow 
the diocye of St Androis wee interditit, the mels and all uther devine 
fervice ceafled in Edinburgh and in all uther partis of that diocie ; for 
the quhilk cans the Govemour, be perfiiadone of the Lordis newe come 
from Inglande, cau£t ane Blaoke Frier, callit frier Guiliame, preche 
aganis the. Paipes au^orytye, and ufit lie fervice as he thought guide, 
notwithflanding the fidd interdifttone^ and maid lefum to every man to 
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half the Bible in IngliSf quhilk wes not permitted in Scotland of befoir : 
And fwa at this tyme wes begun the firft alteratione of religione in that 
realme. In this mein tyme, that King Kenrj of loghind micht the 
better perlwaid his purpos to taik effect, fende Sir Rauf Sadler in Scot- 
land to remane as ambafladour, as he did during the time of the iayd 
parliament, and lang theirefter. At the tyme appoyntit the parliament 
wes halden at Edinburgh, quhair, throch the perfiiatione of the laid 
Lordis that come fiirth of Ingland, a mariage of the Queue with Prince 
Edward, be the three eftaitis wes aggreit, with ane peax to be kept be- 
twixt the twa realmes for ten yeris ; and for confirmatione thairof, and 
to iatif fie the King of Inglandis deiyres, thair wes fend into Ingland 
Williame Erie of Glencame, Sir George Dowglas, Sir Wiliame Ham- 
milton and Sir James Leirmound knightes ambafiadouris, quha departit 
immediatlye thairefter, and remanit thair to the ende of the moneth of 
Julij, quhair the faid contraries and treatis war fealed and interchaoget ; 
and thairfra they retomyit in Scotland, efter the quhilk the Cardinal! 
wes reliefit out of warde. In the Iayd parliament alfua, the Erie of 
Angus, George Dowglas his brother, Sir James Hamilton fonne and 
air, the Lorde Glames and diverfe utheris quha had been forfalted of 
thair landis and guidis in the tyme of Kinge James the Fifte, war reftorit 
agane thairto be decreit of the three eftaitis of the realme. 

At this parliament tyme. Sir Robert Bowis, Rycharde Bowis, Mr 
Slingifby and utheris Inglis prefonners, quha had bene tane at Halden 
Rig on St Bar|;helmois day befoir, were fende home in logland be the 
Goyemour. 

About the lame tjone, ane yonge prelat, wyfe and weill leamit, callit 
Johne Hamiltoun Abbot of Paiflay, and broder to the Goyemour, come 
into Scotlande furth of France, quhair he had bene refident in the uni- 
yerfities, and be the waye in Inglande, he and diyerle utheris clerkes 
with hym were weill treat be King Henry the aucht. 
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Sone eftir his coming to the Govemour, he wes maid thefkurar of 
Scotland, quhilk ofijce he ulit during all the tyme of the Governouris 
authoritie with great prudence and induftrye, and wes ane worthy coun- 
iallour to his broder, and ane ftoute, readie, vailyeant captajne for de- 
fence of the realme aganis the Inglifinen at all tymes. 

The King of France, heiring that the Govemour wes making fie con- 
traflis with Ingland, not beyng content of the fame, fende the Erie of 
Levenox quha wes nurift and upbrocht with hym in Fraunce into Scot- 
land, with letters direct to the Govemour and nobill men of the realme, 
defiring thame to keip and interteny the auld leage and bande of France, 
and not to maik any contra£tis with Ingland quhilk micht be prejudy- 
cial thairunto ; promefand unto thame that in cafe Ingland wald maik 
ony weare, he ihoidde fende greit fiipport in Scotland baith of men, mu- 
nitione and money, for thair defence : And to that effe€t the Erie of 
Levenox had ane commiifioun gevin him be the King of France, to 
promeis the fame to the Govemour and nobilitey ; quha war at his 
comming convenit in Edinburgh, quhair he declarit the iaid Kingis 
g^d mind, deliverit the lettres, and fchew his forelaid commiiiione ; 
but he perlaving the Govemour and his adherentis bent to iatiffie King 
Henry of Ingland, thairfore he not abiding ane reiblute aunfwere 
thairin, be counlall of the Erie of Argile, the Cardinall and utheris that 
&voret the Frenche party, and wes not content with the Governouris 
proceidingis at that tyme, fiiddantly departit iurth of Edinburgh towart 
the weft cimtrey ; and be the way in Linlythqw conferrit with the Queue 
Dowarier, for the convening of the haill nobill men of the realme, fie as 
&vorit hir and the Frenche fa£lioun, for releiffing of her and the Queue 
her dochter, and placing of thame at libertie in Striveling ; becaus it wes 
fiilpe3it that the Govemour and his adherentis of the uther fa6ldone 
walde cans the Queue be delyverit in King Henries handis in Ingland. 
And to the effe^ thair micht be ane better cuUour to fi;eir up ane uther 
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fa£tion BgBXM the Govemaur, the erle of Lenox acclamed ane title 
to the goTemement of the realme and tutorie of the Qnene, aU^eing* 
him felfe to be nerreft and lawchfuU leoound perion to die crowne, 
and the erle of Arrane govemoure to be imlaiichfiill ; quhilk wes the 
cans of gret civile weare and trubill within the realme eftirwart 

In the moneth of Auguft thaireftir following, the Qnene dooarier 
fend to the erlis of Huntlie» Argyle, Lenox, MontroCe, Menteith, die 
Cardinal! and divers utheris, quha convenit at Linlythgw; and ihairfira 
convoyit the Quene with ane gret army to Striveling; and thair, for the 
moir liiir keping of her perfoun* the lordis Levingftwn, Erikyn, Fleming 
and Ruthwen wee appointit to remane with her ; and the eftaittis war 
wamit to cum to her coronatione in September nixt following. 

The tyme of this convoy of the Quene fra Linlythgw to Striveling, 
the Govemour haiffing ofkymes required the^»ftell of Edinburgh to be 
delivered to him be Sir Petir Chreychtoun of Nauchtane knycht capitane 
thairof, and that he had refufed ; and thairfore, be the counlidl and 
manheid of the Abbot of Paifley, his broder, thay twa enterit thairin- 
till with ane few numbre, and being within, interpryfed oourageouflie 
aganis the capitane and keparis thairof, and behaved thame (elffis lb 
iloutlye, that the cafiell was randerit to the Govemour, and the laird of 
Stanehous, callit Hammiltoun, maide capitane thairof ; quha kepit it 
verey vailyeanilie thaireftir aganis the Inglis men, principallie at the 
burning of Edinburgh at the battell of Pinkindeuche. 

The Erie of Huntlie and the Cardinall, willing to have the Govemour 
and principallis of the nobilitie to affift at the coronation of the Quene, 
pafk to Edinburgh, quhar thay perfiiadit the Govemour to cum to Strive- 
ling, as he did ; and alliftit the laid coronatioun with all the principall 
Erlis, Lordes, Bifchoppes and Commiflioneris of burrowis, except 
onlie the Erlis of Angus,*^ Glencame, Caflillis, the Lordis Maxvell, 
Symmervell and Gray, and ium utheris that had bene in Inglande ; 
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quha with the iheriff of Air, and laird of Drumlanrig and tliair afiifiaiioe, 
perfiiadit tha Erie of Lenox ihortlie eftir the folempnitie wes done» to 
withdraw him felf from Strireling and adjone with thame» ccmtrar the 
Govemour, the Quene and lordis. 

The King of Ingland hering of the tranQ>orting of the Qoene, and 
that the Goremour wes reyonltit he perlwatione of the cardinall and 
utheris, and had h^ne prelent with thame at the coronatione ; hering 
alfwa the Quene dowarier and lordis quhome he eflemed to he faworaris 
of France, to haif the keping of the Quenis perfoun, maid him to fufyeSt 
hidblie that the Quene fliuld be convojnit quiedie in France ; and thair- 
fore caufit Sir Raof Sadlar his ambafladour refident in Scotland, require 
the Govemour and lordis to fend the Quene into Inglande, thair to re- 
mane qnhill the completii^ of the laid marriage, with certane lordis of 
Scotland to be her keparis ; and becaus the lamyn wes refiifed, he pre- 
pared ane gret army to be fend in Scotlande, baith be ley and land, in 
the beginning of the nixt yein About this ty me thair come fyre Ihippes, 
quhillds arryyed at the w^ fey within the month of the river of Clyde, 
in llie quhilkis thair wes ane patriarche of Venice, Legat iend fira the Paip, 
and with him in company thair wes Monfieur le Broche, and Monfieur 
Menage, and James Stewart of Cardonald, with fiftie thoufand crownis 
of the fone in gold, and munitione worth ten thowiand crowniB, fend be 
the King dl France to haif bene delivered to the Govemour for defence 
of the realme aganis Ingland* The Erie of Lenox heringe thairctf, paft 
with expeditione to Dumbaortane. Schortlie thaireftir, the laid erie be 
the couniaD of the lordis foirlaid, raifit certane bandis of men of weir 
with the laid filvetf and convenit all his freindis ; and being accompa^ 
neit with the Erlis of Angus, Glencame and mony utheris, come to the 
toun of Leith of purpoife to invaid the Govemour, being than in Edin- 
biffgh ; qnhair be labouris of the Erie of Huntlie and Cardinall, thair 
wes ane af^ntment maid, and Sir George Douglas wes entered in

waird, pledge for the Erie of Angus goid reiile» and the maifter of 
Glencame for his fader, and war fend to the caftell of Hammiltoun ; and 
the Erie of Lenox wes remittit and promefed to remane with the Cover- 
nour in cumpanie. Bot within lax dayis thaireftir the Govemour paft 
to Lynljthgw, quhair the Erie of Lenox departed fira him fecreitlie on 
the n jcht, and paft to Glaigw with men and all kjnd of munitione. 

Quhen certane knowl^^ wes brocht to the Govemour, that the Erie 
of Lenox wes thus fuddantlie departed, and that he had fortefeit Glaigw, 
tending to diflbbey his authoritie, fuddantlie convenit ane pouer of his 
awin freindis, moft Ipeciall with the affifiance of the Lord Bojde, and 
tuik his jomey towart Glafgw, quhair the Erie of Lenox and Glencame 
had convenit gret pouer of thair frendis for refitting of the perfuit of the 
Governour, and determinat to meit him iurth of the toun of Glaigw, 
and gif him battell ; bot the Erie of Lenox him felf tareit not apoun 
the ilraikis, bot departed ihairforthe immediatlie befoir the battell to 
Dumbartane caftell, quhair he remaned all the t jme of the feild ; and 
the Erie of Glencame, accompaneit with 1)ie lairdis Tullibame, Houf- 
toun, Buchannane, M^Farlan, Drumquhaifill, and monj utheris baronis 
and gentill men of the Lenox and barrony of Ranfrew and utheris 
places thairabout, with the haill burgeifes, communitie and abill kirkmen 
of the citie of Glaigw, come furth of the toun and arrayed thame in 
battell upoun the muir of Glaigw, one myle frome the citie apoun the 
eift pairte thairof. The Govemour with his army approcheing to thame 
lychtit upoun fuit, and fuddantlie boith the armeis with fie forces ran to- 
gether and joyned, that none culd perfitlie diiceme quhilk of thame 
maid the firft onfet. It wes crewellie fochin a lang ipace on ather iyd, 
with uncartane vidtorie, and gret flauchter on boith the iydis. Bot at 
laft the vi£torie inclyned to the Govemour, and the uther parte was 
conflraned to gife bakis and flie. Thair wes on Lenox part ilayne mony 
gentill men, preiftis and commons, and fpeciallie the laird of Hoidloun ; 
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and the laird of Minto being than proreft of Glaigw wes evill hurt» 
and monj takin prefoners. And on the Govemouris fyd the laird 
of Kamfkejth and Siluertoun hill war flajne with dyverle utheris. 
The Govemour following his yi6torie, entered in the toun and bef^t 
the caftell and ftepill, quhilk wes randerit to him. Bot prefentlie he 
can£et fiuctene gentill men quho kepit the fame, to be hangit at the 
croce of Gla%w, and pardonit the uderis inferiors luddartis. The hoill 
citie wes fpulyeit, and war not the fpeciall labouris of the Lord Boyd* 
quha maid emift fiippUcatione to the Govemour for fauftie of the fame, 
the hoill toun with the biichoppe and channonis houffis had bene alluter- 
lie brint and difirojit. The Erie of Lenox being in Dumbartane» 
hering that the feild was loft, and the cafiell and ftepill feigity fend to 
the Erie of Angus and Lord Maxwell, and defyred thame to pas to 
Gla%w, and labour ium guid aggrement betuix the Govemour and him ; 
who at his requeftpaft thair to that effe€L Bot Ihortlie eftir thair 
cuming thair, the Govemour caufed convoye fecretlie the Erie of Angus 
furth of the black freris of Glalgw, quhair the coun&ll was holdin for 
the tyme, to the caftell of Hammiltoun, and fra that to the Blacknes ; and 
the Lord Maxwell likewyfe to Hammiltoun, quhair he remanit ; and the 
maifter of Glencarne in ward ; and Sir George Douglas alio in the caftell 
of Edinburgh, witili great feare of thair lyffes contenewalie to the cuming 
of Inglis men with thair army in the nixt Maij ihairefter, at the quhilk 
tyme they wer put to libertie againe. 

The Erie of Lenox perlaving the gret hurt he had fuftenit be the 
tiniall of the feild, and imprefoning of Angus, Maxwell and utheris his 
freindis, and that the iame come princepallie for the &vour he had 
fliawin to the part of Inglande, and thairfor hoipinge to reflave ayde 
ihairfor, he fent ane callit Thomas Bifchoppe to King Henry the aucht 
to offire his lervice, and to require his helpe aganis the Govemour and 
utheris of the Frenche &3ione in Scotlande. Quhilk offire and meflage

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the Kin^ of Inglaad reflaTed, and prefimllie entered in commoning* of « 
manage to be maid betuix the Erie of Lenox and Ladj Margaret Don- 
glas tbe Kingk fifter dockttr» than being refideni in his conrte ; and for 
aggrement of the Aid aiariage and utheria conditions^ thair met at Car- 
leill for the Kingis part, the Lorde Whortonn and ane uther in connni£» 
iioun with him ; and for the pairt of the Erie of Lenox, the bifchoppe of 
Cathnee hb broder, and ane genfill man with him ; qnhair the manage 
and oertaine utheria appointmentis wes treated and oontra£fced. 

In the meintTme die Quene douariw, the Cardinally the Erlia of 
Hnntly, Argjle and ntheris fiivouraris of the King of France, feing 
the OoTemour repent his former promife and Ireateis maid with Ingland, 
and to half put the lordis that fiBivonred the part of Ingland, ipedallie 
Angus, Maxwell, Maifter Glencame, G^eorge Dooglas and utheris in 
ward, thay mcoraged and aflifked him in the fbrthfetting of his office, 
and oaufit proelame ane parleament ; quhiUus wes haldyn thaireftir, and 
the Erie of Lenox was for£edted thairintill, and his landis annexit unto 
the crowne, and ane pairt thairof diQK>nit to the erle of Argyle, <iuhilk 
he joyfed eontmowalie thaireftir to the jA of his reftitutione. 

Bot now to retume to the foirfiad patriarche of Venice, qnha wea 
fend expreflie be the Paip ; at his firft cumming to Ghdgw, the Cardinall 
and the prinoipall Bilchoppes come thair and reflaved him with gret 
honour. Btft in the meintyme, thair happinned ane iuddane difcord 
within the Kirk of Glaigw, betuix the Cardinall and Biichoppe of Glaf- 
gW| for thair preheminence of the beringof the Cardinallis crofle within

that kirk, quhair baith the Archebiichoppea crofles was brokin and 
direrfe of thair gentill men and fenrandii wea hurt ; bot the mater wes 
fbne aggreit be the Goremour and lus coimiell ; and fra that the hoill 
olerge oonvojit the patriarche with a gudlie company to Edinburgh, 
qUhair he maid refidence all the nixt winter, and heild ane rerey 
honourable houfe and wes weUd treated be the dergie, and lykwyfe be 
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the Groremoiir, Qiiene and nofailitie, iWa that evwie day during his re* 
maning within the realme» athair he maid hankquet to utheris in the 
fiiffione of his cuntrey 9 or ellisceflaved the lyk in the maner of Scotland. 
One thing heir is to be remembred, that the Erie of Murray makand 
him the banquet in his houfe, althocht he had gret itoir of all kynd of 
filFOT wark, 3rit nottheles, for the greater magnificence^ he fet furth ane 
copburde fumefed with all fortis of glafles of the fyneft chriftall that 
euld be maid ; and to mak the iaide potriarche toundarftande that thair 
woes gret aboundance thairc^ in Scotland, he cauied ane of his fervandis, 
as it had bene be fleuih and necligraice, pull doun the copburd clothe, 
fo that all the hoill chriftellingis iiiddantlie was caflin doun to the eird 
and brokin, quhairwith the patriarche w;e8 yen*ey forie ; but the Erie 
ihddantlie caufed bring ane uiher copburd bettir fumefled with fyne 
chrifiall nor that was ; quhilkis the patriarche praifed, aiwell for the 
magnificence of the Erie as for the fynes of the chrifiall, afferming 
that he nevir did le bettir in Veneife, quhair he him £eUe wes borne. 
Tliis Erie of Murraye wes ane verrey wylie aobill man, honeft and 
comlie in all his behaveour ; and ihorilie thaireflir departed firome court 
north to Murray, quhair being vexit with the gravell, quhilk at lenth 
turned to ane confermit fiane, he deceifled in his cafi;ell of Tamoway. 

The foirfidd patriarche brocht with him iyndre prevelegeis from the 
leate of Rome, with a ipedall commifiione of legacie, a letter to the 
Cardinall of St Androis in mofi» ample forme, quhilk he ufed liberally 
to his deaih ^ and likwyile the patriarch maid gmt promifiTe to the Go- 
▼emour and efiaittis of the realme, of fiipport for ihair defence aganis 
Ii^land ; quhilk he did prindpallie to ftay the Govemour and nobilitie 
ihat they fiild not jone in manage or confiderace with Ingland, fearing 
thair by abolifliing of the Catholique religeoun, demoliihing <^ Abbayis 
and kirkis^ and uther alteratione as had bene alredy prafitiihed in Ing- 
land. And eftir the guid treatment this patriarehe had reflaved all this 
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winter in Scotland, he departed in ike monethe of Merche ; and at his 
returning toward his countrej, he maid ane yerejr guid report of the 
honourabill and luiffing intertejmement he had reflaTed of the daigie 
and nobilitie in Scotland, allweill to the King of France and udier 
Princes in his jomey, as to the Paip, Cardinallis and Senat of Venice, at 
his arryving thair, to the gret prafe and commendatione of the Scottis 
natione. 

Now will I retume to the emift ambitione of King Henrj of 
Ingland, quha ceafed not to fearche be all meanis poflibill to attaine to 
his defyre, and thairfore fend ane gret army be ley into Scotland, with 
the Erie of Hartford his liuetennent and the Vicount lifle his admirall, 
with twa hundreth gret Ichippes befyde boittes and crearis that careit 
thair yifhiallis, whairof thair wes gret nowmer ; and the haill flot 
arrjred in the firth foment Leith the third day of Maij, and landit at 
the New Heavin about xz thouland men, with gret artailyerie and all 
kynd of munitione the fourt of Maij. In the memtyme, the Govemour 
beand in the toun of Edinbuigh, hering of thair liiddane arryrell, de- 
parted furth of the toun towart Leith, accompaneit with the Cardinally 
Erlis of Huntley, Argyle, Bothuile and utheris, with thair awin hou£> 
hold men onlie, purpoling to fiope the landing of the army ; hot ire 
thay wer fiiirlie adTerteift of the gret nowmer of thair enemyis, quhair- 
throw thay were nocht abill to withfiand thair forces, thay returned to 
Edinburgh, and lend Sir Adame Ottirbume proveit of the toun and 
twa of the baillies, to the laid Erie Hartford liuetennent, defyring to 
knaw for quhat cans he wes cumin with fie ane army to inraid, confider- 
ing thair wes ne weare proclamed betuix the tua realmes ; and gif thair 
wes any injuries or wrangis done quharupoun the King of Ingland wes 
ofiendit, thay wald appointe commifiloneris to treat with thame thair- 
upoun, and to that eSeSt thankfullie wald reflare thame within the 
toun of Edinburgh, The faid Erie of Hartford anfuered that he had 
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ne commiflione to treat upoun any matters, bot onelie to reflave the 
Qaene of Scotland, to be convojid in Ingland to be mareit with Prince 
Edward ; and gif ihay wald deliver her, he wald abftene fre all perfiiit, 
utherwyis he walde bume and diftroy the townis of Edinburgh, Leith 
and all utheris quhair he mycht be maifter within the realme of Scotland ; 
and defyred thairfoir the haill men, wyffis, bamis and utheris being 
within the toun of Edinburgh, to cum fiirth of the fame and preient 
tfaame before him as liuetennent, and offire thame into the Kingis will, 
or ellis he walde proceid as he had ipokin : To the quhilk the proveft, 
be the command of the Govemour and coun&ll, anfiiered, that thay 
wald abyd all eztremitie rather or thay fulfOlit his defyris ; and fua the 
Govemour caufed fumeis the cafUe of Edinburgh with all kynd of ne- 
cefiarie fumitour, and departed to Striveling. In the meintyme the 
Inglis army ludged that nycht in Leith. Apoim the mome, being the 
firft of Maij, thay merchit forduart towart Edinburghe be the Canno- 
gait ; and or thair entering thairin, thair come to thame &x thoufimd 
horfe men of Inglis men frome Bervik be land, quha joyned with thame 
and paifit up the Cannogait, of purpofe to entir at the Nether Bow ; 
quhair fum refifiatice was maid unto thame be certane Scottis men, and 
dyverfe of the Inglis men war flane, and fiim aliua of the Scottis iyd, and 
fiia held thame that day occupeit ikarmufheinge, tillthe nycht come, quhilk 
compelled thame toretume unto thair campe. And on the nixt day, being 
the iaxt of Maij, the gret army come forduart with the haill ordinances, 
and aflailyeit the toun, quhilk thay fond voyed of all refifbmce, fitiffing 
the portis of the toun war doled, quhilkis thay brok up with gret artail- 
yerie and entered ihairat, careing cartit ordinances befoir thame quhill 
thai come in fycht of the caftell, quhair thay placed thame, purpofing 
to ieige the caftell. Bot the Laird of Stanehous capitane thairof, caufed 
Jhowte at thame in & gret aboundance and with fo guid mefibur, that 
they flew a gret no wmer of Inglis men ; amangis whome thair wes lum 
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{urincepall capitanis and gentill men, and ane of the greteft peaces of die 
Inglis ordinanceB wee brakin, quhairthrow tliai war ccmflraned to raife 
ihair feige ihortlie and retire thame* 

The lame day the Inglis men let iyre in djnrers places of the toiin, 
hot wee not fiiffired to mantene it, throch contenowaU jfhowtiog of ordi- 
nance fiurth of the caftell, quhairwith thai war £> ibre tniblit that ^mf 
wer conflraned to retume to thair camp at Leith. Bot the nizt daj 
thay retumit againe, and did that thay culd to confiime all the tonn 
with iyris. So lykwyfe thay contenowit fome dayis eftir, fo that the 
maifie part of the toun wes brent in crewelle manner; during tfie 
quhilk tyme thair horfe men did gret hurt in the cuntrey, Ipulyeing and 
burning findre pliaces thairabouty and in Ipedall all the caflell and 
place of Craigmillar, quhair the moft part of the hoill richefle of Edin^ 
burgh was put be the merchands of the toun in keping, quhilk not with- 
out firaud of the keparis, as wes reported, wes betrayed to the Tnglifyyi^ 
for a parte of the bowtane and Ipoill thairof. 

Quhen the Inglis men of weare was thus occupiet in burning and 
Ipoilyeing, the Govemour lend and releved the Erie of Angus, Lord 
Maxwell, Maifter of Glencame and Sir George Douglas fiirth of 
waird, and pat thame to libertie ; and maid fie ipede preparatione as he 
culd, to fett forduard ane army for expelling the Inglis men fiuih of the 
realme; quha hering thairof, upoim the xiiij day of Maij, thay brek doim 
the peir of Leith heavin, brint and diftroyed the lame ; and Ihippiqg 
thair gret artailyerie, thay fend thair fchippes away.hameward, laydin 
with the Q>oyll of Edinburgh and Leith, taking with thame certane 
Scottis fchippes, quhilkis was in the heayin, amangis the quhiUds the 
fchippes callit Salamander and the Unicome war careit in luglaiML 
Upoun the xy day of Maij thair army and thair flote departed fre Leith 
at ane tyme» the toun of Leith being let in fyre the lame morning, aod 
diair fidd army that nycht ludgit at Seytoun ; the mxt nycht befy4 
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Diudbar, tlie tkird njdxt ai Rantoun ia the Merfe, and the 18 daj of 
Maij thay entered in Berwik. In all this tyme, the bordouraris and 
certane utheris Scottis men, albeit thay wer not of fiifficient numbre to 
gif battell, yit thay held thame bifle with daly Ikarmufhing, that fundre 
of thair men and hoFS war taikin, and thairfoir nane of thame durft in 
ony wyis ftur frome the gret armye, in all thair paflage from Edinburgh 
to Bef vSke. 

Efter the returning of the IngHs army, the Erie of Lenox, accompa- 
ny with the biichoppe of Cathnes, the laird of TuDibame and certane 

vdier gentill men pail in Ingland^ and about Witfounday ihipped at 

« 

Dumbartane and tuik jomey be the weft fey, and landit at Weftch^»r 
in Ingland, quhair the £rle of Shreufbery reflaved him and his company. 
Heir is to be confident the wyld, unquiet and unftabill natour of thm 
Irichem^n duellii^ in the Hiehndis and Ills of Scotteland„ who was als 
obedient to the lawis of the realme, and kepit als gret quietnes in thair 
cuntrds, with reflbnabill juftice as in ony uther pairt of the Law iandis, 
lb lang as Sang James the fyfte was on lyf ; bot not lang eftir his death, 
thay hering of the unquiet fbut of the realme, the gret devifione nuriihed 
amangis fyndre factions of the nobilitie, the hoit warris and perfiiit of 
Inglande maid thame incontinent foryetfull of thair naturall deuetie, 
and to returne to thair former wiked behaveour, and exerdng thame 
ielffis in raiffing, fteling and oppreffione of thair nyghbouris in all partis 
of the Hieland cuntreis, and in the Law Iandis nixt adjacent unto thame. 
And for ftaundbdng and fiipprefling thairof, the Govemour be the ad- 
yyfe of his counfill, gave Q>eciall commiffione to the Erie of Huntlie, 
as making him liuetennent generall of all the Hie Iandis, and of the 
north partis of Scotland, Orknay and Zetland ; and lykwyfe maid the 
Erie of Argyle liuetennent of Ai^le and the His ; quhilkis offices thay 
acceptit apoun thame, and for the moir fyedj executione of the fkmin, 
the Erie of Huntlie raifed ane gret army throche all the north partis. 
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and paft forduard aganis the Glenchamerone and Glenronellt Mudjrard 
and Knudyard, quhairof the princepall capitanis was Ewin Allenibne» 
Ronald M^Coneilglas and Johne Mudyard, quha had herreit, reft and 
ipulyeit the hoill cuntrey of Urquhat and Glenmorefone, pertening to 
the laird of Grante, and the countreyis of Abirtarf, Straglaihe and 
utheris pertening to the Lord Lovat ; in the quhilluB cuntreis they had 
placed thame ielffis as they had bene juft pofleflburis thairof, thinking 
to enjoy the lame peaceablie in all tymis cuming ; hot the Erie merch- 
ing forduart with his cumpanie maid thame lone to diilodge, and to flie 
in thair awin cuntrey i^un the weft feis, quhair Lawland men culd haif 
no acces unto thame» and ib placed the Lorde Lovat and the laird of 
Grant in thair awine landis of Urquhaty and Abirtarf, and Straglaihe ; 
and the Erie fua haiffing done for the moift parte that thing he come 
for, retumit } hot the Lord Lovat returning to Lovat be ane uther way, 
accompaneit onlie with his owin kyn of the Erefers, be chaunce for- 
gadderit with his ennemeis, quhair none of the parteis culd abftene from 
battell, hot fuddantlie entered in Ikarmuihing, firft with bowis and ar* 
rousy quhilkis leflied a long tyme, quhill thair hoill chaftis was i^ndit 
on boith the fydis ; and flxortlie thay joynit in battell with fiiordis, quhair 
thay &ucht fo crewellie quhill the moft part of boith the armeis was 
flayne» and the Lord Lovat him felf with thre hundreth of his awin 
fiimame, callit Frafer, with a gret nomber of commouns deit thair. The 
maift;er» his eldeft fone, being ane weill lemed yoimg gentill man, and 
brocht up with gret civilitie and knawlege in the realme of France, and 
hot new cum hame thair fre, was evill hurt and takin prelbner, and 
careit to Ewin Allenfone, quhair he deit within iij dayis. On the uther 
parte, thair was a gretar nomber of Glenronnell, Glenchamerown and 
Mudyardis kyn nor of the Frefers flayne ; hot in the beginning they 
fEtucht lang and contenowalie with imcertane vi€torie, quhill at laft the 
nycht come doun apoun thame, and was not knawin quhill the nizt day 
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quhilkis of the parteis was maifter of the feildis. It was reported that 
at this feild thair was none of the fumame of the Frafers left levand 
that was cum to mannis aige ; nottheles God profjperit thame fo, that 
all thair wyffes quha was left at hame behind thame was with bame, 
and in thair nixt birth was eyerie ane deliverit of a man ch jld, (iia that 
thai come IhortUe thaireftir to als gret a nomber of abill men as evir 
thay war in ony tyme pa(L The Erie of Huntlie liiietennent, foir 
greyed for this unhappie chance of the deith of the Lord Loyat and his 
kin, ceafed not to feik reyenge thairof be all meanes poilibill, aiwell be 
pollicie 88 be force ; and rayfed ane army and paft in the cuntrey of 
Lochabir, quhaar Ewin Allenibne maid his prindpall refidens, Ipulyeit 
and herreit the hoill cuntrey, tuik findre of the principall oppreflburs 
thairof and executed thame to the deith, quhill he conftraned the cun- 
trey to rander the principall capitanis, quhilkis was Ewin Allenfone 
and Ronald M'Coneilglaie, and findre utheris in his handis ; quhome he 
brocht with him to Rotheme, quhair thay war kepit certane Ipace, and 
quhair the princepall nobill men and barronis of the haill north partis of 
Scotland war conyenit, and thair thai war accufed, conyi€t be ane aflyie 
and condampnit, and Ewin and Ronald was heidit, and thair heidis af- 
fixit apoun the two portis of the toun, and findre utheris of thair com- 
panie hangit, and fo receayed juft and dew puniihment for thair un- 
kendnes. Johne Mudyard and his company hering of this Iharp pu- 
nij(hment and executione, he fled into the His, quhair he keped him felf 
during all the tyme of the warns. 

During this tyme mony and fyndre deadlie feadis and injureis quhilkis 
befoir had bene reconcyled, or at leift the memorie of thame erdit in 
obliyioun, war nottheles new waiknit throuch all the partis of the 
realme, and thairthrouch querrellis reyengit with gret crueltie ; ipeciallie 
in the north partis of Scottis, and be the fumame of the Forbefles 
figanis the lairdis of AcUofone and Lenturk, quhair thair was mony 
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fcarmuihis and invafionis, in the quhilk the Lord of Achloffin^ the laird 
of Achinhuiffe^ Jamee Forbes of Corfindaf and monj of thair frendis 
was flayne } bot the Erie of Huntlie was fo diligent in the perfewing of 
the offendaris and princepall authoris of the trublesi that he heild the 
cuntrey ihaireftir in reflbnabill quietnes and guid ordor* 

Efter the returning of the Liglis army, the Erie of Lenox accompa- 
neit with the biichoppe of CathneSy the laird of Tullibame and certane 
uther gentill men paft in Ingland, and about Witfounday Ihipped at 
Dumbartane» and tuik jomay be the weft fey, and landit at Wefchefter in 
Inglandy quhair the erle of Shreuibery reflared him and his company, 
and maid thair convoy quhill ihay come to the King ; and at the nixt 
myd fymmer following the erle was maried with the iaid Lady Marga* 
ret, and the King gaif to thame certane landis lyand in the north partis 
of Inghmd, together with ane abbay callit Jarues; and becaus the King 
had promifed to gif him help, £o being he wald caus deliver the caftell 
of Dumbartane in his handiSf to retume in Scotis and recover his awin 
landis with the govemement of the realme, to the quhilk the erle had 
clamed title. Thairfore, fone eftir the manage, the King prepared ane 
guid company of fchippes, in the quhilkis the Erie accompaneit with Sir 
Petir Cruife, Sir Rauf WindfeOd and Williame Winter with dyvers 
uthers, maid thair voyage be the weft ley, and landit at Dumbartane, 
thinking afluredlye the caftell to be at his command. The capitane thair- 
of, quha wes ane vailyeant gentill man, and ane trew Scottis man, callit 
Strivelii^, re&ved the erle and princepall gentill men willinglie, bot 
wald not fuffer gretar nowmer to entir nor he was abill to refift ; quhair 
upoun the erle and the capitane entered in debait, quhairby fiiddantlie 
the erle and all the Inglifinen war forced to departe furth of the caftell, 
and retume to thair fchippes, not without great feare and parrell of 
lyvis ; and iua thay retumit in Ingland agane without obtening thair 
interpryfe, and the capitane was prayfed be all guid Scottis men for 
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keping of the caftell frome the Inglifineu ; quhilk lang thaireftir he wald 
nether deliver to Inglis man or Scottis man^ bot tendit to keip the fame 
to the Quene his Soveranee behuif, quhill her perfyte aige. 

Quhill this pra^tife was in hand, the Kinge of Ingland was in perfoun 
at the feige of Bulleia in France ; and the Govemour fend ane vailjeant 
and wjfe gentle man, Sir George Meldrum of Fjyie knycht, to Bullen, 
to commowne apoun certane abftnence, to the effe£t that commiflioneis 
fhuld meit ; quhilk wes aggreit quhill his returning in Ingland in the 
moneth of Auguft thaireftir. 

At King Henreis returning in Ingland from Bullein, hering him 
fruilrat of the interprice of the randering of the caftell of Dumbartane, 
fend the Erie of Lenox immediatlie thaireftir to remaine upoun the 
weft bordourisy in cumpany with the Lord Whortoun and Lord Dacresy 
continiwalie invading Scotis, and be burning and Ipulyeing the. cuntrey 
all the reft of that yeir } and upoun the eift and mjddill merchis. Sir 
Rauff Everis wes appointed liuetennent Ijkwyle to invaid, as he did 
crewellie be ipuljeing and burning in divers places, not fparing to bume 
wyffis and batmes in thair houfles, bot ony mercy ; as wes done at ane 
place in the Merie callit the Bromehoufe, and in finder uther places at the 
lame tyme, quhairby the greteft part of the boirdouraris wes conftraned to 
be aflured to Ingland ; and Ipedallie the Scottis men upoun the weft 
bordouris war cauled entir pledges, quha war kepit in Careleill, for 
fuirtie of thair guid reule and obedience, to the King of Ingland in 
tymes cuming. Duringe the quhilk tyme the Govemour earned all the 
hoill nobill men and gentill men of Scots repair to the bordouris be 
quarteris, as uie is, and him £elf for the moft part maid refidence with 
thame, refifling vailyeantlie the gret incurfionis of the Inglis men ; iwa 
that the laid Sir Rauff Everes fliortlie thaireftir reflaved moft recom- 
pence of his crueltie ; for apon the xxvij day of Fabruar the faid Sir 
Rauff entered in Tivydaill with fax thoufand men, invadit the fame wit 
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fjre and fuord with gret rigoure, quhill he come to the toun of An- 
ckrame; quhair the Goremour being accompaneitwith the Erie of Angus, 
Normound Leflie Maifter of Rothes, and certane uthers to the nowmer 
of fax hundreth gentill men, couragiouflie and vailyeantlie did relifl the 
iureouB raige of Everes and his company, and lychted on ather fyde and 
joyned in battell, albeit not equall in nowmer, and &ucht verej crewel- 
lie at thair firfl entree, hot yit the Inglis men (hortlie at laft wes con- 
ftraned to flie and gif bakkis ; quhair Sir Rauf Evens thair liuetennent 
with fiftie uthers capitanis and landit men, and aucht hundreth and thre 
{coir of the remanent war ilayne ; and thair was twa thoufimd takin pre- 
foners, quhairof the maift part war gentill men ; and loied xij peaces of 
gret artialyerie and gret quantitie of uther munitione ; and of the Scottis 
pairt war ilayne onlie hot thre perfons. And to the Govemour re- 
turned with gret honour, geyand God praife and loving for his vi6torie, 
beand fa few in company contrar ia g^et ane multitude* 

About the lame tyme deceafled Robert Camecorfe bifchoppe of Rols ; 
and to the bifchopprik was promoted David Pantar (ecretar to the Go- 
vemour, than Prior of Sain^fce Marie Se, ane leimed man and wyfe, 
quha wes amballadx>ur refident in France mony yens thaireftir. 

In the moneth of Aprile, bifchope William Stewart of Aberdene, 
quha had bene gret the&iurar of Scotland, and findre tymes ambafiadoure 
boith in Ingland and France, deceiiled ; and in his place wes promoved 
to the bifdioprike Williame Gordoun than Chanceller of Murray, ane 
Prelat of guid leving, fader broder to George than Erie of Huntley, 
quhom the Cardinall be his labouris helpit to be promoved thair- 
to, and preferred him for his knawlege to uthers quhome the Erie 
of Angus wald haif placed in the laid bifchoprike ; quhilk and uther 
caufes augmented the hattrent of the Erie of Angus and the 
DouglaiTes aganis the Cardinall, quhilk wes the cans of gret diviiioun in 
the realme. 
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Quhen knawledge wes brocht to the King of France, of the gret per- 
fuit maid be the King of Ingland aganis the realme of Scotlande, he 
fend Monfieur Lorge Mongumry, ane knycht of the ordour of France, 
with fyve thoufand Frenche men in Scotland to fiipport the lamin 
aganis Inglande ; thinking alfo thairby that he fould cans the King of 
Inglande, quha had latlie wonn the toun of Bullein, retire his army 
and forces furth of France, Iwa that he mycht moir eifielie recover the 
toun agane furth of the Inglis mennis handis. This army landit at Dum- 
bartai^e, and come in guid ordour to Edinburgh the xiij day of Maij. The 
King of Ingland being adverteift thairof, fend the Erie of Hartford to 
the border with ane armye of twentie thowlande men, quha entered in 
Scotland at Coldingham, and paft up the watter of Tueid, and Srint * 
Kelfo and lindre utheris townis upoun the watter, bot durft not adven- 
ture to go far frome the fame ; and the Govemour luddantlie convenit 
ane army of the Scottis and Frenche men togiether, and paft forduart 
for refinance of the iaidis Inglifinen ; bot fra the Erie of Hartforde gat 
knawledge of his cuming, retired him felfe jQiortlie within Inglande, and 
the Governour palling forduart feged the caftell of Warke ; and quhill 
thay lay at the faid feige, the Scottis men maid diverie raidis and incur- 
fipnis within Ingland, brint divers townes, keft doun findre ftane 
houfles and ftrenthis, and brocht away gret fpidye and pray of guidis, 
without any refiftance. Eftir the quhilk the gret army returned, and 
the Frenche men lay in garefone at Kelfo, for keping of the bordouris 
all the reft of this yeir. 

At the iamin tyme the King of France fend his ordoure of San£t 
Michaell with Monfieur de Liorge to the Govemour of Scotland, as he 
did alfua to the Erlis of Angus, Huntlie and Argyle, quhilk thay rel^ 
laved with the accuftx)med folempnitie and troumphe, anduied the fame 
verrey honorabillie during thair tymes. 

All this tyme the capitane of the caftell of Dumbertane kqpit the fame 
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to the Grovemoury albeit he lend oft and required the lame to be deli- 
Tared ; and thairfoir the Groremour prepared all munitione neceflar for 
the iegeing thairof. The Erie of Glencame hering of the preparatione, 
Ifiiul to the Erie of Lenox» being in Ingland^ defyring him to retume 
agane» and he fuld cans the caftell be randerit inhis handis. The King 
of Ingland being glad of the office, caufed prepair tuo ihippb for the 
Ellis conToye, and in the meintyme fend the Bifchope of Cathnea his 
broder^ quha wes reflayed in the caftell to remane thair to his cuming ; 
hot the Goyemour being adyertift of the pra3ife» maid the gretar haift 
and paft fiiddantlie to the toun of Dumbartane, accompaneit with the 
Erlis of Huntlie, Axgyle, Cardinally and mony uthers nobill men, 
quhair thai feged the cailell at diyers partis j albeit the feme, throw the 
naturall flrenth and fituatione thairof, could not be won be force, yit 
be meanes and labouxis of the Erie of Huntlie, the capitane thairof wes 
perfiiadit torander the feme to the Goyemour ; quha rewardit him yerrej 
honorabEe for his treuthe and lawtie keipit to his natiye cuntrey in 
refufing to gif the feme to the Inglis men at the Erie of Lenox defjre, 
and reftored the Bifchoppe of Cathness to his bifehoprike, quhilk had 
bene takin frome him for nflifting to the Erie his broder ; and iwa he 
remaned fkill in Scotland, and walde neyir retume in Ingland againe. 

The Scottis men, quha wes aflured upoun the weft bordouris, hering 
of the randering of the cafiell of Dumbartone to the Goyemour, and 
ihat his firenthe wes augmentit be cumin of the French men in Scotland, 
b^;an to reyoult frome the obedience of Inglande, for the quhilk cans 
fyndrie of thair pledges war hanged at Carleill, Bot fhortlie thaireftir 
for reyenge thairof, the Lorde Maxwell, Lairdis of Lochinyar, John- 
ibun and uderis entered within Ingland and brint monj townes, tuik 
away mony prefoners with thame, and gret pray of guidis, to the gret 
hurt of Ingland, and to the juft reyenge of thair craeltie ; and at the 
feme tyme the Frenche men quha lay in garefoun at Kelfo, with the 
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aififiance of the Scottis bordouraris, maid the like incurfionis apoun 
the eill and middell pierchis, and did gret dammage to the partie of 
Ingland. 

In the ende of this yeir in Lentrene, the Cardinall cau£ed conrene all 
the bifchoppes and prelattis of the reaime at San£t Andros, quhair ane 
clark called Maifter George Wifchert, quha had remaned long in Germa- 
nie, and of new come in Scotland, in the iame conrentione wee accufed 
and convidt of divers opinionis of herefye, quhilkis he had publickUe 
preached and privatlie teached in Dundie, Breachine and diverfe partis 
of the reaime } and thairfore was brint in Sandt Andros the tyme of the 
faid conventione, in the b^inning of Merch 1545 ; quhilk was the 
principall caufe of the deathe of the Cardinall, quhilk fhortlie followed 
thaireftir. 

In the nixt Maij, the cardinall being refident in his caftell of San6l 
Androis, certane of his owine familiars accompaneit with uthers quha had 
confpired aganis him, being moved thairto partlie throw the executione 
of the faid Maifter George Wilhert, fearing thame felffis to be execute 
for the iamyn caufe ; partUe, alfwa, being counfaled and perfiuided 
thairto be divers gret men of the reaime, quha had querrell and adlione 
of deidlie feid aganis him, entered thairfoire tymous in the morning the 
XXX day of Maij, within his faid caftell, and pafled to his chalmer or 
he was riflin of his bed ; quhair he was cruellie in opinning of his 
chalmer dur flayne, and incontinent thaireftir the doaris thairof pat 
furth all his fervandis and tuike the caftell, quhilk wes weill pleniflied 
and fumifhed with all kinde of mimitione, riche hingars, houQiold fiime- 
tour, coiitiie abilyeamentis, kaipes and kirk jowellis, riche copbuirdis of 
gold and iilver, and gret pofe of gold and money. Suddantlie thaireftir. 
Sir James Lermond, proveft of Sandt Androis, convenit the induellers of 
the cittie for releif of the cardinall and recovering of the caftell ; hot the 
keparis of the caftell fliew the deid bodie of the cardinall upoun the wall 
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as ane ipeffcacle to the people, quhairbj thaj war aflured that he weB 
deld^ and the lame caufed thame ceife fra any further periuite. 

Quhen knawlege wes brocht to the Govemour of the crewell flauch- 
ter of the Cardinally quha wes his tendir coufing and Chanceller of the 
realme, he wes hichlie ofPendit thairwith, and conrenit the prindpall 
nobill men, fie as the Erlis of Angus, Huntley, Argyle and utheris, be 
quhais advjfe he held ane parliament, and forfaltit thame quha wes 
within the fiude caftell of thair landis and guidis, and pail ihortlie thair- 
eftir accompaneit with fyndre of the laidis lordis to San6t Androis, and 
with gret artaUyerie and munitione feged the caftell ; hot the fiune wes 
lb well fumeihed with all necefi&res be the Cardinall in his awin tyme, 
and lb flrongUe defenditbe the keparis thairof, that it culd nocht be guidlie 
won ; and thairfoir eftir the feige had tareit thairat the (pace of thre 
monthis^ the Govemour maid ane appointment with thame quha wes 
within the laid caftell, taking fum abftinence for a tyme, principallie to 
the eflPe£t he mycht have recovered his eldeft lone, quha wes with the 
Cardinall the tyme of his deith, and thaireftir haldin be thame ; albeit he 
wes not delivered furth of thair handis quhiU the caftell was won be the 
Frenchemen. 

During the tyme of this leige, thair come ane gret navie of ihippes 
and men of weare fend be the King of Ingland to releif the lame and 
to raile the feige } quha preifled findre tymes to land under the caftell, 
hot was vailyeantlie refilled and Hopped be the Govemouris company, 
and fyndre of the Inglifmen llayne and drowned in thair reteiring ; fwa 
thay returned to Ingland fhiftrat of thair interprice. 

In this meintyme the Govemour, be the cimlall of the prelattis of the 
realme, lend to the King of France for helpe to won the laid caftell ; 
quha prepared certane gallayis with men of weir to cum in Scotland to 
that effe6le, as thay did the nixte yeir following. Alfo the haldaris of 
the caftell, miftrufting the appointment to be kepit, fend to the King of 
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Ingland for fiipport ; quha granted to gif the fiunyn, becaus he was glaid of 
the Cardinallis deith, quhome he alleged to be a favorar of France at all 
tpne in his contrair ; bot or thay gat his fupport the cafiell wes won* 

At this tjme the Goremour diiponed the archefoilchoprike of San6t 
Androis to his owne broder the Abbot of Paiflaji and gaif ane gift of 
the abbaj of Arbroith to George Douglas baftard fone to the Erie of 
Angusy notwithftanding that Maifter James Betoun» tendir coufing to 
the Cardinal], was lawfulHe provydit thairto of befoir, quhilk maid gret 
tmbill in the cuntrey eftirwart. ^ 

In the middis of thir trubles in Scotland, and of thir preparationes, 
King Henry of Ingland deceafled the xxvj day of Januar, and in his 
place fuccedit prince Eduard his fone, quha wes crownit King of Ingland; 
and the Duik of Symmerfet his moder broder was maid protedloure of 
Ingland and tutor to the Elinge, becaus he wes bot ix yearis of aige. 

The peft wes verey yehement in divers partis of the realme, and 
Ipeciallie in the townis of Dundie, Aberdene and utheris partis of the 
north, and contenowit ftill all the nixt year following ; fwa that it ap- 
pered weill that God did punifche that realme with pleague, weare, 
iuord and fyre all at onis for the offences of the peple. 

The laft day of Merche, Frances King of France deceafled, and 
Henry his ibne was crownit King of France } quha immediatlie eftir 
his coronation fend ane gentill man called Monfieur Dofell into Scot- 
land, to conferme the ancient leage betuix Scotland and France, as the 
ufe was at the entres of eyerye prince ; quhilk wes done be uniyerfidl 
confent, and he remaned ftill within the realme ambailadour refident 
for the King thaireftir. 

In the fymmer following, the Goyemour conyenit ane army and 
paft to the weft bordouris and feged the caftell of Langup, quhilk wes 
kepit be the Inglis men, and wan the lame, and with pulder railed it 
frome the grond.

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During the tTina of thk feige^ the Goyemour eauied the Erie of 
Rothes, quha wes new returned frome Demnvk, to be put to the 
knawlege of ane a%i(e, and be trjred be his peris of the realme for airt 
and pairt of the Cardinallis ilauchter ; who tras dechured innocent and 
maid quyt, notwithftandinge that his eldeft lone and apparand air, and 
ane of his brotheris aUb, was at the committing thairof. 

Quhen this armj of Scotland was at this feige of Langup, Capitaine 
Strofla prioure of Capua, fend be the King of France, arryred befyd 
SanGt Androis with iaxtene gaUajis weill fumifhed with men of weare 
and munitione, quhair he landit and enteret in the cittie. The Cover- 
nour and nobilitie hering thairof, retumit Ihortlie frome the bordouris 
for his aflifiance, quhair the feige wes confermed ; and the laid priour 
be fiibtill ingynis caufed mount certane peaces of munitione apoun 
the battihnent of the Abbay kirk, quhilk wes hiche abone the caftell, 
and Ihot thairfre within the &myn, fiia that no man durft be lene upoun 
the wallis nor in the cl<^e of the lamyn to mak defence ; and fie like 
caufed draw certane cannonis be ingyne with g^et cordis and towis 
without force of men neir unto the cafteU, quhairwith thay Ihot to 
finft and Hopped al defence upon the wallis, that thay filled the fouleis 
to have maid entrie. Alio the gallayis at the full fey come nere unto 
Ab caftell on that fyde^ and Ihot gret cannonis and uder artailyerie, 
quhairwith thay flew divers within the place* The haldaris of the 
caftell, per&ving thame &igii on all fydis and not abill to refill, pat up 
ane taikin on a Q>eir pointt, defyring to oommoune upoun deliverance of 
the place, quhilk was granted } and la certane of thame come furth and 
Ipak with the Govemour, the Quene and prior of Capua ; quhair thay 
effN*ed to randw the cafidll, fiia (hay mycht haif thair lyffis laufe, and 
bag and begagesb quhilk the Govemour refiifed. At laft he was con« 
tent to pardone thame thair liflfes, gif the King of France thoght the 
lame to oe done, and gaif the Ipulye of the caftell to the Frenche men. 
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Swa the caftell was rendered the X3dx of Julij 15479 and inftantlie Ipul- 
y^t be the men of wear ; and all the principall men quhilkis wes within 
the fame, wee put in the gallayis and had prefoneris in France, quhair 
thai war keped in waird thaireftir in divers places and flrenthis upoun 
the coift of Bretainje, quhill in the 1550 yeir of God thay war put to 
tibertie, and fjmdre utheris quha remaned chenyeit in the gallayis, war 
redemit for Ibwmes of money be thair freindis. The Govemouris eldeft 
ibne and fyndre uther young gentill men, quhilkis attendit the Cardinal! 
at the tyme of his deceis and wer eftir retayned be thame that flew him, 
wer reftored to thair frendis. 

The greit ambitione quhairwith-King Henry the aucht was incenfed 
to have conquefied the realme of Scotland, ather be manage of the 
Queue with his fone Prince Eduarde, or ellis be violence and force, 
wes noles eftir his deceis nor befoire the fame contenwit be the Erie 
of Someriett FroteAour of Ingland, uncle and tutour to King Eduarde,

quha be all meanes poflible labored be pra£tifes alfweill as be crewell 
perfuit and invafionis to obtene his purpofe ; and leing that pradidfes 
attempted be thame did faill throch the lofe of the cafteUis of San6fc 
Androis and Dumbartane, quhillds the Inglifmen hoipped to have 
gottin delivered to thamey he caufed thairfoir prepair ane gret army 
alfweill be fey as be land^ to the number in the hoill of fourtie thouland 
men, and come to Bervik in the lettir end of Auguft ; quhair he maid 
publick proclamatione in thre leverall places of his camp, declaring the 
Mus that moved him to invaid Scotland with ib puiflant ane army ; 
allegeing princepallie that the Scottis fuld be compellit thairby to de- 
liver thair Quene to him, to be maried with King Eduard, or ellis that 
he intendit to conques the realme be force ; alluring all Scottilmen quha 
wald joyne with him to that intent, fuld nocht be invadit or hurt be the 
Inglis army in any way. And be the contrar, quha did refift thairto 
fuld iiot be Spared, hot crewellie perfewit boith be fyre and fuord« And 
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fb apoun the fourt of September he entered in the Mers with his hoill 
armj, and camped at Roftoun, and the nixt day paft throw the pathe% 
and camped towardis Dumbar ; and the other day following come to 
Tamptalloun and fyne to Langnidry, and upoun the viij of Septembre 
thaj fet doun thair tehtis and camped thame felffis at Salt Preftoun^ als 
ftronglie as they culd, and neir unto the firth. And with the army 
thair come ane navie be fey up the frith, quhairof thair was xxiiij g^t 
fhippes with certane vifhialleis, ane gallay and her pinneges that 
rolled with ares neir unto the Ihore, and ferved the army alfwell for 
defence and fortification of the land army, as for thair yidhieling. The 
Lorde Clintoun was admirall of that -flote. 

The Gyvemour of Scotland being adverteifi; of this gret forces and 
fiiddane invafione contrar to his expe^tion, confidering that he had 
bene contenowalie upoun the bordouris all the yeir preceiding, and that 
laitlie in the moneth of Julij he had convenit ane gret army of all the 
partes of the realme, for recovering of the cajftell of Liangup and expulf* 
ing of the Inglis men frome the weft bordouris, as he had alreddy done ; 
and als being lykwyfie trubled with the feigeing of the caftell of San£fc 
Androis, quhilk was laitlie won ; fering thairfoir that the people culd 
not be abill, or at leaft wald nocht be fb reddy bent to come forduart 
as thay war wount, being fo yexit with continowall weares for refifling 
of the ennemy j thairfoir he caufed certane herauldis and purlevaunte^ 
with all poffible diligence, pas throch all the partis of the realme with a 
fyrie croce bering iyre on the heid of it, in thair handes, as the ufe of 
that realme hes bene in all gret extremiteis, chargeing all maner of 
man, alfwell ipirituall as temporall, of the aige betuix iaxtene and laxtie, 
bodin with armour in feare of wear, to repair towart Muflilbruch with 
all poffibill haifte for defence of thair realme, princefle and libertie : 
quhairby ane gret nowmer fuddantlie convenit with the Govemour 
thair, and fet doun thair tentis and camped at Inverelk within tua mylis 
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of the Inglifi army and in thair ficbt, and cold not abftene frome dajlie 
ikannuiheingwith thame be thebordourarb and uthers, in the quhilk thair 
was mony bath flajne and taikin on ather of the fydis. The Govemour 
and nobilitie of the reahne feing thair ennemy fo £bt within thair cun- 
trey, thocht it not g^d to haflard battell^ hot onlie to^camp Hill quhair 
thay lay, and to flcarmiihe with thame, and onlie to defend in cale thay 
did aiTailye. The Ingliiinen getting knowlege thairof, determinat to 
gif occafioun of battell ; and thairfoir, apoun the ix^ day of September, 
thay fend iurth ane gret number of hors men, being bakit with certane 
ftut men, quha wes recountered be the Lord Hwme and certane utheris 
gentill men with fum fuit men alfo, quha luddantlie ran together and 
fiiucht very crewellie, iua that thair wes llayne one boith the fydis abone 
a thowiand men, and the Loird Hwme be the fall of his hors was hurt 
and careid away to Edinburgh, and the Maiiler Hwme his fone wes 
takin prefoner ; and of the Inglis partie war divers takine alfo, and 
amangis utheris Sir Rauf Bulmer, Thomas Cower, and Robert 
Crouche, all thre capitanes of thair lycht horfinen. On the nixte day, 
being the x ^ of September, airlie in the morning, the Ingliiinen raifed 
thair camp, meaning to haif taikin a hill called Pinkincleuche, befoir 
the Scottifinen fiild onderftand any thing of thair purpofe ; to the end 
thay mycht plant thair ordinance in places meit to annoy the Scottis 
army gif thay had contenowit in thair former camp, and to mak thame 
ather gif battell or ellis to change the place. The Scottifinen periaying 
the flycht and crafte of the ennemy, apoun the fuddane arrayed thame 
in thre battellis ; the erle of Angus having the vangaird^ the Erie of 
Huntlie the reirgairde, and the Govemour, accompaneit with the Erie 
of Argyle and utheris nobill men, the grel battell ; and purpofeing to 
flay the interpryfe of the Inglis men, merched foirduart with gret furie^ 
almofie furth of ordoure. And in the meintyme the Inglis gallay with 
the pinneges rowing neir to the fhoir, ihot of at thame and flew 
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diyers, Q)ecialli6 of the Irjfke men, to the g^t terrour of th^ hoill anoj, 
flaying thame lang in the waj. The IngliB men feing thame mercht, 
fbyed and placed thair ordinance and als thair hoill annj apoun the 
held of the hill in guid ordour, ahyding the cuming of the Scottis mmi ; 
quha being charged with armour, and going forduart fiiriouflye on thair 
fuity firft throch the water of Efk, and thaireftir be the hoill ipace of 
tua myles to the hill upwart, thay almoft lofed thair braithee or evir 
thai culd cum to the joyning with the ennemie. Nochttheles the Erie 
of Angus and the vangairde fet upoun the IngliB men with g^et courage 
and manheid, and gaif thame ane notabill owrthraw, and difcomfeit 
the hoill cumpany of the Inglis hors men, and flew of thame abone the 
nowmer of t hundreth, and all the reft gaif backea and fled to the Pro- 
teftourifi battell, in fie difordoure that thay war abill to our run thair 
awin iuitmen ; quhairthrow the hoill IngliB army had fled, war not 
thaye war encouraged be the Erie of Warwick, quha caufed thame to 
ftay, as wes reported Thair wes flayne in the brunt fyndrie of the heft 
cepitans, fie as capitane Shelley that come frome Bullein, capitane Rat- 
cleif, broder to the Lord Fitzwalter, Sir Johne Clarence fone and air, 
with utheris of no les fame and reputatione. The Lord Gray of Wil- 
toun, generall of all the horimen, wes hurt in the mouth with a ipeir 
Terrey dangerouflie; mony utheris war lykwyfe hurt and eflLsped 
rerrey hardlie. The King of Inglandis ftandart being amangis the hoia 
men, was taikin and careid away be the Scottis men. Heirby the 
Scottis men war fum quhat diforderit in cuming out of thair rankee, 
about the flauchter of the Inglis men that war thus ourthrawin at this 
firft onfett ; and be reafon thairof the Inglis men prepared thame lelffis 
to recover the diladyantage quhilk thay had liiftened be this repulle. 
The gret artailyerie of the Inglis men, alAv^ell frome the fluppes at 
frome the hill quhar the fame was placed, did gret fl^aith to the Scottis 
men ; the harqhiebufaris alfo boith on hors bak and fuit cuming ford* 
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uart, did fluiit fo hattlie at the vangaird of the Scottifmen, quha wanted 
fliot to aniuer thame, that thaj war conftrajned to retire thame felffie^ 
albeit fiim part furth of ordour, iatling to the gret battell to get help of 
thame ; hot the multitude of the Scottifmen^ beleiffing be thair iatling 
that all had bene lofed, fuddantlie gaif backes and fled, and fo the vic- 
torie indjned to the Inglifinen, quha followed the chafe with gret furiey 
flaying creweUie gret numbre ; amangis the quhilkis findre nobill men, 
eftir thaj wer takin prefoneris, thair armour takin from thame and a& 
finred of thair IjfBs^ war flajme, ^[>eciallie the Maifter of Erfldn, Maifl;er 
of Grahame, and Maifler of Bouchaine and divers utheris ; quhilk pro- 
ee£t of the fiuie of the Lord Gray, being maifler of the horfinen, for 
that he was hurt in the mouthe at the firft onfett, and fum of his tendir 
freindis flajne. In this ehafe and battell thair wee flayne abone tea 
thoufand Scottifinen, amangis the quhilkis, befyde the fidd thre Mait 
ters, the Lord Flemynge, the Maifler of Ogilvy, the Maifter of AveiK 
daiU, the Maifl;er of Meflane, the Maifl;er oi Ruthven, the Laird of 
Lodunyar, with a gret number of young barronis and gentiU men wnt 
flaynew Thair was taikin alfo prefbneris neirby a thoufand perfbnis, 
amangis the quhilkis was the Erie of Huntlye than chanceDer of Scot- 
lande, the Lord Yefter and fyndre utheris. . The Goveroour eicapinge 
from the battell, fet the Erie Bothuile that fame nycht to libertie, whome 
he had kepit befoir that tyme in warde in the eaftell of Edinburgh, and 
tiiair fra pafl» to Striveling quhair the Quene was kepit. The nixte 
dp^, the Ii^;Iifinen havinge gathered the ipoylle of the feild, merched 
Ibrduairt to Leith, quhair thay encamped, the horfinen within the tonn 
and fliitmen in the feildis^ remaning thair unto the zviij day of Septem- 
ber J and keped all the Scottis* prefoners in the paroehe kirke of the 
toun, quhair thay war hardUe treated, mony of thame being fi>ir woncBt 
of befoir ; bot the Erie of Huntlie lyk ane nobill wylie capitane, re eiffed 
afaneft tiume all be aggrement for tiiair ranfoms^ and he become cautione 
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and fuirtie for payment thairof at certane dayes, or ellis to entir thame 
agane within Ingland ; quhilk he did rery prudentlie and advjrfedlie, for- 
feing hitn felf to be haldin ftill in Ingland quhill the end of the weariBt 
or ellis be fum giiid policie, as it happined eftiruart, to be releved. 

And heir is worthie to be remembred the gret favour quhilk ane cer- 
tane of the laid Erlis freindis and gentill men, to the nomber of ane 
hundreth or thairby, bure towart him the tyme of his extremitie, and 
wald on no wyis leave him ; quha perceaving the hoill army of Scotland to 
have gevin backis, and gret flauchter maid on everie pairt be the Inglifinen 
in the chafe, and the laid Erie being on fiiit charged with ane wechtie 
Hand of harnes, quhairwith he had travelled fo far on fuit that he had 
no braith, and thairfoir gave frome him his held pece for fear that he 
fhould have bene with the hatt thairof diicomfitte ; quhilk moved one 
of his truftie gentill men, called David Dumbar, to give him his own 
fteill bonet, quhilk he pat on the Erlis heid for his iauflye and remaned 
him felf bairheidit ; hot fuddantlie the laid David for laik of the famyn 
wes flane be the Ifaraik of ane mafle apoun the heid. The reft finicht 
ftoutlie for iauflie of the Erie, and flew fyndre of the Inglifmen quha 
firft did aflailye thame ; hot in the end the moft pairt of thame all wer 
flayne in the Erlis prefence,,be quhais defence his lyf was laufeit, or ellis 
he had gone the fame way, throw the gret furie and rage quhilk pre* 
fentlie wes ufed be the Inglifmen. 

During the tyme of the Inglifmennis byding at Leith, the Govemour 
being in Striveling, be the counfell of the Queue Dowarier, the 
Erlis of Angus, Argyle, Rothes, Caffillis and uiheris lordis, caufed 
fuddantlie convoye the Queue to the yle and abbay of Inchemahomo 
within the cuntrey of Menteith, quhair fho was keped with the Queue 
hir moder, be the Lordis Erlkyn and Levingftoun hir keparis, till the 
Inglifmen was departed furth of Scotland, and than returned to Strive- 
ling ; and eflir the Queue was fuirlie placed in that ile, the Govemour. 
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fend proclamationis throch the haill cuntrey, to convene ane new armj 
for expelling the Inglifinen furth of the realme, and fo dyyers com- 
panels of Scottifinen convenit together, and aflailyeit be fcarmuihing fo 
neir the Inglis campt» that all the tyme thay wer within the boundis of 
Louthiane and Mers, thay durft not pas the Q>ace of one myle frome 
thair campt, nor yit cum within the toune of Edinburgh at that tyme. 

Quhan it wes maid knawin to the Prote6tour that the Goyemour was 
preparing ane army, and that the hoill cuntrey men wes afleilying lb 
eirnifllie, and perfewing thame contenowallie be fcarmufhing, and that 
alfo he had required the caftell of Edinburgh to be delivered to him 
and wes refufed, and coniidered thairby that thaj could proffit no thing 
be thair long tarie in Scotland, thairfoir raifed thair ccunpt in the xviij day 
of September, and brint the refedew of the toun of Leith and departed* 
Thair fiotte on the fey brint the toun of Kincorin and fum utheris of 
the fey coift, and tuik the Abbay of Sandl Colmes Inche and fortifyit 
the lame, leaving Sir Johne Lutterell knycht with a garefone of men 
* thurin, quha bruikit not that hold long, hot was compelled not long 
eftir to depairt thairfra. The xx day of September, the hoill Inglis 
hoift come befoir Hwme caftell, and did that lay in thame to wyn the 
lamyn, hot culd not have it be force ; the ladie b^ing within the place, 
having hir hulband lying defeafed in danger of his lif at Edinburgh, and 
doubting the lif of her fone that wes prefoner with the Inglis men, con- 
lented the loner for this confideration to the randering of the hous to 
the Duk of Somerlett, the xxij of September ; who, leaving a garefoun 
of men with Sir Eduart Dudley to kepe it, removed to Roxburgh ; 
quhair within the compas of ane auld ruinous hous thay began to beUd 
a fort, thair hoill army remayning ftill together in wirking about it till 
the xxix of September ; and leaving Sir Rauf Boidmer capitane thair, 
with thre hundreth men, the Duke of Somerlett retiret in Ingland and 
brak up his army. 

Co 
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la this meaaetTme the Inglis flotte be firf ptft to the icaftell of 
Broughtie Craig, in the mouth of the frith of Taj befyde the toun of 
Dundie ; quhair^ eftir certane of thair ihot difcharged aganb the cafiell 
for a cttllour, the lame was be treafen of the kepariB nmderit unto the 
Inglis men ; quhair thay maid fortificatione, leaving a garefoun of men 
of wear and pioners, and appointing Sir Androw Dudley capitane thair* 
of; quha cauled mak ane ftrang fort apoun the heid of ane hill neirby 
to the lame» within a ihort ipace thaireftir, to the gret incommoditie of 
the cuntrey neir thairabout. Quhill this army wes in Scotland, be con* 
dn6t of the Duik of Somerlet^ the Lord Whortoun, accumpaneit with 
the Erie of Lenox and the hoill power of the weft bordouris, maid in* 
curfionis upoun the weft merchis i bot thay wer fo wailyeantlie refifted 
be the Lorde Maxwell, . Lairdb Johneftoun, Cokpule and utheris cuup 
trey men, that thay wan litill honour in thair jomay, iauffing that thay 
brint the kirk of Annan, and blew it up with pulder, quhilk'wes ane 
wicked and ungodUe aft. 

And heir is to be put in memorie alfo, that immediatlie eftir King 
Henreis death, to the eflfeft the Inglifinen mycht the moir eafelie let 
forduart thair intendit purpofe of conqueffing the realme of Scotland, 
the Frote^our fend meflage to the Empreour, perfuading him to cans 
the Flemingis, Hollanders and Low countres being onder the Emprioris 
dominioun, to move war be fey againft the Scottilinen, as thay did ; 
quhilk contenewit with g^et rigour quhill the end of the warns betuix 
Scotland and Ingland, albeit in the famin the Flemingis and Hollanders 
wan no advantage of the Scottiiinen, bot had gret lofle ; and thairfoir 
the Flemingis was the moir glad to contract peace with thame, and keip 
the fitmin, as they haif done in all tymes eftirwart. 

Sone eftir the retering oi the Ing^ army within Ldgland, the Pro- 
te£tour fend ane company of fouldeouris, with Sir Hew Willoughbie 
thair capitane, and biged ane forthe at Lauder, quhilk thay kqped i and 
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cauied alfo beild ane uth$r in Haymoutlies and appointed ane capitane 
and garrefoun to ly thairintilL 

The knowledge being broght to the Goyemour, that the Inglifinen 
had begun to make fortes in Scotland, as it feamed to conquee the 
realme, he thought it verrey neceflarie to £lay thair interprices in the 
beginning ; and firft paft to Broughtie Craig and feiged the fame with 
fum gret ordinance certane dayis. Bot it was fo ftrongUe fortifiit be 
the Inglis men, and fijmefied with men^ munitione and all neceflareis, 
that he was conftraned to raiie the ieige and depart thairfra, eftir he had 
lofed lyndre of his company thairat ; and princepallie ane wailyeant 
gentill man called GawinHammiltoun, his awin tendir kynifinan; leiffing 
thair Maiiler James Haliburtonn tutour of Petcur, with certane cum- 
paneis of horfmen, and capitane Leirmounth with certane fuit men in 
Dundie^ to hald in the Inglilinen within the ftrenth, that thay fhould 
not iihe in the cuntrey qidiiU he mycht mak bettir proTifion for the 
feige. And fwa returning towardb Striveling, conyenit the principall 
nobill men of the realme, with the Queue douarier and Monfieur Dofell, 
than bejug amballadouv refident for the King of Finance in Scotland ; 
for it was thought moft expedient for the commowne weill and defence 
of the realme of Scotland, and for preferyattoun and defence of the 
Queue thair foyeraine, and libertie of thair cuntrey aganis the tirranye 
and inyafione of the Duik of Somerlet and the Inglis men, that with all 
guidlie ipeid thair Ihould be lend ane ambafladoflr in France, to defyre 
in moid freiudl<e and hartlie maner frome the Kmg, as thair aundent 
and maifl; ipeciall confiderat and allya, iiun conyenient iupport aliweill 
of men as of money and munitione, and that the fitme fiild be fend in 
Scotland with all poflibiU diligence in the nixt i|>ring tyme. The Quene 
douarier and Monfieur DofeU perceaying ane oyerture maid, and Une 
reddye way oppinit to obtene that thing quhilk thay maift eimifUie {o 
long tyme had conyeit, and gone about to bring to pas, quhilk wes that 
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the young Qaene mycht be fend in France, thair to be keped, quhill 
fho fhuld be mareid at the Kingis pleafbur, tuik francklie aad freiie 
upoun hand, that thaj ibuld procure the Kinge to fend ane army fuffi- 
dentlie fumefled with all neceflaries for expulfing of the ennemy, and 
defence of the realme, conforme to the defyre of the Governour and 
nobilitie, fua being the eftatis of the realme wald aggre to fend the 
Quene in France, upoun ane contradie and treatie to be maid than pre- 
fentlie i and at the cuming of the army ane parleament to be haldin, 
quhair be univerlall confent of the eftaittis the lame iuld be concludit ; 
as alio that fho Ihuld be mareid with the Dolphine of France ; and the 
laid parliament being endit, that the Quenis perfoun be delivered to the 
Eling of France commiflioners, at Dumbartane or at the eift fey, quhur 
moft fuir pal&ge can be had ; and that lykwyfe the caftell of Dumbar be 
gevin to the Frenche men in keping, with ficlike uder conditions. 
Hie Governour confidering the neceffitie fo gret, and that no rdeif 
culd be had be any uther meanes nor be France for the prefent, be the 
adwyfe of the hoill counfall and principall nobill men of the realme, ag- 
greit to the Quene douarier and Dofellis deiyris ; and fend with all dilf- 
gence poflibill, meflages and writingis in France to that effe6i. King 
Henry of France receaving the lame, was wonderous glaid thairof ; 
pairtlie becaus he being a prince of vailyeant cuirage and newlie entered 
to his crowne, wes defyrous to augment his dominionis ; and pairtlie for 
that the Jnglilmen poflliTed the toun of BuUen in France, he wald the 
moir willing] ie nurifhe the wear in Scotlande, quhairby he mycht the 
moire eafelie recover Bullen agane ; and thairfoire caufed prepair aile 
army weill iumefed, to be fend in Scotlande with als guid ipeid as 
convenientlie mycht be maid. 

Quhill thir thingis war in doing, the proted;our and counfitU of Ing- 
land laboured emtfUie to perfuaid the Erie of Huntlie, being than thair 
preibner, to agre to the mariage of the Quene his Soverane with King 
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•£diiard» and deliyeringe of her perfbun into Inglande ihair to be keped $ 
4md to that effe£t thay maid him (iun tjmis yerrey guid treatment^ and 
uther quhilifi he was yerrey hard handillit and ftraitlie keped ; yit thay 
«uld neyir recoyer any promife of him, hot to remayne ane trew Scotti£> 
man, and wald neyir agrie that his Soyerane princes perfoun fiild be 
fend iiirth of the realme, nor yit bound in manage to any prince or 
partie, quhill fho ibuld be of perfit aige and difcret judgement, to chule 
for her lelf at her awine plaliire. 

In this meane feafone, quhen the Inglifmen had confidered that the 
nobilitie of Scotlande wald on nowyis agre to the marriage, nor deljnrer- 
ing of the Querns perfoun into Ingland, determit in thair counfell to 
conques the hoill reahne be force ; and thinking thame ielffis in a joly 
furtherance thairto, thay maid gret preparatioun to go fordeuart with the 
matter. Bot albeit it pleafed the etemall God, for the offences of the 
peple, to fuffer the realme of Scotland to be affli6);ed, and trublit be the 
crewell periliit of Inglande, not the les thair adyantage was yerrey 
imall thairof ; for thay {jpendit grete fubfiance of money, munitione and 
*all fumitour quhilk wes left in treafour be King Henrie the aucht, and 
loied wonderous mony abill capitanis and foldeours ; and at the end 
within the fpace of two yeris nixt following, wer confiraned to quit and 
leif all the fortes and flrenthes quhUkis thay ulurped within Scotlande, 
fo that thay nevir retened anie hold, fauffing Berwick alone, without any 
recompanfe for thar charges as efter wart will appeir. Yit for accum- 
plelchinge of this thair ambitious determinatioun of conqueft, thay caufed 
gret preparationis be maid, alfwell frome Germany beyonde the ieyis, 
fia ther awn cuntrey ; for thairfra thair come fyye thou&nd lancequenetes, 
quhais capitane was Cortpenny, and certane Spaniardis alfo. Bot fo was 
the jufi jugement of God, who wald return thair malice upoun thair 
awine heades ; for not long thaireftir thair raife gret {edition and re- 
Jiwellione in fyndre places of Ingland, fpeciallie in Deyonihyre, Com* 
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wall, Kent, Norfolk and utheris ihfris, fwa that the moid pairt of thir 
ftramgeris was haldin contenawalie biflie for letting doun thefe tumultis 
within Ingland. Yit thay, willing to let fordwart thair purpoie of 
conqueft, caufed the Lord Gray of Wiltoun enter with ane gret army 
in Scotland the xviij day of Apryle, and paft to Hadingtoun and forte- 
feid the toun, making it ftrong in ewerie fyd ; and in the tyme of the 
fortificatione thairof he maid fyndre incurfionis, and did gret hurt in the 
Guntrey, and remaneit at Hadingtoun quhill the xij day of Junij ; and 
haying than fortifeid the toun fufficientUe, as he thought, and fumefled 
it with yi^tualis and munitione, hering of the cuming of the Frenche 
army quhilk was apoun the fey, he was fayne to departe hamewartis in 
Ingland fuddantlie ; leaving a garelbun within the toun of two thou* 
land fuitmen, and with horfinen for defence of the lame* 

Sone eftir the departing of the Lorde Gray with his army, a gret 
navy of Ihippes and galayis arryred in the frith, with the Frenche army 
quhilk was lend in Scotland for luccour of the realme, as was befoir 
agreit. The capitans of that army was Monfieur de Defle lieutennent 
generall, Monfieur Dandelet coronell of the Itiitmen, the Reingraye 
coronell of Almanes. Thair was Monfieur de Maillerie and Monfieur 
Dofell, alfo Petir Strozye capitane of Italianis, Monfieur Duno (x>m- 
mifibre of the ordinances or artilarie, with divers utheris nobill men 
and worthie perfonages of right approved vertew and valiance. Mon- 
fieur de la Chapelle de Biron had bene lend in Scotland fiim what be- 
foir, with a certaun nomber of gentill men to aflift the Scottifinen with 
thair circumlpe6): and politike adwyfe, till the cuming of the army. 
Monfieur Defle and the uther capitanis, with thair hoill company, em- 
barqued at Brefl; in Bretiagne, and laled furth on thair jomey throch 
the narrow feyis betuix Calice and Dover, and ahnoft the hole coaft of 
Inglande, till thay come to the firith and tuik land at Leyth the xvj day 
of Junij ; and eftir thay landit thaur men to the number of fyye thow- 
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fluid giiid fouldiorisy and gottin thair artailjerie 6n land» taking the 
adwyce of the Gove^nour and nobilitie, quha wes tareing in Edin* 
burgh apouil thair cuming, it was determined that thaj fhould with 
all diligence go forduart to the ieige of Hadingtoun, as thay did ; 
and thairfoir the hoill company of the Frenche men pad forduart» the 
Goyemour with ane gret nombre of horlmen being with thame, for the 
bettir advancemeiit of thair interprice ; and camped the firft nycht at 
Muflilbrugh, quhar certane capitanis with a nombir of horfinen and 
foitmen, aUweill of Scottis as Frenche men, war appointed to go furth» 
and to view the toun of Hadingtoim^ and to onderfiand the maner of 
the fortificatione thairof ; quhair at thair firft approche thair iihwid fiirth 
certane Inglis men and Italianis that ierved in the toim, and Ikarihuihed 
for a tyme right hottlie, fb that thair wes mony baith flayne and hurt 
be the Scottis and Frenche men» till at lenth thay wer forced to retyre 
into the toun, and luffered the Frenche men to confider the ftrenth at 
thair awin pleafour ; quhilk being done thay returned to thair army. 
The nixt day the hoill army come befoir Hadingtoun } quhair inune- 
diatlie apoun thair cuming thether, a new fcarmifhe was b^^n and 
contenowit, with right terrible ihot on boith fydis a guid fealbim ; at 
quhilk Icarmiihe fyndre of the Inglifinen with ane Italiane capitane, 
and on the other pairt a Frenche capitane called Villeneve flayne» 
and divers utheris. In the meintyme the Ringmve encamped his Almanis 
on the one fyde of the toun, quhair Monfieur Duno cauled tiinchis to 
be maid for the faufe placing of the artillarie ; and ftill thay contenowit 
icarmufhing on eyerie fyd of the toun, quhylift utheris wer occupeit in 
preparing ludgeing and rafing trenchis and rampers, alfwell for defence 
of thair campt as artailyerie. Not onlie the Lord Goyemour hot alio 
the Lord Hwm and diyers utheris of the nobilitie of Scotland, wer 
with the Frenche men to couniall and aflift thame, now at thair firfie 
cuming, to lay this feige to Hadingtoun ; and ihortlie efiir come the Erie 
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of Ergyle with fynder uther nobill men» pairtUe for ihair affifluice, boC 
moft princepall for to be prefent at the parleament quhilk was app<Hnted 
to be haldin. The Inglifmen maid fundrie iihwis apoun the adverlareis, 
to hendir thefe making of the trinchestmd utheris workisi hot notwith- 
flanding, the trinchts and rampers went fourduarU The Frenchemen 
perfewing thair interprice with moir diligence, becaus thay onderftoid 
be ane Italiane that was fled out of the toun, whow that thair wes not 
munitione within fiifBcient to ferve for the defence of the toun the (pace 
of xij daies. Heirupoun Monfieur Defle, for the moir Q>ed7 obtening 
of his purpois, caufed one njcht ane approche to be maid with bafquettis^ 
in fie wayis that lax peaces of gret artailljerie war planted, by iuccour 
thairof, hard at the toun fyd, quhilk at the br^ of the day wer difcharg- 
ed aganis the rampeir of the toun, to walkin thame within fiirth of 
fleep. Thefe lax peaces dilcharged that day a iij « and xl fhottis ; hot 
quhen the French men perceaved that the place quhair this battle ^vs 
maid, tuike not meikill dommage, quhairby the nixt nycht the balquettis 
removed moir lower, and not pall a xl paces from the toun dyk } quhair 
the ordinance being dllb planted, difcharged the battle about a ij o Ihot. 
Mony have merveled quhow the Frenche men haiffing maid reafonabiU 
brek to entir the toun and not gyre the allault j hot as thay have thame 
felffis maid thairof report, the fault wes not in Monfieur DefiTe, quho 
wes ane yailyeant and hardy capitane, and willing to haif tryed quhat 
by that way mycht haif bene done, and to haif bene one of the formeft 
him lelfe. Bot apoim debaitting the matter with the uther capitanis, in 
the end it was concluded, that thay fould not put in hazard that num- 
ber of fouldioris quhilk thay had thair, leaft thofe being caft away, the 
realme of Scotlande mycht haif fuftened fum gret domage or a new 
power mycht haif cum furth of France to thair relei^ quhairwith the 
Frenche King perchance wald not have weill lyked of to haif bellowed 
thair forces in that maner, without neidfull cans to confirane thame. 
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In the meiniTme that this feige lay at Hadingtoun, the eftatis of the 
realme of Scotland^ with the Goyemour, held ane parleament at the 
Abbay of Hadingtoun ; in the quhilk all the treatis and contra^Us paft 
befoir betuiz the Govemour and the King of France commiffioners for 
delirering of the Quenis perfoun to be tranfported in France, to be 
maried with the Dolphin of France, and all uther agrementis, was rati- 
fied be confent of the eftatis in parliament, and the gret feales of Scot- 
land and France interchaunged thainipoun; and for accomplefhing of the 
princepall pairt thairof, Monfieur Vjlegangeone with iiij gallayis, de- 
parted frome Leithe, maid as thocht he wald haif fayled in France. Bot 
eftir he wes furth of the mouth of the frith, he turned his courfe on the 
left hand to caft alongis by the ihoire northward, compaflUng the land 
on the eift iyd, and paft aboute by the coaft of Sutherland, Cathenes, 
Orknay and the His, till he come to Dumbartane, quhair the young 
Queue lay ; having thus maid a jomay quhilk wes neyir to any mannis 
rememberance attempted afoir be gallayis. Heir all things being reddy 
for thair jomay, the Queue being as than betuix fyve and lax yearis of 
aige, wes delivered be the Queue dowarier hir moder, and utheris ap- 
pointit be the parliament to that effect > Monfieur de Brezze (quha wes 
appointit and lend furth be expres commandment to have the convoyance 
of her), and wes embarqued in the Kingis awin gallay, and with her the 
Lord Erikyn and Lord Levingftoun quha had bene hir keparis, and the 
Lady Fleming hir fader fifter, with findre gentilwemen and nobill mennis 
Ibnnes and dochteris, ahnoift of hir awin aige ; of the quhilkis thair 
wes four in Q>eciall, of whome everie one of thame buir the iamin name 
of Marie, being of four fyndre honorable houfes, to wyt, Fleming, Le- 
Tingfix>un, Setoun and Betoun of Creich ; quho remanit all foure with the 
Queue in France, during her refidens thair, and returned agane in Scot- 
lande with her Majeftie in the yeir of our Lorde I "^ y^ Ixi yeris ; quhilk 
Brezze, with Vileganzeoun, ulied fie diligence in acheying thair inter*

price, that finalie thay arryved with proQ)eroii8 wayage in the bayin of 
Brifly quhair thay landit with that young princeflie in guid iaiftie, to the 
heich joy and gret confort of the Frenchemen. And heir is to be re- 
memberedy that the Protedlor of Inglande being adrertift of this jomay, 
caufed prepair ane gret navie of fhippes, and fend his broder than 
admirall thairwith, to await at the weft feyis at thaire paflage, and to 
haif taikin thame gif thay could ; quha did his diligence to that effe&» 
hot yeat fo was the plealbur of God, that the ftormy wyndis blew 
£0 gret (albeit fair frome Scotland,) that thay nerir fet iayU quhill 
thay war cum in the (aide bavin of Breft ; qukair thay wer reflared 
verrey honorablye, and thair remanit certane ipace quhill thay wer re* 
freflied eftir the foir travell on the leyis. And thaireftir the Queue was 
conroyed verrey princelie^ with gret companeis of nobill men, throwout 
Bretangge, and all the cuntrey be the way, quhill thay come to ih# 
Kingis palice callit Sain£t Germain in Laye, apoun the river of Seane, 
fyve liggis frome Pareis ; quhair fho was receaved with great rejofingi 
and was appointit to remane thair in company with the Elingis awin 
diildrein quha wes thair refident ; for the King and Queue thame felffis 
was travelling all that yeir throch Burgonge, Sawoy, Lyons and uther 
partes of his fronties, making his firft mitres in the princepall townis 
thairof. And fime eftir hir cuming, ane honorable tryne and houihold, 
alfweill of the lordis, ladeis, as gentill men quha come with the Queue 
furth of Scotland, was appointed with large allowances for thair intertene* 
ment to remane with the Queue ; quhilk ordour was keipit be the cuming 
of the Queue dowarier hir moder into France, in the yeir of God I™ v® 
and fiftie yearis ; at quhilk tyme the Lord Levingfioun deceafled, and 
the Lord Erikyn and Ladie Fleming returned in Scotland ; and fre that 
ftulh, the maift pairt of her companie wes appointed to be French men» 
Bot now tweching the feige of Hadingtoun, I intmide not to dylcryve 
all the particular fcamniihis and aflaultis maid thairat, becaufe the iamf 
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is liifficientHe wretin be fyndre French men and Inglifmen^ althocht in 
inm thingis to large and in utheris to litell. Bot one thing have I hard 
reported be fyndrie of gret experience of divers nations, qiiha wes con* 
tinowalie at the laid feige, that the lame wes verrey yailjeantlie affieged 
and ailailjeit be the Frenche and Scottifinen, and wes Ijkwyis no les 
ftrdnglie defendit be the Inglifinen ; as did weill appeir be the long and 
«mift perfwit maid be the ane pairt, and the good defence be the uther ; 
and jit I will not leif the moll notabill fa6tis onremembred. 

The parliament being this waj endit, the Erie of Argyle and mony 
uther nobill men departit with thair hoill cumpaneis, leaving onlie the 
Governour with a verrey few number of his awin freindis, with the 
Frenche men and ium northland men quha appertenit to the Erie of 
Huntlie, albeit he was than prefoner in Ingland. At quhilk tyme the 
Prote3;our caufed prepair tua thouland abill and well furnefhit horfinen 
of chofin men, of the quhilkis thair wes lij hundreth albemattis, a thou- 
laiid demilances, and the reft men of armes and the Ucht horfinen, and 
{end thame forduart, tending be thame to fend fiim pulder and uther 
refrelhing to the toune of Hadingtoun ; quha followed thair interprice, 
began to approche to the Frenche campe ane hour or two befoir day, 
thinking to haif found the Frenchemen afleip in thair beddis, and £o to 
haif had thame at fum gret advantage ; bot thay myfled herof, for the 
Lord Hwme having bene furth to onderftande thair doingis, wes re- 
turned to the campt, certefeing Monfieur de Defle, that the ennemeis 
having merched all that nycht in purpois to cum apoun him at onvamifl, 
wer now at hand to worke thair feut. Heirupoun with all diUgence, 
certane horfinen wer put in order, in places convenient to receave the 
ennemeis as occafioun fiild be. Monfieur Dandelot had quicklie raynged 
his fuit men in guid ordour, and lb lykwyfe had the Reingraive his 
Ahnanis. The Governour, Lord Hwm, and the northland men fiude 
at a fyd reddy to enforce the fuitmen. Heixwith the Inglifinen began 
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to appeir aloft in the hiU devydet in two bandis, all horfinen fo wdll 
mounted and fumiihed as was poflible, boith of men of armea, demi« 
lances and lycht horfinen, and fuddantlie certane Scottifinen bordonr- 
aris was fend furth to ikout the Inglifinen, be quhome thay war at 
lenth traned in and inclofed betuix the Frenche fiiitmen and the 
AlmaniSy qnhair thay wer fo feirclie aflailyeit in ilke hande, that tiiaj 
war not abill to ajde thame feliBs, hot wer confiranit to retire and leike 
to eihaip by flycht ; hot the moft pairt of thame that aroydit the handia 
of the Frenche men and Almane fouldiors, wer taikin be the Scottifinen, 
quhilk foUowit rycht egerlie in the chaife. Dyvers of thame fled to- 
wart Hadingtoun, quhome Monfieur Defle perfewit hard to the toun 
gaittis. Thay war flayne of thame abone the number of aucht hundreth, 
and the moft part of all the reft taken preCbn^n ; and on the Scottis and 
Frenche fyde, was not abone the number of four or fyre perfons ilayne. 

The Queue dowarier being new returned frome Dumbartane to Edin- 
burgh, and recearing advertifinent of this yi^rie, come to the campt ; 
quhair geving hartlie thankes to all the men of war for thair guid ler- 
vice ihewid in this interprice, wan her great praife and luf of all the 
ibuldiouris, who receaved no finall confort of fie courtefie proceding 
firom fo nobill a princefle. Incontinent eftir, becaus it was onderfland 
be ane that was taikin at this ourthraw of the Inglifinen, that it 
was not poflible to winn the toun without famifiiing thame within be 
lange feige, it was determined that Monfieur de Defle fuld, for the bettir 
refi*efliing of his people, remove fiirther of, lei£Snge fum to ludge at the 
abbaye a myle fi*om the toun. 

The Duik of Somerfet Prote£tour, foir greved in his mynde of his 
laft ourthraw of the horfinen, and doubting if fuccour war not the foner 
fend to thame in Hadingtoun, the toun wald be lofl;, he cauled ane 
army with all Iped to be raifed, and a nayie of fliippis to be riged, and 
fiimeflied fiirth the army of xx thpufimd men, onder the condud; of the 
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'Erie of Shrewifberie, and the navie ondir the goyemement of the 
liOrde Cluitouiiy hiech admirall. Monlieur de Maillerie, vice admirall 
of France,, wes returned with the gret ihippes that brought the 
Frenche army into Scotland, or this Inglife navie come ftirth, fo that 
tfaair remanit not in Scotlande hot certane gaUayis and a few uder 
ihippes in maner of yidhialers. The Inglis navie douting, thairfoir, no 
encontre be fey, was appointit lb to keipe courfe with the army be 
hmde, that the one mycht evir be in fycht of the uther. Monlieur de 
Defle onderftanding that this power wes cumin, fend with all Iped 
Imal^e thairof to the Lord Govemour, in quhome thair wantit no dili- 
gence nor guid will. Bot yit for that he had warning of the ennemyis 
approche to lait, he cali not get his forces together in fo fhort a 
tyme ; fwa that Defle thought heft to retire him lelfe to Muflilbrugh, 
jugeing it moir wifdome fo to doo, than to joperde him felf and his 
company in the hazarde of a batle, being not paft a v ™ in number, 
aganis fo puiflant ane army of Inglifinen, lanfequenetz and uther 
grangers as the Erie of Shrewiibery and the Lord Gray of Wiltoun 
brought in with thame. Cuming forduartis in the end of the monethe 
of Auguft, the Ingliimen refreihed Hadingtoun with vi£hiallis and mu- 
nitione ; and lying thair about certane dayis, thay had findre fcarmufhes 
with the Frenche men, quha was at Muililbrough, in the quhilk thair 
was fyndre taikin and flayne on ather fydes. 

In the meinquhille that thefe thingis war thus adoing, the Govemour, 
Erie of Argyle and divers nobill men with a gret army come to the ayd 
of the Frenche men, and joyned with thame. The Inglifinen being ad- 
vertefed thairof, fuddantlie rafed thair hoill eampt and departed hame- 
wart towart Inglande. 

At the lame tyme the Inglis flotte entering into the firith, fought oc- 
cidioun to haif gevin ayd to the land army, in cafe thay had joyned in 
hattell with the Scottis and Frenche men. Bot perceaving no good to 
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be done that way^ tbay tuikin handuther inteq>ri£es ; and tibairfinr thajr 
determinat to lande a certane nowmer of thair men on the north fyd of 
the frithe, to make fum Ipoyll within the cuntrey of Fyif. Bot the 
'Larde of Wemis, as than being fum quhat leiklie» and thairfoir returned 
hame frome the campt, cauled luche watche and vairde dalie and 
njchtlie to be keped, that the admirall of Inglande culd not convoje 
his interprice fo fecreitlie bot that the lame was perceaved ; for it hap 
pinit fo that the laird of Wemis, that fiune nycht the admirall purpoied 
to cum to lande, he come doune him felfe to ferche the watche befoir 
day ; and perceaving the lycht quhilk the Inglifinen had in thair jQuppes, 
as than wiffe to fet thair men aland» quhairupoun douting the worft, (a 
thing that fendill bringis repentance,) with all diligence he tuik ordour 
for the calling fiirth of fo mony men as culd be maid athw within the 
toun of San£t Minanis, quhilk was not abone the nowmer of lax fcoir 
men, or neir thair aboutis } and haying beftowed thame in fyndre places 
quhair he thought neidfull, he fchowfed furth a certane nowmer of the 
moft pra£Hfed, and went with thame doune to the place quhair he had 
fene the lycht, a ij myles of frome the toun of Sanft Minanis, to onder- 
flande quhat the matter mycht meane ; and be reafone that it was to- 
wardis day it waxit mirker than it had bene of all the nycht befoir, Iwa 
that he come fo neir to the ennemyis, that he baith hard and law ther 
manner aweill as he culd wifhe to doo ; quhilk done, he fhortlie returned 
to his company agane, and putting thame in the bell ordour he culd, 
awaiting the ennemy at thair firft approcheing, which was in the brek 
of the day, thay war receayed at the firft Ichot of arrowis, and handlit 
for a quhile with fcarmufhis rycht Iharplie ; bot according to the appoint- 
ment in that cafe deyyfed, at lenth the Scottifinen retiret within certane 
trinches, quhair thay kendillit certane furins, ftray and uther thingis 
prepared for the purpois, and maid ane meryelous gret reik and fiiilbik ; 
and thair thay had thre finall peaces of finaU artaalyerie, quhilkis thay 
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dilcharged fo dire^tlie apoim the Ingliimeii, that they fhated thame 
quhilk firft fell in Ibarmufhing with thame, that no finall nowmer of 
Inglifinen war flayne ; whil Laird Wemis with that company quhilk he 
had with him in the trinches, fet upoun the ennemyis afrount with a 
gret fureouB noyce, dinging thame doune on heapes ; hot alfo ane uther 
company quhilk wer fend to fetche a compas behind the back of ane 
hill began to ihaw thame felffis, making fie ane hidderous noife and cry, 
as thocht thay walde haif borne doun all befoir thame ; and yit that band 
was hot of the meaner fort of peple, princepallie wemen and childrene, 
leaile abill to work any great feat ; notwithilanding for that, alfweill thay 
^pwed to be licklie men, and well appointed for the war. The IngliC* 
men not perceaving the fraud, tuik tham^to thair helis and fled towart 
ihair ihippes, ikattered heir and thair without ordour; quhome the 
Scottis followed in chase evin hard to the wattir 1yd, and flew divers of 
thame within the watter or thay mycht recover thair boittis. Of ane 
tbouiand that oome alande, thay returned not three hundreth back agane 
to thair fliippes, hot was oder drownit or flayne. The admirall him £elf 
hardlie efliaped to his fliipp, coinmandit the laylis to be heifed up, and 
fo departed without longer tarie thair for that tyme. 

This owrthrow of the Inglis men, was the occafione that thay never 
preaOTed thaireftir to knde in Fife during all the tyme of the warns. 

The Erie of Shrewifl>ery, immediatlie eftir that the admirall was thus 
retired frome this interprice^ haffing retired frome Hadingtoun, cuming 
to Dunglas, four myles frome Dumbar, began thair to beild a fort. 
The Inglis Almanns, as the army pafled by Dumbar^ birned that toun. 
Thre thoufimd of tho£e Almanns, and certane bandis of Inglifinen 
alfweill horfinen as fiiitmen wer left at Dui^las, till the fort thair begun 
wer in fome flxenth. Monfieur de DeiTe remaning in campt at MuflU- 
brough, wes advertefed of the diflodgeing of the Inglis army, and that 
toujte of fyve hundreth horfinen being left in Hadingtoun, wer reddy to 
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come fiiiihe to fcarmufhe apoun fycht of any ennemye ; quhaimpoim he 
determinat to try gif he mycht drawe thaim furth to thair difadvantage, 
and thairfoir was Monfieur Dandelot and the Reingrare i^pointit to 
chufe furthe a thoufimde of thair beft fuitmen, the quhilk, with thre 
hundreth horfinen, wer conyoyit behinde a litle hill neir to the toun, 
and heirwith war a few hodemen fende befoir to drawe the Inglifinen 
furth to fcarmufhe ; quho alflbne as thay had perceay ed thair ennemyis in 
the feilde, all thair horfe men brak fiirth of the toun with divers of thatr 
fuit men» and ftraucht had the Frenche men in chafe, the quhilk man- 
teaned the fcarmufhe of purpofe to make the Inglifinen moir emift to 
cum forduart ; hot incontinentlie, lb fone as Monfieur de Defle faw his 
tyme^ he gaif feinge by fbund'of trumpit to the fiiitmen to brak fourth, 
quho together with the horfinen gaif to fierce ane onfet, that the Inglif^ 
men war immediatlie difcomfited, and fled towart the toun ; hot the 
Frenche men fo egrely perfewit thame, evin hard to the wallis of Ha- 
dingtoun, that thay flew of thame abone thre hundreth, and tuik about 
twa hundreth prefoners. 

Efiir this, Monfieur de Defle raifed his campte frome Muflilbrough, 
and cuming to Leith, tuik in hande to fortefie the toun. Bot becaus it 
was two findre tymes brint befoir, his army had no guide ludgeing 
thairin, and thairfoir he caufed thame ludge in fyndre townis thur 
about for their befl: refrefhing. 

Schortlie heirefier, Marfhall Strozze and Monfieur Dandelott, with 
divers utheris capitanis embarqued thame felffis in the gallayis, and 
taking thair courfe to returne into France in one of the fame gallayis, 
thay being viij in all befyd a foifl; and a brigandene, was taikin as fho 
pafled throgh the narrowe feyis, at a place callit Southfiirlong, being, as 
it chanced, the hendirmoifl; of all the company. The uther gallayis with 
the foifl; and brigandine paifit quietlie cleirwayis into France. Monfieur 
de Lafliapell de Biron remaned as coronell of the IVenche fuitmen in 
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Scotlande, eftir that Dandelot was returned in France^ and thair remanit 
bot onlye iiij gallayis under the gjding of ane capitane Hatche ane 
Italiane, ane man of guid experience and rycfat approved vailyeantlie 
for defence of the firth. 

The fame tjme, Pietro Nigro and Juliane Romeio, capitanis* of two 
bandis of Spaniardis in Jedburgh, keping agretpairt of the cuntrey 
abowte thame» ather be fear or luf, under lubje6tione and obedience of 
the Inglifinen, Monfieur de DeiTe, thairfoir, about the ende of Sep- 
tember, determjming to remove thame frome that place, maid his jomay 
thair with all diligence. Bot for alfineikill as he wes occafioned to flay 
a quhyll at Peiblis, abiding for fiipport of Scottifinen, in the meintyme, 
the Spaniardis getting advertiiment of his cuming that way, thay pafi: 
back into Inglande, and fo the Frenche men returned to Edinburgh. 

The Lord Gray of Wiltoun remaning on the bordouris as liuetennent, 
eftir that the Erie of Shrewifbery wes returned iiito his cuntrey, aflem- 
bled all the horfinen lying as thane on the bordouris, with quhome and 
the Almanis he entred Scotland agane, and brint in Teuidaill and lid- 
difdale, boith houfes, comis, hay, and all uther thingis that come within 
his way. 

Aboute the lame tjrme, in the beginning of 06lober, thair chanfed to 
&11 out not a litell peice of truble in Edinburgh, betuix the Scottis and 
French men, be reafoun that a Frenche Ibuldiour fell at querreling with 
a Scottis man upoun the he ilreit, and eftir wordis thay come to blowis, 
fo that divers Scottilinen cuming to the fray, wald haif had the Frenche 
men to prefoun ; bot divers of the Frenche fouldiours being alio prefent, 
wald not fuffer thame to take him with thame } quhairupoun the capi- 
tanis being advertefed, come with all Ipeid to the hie way ; the laird of 
Stanehous being than capitane of thecaftell and proveft of the toune, come 
lykwyfe with ane company to put ordour thairto. Bot the Frenche 
fouldiours being fo fiireous that thay (hot thair hargubuflers indeferent-

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lie at all men» quhairwith thair wes fyndre flayne, 1>oith men^ wemen 
aod children ; amangis the quhiUos the forfiude proveft of Edinburgh 
was flajne^ and Maifter Wtlliame Stewart ane gentill man of guid re- 
putatione, with findre utheris ; quhairhj the hoill peple conceaved ane 
gret gruige and hattrent aganis the Frenche men, and for revenge ihair- 
of, thair wes monj Frenchmen ikyne at Edinburgh at findre tjmes 
thaireftir ; bot for to appeaie the matter, the Frenchman cheif beginner 
of thele biflines^ was hangit the lame day at the mercat place of Edin- 
burgh quhair the querrell firft began* 

Monfieur de Deile» doubting, leaft the Inglis men iuld conceave hoip 

heirof to work fum diQ)lealbur, to ihaw that the trubill was nothing fo 

great as the bruit was, aflemblit his power together, and firft cuming to 

MufiUburgh about ig houres in the nycht, merched flrait towardis Ha* 

dingtoun, purpofing to afley the winning of the toun be a fixat^em 

called a camiiado. Thus interprice wes (b fecretlie conyojit, that the 

Frenche men had flayne the Inglis flu>utis, and war entered the bafle 

court or any alarum war raiied, and having heir flayne the watche, fum 

of the Frenche men ran to a place behinde a kirke, quhair the Inglif- 

men had thair vifhiallis and munitions, and fum ran up with gret vio- 

lence to the toun gait, infordng with all indevour to brake up the famyn, 

cryinge with a gret noife and fhowtingis, vi£torie« The Inglifmen, by 

reaion of the fxiddane change, wer in wonderfiiU great feare ; yit at the 

firft alarum thay come rynning to the gaittis quhair the noife was, fo 

that gif the Frenchmen had gevin the affiuilt in iindre places, as they 

did bot onlie at ane of the gaittis, thay culd not have mifTed the wyn- 

ning of the toun. Bot as thay wer heir at the gaite thronged together, 

doing quhat thay could to entre, ane Tiberio capitane of the Italianis, 

with his matche lychtit, gaif fire to a doubiU cannone that ftude reddy 

bent full upoun the gaitt, quhilk maid fie a trulnll amangis the Frenche 

men, that thay fuddantUe retired ^ for thir interprices maid by nyght ar 
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evir commounlie accompaneit with falfe imaginations, the onelie cans 
qnhairby the Frenche men milTed thair purpofe and pray at that tyme, 
well neir gottin i for Monfieur de D^fle perceaving the difordonr of hiB 
people to this fuddane tour, wes conftraned to retire and depart, not 
without fum lofle, to his gret greif and hevenes of mynde. This inter- 
price wes attempted in the morning befoire daie» being the ix of 03;o- 
ber in the yeir.1548. 

Bot now tueching the caftell of Broughtie Craig, quhilk wes befeged 
befoir be the Govemour and Erie of Argyle ; thair come at this tyme 
befoire the arryrell of the Frenche men, gret fiipport to the Inglifinen, 
boith of men of ware, pioners, and all kinde of munitione and inftru- 
mentis, to beild a fort apoim a hill not &r diftante fra the caftell of 
Broughtie, as thay did ihortlie thaireftir, qohair they placed a gret com- 
pany of thair fouldiouris. And now in the latter end of this yeir, thay 
purpofed to fortifie Dundie, a propir toun not paft two mylis frome 
Broughtie Craig ; for the accompliihing quhairof thay tranlportit thair 
be fey a xr| or xvij hundreih lancequenetye. and a certane nowmer of 
Inglis men boith horfinen and fuitmen ; the quhilk, cuming to Dundie, 
finding no gret refiftance thair, enterit the toun and begane to make 
beilding for the fortefeing of it. Monfieur de DelTe advertifed heirof, 
fend thether in all haift the Count Reingrave with two bandis of Al- 
manis, and Monfieur de Etaynges with his companie of horfemen. 
Thefe paft one befoire, and Defie himfelf followed eftir. The Inglif- 
men hering that the Frenche men come to dryve thame out of Dundie, 
avoydit the toun of thair awin companie, haiffing firft Q)ulyeit that of 
all fie riches as thay fond within it, and that done, fet fyre in the houfes 
and brinte the moift pairte of the toun. The Count Reingrare and 
Etaynges cuming to Dundie, and fynding the Ingliimen gone, encamp- 
ed and fiayed for Monfieur de DefiTe, that followit at hand with the 
fuitmen. 
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Within two dajis eftir thay tuik certane of thair men with thame, 
and went to fnirey and viiTeit the new fort qohilk the Inglilinen had 
maid; bot apoun thair approche neir thairunto, the Inglifinen with 
thair lancequenets Ihowit furth apoun ihame, quhair thair wes a verrejr 
hoit ibarmufche and findre flayne on boith the fydis. Thairfoir, Mon- 
fieur de Defle, to flop the Inglifinen frome entering further within the 
realme on that fyd» left fevin enfeingyeis of Frenchmen, and twa en- 
feingyeis of Scottifinen within Dundie» with artaOyerie and pioners to 
fortifie it. This done, he returned to Edinburgh, and fend the refidew 
of his army into the cuntrey to ludge in certane townis and villages, 
quhair was thought maift expedient for thair bettir refrelhing eftir thair 
long travell. 

Quhen this gret bilfines wes in hande in Scotlande, the Goyemour 
fend Sir Robert Camegy of Kynard knycht in Ingland, requiring the 
Proteflour of Ingland and his counfell to cans the Erie of Huntlie to 
be delivered, for payment of ane reafonabill ranfone to be modefeit and 
paid, as had bene ufed in the weares betuix Scotland and Ingland mony 
hundreth yeris paft ; and gif that culd not for the prefent be gottin 
granted, to defyre licence to his lady to repair towart him, and remane 
in Ingland with him. The Proteftour and his couniale wald in no 
wayis aggre that the Erie of Huntlie ihould be fiiflPered to depairt for 
any ranfone befoir the ende of the warris, bot yit war content, that he 
mycht pas towart the bourdouris, alwayis being in the gairde, and kep- 
ing of Sir Rauff Avaine his taker, and thair that his lady fhuld be per- 
mittit to repair towart him for certane dayis. Sir Robert Camegy 
being retumit with this anfwer, the Erie accompaneit with his taker, 
and mony uther gentill men appointit for his moir fuir keping, depairted 
from Lundon be jomay north, and come to Morpethe, being xij myle 
diftante frome Scotlande, the xxij day of December, quhair he wes ap- 
pointit to remane for the cuming of his lady frome Edinburgh, quha was 
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thair refident. Bot it happinnit fo that he maid fiirth the reft of the jor- 
nay towart hir him felf ; for ane gentill man called George Kar, bor- 
durar, come to ye toim of Morpeth the nyght, and one man with 
him, with two guid horfles led, and awaitit at the back fyd of the tonne 
for receaying of the erle and one fervand with him. Eftir (upper, the 
erle play it at the cartis with his keparis, and 'thinking lang for fum ad- 
vertifinent frome the fiud George, quhairby he mycht knaw all to be in 
redines, he rais and paft to the wyndock of the chalmer, and luiking 
furth and perceaving it to be verrey mirke, and the figne be the quhilk 
he underftuid all to be reddy for his departing, he chanfed opinlie to lay 
thir wordis, quhilkis he fuddantlie repented thaireftir : << Ane mirk nycht, 
ane wearie knycht, ane wilfum way, and knowis not quhair to go, God 
be my gyd." Sir Rauf Ayane, his kepar, hering this fpeches, he inquired 
at the erle quhat he meaned be thefe wordis. He anfwered that it was 
ane ancient laying in Scotland, and was firft laid be the ould Erie of 
Mortoun, quhen he wes lying to die, and fence hes bene ufed in all 
lymes as ane proyerbe in that realme ; and for remoying of all {uQ>i- 
tione, he entered to the cartes agane with thame ; bot within ane Ihort 
{pace he gaif his place to ane uther to play for him, and paft as it wer 
to do film necefler eflhris of his awin ; and fiiddantlie he and his fer- 
yant, callit Johne Innes, departed at ane back duire of the ludgeing, 
and Wes receayed be George Kar, and fiiirlie conyoyit throuch the bor- 
douris of Inglande, and paft our the merchis befoir day licht was cumin ; 
and eftir he was cum to the watter of Tueid, he repoled him a certaae 
fpace in the laid Georgeis awin houfe, and departed that fame nycht,^ 
being yuill, eyin to Edinburgh, qnhair he wes receayed be the Quene, 
the Goyemour, his awin lady and utheris his freindis, quha was awating 
on his cuming, to the gret rejoiing and confort of thame all ; quhilk was 
the caus, that thay keped thair yuill feiftis with gretar merines nor uther 
wayis thay had done. SuddantUe eftir his departing furth of his chalmer 
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in Morpethy he was miffed^ and gret diligence was maid, for all the cum- 
panj went to thair horfles to ferche for him and follow. Bot the nycht 
wes yerrey mirke, and the moft parte of his keparis wer foutUand men 
and no bordurarii^ and Co none of thame wes Co perfyt a gyd in that 
cuntrey as was George Kar, quha careit his pray with him, notwith- 
ftanding of the gret diligence thay maid to foUowe and flay the fiune. 

The Govemour being glaid of the returning of the Erie of Huntly, 
mcontinent avanceit him in his office of Chancelhuie of the realme, and 
maid hym liuetennent generall of all the northe partis of Scotlande, as 
he was befoir he was taikin in the feild. And eftir he had tareit cer- 
tane ipace in Edinburgh, he departit towarte the north partis, to hold 
that cuntrey in guid ordoure, be reflbun thair had bene fiim evill reule 
in dyyers parts of the north during his abfence ^ quhilk he pat to guid 
ordour agane, and maid the hoill cuntrey to be obedient as of befoir* 

At the lame feafting tyme of Yuill, apoun San6l Stephanis day at 
nycht, the cailell of Hwme was recovered be certane Scottifinen, that 
had guid knawlege of the places quhair the wallis mycht be moft eafelie 
ledderit. One of the fumame of the Hwmes, being a man of a bcvj 
yeris of agie, wes the firft that entered ; and yit at the firft one of the 
icowt watchis perceaving him, as he wes reddy to clym up, rayfed the 
alarum fo hiche that the capitane rais fiirth of his bed, and cuming to 
the place quhair the alarum wes raifed, for that the Scottifmen war 
quietlie withdrawin, and no figne culd be perceaved of any ennemeis 
fturring, he blamed the fentinell that had fo rayfed the alarum, and 
went to bed agane. The ould man, the foirfidd Hwme, having kept 
him felf clofe with his companie, till he thocht that all wes quiet within 
the caftell, and everie man at reft, laving the Ikout and watche men, 
come agane to the wall, and by lie Hie Ihift gat up aloft apoun the bat- 
telline, and fuddablie fl;ept to him that kepit the watche, and with his 
dager flew him out of hand. This done, geving figne to the refedew 
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of his companie, up thay gat on the wall and entered the hons qnickelie, 
diipatched all that maid refinance, and tuik the refedew prefbners with- 
out any moir ado. Thus was the caftell of Hwm recovered agane to 
the Scottifmen, and wes reftored to the Lorde Hwm awner thairof, to 
the comfort of him and all the hoill cuntrey. 

Schortlie thaireftir the Reingreve returned in France, leaving fyve 
enfeingyeis of Almanis behind him onder the conduS; of Capitane Re- 
touze, a guid man of wear and of gret experience. Etaignes being as 
than with a companie of horimen in Dundie, wes [in] a fcarmuihe befoire 
Broughtie Craig taikin preibner, quho was a capitane of aproved valianeie 
and monyfold guid qualitis in his perfoune. 

Aboute the iiune tyme thair landit at Dumbartane four ban^ of 
iouldiouris, Provancevife cmd Gafconfe, quha brocht with thame money 
for the payment dew to the men of war. Thefe fouldiouris embarqued 
at Burdouis, and by reafoun of contrarie windis wer forced to feik har- 
bour at Breft ; be reflbun quhairof, it was a thre monethis or thay euld 
arryve at Dumbartane. 

At the fame tyme thair lay certane Frenche capitaaes in Dumbar, 
quho keped thame felffis dole, encouraged the Inglis men to cum and 
prick dalie moir neir to the toun without feir of any encontre ; by re^ 
ion quhairof, as thay pafled thar wayis furth one day with a convoy of 
vi£hiallis to Hadingtoun, James Wilford, generall of Hadingtoun, ad- 
ventouring him felf to far within danger of the Frenche men, wes en- 
doled by ane ambulhe, quhilk the Frenche capitanis had layed be the 
way, and wes taikin be a Ibuldiour Gafcone, eftir his horle was llayne 
undir him, and the moill part of his cumpanie alfo taikin or llayne. 

Not long eftir, the Queue dowarier and Govemour being enformed 
ihat gif liim remedie wer not the foner provydit againft the Inglilinen 
that forced the Scottis in Teuydaill to leive under thair fubje€Houn, it 
wald breid lb gryt a tirubiU as wald not be ealielie redrelled ; heirfoir 
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caufed Monfieur de Defle to go to Jedworthe, to prevent the ennemis 
to fortifie thair. Immediatlie apoun his cuming thether, the Laird of 
Fameherft required him to helpe him to recover his cafiell of Fame- 
herft out of the Inglifinens handis, quhilk thay had taikin and kept to 
the gret annoyance of all that pairt of the cuntrey. Defle taking widi 
him Meflires Doiell and le Chapelle de Birown, haiftit thether with 
ane gret part of his army, fending afoir certane capitanis and thair com- 
paneis to take yew of the fortrefle; quho at thair cuming thether 
fliawit fie diligence in following the occafione offred thame, that thaj 
not onlie repuUed the ennemeis quhome they found reddye to fcarmuflie 
with thame without the wallis at thair firft cimiing ; bot alfo perfewit 
thame £o emiftlie, that they wan the utter pairt of the houie frome 
thame» and forced the capitane with his (buldiours to retire into the 
dungeowne ; within the quhilk thay kept him fo Ihort, that thay founde 
meanes to mynd throw the wall of the dungeoun» in fie largenes that 
twa or thre men mycht haif eaielie entired. Heirwith a gret nowmer 
of Scottifinen having brokin up the gate of the bafiTe court, quhen the 
Frenche men wer bifiie in aflal tinge the dungeoun, fieired up apoun 
defyre to be revenged of the Inglifinen, and namelie of the capitane, 
quho had done thame mony notabill difplefburs. The capitane per- 
ceaving this, doubting gif he fell into the Scottifinenis handis he fhuld 
die for it, he come to the hoill quhilk the Frenchemen had maid, and wald 
haif yealdit him felf to Monfieur de Defle and Lamotthe Rouge, think- 
ing that thay wald ufe him lyk as become men of ware ; bot fiiddantlie 
in the gret preafe, a Scottifinan, quhas wyf, as was iaide, he had befoir 
raviihed, ftruik of his held fo juil firome the flioulderis, that it leaped 
a iiij or fywe ellis quyt firome the body. Syndre of the Inglifinen 
war flayne alfo at the fame tyme, for thay had ufed gret creweltie to- 
wart the Scottifinen befoir tyme. 

Monfieur de DefiTe returning to Jedworth, aydit be the furtherance 
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and counfell of the Goremour, the Scottifinen feafed not, in occafioun 
of advantage^ to attemp new interprices frome tyme to tyme againil the 
Inglifinen ; in one of the quhilk thaj M^an the caftell of Cornwall in 
Inglandy ane ftronge hous, heildit efidr the ancient maner of fortefeing ; 
quhilk caftell thaylpuljreity andtuik away all that was wourthe the cariage. 
Alfo one nycht quhill the Frenche men lay at Jedworthe, a Frenche 
capitane named*Cobias, having the conduS; of a fiftie lycht horfinen, 
thay had not ryddin pad a four mylis of thair way bot thay wer apoun 
a troup of Inglis horfinen, or thay war awar of any iiiche danger to*- 
wardis thame. Onderftanding by his foir ryders, quhilkis had difcorerit 
thoie Inglifmen, that thay war at the leiil a iiij or fyve hundreth, 
withdrewe to the fyd of ane hill, bot ftrait wayis he hard the ennemyis 
cuming a gret gallop towardis him. Thole wer the foirryders of the 
Inglifinen, quhilk haying difcoverit, the Scottis retumit quietlie to 
thair mayne troupe. In the meintyme capitane Cobias gat the fuit of 
the hoill, determyning to abyd thair, for he law not quhow he mycht 
retire to any advantage; heirwith encourageing his companie to do 
vailyeantlie, he kept him lelfe clofe till the ennemyis approchit ; and 
than perceaving quhow thay keip no ordour in thair cumii^, alflbne as 
he law thame onis pafTed by his ambufhe, he brak furth with that litiU 
companie he had about him, and gaif the onfet fo feircelie, that at the 
firll charge mony of the Inglifinen war ourthrawin and borne to the 
ground, and heirwith put in fie feir by reflbne of this fiiddane aOault, 
that at the fecounde charge quhilk the Scottis gave apoun thame, all the 
Inglifinen war put to flycht, and chafed to fiiche diladvantage on thair 
fyd, that no finall nombre wer flayne and taikin. Thus ci^itane Co- 
bias returned to Jedworth, with doubill mo prelbneris than he had per- 
Ibnis in his companie to aflaill thame. 

Monfieur de Chapelle de Biron wes iend with the companie of horf- 
men belonging to Mounfieur de Etaignes, and a fyve hundreth fuit- 

Ff 
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meOf befyd Scottia men, to mak a raid into Ingland ; quhilk inteiprioe 
in burning dTrers townis and Tillages, to the annoyance of his ennemeis, 
he atchevit Ijk a right politique capitane ; and fo retumit without full 
tening anj notabill lofle at that ieafoun. Within tua dajis eftir his 
retume to Jedworthe, Mounfieur de Defle difiodged from ihenfe, and 
talking with him a four feild peoes and his men of wear, enterit in to 
Ingland, tuik the caftell of Ford and brint it, with a xt Tillages in the 
contrey thairabout, bringing with thame gret pray of guidis and ipoyO, 
with mony prefoneris in to Scotlande. As the Scottis and Frenche men 
executed thair interprices, thay wer ftill Tewed by a gret nombre of 
Inglis horfinen ; hot, neTirtheles, thay ncTir aflail^eit, fwa that Mon- 
fieur de Defle retumit in iauftie to Jed worth with his companye, haTing 
loir endomaged the Inglis bordouris by that raide. 

The Tnglifmen, foir offendit that the Fr^ich men lying fiill in Jed- 
worth fiild thus addres ane interprice eftir one uther aganis thame, to 
die fyulyeing and fbir endomageing of thair bordouris, aflembled ane 
aucht thouiande men at Roxburgh, in purpois to aflaiU the Frenche 
men in thair campt quhair thay lay at JedwcMrth. Bot Monfieur de 
Defle adTertbfed heirof, politiquilie withdrew him ielf and his cumpa- 
nie to the Abbay of Melros ^ for gif he had abiddin and bene dreaTin 
to gif batteU with that his finall army, being not paft a xt hundreth 
foitmen and fyre hundreth horfiuMi, the &me wald haif turned to the 
jopardie of manifeft ourthrow ; for fie wes the miierie quhilk, during 
the tyme of thair fudjoming in Jedbrugh, thay had contenowalie iiif- 
tened, that quhat throch ieiknes and hurtis receaTed in -aflaultis and 
fearmuflies with their ennemeis, finding litiU (uccour thair to releif 
thame felffis, with no finall nomber of thame war deid, and mony war 
feble, thay wer not left abone the number befcor mentioned abill to haif 
done ferrice gif thay fliould haif fochin. 

Schortlie eftir the beginning of this Qrmmer^ in the yeir 1549» the 
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Inglilmen thinking to work fum gret fa£t be fejf and ckeiflie meanifig 
to take and fortifie Inchekeythy ane Hand lying almoft in the middill of 
the Frith our anenft Lieith» thair arrivit in the Frith a zxr iaill of m^i 
of war, with certane vi^tualers. Thele fhippis cuming unto the Balk, 
aOayit be fair and plefand wordis, gif thay mycht haif periuadit the kep* 
aris to haif randerit the cailell ftanding thair on the hicht of the rok. 
Bot perceaving thair perfuationis wald not tak effe£te, thay tuik thair 
courfe up into the frith, and finding a iiij fhippes of Frenehe men 
and Scottis on the way, feafled aponn thame as a wilhed pray ; and in 
the brek of the nixt day following, they come befoir Leith, and remanit 
thair at ancre a x or xij dayis ; in quhilk meintyme thay landit thair 
peple at Inchekeyth, and begouth to mak fortification with all diligence 
pofiibill ) but befoir the place wes maid in ony gret ffarenth, the fliippes 
departed and left in the Hand a four enieinggeis of Inglifinen and one 
enfeingge of Italianis, to defende the pioners and the Ilande againft the 
Scottb and Frenehe men, gif thay come to aflaill thame. Quhen the 
Inglis ihippes war thus departed, Monfieur de Defle, as than lying in 
Leith, determinat incontinentlie to putt his hoill force in profe to reco- 
ver that ile. The Queue alfo being the fame tyme thair, eirnifilie re* 
quefted him and uther the ciq[)itan]s and men of warre to take that in» 
terprice in hand, declaring that thofe quhilk Ichowed thair guid willes 
in atcheving thairof, fuld do to her mofl; aggreabill fervice. Heirupoun 
Monfieur de la Chapelle de Biron being embarqued in a gallay, paft 
furth to yew the maner of the Tnglifmenis doingis within the He } quhilk 
he did in fie effe£teous wayis, that approching within harquabui (hot, 
he brought wourd agane not onlie of the hoill circumfiance of thair 
beilding, bot alfo of the perfyt niunbre of thair enleinges, and the qua* 
litie of the men of war within the fiune. 

. In this meine tyme, Monfieur de Thermes, laitly befoir arryyit at 
Dumbartane with ane hundreth men of armes, tua hundreth lycht 
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horfinen eftir the Frenche maner, and one thouliind of fuitmen, wes 
com to the Quene and now hifle in hand, to further this interprice. 
A gret nombre of boittis being gotdn together within Leith heavin, on 
Corpus ChriiHs daje airlye in the morning be brek of daje, the Quene 
was cum to Leith to fe the embarquing of the men of weir, appointit as 
that daj to try quhat fucces fortoun wald fend thame. Ye fhuld have 
thane feine fie diligence ufed alfwell of Scottis as Frenche men, beftow 
thame felfis aboird, that no exhortatioun nedit to haift thame fordwart ; 
hot yit thay wantit no confortabill wordis in the Quene to encourage 
thame withall, devyfing with Defle and uther the capitanis, till thay wer 
gottin all into thair vefhellis, and reddy to mak faile, dire6ting thair 
curfe towardis the lie, with emift willes to fhow the force of thair vail- 
yeant hartis in the recovering thairof out of thair ennemyis handis. The 
Inglifmen difco vering the veflellis on thair firft fetting fiirth frome Leith 
heavin, underftuid firait wayis quhat the meaning was, and thair uppouii 
providit in thair beft maner to receave the Scottis and Frenche men, in 
thofe places quhar thay faw thame mynd to lande, doing quhat thay culd 
with fchot of artailyerie and harquabufyers to ding thame back frome 
landing ; yit, notwithflanditig, at lenth by fyne force the Scottis and 
Frenche men gat aland, and drawe the Inglifmen and Italians back to 
the hecheft ground within the Hand, quhair thay ftude at defence on a 
plompe together, doing thair uttermoift indevour to defend the place 
aganis the aflaltis. Bot finalie thair generall, callit Cotton, being flayne, 
with ane capitane Applebie and Jafper, that had the leading of the Italianis, 
befyd dyvers utheris of thwr befl men of ware, the refedew war con- 
ftraned to retire unto a comer or point of the Ilande, and thair taikin 
without any moir refifiance. At this tyme, Monfieur de la Chapelle de 
Biron wes flrickin throw the left hand with ane harquabuz fhot, and 
his burgonet firikin into his held. Alfo a gentill man, callit Defbarbo- 
ries, quhilk buir the coronell enfeingye of Monfieur de la Chapelle^ was 
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jQaTiie with a pyk. Thus was Inchekeyth recovered againe, eftir it had 
bene in the Inglis mennis handis certane dayis, and that to the hich con* 
tentatione of Monfieur de Deile ; meikle moir in deid for that he ap- 
pointit to retume into France *at that prefent tyme, and to rander up 
his place of liuetennent generall to Moniieur de Thermes, with the 
glorie of this atchevit interprice, quhilk wes gretlie to his honour. Schort- 
lie eftir, he returned in to France, and Monfieur de Thermes fuccedit 
in his place, for the generall conduct of the Frenche army in Scotlande, 
according to his commiflion in that behalf. And for fo meikill as the 
Inglifmen lay ilill in Hadingtoun, thus Monfieur de Thermes, with 
the advyfe of the Lord Govemour and uther of the Scottis nobilitie, 
thought it beft with a feige volant to conftrayne thame within the toune ; 
and fo keping thame alfwell frome viftallis as uder neceflareis, to try 
gif thay mycht dryve thame to gif our the keping of it, by reafoun of 
the chargis quhilk throw thefe meanes culd ryfe about the convoying of 
vi6luallis to thame, fence the lame culd not be fend to thame without 
ane gaird of ane convenient army, to be raifed of purpois for that in- 
tent. Firfi, thairfoir, eftir that Defle was departed towardis France, 
Monfieur de Thermes with his Frenche men and certane Scottis accompa- 
neit at Abirladie, quhair thay b^;ane the foundatioun of a fort, fo to 
flay the Inglis men frome fetting alande ony vi3;uallis or provifidne for 
the releif of thame within Hadingtoun on that fyd ; quhairby the toune 
was in a mervelous g^et neceflitie throch want of vi3;uallis. 

In this meane feafone, a certane nowmer of Almanis and Frenche 
men, hering that capitane Julian with his Spaniardis, quhilk ferved the 
King of Inglande, lay in Coldinghame, within lax mylis of Bervick, 
come thether apoim the fiiddane, and fharpelie aflailyeing the Spanerdis 
in thair ludgeingis, tuik and flew all moft all the hoill number of thame. 

Faflcaftell, quhilk had bene delivered to the Inglis men befoir, was 
about this feaibne recovered be a trane of certane Scottiimen, fearing 
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to bring provifioun of yiSuallis to ihome that keipt it ; qulia had ob- 
ferred weill the watchis and forces quhilk was thairintill, and entering 
at the gaittis thairof with thair laidis, thay firft flew the porters, and 
thaireftir faucht with the reft and ourcome thame» and fwe wan the 
oaftell. 

Thingis pafiing thus in ScotUnde, in this fymmer of the yeir 1549, 
the Inglifinen war not onlie trubillit with commotioniB of the oommounis 
of ihair awin realme aganis the lordis andgentillmen» and with the divi- 
fione betuix the Prote&our and the nobilitie of Ingland, hot alfo with the 
warris quhiUus the King of France maid than in the contrey of Bui- 
longyeis, fo that they had no lafer to employe thair hoill forces i^fanis 
Scotlande, as thay determinat befoir to haif done. And lykwyis thair 
wes a vehement plaigue within the toune of Hadingtoun, be the quhilk 
a gret nomber of thair fouldiouris deit. Be reflbne quhairof, fone eftir 
Michalmes nixt following, the Erie of Rutland wes fende with ane gret 
army to Hadingtoune, quha entered apoun the nycht in the toune, and 
fiiddantlie careid away with thame all thair munitione and fouldiouris 
that war lerand, and Ipared be the plaige and luord of befoir ; biming 
eertane pairte of the toune^ and leaving the reft voyd, and fo departed 
with litell honour, gret lofie boith of men and fiibflance, without any re- 
compence of thair long travell. 

And heir is to be rememfared» that during the tyme that the Inglif- 
men keipt Hadingtoun, ijYtm and findre fcarmufhis, quhairof nothing 
is ipokin heir, oftin tymes did happin betuix the Scottis and Inglifinen ; 
namelie, the lyeht horfinen at Longnudrie, quhair the Scottis men our- 
threw a band of Inglis harquabuichers on hors back, to the number of 
foure hundreth, taking or flaying the moift part of thame^ alfo, at ane 
uther tyme, thay ourthrewe a gret number of lanfqueneltz, that war cum 
fiirthe <^ Hadingtone to fetche fi^ottis frome ane wod, quhair thair 
was abone levin fcoir of prelbners taikin and mony flayne. 
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Qtthen the Ingliimeii, being thuswereit of the kepinge of Hadingtouiif 
had gevin our the lamin» maid the Queue Douarier, the Goyemoury 
with the capitanis of the Frenche men, to conceave guid hoip to recover 
agane all that the ennemies heild within Scotlande. Bot firft it was 
thought moift neceflarie to aflaj to get Broughte Craig, becaus it ap* 
pered gretlie to be aganis the efiimatione of the cuntrey, that the Ingli£> 
men fiild keip a forte (b fare within the realme y and fra that fort war 
won, thaj deliberat to pas forduart to the winning of the fortis of 
Lauder, and utheris apoun the bordouris, as thay did eftirwart. Heir- 
upoun, Monfieur de Thermes, with the affifiance of the Govemonr, 
quha accompaneit him in all his.interprices, come forduarte to the tbuoie 
of Dundie in the banning of Fabruar ; quhair having prepared fie 
thingb as wes neceflar for the feiging of the fort, he laid the battre 
thairto apoun the fouth eiSL p wt thairof, and cuttit away all moyens^ 
paflages and intelligences betuix the fort and the cafteD of Brougfatie ; 
£> the fort culd haif no kinde of ayd nor releyf frome the fej, and efiar 
the lame was doung doun with gret ordinance, the aflaQt was gevin 
thairtO) baithe with the Scottis and Frenche men, the zx daj of Fabruar; 
quhair the Inglifmen maid refifiance and defence at the firft entering^ 
bot thaj war fb curageouflie and ftoutlie ailailyeit, that thai war dang 
fir<Hne the wallis, and the moft part of thame all quhilk was within the 
fort war flayne, and the reft taikia prefimera. The nixt day the Ingfif* 
men quha kepit the caftell of Brought!^ fering the like to com to 

ft 

thame, randerit the caftell, having onlie thair liflk &iL So that haiil 
cuntrey wes clenged of the Inglifinen immedialUe. 

Thaireftir the Govomour with the Frendie men ceabd not to pw* 
lew the occafionis of the advantage of the war, and come prefeatlie to 
the fort of Lauder, quhilk thay bef^^d f bot the Inglifinen fi sai ' mnl h^ 
ing with thame drew thame ia at the gaittis of thab utter fort, fufaair 
it was crewdlie fochia on baith the fydis, and mony ilayne. Bot the 
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Inglifinen was compellit to retire thame felffis within thair ennir court, 
quhair thay war kepit and fo ftraitlie befeg^t» that thay war redy to haif 
yeildity quhen fuddantlie wourd was brocht that thair was a peace con- 
ciudity as was in deid« For in the meintyme thair wes certane com- 
miflionerB appointit betuix France and Ingland to treat of a peace, as 
the Erie of Bedforde and utheris for the pairte of Inglande, and Mon- 
fieur de Chattilyeoun, eftir Admirall, and utheris for France ; and 
David Panter biichope of Ros, ambafladour than refident in France, was 
thair prefent for Scotlande ; quha met at Bullen, quhair the peace was 
concludit, pafled and aggreit betuix the Kingis of Ingland and France, 
quhairby Bullen was randerit agane to the King of France: and 
amangis uther articles, it was accordit that all fie fortis, caftellis and 
places as the Inglifinen heiid in ony pairt within the Scottis dominionis 
fiild be delivered ; and that the fortis of Dunglas, Roxburgh and Hay- 
mowth, quhilk the Inglifinen had beildit and fortefiet, fuld be railed 
and throwin doiin, that no occafioun of any new controverfie fiild ryis 
be reafoun of keping or defending of the fiune ; and to the effe& that 
this peace new concludit mycht in all pointis be fermelie and truelie 
kepit and obferved, alfweill betuix Scotlande and Ingland as betuix 
France and Inglande^ and all and findre the fiibjeftis of the fiune 
realmes, boith be fey and by lande, Monfieur de Moreit was fend into 
Scotlande with the copie of this peace ; to that the fitmjm was prodaxned 
into Scotlande fone eftir peaflie, in the yeir of our Lorde 1550 yeris ; 
be the quhilk the long and contenowall weir, quhilk had lei^d with 
great extremitie betuix the tua realmes the {pace of ix yeris preceiding, 
wes feafled, to no litill confort of boithe the nations of Ingland and Scot- 
lande ; and according'thairto, the forth of Lauder was randerit, and the 
uthers was calfin doun ; fua that the realme of Scotlande and dominionis 
thairof wes hoill clenged of the Inglifinen, and the bourdouruis retumit 
eyerie one to thair ould poflefliones, quhilkis thay labored with gret 
quietnes thaireftir. 
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At the famin tyme the lidd bifchope of Ros paft into Flandersy 
quhair he treated for a peace, quhilk was concludit betuix Scotland 
and Flanders ; and for conlidering of boithe the treaters and peaces 
eondudit and aggreit of befoir, thair was iend frome Scotland the 
Maifter of Erikin and Maifter Henrie Synclair, deane of Glaigw, yice 
prefedent of the College of Juftice, ambafiadours and commiffioners ; 
quha paflit firft to Lundoun, and thair interchanged the feales of con- 
firmation of the treatie paft of befoir ; and thair fra paft in Flanders, 
quhair thay did the like in fie dew and lawchfiill ordour as is ufed in fie 
caufes, to the hich contentatione of all the princes and fiibje£tis of all 
thefe realmes and dominionis. 

The warris betuix Scotland and Inglande being thus wayis endit and 
peace proclamed, the Queue, Goyemour and nobilitie of Scotland 
thocht it moft neceflar that the French men and Almanis quha wer 
thair refident, with thair liuetennant Monfieur de Thermes, ihould de- 
part furth of the realme and retume in France. And thairfoir thair 
was prepared in Leith ane gret navie, to the nombre of xx gret fhippes 
of Frenche and Scottis ; in the quhilkis the hoill men of weare and thair 
capitans, allweill the Almanis with capitane Rothoule thair Coronell, as 
the Frenche men, embarqued and departit in the moneth of Maij, leif- 
fing behind thame ane finall nomber to keip the fort of Inchkeyth and 
caftell of Dumbar, quhilk thay retenit in thair handis. Monfieur de 
Thermes, de la Chapelle and findre utheris capitanis remanit flill in the 
cuntrey, and travellit throch the moft pairt of the realme, yifeting the 
fituatioun of ihe townis, and the flx^enthis of Dumbartane, Edinburgh, 
Tamptalloun, the Bas, Dumbar, Faft caftell, Dunnottir, Fhindlatir 
and mony uthers, aliwell boith apoun ike coaft of the eift and weft 
leyis. Thay affearmed thay had nevir fene in ony cuntrey fo mony 
flrenthis be natour within one princes dominioun, as was within the 
realme of Scotlande : And fb thay remanit all that fynmier quhill the 
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moneth of September nizt^ at quliilk tjme diaj depertit in eumpanie 
with the Quene douarier in France. 

Heir is diligentlye to be noted, that daring the tjme (tf the warnb 
quhilk indured fo monj jeris betuix the toa realmes, thair wbb many 
ilauchtersy oppreifionis, iDJoreis andvrongis done in mony partis of 
the reahne of Scotlande^ quhilkis culd not be puneift according to the 
lawis with rigour at that tjme^ be reflbne the Goremour was fo biffie 
oocupeit for defence of the inyafione of the foren ennemy of log* 
hind, that he had not the hiiare nor commoditie to put ordour to the 
particuler eflhres within the realme ; and for that caus he determinat to 
bald juftice airis throch all the partis of the ralme, the twa nizt yens 
following, as he did, for puniihment of gret crymes, and ftanching 
thame frome doing the lyk in tyme cumix^. 

The Quene dowarier being a wyfe, difcreit and politique ladie, con- 
fidering the gret quyetnes that the realme of Scotland was broucht unto, 
bie the helpe and fupport lend frome France to the releif and libertie of 
Scotlande, frome the gret thnddome and apperand danger was licklie 
and rasanent thairto throch the cruell perfiiit of Ingland ; for the quhilk 
Iho thought that flio had defenred gret &wour and thankis of the nobi- 
litie and fiibjedtis of Scotlande^ and no les of the King of France and 
his nobilitie ; for that iho had cauled convoy e the Quene hir dochtir hera* 
tour of Scotland into France, quhairby thair was gret apperance that the 
realme of Scotland fuld remane in all tymis cuming not onlie joynit 
with thame in frindihip as thair princepall confiderat and allya, lyk as 
it had bene ccmtenowallie be the Ijpace of yiij hundreth yens preceidxBg ; 
hot alio now it mycht be maide moir fiibjeft and bound unto thame, 
yea, as a ptoynce joynit unto France be manage, as Britangge and 
N<Nrmouiidio ar fulje£fc at this prefent ; and to the effedt iho mycht 
eengratulat and rejoife with the King of France and hir freindis thair, 
and alio to vifite the Quene hir dochter, hot moil princepallie to prepair 
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and fynd all moyens, be the quhilkis iho mycht obtane the goyemement 
of the realme of Scotlande and be regent ihairof, as it lb come to pas 
eftirwart; flio determinat be the adwyfe of Melfires Doiell^ de 
Thermes, la Chapelle and utheris wyfe French men, to make a voyage 
in France* And to the effeSfc flio fould be the bettir accumpaneit, and 
to cans the King and hir freind knaw the gret fawoir and luf that Iho 
had of the nobill men of Scotland, perfiiadit a gret nombre of Erlis, 
Lordis, Barronis and gentill men of Scotland to accumpanie hir during 
hir wayage ; principallie the Erie oif Huntlie and his lady, and his moder, 
Erlis MercheU, Sutherlande, CaflSUis and dyyers utheris, quha glaidlie 
obejrit hir defyre, and maid preparatione during the reft of that fymmer 
for the lame. The Queue alfo fend in France for certane gallayis to 
cum in Scotland for hir moir iiiir conyoy. 

Quhen thir thingis war preparing, the Erie of Huntlie caufed take 
Williame M*Kintoche of Dunnachtane capitane of the Glenhatten, quha 
was accufed for the concealing of ane conijpiracie deviled aganis the laid 
Erie, being chancelar of Scotlande, liuetennent generall of the northepartis, 
and our lord to the iaide Williame M'Kintofche of his landis; quha come in 
the (aid Erlis will for the famin, and thairfoir he was heidit at Strain^ in 
the moneth of Auguft, and his landis forfaltit. For the quhilk caus thair 
was gret apperance of feade betuix the erle of Huntlie and the Erie of 
Caffillis and utheris, quha lamented M'Kintocheis deid. Bot the mater 
waseftir aggreit bethe Queue Regent, and the proces of forfaltour reduced, 
and M*Kintochis air reftored to his haill landis. Yet the kin of Glenhattan 
tulk revenge ihairof j for Ihortlie thaireftir the prindpallis of ihame enterit 
be policie within the caftell of Pettie, quhair Lauchlane M*Kintoche rema- 
nit, quhom thayallegit to be the authour and inventar of that purpofe, and 
firft revelar thairof to the Erie of Huntlie } and thairfoir they crewellie 
flew him, albeit he was of thair awin kin, and baniihed aU ihame that 
pertenit to him forth of thair boundis. 
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In the beginning of the BMMietk of Septemhre^ Leowin Strofle priour 
of CapoBy anyred in Scotlande^ with &x gaUlspB and oertane fltippes ; 
and ihortlie ihatrefter the Quoie douarier, accumpaneit with the Erie 
of HuntUe and a gret nombre of the nobilitie of Scotlande» of ladeiaand 
gentill men, with Monfieur DdTell, de Thermea and uthers Frenche 
and Italiane capitans, emfaarqued at Lejth, and iayled with prolperoua 
windis be the coift of Ingland till France, quhair thay arryvit in the 
raid of Deip, and landit thair with all thair hoill cumpanie the xix day 
of September ; quhair iho waa honorable receayed^ and frome that con- 
Toyit to Rowen, quhair the King was then refident, making his entre 
thair ; quho receaved hir with gret effe£Uone and fawour, ihawin al£> 
well to all the nobill men that was with hir as to hir felf ; quhair the 
King kepit the Iblempnitie of the ordour of Sanft Michaell with gret 
triumph, amangis the quhilk the £rle of Huntlie was honourable pl^ed 
as one of thame, according to his anctetie and eftait. In this triumphe, 
and all the reft of the voyage, the Queue of Scotlande was prelent in 
the Kingb courte, quhilk was yerey confortable to the Queue douarier 
and refi of the nobill men of Scotlande ; quha remanit ftill in the King 
of France cumpanie till his cuming to Pareis, quhilk was aboute the 
middeft of October, quhair thair was guid intertenement maid to the 
Queue douarier and nobill men oi Scotlande, be the nobilitie of France, 
fpedalie the Quenis frendis. Bot moft of all, the King him felf ufed 
£o gret iamiliaritie and la humane and gentill behaveour toward thame, 
and Q>ecialie toward the Erie of Huntlie and utheris, that he allured 
thair hairttis in fie Ibrt, that at all tyme the laid King Henrie was 
thocht to be the moift humane and luflSng King to Scottis men of ony 
that had bene mony yeria preceding ; and fo hie contenowit in the iame 
favour to hb deith. And eftir the King had tareit thair certane dais, 
he tuik his jomay toward Bloyfe, and be the way maid his entre in the 
toun of Chartres, the xx day of November, accompaneit with the Quene 
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of SooUande and &e Queue douarier hir moder, and the noUll men of 
Scodande ; and frome that maid his entre in Blojfe, quhair the Quene 
of Scbtlande and the reft of that cumpanye maid refidens all the reft of 
that winter. During the quhilk tyme the Quene douarier did 6p{nn 
tb. c«. .f to conmig int. P»nc I. the Ki-g »d bi. fccreit cou-da. 
louris, be the adwyfe of the duike of Guife and Cardinall of Lorane hir 
brethir, principallie for advancing of hir to the govemement of the 
realme of Scotland, quhilk was thocht yerrej guid, and approred be 
the King and his counlall, quha referrit the ordering and dres of the 
hoill matter principallie to the Quene hir felf, ipecialie quhat was to 
be obferred to draw the goyemement of the realme furth of the Duik 
of ChattiUirailt handis without ony tumult. And to the eSeSt the Queue 
mycht bring hir purpofe bettir to pas, Iho perliiadit the King to grant 
a gift of the ducherie of Chattilliro in heretage to the Erie of Arrane, 
than Govemour of Scotlande, making alfo his eldeft (one capitane of 
the Scottis cumpanie and men of armes and archers in France ; lyk 
wayk to mak ane gifte of the erledome of Murray in heretage to the 
Erie of Huntlie ; a gift of the erledome of Rothes to one of the Erie of 
Rothes awin fonis, quha had mareit the Goyemors coufignes ; a new 
gifte of the erledome of Angus to the Erie ihairof ; and ficlike of the 
erledome of Mortoun to Georg Douglas fone ; with a gret nombre of 
uiheris giftis and confirmationis maid be the King to fyndre uther par- 
ticuler nobill and gentill men onder his ieill and hand wreit, obliflung 
him in verbo regio to cans the Quene of Scotlande, at hir perfyte aige, 
ratifie and approve the (amyn, or ellis he to gif thame as guid within 
the riealme of France ; apoun the quhilkis thair wes lettrea patentis 
maid in dew forme, quhilkis the Quene douarier delivered to everye 
ane at hir difcretione. 

In this meintyme, the Govemour of Scotlande lend Sir Robert Car- 
negy knycht, in France, to gif the King moft hartlie thankis for the gret 
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fbpporte he had fend in Scotlande, throch the quhilk the Inglifinen war 
ezpellit fiirth of the realme. Bot or his returning, the Quene donarier 
caufed the king propone to the bifchope of Rob, than refident ambafla- 
dour for Scotlande in France, and to the fiiide Sir Robert, and to 
Maifler Guwin Hamiltoun abbot of Kilvinning, the firft motione, that 
the Quene douarier fuld haif the govemement of the realme of Scot- 
lande, and be maid regent thairof. And to gratifie the Goremour in 
the meintyme, the laid ambafladours receaved poflSsflion of the ducherie 
of Chattilliroult, towin and palice thairof, in the Goyemonris name, and 
appointit ane gentill man, callit James Hammiltoun of Ormeiloun, to 
haif cure and chaige, and receave the fruittis and rentis thairof, to his 
utilitie and proffeit } and lykewyfe his eldeft fone, the Erie of Arrane, 
being than in France, receayed charge of the Scottis cumpanie, men of 
armes and archers, with honorabill eftait and intertenement for the 
lamyn. And fo the laid Sir Robert Camegy retumit in Scotlande ; 
and ihortlie thaireftir, the bifchope of Ros foUowit, to perfiiaid the Go- 
yemour to aggre to the kingis defyris, quhairin he maid gret trayell, 
quhill at laft he brocht the lame to paflTe ; and for his reward, the king 
gaif to him the abay of LsSje in France, quhilk he enjoyit thaireftir all 
his dajis. 

At this tyme. King Eduard of Inglande fend the Marques of North- 
amptoun and certane utheris nobill men of Inglande, in mefiage to the 
King of France to Bloyfe ; quhair thair was gret bone^ellis, matches 
and wedfeis betuix the Scottilmen and the Inglifinen in iindre gammes, 
exercife of thair bodeis, alfweill with the croce bow, putting of the 
fiane, and bar of irine, as in wrafling and iindre utheris gammes, quhairin 
thay did excell all uther nations ; iua that the King and nobilitie of 
France tuike gret pleafour thairof, and thay uied thame felffis to the gret 
honor of boith thair nations, albeit in treuith the Scottifinen did excell 
the uther in the moft pairt of all the foiriaide gammes. 
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In the beginning of fymmer tliaireftir, the King, acciimpaneit with 
the Quene of Scotlande, Quene douarier, and nobilitie thairof, paft to 
the tonnes of Towres, Anges^ Nantis, and divers utheris townis in the 
ducherie of Britangje, and maid his entres, quhair he was with grete 
triumphe receaved ; and eftir his returning, lykewyfe in Orleance, and 
fre that come to Fontaneblew ; quhair the Quene douarier and all the 
nobilitie of Scotlande, tuik thair leif of the King and of the Quene of 
Scotlande, and nobill men of France, with gret fawour, benevolens and 
guid intertenement ; and fire that the Quene douarier paft to Jamyeill 
in Champaingje, to vifle the Duches of Guife hir modir and utheris hir 
freindis, quha than was in duile for departing of that nobill and ancient 
prince the Duike of Gujfe hir fader, quha deceiffit the jeir preceding. 
In the meintyme, the moft pairt of hir cumpanie remanit in Paris byin^f 
and preparing findre thing^ to be had in Scotlande with thame, quhilkis 
was moir fuperfluus nor necefler, as eyerie ains, bot Ipecialie the ladeis 
fantafeis did move thame ; and fire that the Quene douarier and all hir 
cumpanie com to Rwan, quhair iho tuik purpofe to pas in Scotlande 
throch Ingland, and fo embarkin thair, paft be watter to the New Hea- 
Tin, and frome that ialit throch the ley, and landit at Portifinowth 
apoun the weft parte of Inglande ; quhair Iho was honorablie receayed 
and interteneit, and convoyit throch Hampfchyre, Suflex and Surrey, 
be the Erie of Southamptone, Lord Williame Haward and uther nobill 
men with gret cumpaneis, quhill Iho come to Hamptoun courte^ quhair 
iho was receayed be King Eduard, with gret beniyolens and well inter* 
teneit j and fire that conyoyit doun the river of Temmes in the Kingis 
bairges to Lundoun, and ludged in the biichope of Lundonis palice ; 
and fbortUe thairef)iir. King Eduard come to the Quhythall for inter- 
tenement of the Quene douarier, quhair gret banqueting and honorable 
paftyme was maid, and all the antiquiteis, monumentis and priacepall 
jouallis of the realme was ihawin to hir. And than was proponit to hir 
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had richt to tiM Ikid abacfe, fiild be promored to the an^ebifidioprflt 
of 6k%ir ) and the pofleffi<me of the Ulchoprik of DmikeU fiild be kll 
be the abbot of Cowper» quha was the Erie of Argylis finend, and germ 
to ana Crejchtoimy qaha waa lauchfullie pnmdit thairto { and in ra- 
oompenie of the laid abbot, fuld haif the firft bifchoprik that hapfamit to 
waiki qnhilk was the bilohoprik of Brechin, to the qtdulk he was noaai- 
nat be the Quene thatreftir« Lykwyfe, Maifter Alexander GordooBf 
brodir to the Erie of Huntly, being anis proTidit and coniecret at 
Howme archebiiichope of Grlaigw { for renundng of the tyUe thairo( 
he-gat the gift of*the abbacj of Inchechaffinf, and retynit the ftile of 
ane archebifchoppe, being titillit of Athenis, till he was promoved to the 
bifidioprik of Gallowaj in Sootlande, Thir and mony uther contro^- 
rwttm war aggreit, be the wifdome and gret difcretione of the nobilitie^ 
and the Quene dooartert to the quietnes and contentatioun a( all the 
hoill cuntrej. 

Abont the iamyn tyme^ ane lemed wyfe aged fether, callit Doftor 
Wauchop ScottiGnan, archebilchop. of Armacham in Ireland, quha was 
contenowalie frome his infancy blmd, yit was of fo excellent guid lem- 
ing and knawl^pe, that he was maid dolour of theologie in Paris ; for 
the quhflkt and for his wiidome and experience, he was promored be 
Paip Paule the third to the fiiid arekebifchoprike, and fend legate and 
ambafladour be him and Paip Julij the third olkymes to the Empreonr, 
and in France, Scotland, Irdand, and utiier partis, with commifion alio 
of alegstalatera, qnhairhe exeout h» charge wyflye and diicretlie to the 
admiratione of many, and to the gret honour of his hoill natione, and now 
deceiffit in F^tris the x day of November, and wasbureid in the Gray freris. 

Daring the ^me that the Qaene douarier and the nobilitie of Scot- 
lande was m France, thak come ane doAour phifitiane, caBit Ram&y, 
SeottJfioBan,- furth of Turing in Pyedmount to France, being of gret 
aige^and guid leining and experience^ quha feirred all the nobiB men of 
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Scotland and thair hoill eumpanye, with fie things as was neceflar for 
thame» frelie f^im his awin charges, moved onely for the zeill he bob: 
toward his cuntrey; fwa that he wald not fiiffer thame to cum onder the 
euir and medicine of ftrangers, in cafe thaj mycht haif hapinnit in ium 
onrecoTerabill inconyenient, ather be evill drogges or onlemed miztour 
thairof i as hapinnit to the nobill men quha come to the manage of the 
Quene in France in the fiftie aucht yere of God thaireftir. 

The hoill realme of Scotland being this maner in quyetnes, ererye 
man addreft him ielf to policie, and to big, plant and pleneife thole 
rowmes quhilkis throch the trubUs of the warris, be Inglifinen or utheris 
had bene wafted, brint, ipulyeit, or diftroyit^ and for eftabliffing throch 
all the partis of the realme, the Govemour be advyfe of the Quene and 
nobilitie, determinit to bald juftiee aris throch all the partis of the 
realme, and that rather for fiaying of trubles in tymis, nor for rigorous 
pumlhmant of anye offences by paft ; and to that effe^ he being ac- 
cumpaneit with the Quene and iyndre uther nobill men, paft in the 
north partis of Scotlande, and firft held his aris at Invemes in the mo- 
neth of Julij } quhair thair was litill puniihment or executione of mennis 
bodeis, hot certane compofitioun of money takin frome every man ac- 
cording to his ftrait conditione, and qualitie of the cryme ; and fra that 
come forduart to Elgin, Banf and Aberden ; thaireftir to Dundie and 
Perth, quhair the lyk or dour was obfervedand kepit; and from that paft 
in the weft cuntrey to Glalgw, Langrig, Dumfreis and utheris partis, 
doing the like thair ; as in Edinburgh, Ix>uthiane and thefe partis in the 
nixt winter* And in the lyme of Lentren thaireftir he paft to Jedbrough 
quhair he held his aris, putting ordour and guid rule to all the effiuris of 
the bordourisy boith on the eift and myddill merchis, as he had done in 
Dumfries on the weft of befoir j appointing wyle and difcrete capitanis, 
wardanis and officers thairupoun, quha kepit all the bordouris in guid 
juftiee and quietnes. 
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In thk progresy Sir George Douglas of Pettindrich knychty brodir to 
the Erie of Angus, qulia bad beine a man of gret wit and experience, 
deoeiffit in the tyme of the aris in Elgin ; quhome I do heir remember, 
for that he was fo well knawin in his tjme in France, Scotland and 
in Inglande, for his politeque and 'wechetie eflGu'es in the oft chaises of 
the govemement of Scotlande, quhairin his inrentionis and moyens was 
not the leift. About the lame tyme, Alexander Lord Gordon, eldeft 
ibne to the Erie of Huntly, quha had mareit the Govemouris dochtir, 
and was a verrey wjle young man and of guid qualiteis, deoeiffit of ane 
bleding at Edinburgh. 

m 

At the tyme of the Goyemouris refidens in Jedbruche, Maifler Dauid 
Panter biichope of Ros, albeit not than conlecrat, quha had bene con- 
tenowalie ambaSadour refident in France Csvin jens preceding, arryvit 
in Jedburgh, and was thair conlecrat bifchope with grete Iblempnitie, 
triumphe and banqueting ; quhair thair was findrie of the bordouraris 
maid knychtis, lie as the lairdis of SelTord, Fameherft, Coldounknowis, 
Sir Androw Kar of Littildein, the Larde of Grenheide, Balcleuch and 
lindre utheris ; and fwa the Goyemor leiffing all in quietnes apoun the 
bordouris, retumit to Edinburgh. 

During all the tyme of this progres and holding of aris, the Queue 
douarier paffit contenowalie in company with the Goyemor throche all 
the partis of the realme ; quhair Iho laborit fecreitlie at all the lordis 
handis, boith Ipirituall and temporall, to aggre and gif thair conlentis 
to hir to be admittit regent of the realme of Scotlande, during the reft 
of the minoritie of the Queue hir dochtir ; and that Iho mycht be re- 
ceayed thairto quhofone the yens of the tutorie fuld be run furth and 
endity and foner gif law wald permit the lamin ; or in cais the Goyer- 
nour mycht be perfuadit for &your, pleafour or guid deid, befoir the tyme 
thairof war run out, to leif the lamyn ; and for this effeft Iho maid lyn- 
drie promileis of gret rewardis, with privie bandis to the lordis partieu- 
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larlia; be the quliOk Iho drew almoft the hoill nobilitie of Scotland to be 
of hir opinione, and to fubfcrive fecretlie with hir ; and fo thinking hir 
ielf aflured of thame, iho caufed the laid bifhope of Ros more the mater 
to the Govemour, defyringe him, apoun the King of Frances name, to 
leiff the office and goyemement of the realme to the Quene douarier 
with &your and benevolens. To the quhilk the govemour on no wayis 
at the firft wald aggre, lb that thair apperit gret diyifione to be betuix 
him and the Quene, in fie fort that all the reft of that yeir the Govemour 
remained for the moft pairt in Edinburgh, accumpaneit with ane few 
nomber of lordis, and the Quene in Striveling, quhair iho had gret re- 
fort and ahnoft contenowall cumpanie of the Erie of Angus, Huntly, 
Argyle, Atholl, Caflillis and mony utheris, in hoip of change of the 
authoritie, to be rewardit for thair alliftance. The Quene perceaving 
the Govemour not willing to leif the tutorie befoir the xij yeris war com- 
pleit, be the adwyie and couniall of lum ezparte, did bringe a queftione 
that the lame was alreddy experit and run forth quhofone the Quene 
was xj yeris compleit and entered in the xij yeir of hir aige, as Iho was 
than prefentlie apoun the fevint day of November in the yeir of God 
jm yc liij ye]^ . affirming that a yeir befoire the birth, quhen that a prince 
is in the modir wombe fold be compted as they had bene borne, quhen- 
foevir it may forther advance thame in ony thing, and fo to haif bene 
obferved aliweill to the Princes of the realme of Scotlande as within 
utheir cuntreis in tymis paft. And to that effe^te iho wreit to all the 
nobUl men of Scotlande, to conveine with hir at Striveling at ane cer- 
tane day appointit thairto, to gif thair adwyfe and confent thairupoun ; 
quhair thay all convenit to that eiS&Bt ; fo that the Govemour remanit 
almoft his allaine in Edinburgh, accumpaneit onlie with the biichope 
of San£fc Androis and Lord Levingftoun ; quhair confidering that he 
culd not Weill refift aganis the Quene douarier and the hoill nobilitie 
be eimftfoll meflages and lettres fend to him be the Erie of Huntlye 
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aad tttkms nobill men^ he paft towart SfariTeIiiig» and tbatr be ike mi^ 
wyfe of the hoiU nobilitie aad counlklly tbatr was a finall aggremenft 
maid betuix the Quene and Govemour, that be fold ki^ dimit aad gif 
our the office of tutorie of the Quene aad gorernement of the realme» 
to the effeS; that the Qu^ie mycht cheife curatouria in France, and be 
tibAir adwyfe appomt the Quene douarier Regent of the realme of Seot- 
lande, or onj utheir at thair pleaibur ; and that one parliament fould be 
appointit to be haldin in the monetfae of Aprile nixt following in Edin- 
burgh, quhair the Goremour fould publidie gif our the laid office ; aad 
in the meintjrme, for foir keping of his part» be aggreit to deliver than 
prdS»tUe the caftell of Edinbuif^h In the handk of the Ix>rd Erik^ tobe 
kepit imto the fidde parliament, apoun that condidoune, that in caile the 
Goyemor wald not keip lus promeile, than the iamju fould be delivered 
to ihe Quene douarier ; and on the uther parte, in caie fie conditions as 
was promiied to bim fuld not be kept, the laid cafiell Ibuld be randerit 
agane to the Govemour, Lykwyle the Quene douarier promeled to the 
Gt>vemour ane full and ample difcharge of all intromiffioun with King 
James the fyftis treaiTouris of gold and money, jowellis, filver vefhell, 
copbourdis, movables and pleniihing, and all utheris thingis belonging 
unto him the tyme of his deceis ; and ficlik ane dilcharge of intromi£> 
fioun with all the fruittis, rentis, alfweiQ of the propertie as caufiialtie 
pertening to the patrimonie of the crowne, intromettit or receavedt or 
quhiUds fold haif bene receaved be him or ony in his name, from the 
deceis of the King to the tyme of the nixt parliament ; with fofficient 
confirmatione of all giftis of benefices, wardis, manages or uther 
cttufoaliteis qubatfiunevir during the laid tyme, and ane confirmatione 
of the gift of the ducherie of Chattillirault to him and lus aris } and that 
the caftell of Dumbartane fold remaae in the Govemouris handis quhiU 
the Quenis perfit aige } with findre utheris pa£tionis, promefis aad cour 
And for fuir keping thairof, the Quene promeled to cans the 
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thre eflatis of the realme to be bundin and oblift onder thait hand ^(nreit 
and fealesy lyk as the lordis thair prefent did than oblis thame, that all 
the foiriaid fiild be keipt unto the Govemour, and that the Quene Ibuld 
nerir reiroik, hot ratifie and approve the iamyn at hir perfyt aige. And 
that in the fame parliament the Duik of Chattillorault fuld be declarit 
be the thre eftatis to be iecounde perfone to the realme, and juft and 
lawfull heretour to the crowne, failyeing the Quene and the lauchfuU fuc- 
c^one of hir body. And fwa all thir heades being well aggreit, die 
conyentione was diflblvit ; and for performing thairof^ the Governoi^ 
prefenilie caufed deUver the keping of the caftell of Edinburgh, with 
aU munitione being thairintill, to the Lord Erfkyn ; and the Quene 
fend with all Q>eid in France, to obtene all fie difchai^es, giftis, con&^ 
mations, commifiionis, and fie uther thingis neceffiur to be had agane 
the nixte parliament. 

Qtthill this apperance of divifione was ftanding betuix the Govemouf 
and Quene, thair was fiim in dyrers partis of the realme that preifled to 
waikin auld deidlie feaddes, and to qtxyt querrellis, thinking than to be 
tjme moft convenient, for that it apperit moft eafie to thame to get remi& 
fioun of thair wicked dedis ather firome thame that left the authorite, or 
thame that entered thairintill. Apoun this pretence, as appered, the laird 
of Baldeuch was flayne in Edinburgh be the Karris ; quhaimpoun gret 
fead and dilpleafour foUowit betuix the fumames of the Karris and 
Scottis ; and about the iamyn tyme the maifter of Ruthven flew aaM 
wailyeant gentill man callit Johne Charteris of Kinelevin m Edinburgh, 
Bspaan occafione of auld fead, and for flaying of a decreit of ane procM 
quhiik the fidd Johne periewit agani^ hiii befbir the Lordis of the Sef* 
fione ; quhairupoun occafioun was taikin in the nixt parliament, that 
thair was u law maid that quhafiimevir he was that flew any man for 
the perfiut of any a&ione aganis him, thdt he fiilde loie the ryeht and 
tytle of hn aftione^ and the flayer Ibid be atfb puniilhed in body Md 
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g^dis according to the lawis of tbe realme i qiihilk was the occatione 
of fiaTing of fie crewell attemptb in tyme cuming. At the lame tjmep 
the Lord Sempill flew the Liord Creychtoun of Sanchar in the Grov w- 
nouris awin hous, apoun a fuddan, within the toun of Edinburgh ; for the 
quhilk he was taikin and put in the caftell of Edinburgh, and had bene 
execut thairfoir, war not the gret laboris nuud be the Lorde Sancharis 
freindis for lauftie of his Ijf, through ane aggrement that was labored 
betuix thame, be moyence of the bifchop of Sanftandrois and utheris 
his frendis at that tyme. 

Quhen thir things was in doing in Scotlande, Edwarde the fixt King 
of Ingland be long lingering feiknes departit out of this lyf the fixt daie of 
Julij I"^ V^ liij yens } and immediatlie eftir his deceis» apoun the ix daye 
of Julij, be meanis and laboris of the Duik of Northumberland and 
utheris of his fiiftione, ane callit Lady Jane, dochtir to the Duik of 
Suffblke, was proclamed Queue } quhiU^ was the cans of gret trubill to 
the iaid Duik and Ladye and all thair frendis ; for apoun the xx day of 
Julij nizt following, Ladye Marie, eldefl; dochtir of King Henry the 
aucht, was proclamed and receaved Queue be the hoill nobilitie and 
univerlall conient of the Eilatis of the realme } and fiiortlie thaireftir, 
the Duik of Northumberland, Duik of Suffolk, Lady Jane and hir 
hufl>ande Lorde Gilford, with a gret nomber of utheris, war all beheidit 
at Lundoun } and the laid Queue Marie being cronit, convenit a par- 
leament, in the quhilk Iho reduced the hoill realme to the auld catho- 
lique religion, for oblervatione of the ordour ufed, miniflratioun of the 
lacramentis, meSe and utheris fenrice ; admitting alfo the fiippremicie 
of the feate of Rome within that realme, as it had bene ufed in the 
beginning of King Henry the viii hir £Euleris regne* And Ihortlie 
tiiaireftir Iho was mareit with Phillip than Prince, now King of Spainye, 
eldeft lone to the emprior ; for the quhilk cans thair was rafed findre 
infurre£tionis and conlpiraceb within the realme of Inglande aganis the 
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laid manage ; quhilkis was quenched and fet doun, bot not without 
gret executione and bluid ihed of the confpiratours thairof, as may be 
fene in thair cf onicles and annellis, quha liftis to reid at lenth. 

Sone eftir the coronatione, all ftrangers, ipecialie the Scottis men, 
quha ather for crymis or for religione, war baniihed thair awin cuntreis, 
and reflait in Ingland in King Eduardis tjme, war charged to depairt 
fiirth of that realme ; and thairfoir Normound Leilie Maifier of Rothes, 
Laird of Grange, Maifier Henry Bahiafeis and thair cumpanie, being 
baniihed Scotlande for the llauchter of the Cardinall, alfo the Lairdis 
of Brunftoun and Ormefioun, and utheris than refident in Inglande, 
retumit to France. Normound was employed in fervice of the warris 
be King Henry of France aganis the Emprior, and gat the charge of 
ane hundrethe lycht horfinen, in the quhilk he ufed him felf verrey vail- 
yeantlie ; purpofing thairby, that he mycht recover boith his honour and 
leaving, quhilk he had loied in Scotland be wicked counlell of utheris, 
in aflifting that ungodlie deid, quhilk he repented yerrey loir at all 
tyme. Bot efWr fyndre yailyeant faftis and dedis of armee, yerrey bap- 
pelie and eurageoullie done be him in tha weares, to the gret honour and 
confort of his natione, in a fcarmuihe at Rentoun in Picardie, he was 
woundit be a Ihot of a piftolet, and of that hurt he deceiflet at Montrell 
the xxix day of Auguft 15S4t. The King of France, for recompance of 
his lervice, receaved his eldefl; brodir Williame in &wour, and maid him 
gentill man of his chalmer, and he fend the Lord of Grange and all the 
reft of his companie in Scotlande, and cauled thame to be reftored to 
thair levinges agane, be the Queue r^ent and efiatis of parliament. 

The tyme of the appointit parliament for ending of all thingis be- 
tuix ihe Queue douarier and the Govemour being cumin, the efiatis of 
Scotlande was conyenit at Edinburgh, quhairupoun the xij day of the 
moneth of Aprill, the Govemour and Queue comperit, and the parlia- 
ment was firft fet and fenled in the Queue oure foyeranis name, with 

li 
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confent of James Duik of Qiattillire Erie of Amne, hir tutor and go- 
vemour ; and thair was prefented and red in preiens of all the eflatis, 
all the contra^tis maid betuix the Quene and Goyemour, with the con- 
firmationiB granted be the Quene, with conlent of hir curatouris in 
France thairupoun, in ample forme ; quhilkis war ratefeit and appreyit be 
the eftatis of parliament ; and lykwyfe was red ane contraft, be the 
quhilk the hoill eftatis oblilhed thame to warrande the fame to the 60- 
remour according to the former appointment, quhilkis was prefentlie 
fublcrivit be all thofe quho voit in parliament, and thair leales affixit 
thairto ; quhilkis being done, and he declared lecound perfoun of the 
realme, the Goyemour in prefens of the eftatis and of the Quene dou- 
arier and Monfieur Dofell, ambafladour refident for the King of France 
in Scotland, renuncit and dimittit the office of tutorie and goyemement 
of the realme ; and than prefentlie was pronunced and publiquelie red, 
ane commiflion geyin be the Quene of Scotlande in France, with the 
confent of hir foirfidd curators, in moft ample forme, making the Quene 
hir modir regent of hir realme and li^es ; quhilk commiflione and office 
iho aoceptit apoun hir, and was admittit and receayed be the eflaitis 
thairto ; and the parliament being of new fenfed agane in name of the 
Quene, with confent of the Quene r^nt hir modir, and approyed be 
tiie eftatis, thaireftir the lame wee difiblyit. 

Quhen the Quene was placed in this maner be uniyer&U confent of 
the eftatis, and receayed as regent of the realme, than as the commoune 
ufe is, at the change of the prince and authoritie, all the princepall offi- 
ciaris to be changed, the Erie of Caffillis was maid thefeurar ; ane 
Frenche man callit Welemort wes appoynted comptroller; Maifter 
James M^jiU maid dark of the r^ift^r ; the abbot of Cowper, Lorde 
Priyie Seill ; ane callit Monfieur Ruble, Frenchman, a procutour of 
Paris, appointit to keip the gret feill, and to be as yice Chancelar and 
affifter to the Erie of |Huntlie than Chancdar ; and findre uther partis 
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ciilar offices war changed lykwyfe. Bot the Quene r^fent Ihordie 
thaireftir h^fouth to ufe the couniall of thefe Frenche men, DoleU, 
Rubie, Welemorti moir nor of the nobilitie of Scotland, and of ane 
called MonfieurBonet, quhome fho maid govemour of Orknay thaireftir; 
quhilk mud thame to conceave fum jolelie aganis the Quenis goreme- 
ment, eyin in the beginning, albeit thai kepit the fame fecreitUe 
within thair breiftis quhiU the fiftie fevin jeir of God ; at quhilk tjme it 
was utterit at Maxwellheuch, to the gret dilquieting of the hoill efiait. 

Eftir the diflblving of this parliament the Quene Regent, willing to 
put ordour to fiim troubles in the hie landis of the cuntrey, caufed the 
Erie of Huntlie, with a commiflione of livetennentrie, pas with ane 
gret army to Abirtarf, within the flierifdome of Invemes, to inyaid 
Johne Mudjard his kin and affifkeris ; quhair the fidd Erie being con- 
▼enit with ane gret nomber, allweill of hieland as lawland men, he 
proponit to the principallis of the hoill oifl, defyring thame to merche 
forduart in the hie landis, for apprehending of the laide Johne Mud* 
yard and his kin ; bot the barronis and gentill men of the lawlandis in 
ipedall, refiifed to go in that cuntrey les nor thay mycht trarell on hors, 
as ihay culd on no wayis do in that boundis ; and the laid Erie wald 
not merche with the hieland men onlie, for the lait hattrent that thai 
had conceared aganis him for the deithe of M'Intoche, and thairfoir he 
returned. Quhairfoir the Quene fend for the fidd Erie of Huntlie, and 
accufed him befoir the counfiJl for negligent executione of his commit 
fione, and thairfoir he was wardit within the caftell of Edinburgh in the 
moneth of Oftober, quhair he remaned contenowalie till the moneth of 
Merche nixt following ; and in t^e meintyme, gret inquifitione was 
maid aganis him, be the informatione of his privat ennemeis ; bot at laft 
the matter was lb appointit, that the fiud Erie was maid content to re- 
nunce and dimit to the Quene regent the heretabill infeftment of 
the erledome of Murray and Lordihip of Abimethy, the takkis and

pofleflione of Qrknay and Zetland, the baillierie end taldds of the erle- 
dome of Mar and lordihip of Stra7thdie» and was content to pas in 
France, thair to remaine for the (pace of fyre jeria ; and be this ap- 
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pointment he was releiflit Airth of the caftelL And Mr he had maid 
his preparatione reddj to depairt in France, and to that eSeSt the 
Quene regent had gevin him licence to conye all his filver vefliell for 
his fumefling, Iho was content to difcharge him of that yyage, Iwa 
that he fuld remane in Scotland, for payment of certane gret fowmis of 
money, quhilk he caufed deliver to hir than prefentlie ; and thairfoir 
was reftored to his office of chancellarie agane, althocht Monfieur Rubie 
had the princepall charge thairof, and kepit the gret leill during the 
hoill tjrme of the Quene regentb govemement. 

About the iamyn tyme returned in Scotland furth of France ane 
wyle and lemed prelat, maifter Henrie Sinclair deane of GIa%w, rice 
prefident of the college of juftice, quha had bene a familiar oounlalour to 
King James the fyft ; hot during all the tyme of the Govemouris rege- 
ment was not in gret credeit ; yit for his wifilome, knawl^^ and expe- 
rience, was holdin in gret honoujr and eftimatione be the Quene r^ent, 
and be the hoill nobilitie. Immediatlie eftir his arryying, he caufed be 
his counlall the bifchoppe of Orknay, than prefident of the coU^^ of 
juftice, and all the fenatouris thairof, mak certane fiatutes for abbreyia- 
tion of proceifis, guid ordour to be obferved in the laid college, reforma- 
tione of abufis, quhairof the affcis, fiatutes and monumentis remanis yit 
to thir our daies in the laid college, quhairby jufiice may be indiffer- 
entlie, finceirlie and uprichtlie miniftred to all perlbnis, and firevolowis 
and fuperflowis tennis and delationis cut away, and diligent ordour be 
the lordis, thair fcrybis, advocattis and members of court obferved, and 
all abufe removed ; Iwa that thaireftir juftice was dewlie miniftxat within 
the lamyn, according to the lawis of the realme, in bettir ordour nor it 
had bene in ony tyme preceding. 
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In this mene ieaibun thair was a parliament haldin at Edinburgh, in 
the monethe of Julij, be the Quene regent and thre eftatis of the realme ; 
quhair thair was conrenit mony nobill, wyfe, lemed and expart men 
as evir had bene at ony parliament mony yeris preceding j and thair 
was mony and findre guide fiatutis and lawis maid for the commoim 
Weill, tending princepallie to the quietnes of the hoill fiibjefitis thairof ; 
quhilkis ar contenit at lenth in the regiiter buikis of the a^fcis of parlia- 
ment, and thairfoir I will not be fiiperflowus in reherfing thairof; 
albeit mony of thame be worthie of memorie, Qiecialie the a£te of the 
difchargeing of gadderinges and aiTembleis ufed in flitting Fryday and 
Witfbundaye, the difchargeingis of conventionis under the cullour of 
Robeine Huid, and the difcharge of ligges or bandis to be taikin or 
gevin frome one fubje£t to ane uther, and utheris ficlik ; for the quhilkis 
fufficient ordour was providit in the iaidis fiatutis, for the commowne 
tranquilitie to be oblerved in tymis cuming. 

At the lame tyme, Quene Marie of Ingland was mareit to King 
Fhillop Prince of Spaingye, upoun the xxv day of Julij at Winchefter ; 
quha lend thairfre ane ambafladour in Scotland in baith thair names to 
the Quene regent, to congratulat and rejofe for the laid marriage ; de- 
fyring hir to conferye amitie, freindfhip and peace betuix the twa realmes ; 
and for conferming thairof, thair was appointit certane commiflioners 
to meit in the nixt fymmer, as thay did apoun the bourdouris. 

Quhill the Quene was putting ordour to the effiuris of the fouth partis 
in this wyfe, the Erie of Atholl was lend with Ipeciall commiffione into 
the hielandis for apprehending of Johne Mudyarde ; quhair he wrought 
fo be wifdome, policie and guid convoy, that the laide John come with 
him to the Quene regent, with tow of his fbnnis and certane of his kin, 
and fubmitted thame into hir will ; quha as a clement and mercifuU 
princes, moir of hir guidnes nor thur defertis, pardonit thame at that 
tyme, and caufed thame remane in waird within the toun of Perth and 
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caftell of Meffime^ quhair thay war weill treated ; yit as the tod can not 
l^yd fiirth of his hoill, eftir thaj had tareit thair certane fyace, thajhrak 
thair wardiB, and paft fecreitlie in thair awin cuntrej, quhaire thay fterit 
up be thair counfidl new troble agane» lyk as was alfo in direrie partis of 
the hie landis ; quhilk mored fore the Quene to make a jomay in the 
nixt yeir in the north partis, to hold jufiice aris for puniihment of gret 
offences and ftenching of fie mifreule in tjmes cuming. 

In the beginning of this fymmer thair was ane parUament haldin at 
Edinburgh ; in the quhilk the laardis of Brunftoun, Ormeftoun, Grange, 
and certane utheris quha had bene forfaltit in the Goremouris tjme, 
war at the fpeciall requeft of the King of France reflored, and the lame 
parliament was contenowit thaireftir, and callit a running parliament. 

During the tjrme of the lamyn, the Quene regent, be the counfidl of 
Monfieur Dofell, Rube, and certane lordis of the nobilitie, defyred ane 
new ordour to be taikin be the eftatis of the realme for fiiflentatione of 
the warris aganis Ingland, quhen foevir thay fiild happin to be in tymes 
cuming ; and that be payment of certane taxationis, impoftis and contro- 
butionis, to be raifed and payit be everye man of quhatfoevir qualitie or 
efiait, conforme to the quantitie of his landis, rentis^ guidis and fiib- 
ftance. And to that effect it was devyfed that inrentouris fuld be taikin 
be the fliereffis of everie mannis rentis, goodes and fiibfiance ; and that 
with this taxation, men of weir to be conduced to ly apoun the bordaris, 
fwa that no man fuld be trubled to cum firome thair awin houfles for 
defence thairof, bot quhen the gret army of Ingland come within the 
realme } quhilk new inventione, albeit fum of the lordis of the nobi- 
litie for pleafour of the Quene feamed to aggre thairto for the tyme, yit 
the barronis and gentill men was nathing content thairwith, and for 
flaying thairof maid mony privie aflembleis and conrentions ; and at 
laft thair convenit in the abbay kirk of Halieruidhous to the number of 
iijc barronis, and fend tua of the moft ancient amangis thame, quhilkis 
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WHS the laards of Calder and WeameSi to the Quene regent and lordis 
of hir oounlall, defyring moift hiunelie not to alter the ancient cuftomey 
lowis and liberteis of the realme, in putting thame to fie charges of pay- 
ment of Ibwmes of money ; affirming that thair foirfatheris and predi» 
ceflburis had defendit the famyn, mony hundreth yeris, vailyeantlie with 
diair awin handis ; and for that cans principallie thay had thair leyingis 
and landis gevin unto thame be thair prince, to lerve him with tliair 
awin perfonis into the warns ; and as thay beleiffit ailuredliei none had 
power to diQ)ence with thame, or alter the maner of thair halding, or 
diicharge thame of that fervice, ipedalie during the minoritie of thair 
prince and foverane ; for in that refpeft the King has bene caUit at all 
tymes. King of Scottes, that is rather in refpe£t of men nor of money or 
fiibftance of the cuntrey ; declaring alfo, that thay quha prefentlie in- 
habited the realme, was of als good curage and hardement, abill and 
vailyeant to defende thair realme as utheris thair forbears hes bene in 
tymes pafi, and thairfoir wald fecht with thair awin handis, and defende 
the lame with thair bodeis ; for thay culd not truft any waged man that 
he walde to feythfuUie defende thair libertie, wyffis, baimis, landis and 
poflefiionis ; and that thair was not fo gret fubflance to be fpared within 
the realme, as to fiiflene lb monye ydill men as war neceflar for defence 
of the bordouris ; and laft of all, thay affirmed, that the fame fulde cans 
the loirdis, barronis, gentill men, fell into fie ydilnes and onlkiUulnes, 
throuch laik of uie of bearing and exercing thair armour, that thay fuld 
becum ane ea£e pray to quhatfiimevir natione that waild invaid the 
reahne. Quhilkis thingis iTeing declared to the Quene and couniall, 
all the reflbnis alleged be thame confident, the Quene regent be the 
adwyfe of the nobilitie, defifted for any ftirther travelling in that mat- 
ter ; and thocht thame nothing worthie of thankis that was the invent* 
aris thairof, becaus it maid ane gret gruge and murmour amangis the 
people of the realme. 
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At the fame tyme thair was fend to the bourdouris the bilhope of 
Dumblanei the laird of Lethingtone, and maifber James M<xill com- 
miflioners for Scotlande, to meit with ane wyfe and learned man, 
Tonfiaill bifhop of Durhame, and certane utheris commiflioners for 
Ingland } quhair thay remanit at Dunce during the monethis of Julij, 
Auguft and September, (at quhilk tyme the Queue was in the north 
partis of Scotland at the aris,) quhair thair was treated fie things as 
ftude in controrerfie betuix the twa realmes, and guid juftice done and 
redres maid on ather of the fydis. 

In this meintyme the Queue regent, making hir voyage in the north 
partis, come in the moneth of Julij to Inverues, accompaneit with the 
Erles of Himtly, Argyle, Atholl, Merchall, bifhop of Rob and Ork- 
nay, and fyndre uther nobill men, and hir foirfaid counialoris of Frenche 
men, quhair Iho held juftice aris with moft extreme and rigorous 
puniflunent, and charged eyerie ane of the capitanis of the hie landis 
to bring in the offendaris of thair awin kin, according to the ordour pre- 
Icribit in King James the Fiftis tyme, onder gret panis ; quhairthrow 
mony was entered, boith ofLM^Kenzey kin, Banagowin, Lord Lowat, 
M^Kintoche, Laird of Grant and mony utheris, quhairof thar was fin* 
drie execut ; and amongis the reft, the Laird of Grant being charged 
to bring in ane Ipeciall freind of his awin callit James Graunte, for his 
oppreffione, becaus he culd not be apprehendit and brocht quick to the 
juftice, he caufed him and the reft of his cumpanye be flayne, and thair 
heidis be prefented to Queue regente* At the famyn tyme, the Erie of 
Caihenis was charged lykwyfe for the lyke caufes, and was put in warde, 
firft in Invemes, and next in the caft^U of Edinburgh, quhair he pait 
gret fi^wmis of money or he was delivered. Makky, the iamyn tyme 
capitane of Stranever, be the afliftance of the Glengwn, quha had done 
gret injures and wronges to the cuntrey of Sutherlande nixt adjacent to 
thame, walde not entre : Thairfoir ye Queue caufed the Erie of Suther*

lande convene ane gret army, and pas within the cuntrey of Strathnaver } 
and lykwyfe fend certane fhippes be fey, quhairby he was conftraned 
to rander him felfe, and come with Sir Hew Kennedy to the Quene, 
quhair he remaned in waird in Edinburgh dyveris yeris thaireftir ; and 
fyndre pledges was receaved for the Glengwn, quha was kepit in fiim 
ftrenthes for thair guid rule during the Quene regentis pleafour. 

Eftir the Quene had maid her refidens in Invernes, and yifited the 
cimtre of Ros, fho returned to Elgin, Banf, and Abirdene, quhair flio 
held aris lykwyie ; hot not with fo gret executione of mennis bodeis, 
hot rather be compocitione of money ; and fo returned to Dundie and 
Perthe, keping the like ordour ; and in the nixt winter, caufed the Erie 
of Huntlie, with the counfall and affiflance of the bifchoppes of 
Ros and Orknay, and Sir Hew Kennedy, take up privie indytmentis, 

and hald courtis thairupoun, within the ihyres of Invemes, 

Elgin, Fores and Nardin, quhair thair was a gret nomber execut, 
quhilk maid the cuntrey to be haldin in gret quietnes thaireftir. And 
here is to be remembred, that in all this jomay and progres quhair 
the Quene Regent and her companie did pas, iho was receaved 
verrey honorablie, and intertenit fumpteouilie in the nobill mennis, 
prelattis and barrouns houlis, fo that the Frenche men praifed the fame 
verrey meikill. 

About this tyme, thair come ane gret fhip, and with hir a pink, furth 
of Mufcovia, bowin toward Ingland with ane ambafladour frome the 
Emperor of Mufcovia, quhilk fhip and pink was drevin be gret ftormes 
and windis apoun the northeft of Scotlande, at Kynardis heid, within the 
cuntrey of Buchane, quhair a gret nombre of thair cumpanie was dronit 
and boith the fhippes, the moift pairt of his guidis lofed be the wrake of 
the fey ; hot the ambafladour him felfe was faved, with a gret part of 
his cumpanie, and was weill intertenit be the cuntreymen, and convoyit 
* thairfre to Edinburgh to the Quene Regent, quha efter guid intertene- 

Kk 
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rnent caufed the Lord Hwme acoompanie him to Berwik in the moneih 
of Fehniar thaireftir. 

All this tjnne, thair was gret and hoit ware betuix the King of France 
and King Phillip of Spaine, quha had new receaved the goTemement 
and pofleflioun of the Low Countres of FUnders, Holand, Zelland and 
the reft J and for his fupport Quene Marie of Inglande fend and dennnced 
warre to the King of France ; and fho fend ane army of ten thowfand 
men, the Erie of Penbruch being appointed thair generall of Flandera, 
to the liipport of King Phillip ; and quhen fho was making prepar»> 
tione thairfoiri Iho lende to the Quene R^ent, and defyred, that com- 
miflioners fould meit apoun the bordouris for intertenement of peace 
betuix the tua realmes } and to that effect thay met in the moneth of 
Junij at Carleill ; for the pairt of Scotlandei the bifchop of Orknay, 
the deane of GlafgWi Sir Robert Camegy, and with thame the Maifier 
of Maxwell, wardene of the weft mercUs ; for the pairt of Inglande, 
Tunflale, bilhop of Durahame, Lord Dacres and Lord Whortoun ; quha 
remanit thair certane {pace, treating apoun redres of fie wrangis and 
injureis as had bene laitlie doune apoun the bordouris. In this mein^ 
quhyle, thair arrived ane gentill man furth of France be the weft fey, 
fend to Quene R^ent, declaring that the Quene of Ingland had fend 
and declared to him be ane of hir harraultis, callit Clarentious, and had 
ane army in redines to be tranfported in Flanders for the fiipporte of 
King Phillip hir hufbande aganis him ; thairfoir defy red hir to move 
the nobilitie of Scotlande to make war aganis Inglande, be the quhilk 
thay myeht be conflraned to retire thair army within thair awin realme 
agane. The Quene Regent being not onwillinge to forduart that thing 
mightly in her power, to the contentatione and pleafour of the King of 
France and hir fireindii, fho cauled fiiddantUe. make ane conyentione of 
the lordis at Newbottle, quhair fho perfuadit thame emiftelie to move 
the war aganis Ingland j hot ihay confydering the fame rather to pro- 
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cead for pleafour of the King of France, nor for drfence of thair awin 
realme, principallie haiffing the commiflioners of Scotlande lying at Car- 
leill for redres to be had apoun the bourdons^ and that Ingland was wiL 
linge to keip peace with thame, it maid thame thairfoir to be laith to 
aggre to hir defyris, hot gaif differing anfuer to the Quene Regent 
Bot iho be the couniall of hir French capitanis, thinlring to entre onin 
the warria, quhairby the Scottifinen fuld be confiraned to go forduarl 
in the mater, fend Monfieur Dofell and Capitane Charlebus with all thair 
gamefonis of Frenche men fiiddantlie to Dumbar ; and fre that caoled 
thame entir in HcTmouth, not far diftant frome Berwicke, and fortefie 
the lamyn moft ftronglie, to the gret anno]rance of Inglande ; and thair* 
foir the Inglilinen being in Berwicke perceaying thair interprice, fend 
fiirth to make impediment thairto, quhair thair was hott fcarmulhing 
amangis thame, bot yit the warke of fortificatione was fett fordwart. 
And the Quene Regente in the meintyme, fend with all ipeid to the 
Scottis commiflioners lying at Carleill, to cans thame retire thame (elf 
within Scotland, as they did ihortlie, albeit not without gret haflard and 
perrell to haif bene retened thair, gif thai had tareit ij houris longer 
than thay did in Inglis ground* 

The lordis being with the Quene at Newbottill, hering of Monfieur 
Doiiellis procedingis, thay culd do no uiherwyis nor aggre to the Quenis 
R^entis defyris ; and thairfoir thay £end ane harrauld to the Quene of 
Ingland, to defyre hir to retire hir army furth of France^ or ellis, con- 
forme to the ancient leage and confederacie fianding betuix Scotlande 
and France, thay behoved to denunce war ; and gaif commiflione pre* 
fsntlie to the laid harrauld to do the lame, quha paflit and fulfilled the 
pointis of his commiflione ; and quhiU he was in this jomay, the Quene 
i^pointed the Erie of Huntlie generaU liuetennent apoun the bordouris, 
with certane cumpaneis of horfinen and foit men to await upoun him ; 
quha acceptit the charge and pall to the bordouris, and remaned at 
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Dunfe in the Merfe, quhair he prepared all thingis neceflar for the war ; 
and eftir the returning of the harrald frome Ingland, he cauied the 
Lord Hwm wardane of the eifl merchis maik the firft raid within Lag- 
landi quhair he brint divers townis, fpuljeit and tuik awaye g^et praye 
of guidis, in the begpinning of the monethe of Julij ; and fre that furth, 
the laid erle accumpaneit with the Scottis men and Frenche men mud 
findre incurfionis within Ingland, burning and fpuljeing the cuntrej, 
but any gret refiftance, laiffing onlie fum litell fcarmiihis that the £bul« 
dioris of Berwick wald fum tyme make for the faflione. And in the 
meintyme, the Queue caufed quarters to be keipt on the bordouris, for 
afliftance to the Erie of Huntlie livetennent, quhill the conventione 
of the gret army in Odtober nixt. 

Quhill thay war thus bifle occupiet apoun the bordouris, the Queue 
Regent caufed aflemble ane gret army furth of all the pairtis of the 
realme ; quha convenit at Kelfb in the moneth of 0£lober, quhair iho 
maid emifl perfuatione to the nobilitie to pas within Ingland, and in- 
vaid the famin with fyre and fword. Bot thay taiking to be adwyfed 
thair upoun, paft our the Wattcr of Tueid to Maxwellheuch to make 
thair generall mulloris, and eftir advifment to gyf anfuer unto the 
Queue. Bot eftir lang and guid deliberance, the Duik of Chattillero, 
quha was appointed livetennent generall of the army, accumpaneit with 
the Erles of Huntly, Argyle, Cailillis, and iindre utheris nobiU men, 
come to the Queue and delated unto hir, that thai thocht it fufficient 
aneuch to thame to haif moved weir aganis Ingland, and to haif maid 
fo great invafions as thay had done alredy, be the Erie of Huntlie live- 
tennent of the bordours, ell the iij monetheB preciding } and gif it war 
hir pleafour, thai wald remane with thair haill fortis apoun the bordouris 
fo lang. as the army mycht be fuftened together, abyding gif the Inglif- 
men walde mak any invafione ; bot thai culd not think it for the weill of 
thair realme to pas within Ligland with thair hoill army at that prefent.

to haflard batle fiirth of thair cuntrey, thair princes being abfente and 
of les aige ; thairfoir defyred hir moft humelie to take the famyn in 
guid pairt. Bot yit the Quene beinge impacient of thair anfuer, wald 
not defyre thame to remaine any longer apoun the bordouris, les nor 
thay wald enter within Ingland. And thairfoir, in a gret coler and 
anger gaif thame licence all to depairt, leiffing only the Frenche men 
in Haymouth, with certane cumpaneis of horlmen and fuit men ; and 
fre that daie furth, the Quene Regent could nevir aggre with the nobi- 
litie ; and on the uther pairt, lindre of thame foucht be all meanes for 
to raife lum feditione within the cuntrey aganis hir and the Frenche ; 
and to that effedte thair was mony conventions keipt in dyvers nuikis 
of the realme all the nixt yeir following. And amangis all politique 
devyfes, ingenious and craflie inventionis, none was thocht fo guid to 
ferye thair turne, and gif fo guid a cullour to thair interprice, as the 
cuUour of reformatione of the religion ; thinking that thairby the hoill 
nobilitie mycht be brocht to one aggrement, and onder that pretence 
to take armour and go to the feildis; and being onis entered, and ihowing 
thair feces aganis the authoritie, thay mycht be the moir ealelie perfua- 
dit to concur to the expelling of the Frenche men furth of the realme. 
And to that effefil, thay fend in divers partis of Almany, for lindre 
miniilers and precheouris to cum in Scotland ^ as thay did in the nixt 
yeir foUowinge* 

During the tyme of thir troblis in Scotland, thair was verrey gret 
warris betuix the King of France and King Phillip of Spane, apoun the 
fronters of France, and mony nobill men war taikin alfo be ane gret 
ailault and force of King Phillips army ihortlie thaireftir \ quhilk moved 
the King of France to haifi the mariage of the Quene of Scotlande with 
the Dolphin his fone, foner nor his purpoie was befoir ; fearing that by 
this and iic lyke ourthrowes and accedentis, the eftatis of Scotlande 
ihuld be fundin the moir. unwilling to accompliihe the mariage ; and 
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lir the King fend to the Quene Regent in Scotland, meflage de- 
fyring hir to afiemble ane parliament, and thairintill be the adwyie 
of the eftaitis, to appoint certan commiifionen to pas in France for 
accompliihment of the mariage, and to aggre to fie lyk conditionis as 
war neceflar to be treated, for the perpetuall aggrement of boith the 
reaknes. 

SwB the Quene Regent being moft willing to fiitiffie the EJngb de- 
fyre, caufed convene ane parliament of the hoill eftatis in Edinburgh, 
in the monethe of December nixt, quhair thair was eled;ed and chofin, 
be univerfaU confent of the thre eflatis, certane nobill, wjfe and diC- 
creit men, James Betoun archebiihop of Glaigw, Robert Reid bilhop 
of Orknay, prefident of the college of juftice, James Stewart priour of 
Sanffc AndroiB, for the dargy ; George Leflie Erie of Rothes, Grilbert 
Kennedy Erie of Caflillis, George Settoun Lord Setoun, James Fle- 
ming Lord Fleming, for the nobilitie ; and John Erikin laird of Dun, 
proreft of Montrois for the burgeffis ; ambafladouris and oommiffioners 
to pas in the realme of France as reprefentinge the eflatis, and thairto 
contract the manage of the moft excellent princes Marie Quene of 
Scotlande, our Soverane, with Frances, Dolphine, and eldeft fone and 
apperande air to Henry King of France, and to end and folemniaat 
the lamyn ; quhairupoun thair was lufficient commiffionis and infiruc- 
tionis maid to thame be the hoill eftatis of the parliament, and tfaay 
acceipt the iamyn apoun thame ; and eftir dew prq>aratione maid for 
tbur viage, thay embarqued in the moneth of Februar in the raid of 
Leyth, and faled throw the feyis with gret flormes and tempeftious windis, 
till thay landit in France. Bot be the way, thay lofed in that jomay 
ane of thair fhippes ladynit with horfes, and all the nobill mennis cofferis 
and utheris riches being thairintill, befoir San£i; Ebbis heid in the mouth of 
the firth of Scotlande, and ane uther Ihip with gret riches and monygentill 
men, with the capitane thairof, callit Wattertoun, was loied lykwyfe 
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in the raid of Bullongje, eftir that the Erie of Rothes and bilchope 

of Qrkaay, with a few number, was put on land iurth of the lame ; 

and all the reft of the commiffioners was aUb landit fiirth of thair uther 

Ihippes at the iame tyme ; and fre that thay war honourable convo jit 

to Pareis, quhair thaj war with gret honour and fawour receaved be 

the King of France and his nobilitie in the monethe of Merche. And 

fhortlie thaireftir the contraS^e of mariage was maid, and thair was 

landis aflignit for hir dowarie in France, pairtlie the cuntrey of Pouic- 

tiers and Towns, and ane uther pairt in Champaine and Picardie, ex- 

tmiding in yearlie rent to thrie fcoir ten thoulande franckis, and with 

threttie thoulande franckis of yeirlie pencione during hir life tyme, be- 

fydis with mony jowellis gevin to hir be the King } the auld lig and 

band confermed, and was be publiSt aft aggreit, that eyerie one of the 

nationis luld be fre naturalized in boith the realmes ; that it liild be 

lelum to thame to joyfe and bruik ell kindis of offices, heretages, bene- 

fids, and ficlike alfwell a Frenche man in Scotland as a Scottis man in 

France, as thay had been naturallie borne, and mony ficlike priviliges 

concludit and pafL 

About this tyme in the moneth of Januar, the duik of Grwyfe, accum- 
paneid with Monfieur Daumell his brodir, Marchall Strofly, Monfieur 
de Tbermes and fyndre utheris vailyeant capitanis, merched with a 
gret army towarde Caleis, being than in the Inglifinennis poflellione, 
and lude fiiddantlie the gret artailyerie to the toun, and dang the lame 
with ordinance ; and fo gret aliaultis was gevin thairto, that the capi- 
tanis war conftraned to rander the toun to the Duike, apoun fie condi- 
donis as he plea&d to aggre unto, upoun the viij daye of Januar 1557 } 
and Ihortlie thaireftir, all the hoill countrey with the toun of Guynes, 
quhilk was ra£ed, and the caftell of Hames, quhilk had bene in the 
pofleflionfi of the Inglifin^i moir nor two hundrethe yeir befoir, was 
now hoUialy randerit and reduced to the King of France obedience. 
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with no les honour to the duik of Ghiife for this vailyeant interprice fo 
happelie accheved, nor commoditie to the hoill realme of France. And 
whofone the advertifinent was brocht to Scothmd thairof, the Queue 
regent caulit mak publick fjris of J07 in the principall towub of the 
realme, for the confortable newis of the laine. 

At the lame tjme, Charles the fyft EmpriouTy being aged and fub|e& 
to feiknes, and thairfoire retired to Spane to pas the reft of his dayis in 
quyet and folitarie lyf, fend amballadors to the eleftouris of the impjre, 
with fufficient conuniflionis and mandatis to renunce all his authoritie 
and office of the impjrei in favours of Ferdinande his broder, King of 
the Romanis ; quha was admitted thairto and crownit Empriour be uni- 
yerlall confent of the electors, the xyij day of Merche. Not long eftir, 
the iaid Charles, quha was all his daies a vailjeant and vidx>riou8 
prince, deceifled in Spane in the nixt yeir 1559* 

All thing^ neceiTarie for the mariage of the Queue of Scottis with 
the Dolphine being prepared, and the hoill nobilitie and eftatis of the 
realme of France being convenit at Paris, apoun the xx day of Aprill 
1588, in the gret hall of the palice of the Louver, in prefens of Kinge 
Henry of France, of the Queue his wyfe, and gret nomber of cardi- 
nallis, duikis, erUs, bifchoppis and nobiU men, the fianzeillis, uther- 
wyis callit the hand faftinge, was maid with gret triumphe be the car- 
dinall of Loran, betuix the excellent young prince Frances, eldeft fone 
to the moft vailyeant, curageous and viftorious prince Henry King of 
France, and Marie Queue, heritour of the realme of Scotland, ane of the 
farell, moft civile and verteous princes of the hoill world, with gret 
folempnitie, triumphe and banquating ; and upoun the nixt Sonday, 
being the xxiiij of Aprill, the mariage was folempnizat . and compleit 
betuix thame be the Cardinall of Burboun, Archebifliop of Rowen, in 
Nofter damis kirke of Pareis i quhair the biftiop of Paris maid ane verrey 
lemed and eloquent fermon, in prefens and aOiftance of the King, 
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Queue, and money prelattis, nobill men» ladeis and gentill men of all 
eftatia and calling, with moft excellent triumphe, and the heranldis cry- 
ing with loude Toces thrie iindre tymes, < larges' ; cafling to the people 
gret quantitie of gold and filver of all kinde of fortes of conye, quhair 
thair was gret tumult of peple, eyerie one trubling and prefling utheris 
for gredines to get ium parte of the money. Eftir the quhilk thair was 
als gret magaifique folempniteis ufed in the kirke, with als gret dignitie 
and reverence as was poflible } quhilk being done, thay entered in to the 
bilchoppis palice, quhair thair was ane fiimpteous and princelie denner 
prepared to the hoill cumpanie ; and eftir thay had dyned, thair was 
ufed a princely danfinge, called the ball royall, to the gret confort and 
pleafour of all being thair prefente ; and quhofone the balling was endit, 
thay pajBTed to the gret hall of the pallice royall, quhair thay fiiped with 
fo gret magnificence, pompte and triumphe, that none of the afliftance 
thair had evir fene the lyke ; and thair prefentlie was gevine to the Dol- 
phine the title of King Dolphine, fwa that he and the Queue was called 
thaireftir King and Queue Dolphine. The nixt day thay dyned in the 
lame palice, and eftir denner retired to the Louyer, quhair the banquat- 
inge and triumphe was contenowed money dayes thaireftir ; during the 
quhilk tyme thair was findre gret manages maid in the Court. 

During this hoiU fymmer, the warris continowit ftill betuix France 
and Flanders yerey hoit, and lykwyle betuix Scotlande and Inglande, 
quhair Monfieur Dofell and the Frenche men maid continowall incur- 
fionis, and the hoill nobill men and gentill men and fubftancious ye- 
men keped the bordouris, and accompaned the Frenche men be quartans, 
as ufe is of the realme ; and thair was mony gret fcarmifhis maid with 
Ingland, quhair findre was flayne and mony taikin on boith the lydis. 

Quhill the realme was in this maner trubled with the warris, thay quha 
had inyented of befoir, at Maxwell heuch, to fieir up Ium commotione and 
ieditione aganis the Queue Regent and the Frenche men, begane to put 
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ihair praftile to ezficnttone, and caufied certane preaehcrs com witloB 
tile reahne, prmeipallie Paul Meffen^ Johne l^^oac, Johne Dottglaa 
and certane utheris, quha in diyera partiB of the realme preadied pri- 
Tatlie, and maid fie tumulte and uproir amangis tbe peple, that thay coid 
not be conteaned within the boundis oi lauchfuU obedience* Bot findn 
of thame ipak yerrey ikknderouflie aganis the fiMsramentis, the autho- 
ritie of the kirk and utheris articles of the Catholique religeone ; for the 
qdbilk cans thair was ane conyentione or proyinciall conn&ll of the hoiU 
prelattis and dargie of the reahne aflembled at Edinburgfat aboute the 
ende of the monethe of Julij» quhair findre was accufed for herefie» bot 
nane was executed or punilhed in thair bodeis, bot ordanit to abjure 
thair arrouris at>the marcatt croce of Edinburgh, apoun Sainft Gelis 
day the firft of September ; bot Ihur was fo gret a tumult rafed that day on 
the hie ftret of Edinburgh, that thay quha was appointed to do opin 
pennance war fiiddantlie careid away, and the hoill procelfione of the 
olargie diiperced ; the image of San6fc Geill being borne in proceflione, 
was taikin perforce fire the bar aris ihairof, farokin and diilroyed ; quhair- 
with the Queue B^;ent was hieehlie oiffendit, and for fianchinge of the 
iyk truUe in tyme cumii^, iho appointed the Lorde Setoun to be pro- 
yeft of the toun of Edinbui^h, quha keped the lame in refonable guid 
ordour quhill the nixt fymmer thaireftir. 

Qtthen the ambafiadouris and commillioners of Scotlande had tareit in 
the courte of France quhill the monethe of Auguft, thay tuik thair leif 
of the Kii^, the Queue thayre owin Soy wane, and of all the nobilitie, 
being richelie rewardit and propyned with copburdis of filyer pairtlie 
gilt, of findre fortes, to eyerie ane of thame, of fie quantitie as was oon- 
yenient to thair eftate and calling. And being honorable dimiihed, 
taSdng thair jomay frome Paris, thay come to Deip about the ende of 
the laid monethe, quhair fuddantlie all the principall nobill men and 
prelatis become feik. Bot fhortlie thaireftir the moft of thame, being 
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of the wyieft and moft yailjeant of the realme of Scofiande, deceiflet 
thair, to the gret hulrt of the commoune weill of the realme ; for the U- 
Ihope of Orknay, prefident of the coUeg^e of jiifiice» of fingaler wit» ju- 
gement^ guid leming and lyye» with lang experience^ deceiled in Deip 
the iixt of September. The Erie of Rothes, ane wjrfe nobill man and 
a counialor of longe tjme, deit alfo thair the iz of Norember ; and the 
Erie of CaflilliBy lord the£aurer of Sootlandy quho was boith wj£e and 
Vailjeant, deit thair the xiiij daje of the lame monethe : And my Lord 
Flemings a nobill young man of guid curage and jugement, deceifled at 
Paris the xviij day of September thaireftir. And fwa thair retumit in 
Scotlande the archebiihope of Gla%v, priour of San£b Androis, the 
Lord Setoune, and laird of Dun, quha landit at Monroa in the mo* 
nethe of October ; eftir quhais arrjying, the Queue cauied proclame a 
parliament to be haldin in Edinburgh in December followinge* 

In the monethe of Auguft in this, yeir, ane nobill and wyie man> Ar« 
chebalde Campbell Erie of Ai^le, juffice generall of Scotlande, and 
knjcht of the ordour of San6t Michaell in France, deit ; and about the 
Ikmyn tyme, the biihop of Breachin deceiflit, and the abbot of Cuper 
tras nominat to the bifchoperike be the Queue ; and Andro Durie bi<- 
(hope of Galloway deit lykwyle, and Maifler Alexander Gordoun 
archebiihope of Athenis, was nominat to Ike fiune ; and David Panter 
bilhope of Ros, and fecretar of ScotUnd^ deceiflit, uid Maifter Henry 
Sinclair dein of Glalgw and prefident of the college of juffice^ was no- 
minat thairto ; and the abbayis of Melros and Kelfo was gevin to the 
cardinall of Ghieis in France, be vertue of the a£te of naturaUeation 
foirlaide ; quhilk abbayis was than yacande be the deceis of the Lorde 
James, eldeft of the Kingis baflarde fi»i8«. Thar deceifled about the 
lane tyme the abbot of Bamurmoche ; quhilk was gevin to Maifler 
Johne Haye. 

About the middis of the monethe of November, Marie Queue of 
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Inglande, pairtlie throuche gret maloncolie for the lofe of Calice, and 
pairtlie throuch confumptione of feiknes, endit liir lyfe the xvij day of the 
lame monethe, and in hir place ane beutifiill and verteous princes, Lady 
Elizabethe, was proclamed Quene of Inglande, quha joyfes the fame 

to thir dais. 

• 

At the tyme appointed, the parliament was convenit at Edinburgh in 
the monethe of December, quhair the eftatis of the realme, ondirllandinge 
the procedingis of the ambafladouris and commifiioneris for thame in 
France, in contra£tinge and afliftinge to the Quenis mariage with the 
Dolphin, thay approved and confermit the famin be univerfall confent, 
finding guid all that the ambafladours and commiifioners had done thair- 
intill. Thaireftir, in the lame parliament, the Quene regent proponit 
to the eftatis, defyring thame to grant ane crowne matrimoniall to the 
Dolphine of France, liia that he mycht be called and intitulat, King of 
Scotlande, duringe the matrimonie betuix thame ; quhilk was aggreit, 
and a£t of parliament maid thairupoun, and all lettres in Scotland flyled 
<* Frances and Marie, be the grace of God, King and Quene of Scotland, 
Dolphyne and Dolphines of Vien,'' and the fealee and conye irnis 
changed in lyk maner. And the Erie of Argyle, and priour of Sandt 
Androis, was chofin be the eftatis to pas in France with dedaratione of 
the lamin, quha eftir the parliament maid fum UckUe preparatione to 
that eSe& ; hot yeat, be counlall of lum utheris, feing a wechtier biffi- 
nes abill to be Ihortlie in hande within the realme, quhairunto thay war 
cheiflie employed, apoun that relpe£t ftayit thair jomay and paft not in 
France at that tyme. 

The King of France hering of the deathe of Quene Marie of Ingland, 
and of fie a6tis of parleament and ftatutes as Iho had maid aganis hir 
lifter Lady Elizabethe, to debar hir firome the lucceflione of the crowne ; 
confidering thairfoir that the Quenis majeftie of Scotlande being laitlie 
mareit to the dolphine his eldeft fone, was juft heritour of the realme of 
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Inglonde, as nerreft and lauchfuU to the croun thairof, being onelie 
dochtir to King James the Fyft of Scotlande, quhois moder Quene 
Margaret was eldeft filter to King Henry the yiij ; and thairfoir caufed 
make publi£fc proclamatione in Paris, publiihing the Quenis majeftie of 
Scotlande to be Quene of Inglande, Scotlande and Ireland, and caufed 
hir and the dolphin hir hidbande tak the armes of Inglande, and jone 
with the armes of Scotland and France, and make all thair feales con- 
forme thairto, and mark thair filver plait, brodir thair tapiilries, hing* 
ers and all uthers thingis with the lamyn. And King Henrie being a 
prince of hiech and magnificque curage, and weill animated and in- 
couraged be the yailyeant Duike of Gueis and his firendis, intendit to 
recover and obteane the realme of Inglande, as juftlie pertening to the 
Quene of Scotlande ; quhilk was the caus of gret truble betuix the 
Frenche men, Scottifmen, and Inglifinen, in Scotlande, the nixt twa 
jeares following, quhill the hoill controyerfie was aggreit at the feige of 
Leith, as eftirwart fhall appeare. 

In this meintjme the tumult increfled dalie within the realme of 
Scotland, quhill at laft the precheours begouth to preche opinlie in 
divers partis, and prindpallie within fiim houllis of the toun of Edin* 
burgh ; and findre Inglis buikis, baUettis and treateis was gevin furth 
be thame amangis the people, to move thame to feditione. The Quene 
regent perceaving the tumult incres, pafl; all the reft of that 
winter in fiimpteous and magnificque banqueting, quhilk Iho canfed the 
lordis make feveralie in Edinburgh, thinking be that and ficlike fami- 
liar intertenement to have fiajed all thair interprices ; hot nothing 
culd flay thame frome the lame. Thairfoir, at the defyre of fum tem- 
porall lordis and barronis, iho caufed all the hoill prelattis and princi- 
pallis of the clargie convene and b^^ a provindall counfall in Edin- 
burgh, the feconde day of Merche, quhilk continowit to the x day of 
Aprill thaireftir ; and fend to thame with the Erie of Huntlie certane 
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articles pi'efented to hir be the lordis and barronis ; and thaireftir flio 
departed to Striyeling, leaviiig the Lord Setoun proyeft of the taoD, to 
await apoun the prelilttiB. Quhilkis articles war in effeft as followis :— 

Firdt, That the commone prayers fhuld he permitted to be uied pub- 
lidie in the parrjlhe kirkis, and the miniftratione of the liicramentisy in 
the Inglis toung. 

Secoundlie, That all Infchoprikes and uther benifices ihould be di£> 
pohif to qualifeat men, to be cholin thairto be the ele6);ione of the tern-* 
poirall lordis, and people of thair djofeis and parochynns. 

Thirdlie, That all bifhoppis and utheris benefeft men fuld make reli- 
den6e at thair kirkis, and preche be thame ielfes, conforme to thair call- 
ing ; or utheris to be placed, quho culd beft do the famyn. 

Fourilie, That none Ihuld be admittit in tymes cuming to anye bene- 
fice, bot thefe qua irtur of fie lemit and utheris qualiteis, as thay culd be 
thame felfes but helpe of utheris execut thair charge in precheing and mi- 
niflratione of the iacramentis ; with findre utheris articles to this efiedb 

Efiiir the prelattis hAd confulted lang thalrupoun, thay gaf anfuer 
to the Quene in this maner. As to the firift, they had no power 
to alter the ordour of publique prayers and adminiftratione of the fii« 
cramentis, prefcryred and obfenred fo mony yeris be the Catholique 
kirke ; and thairfoir wald not agre that any prayers war ufed publicklie 
in the Tolgar tounge, leaving to every e manis.difcreticme to ufe his 
private prayers in quhat toung pleafed him be& And as to the eledtione 
of bifhoppis and utheris benifeft men, thay walde wiihe that the lame 
ordour qUhilk is prefcrivit be the cannowne law, in the eleftione of 
bilhoppis and Utheris ministers of the kirke, war obferved. Bot becaw 
the nominatione of the prelattis of the realme pertenis prindpallie to 
the prince, thairfoir thay remit the anfiier thairof to be gevin be the 
prince hir felf with hir coimfall. As to the uther twa slides, tueching 
the ifefidente of behefefi; men iA executione of thair office in precheing 
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and ]KU1liflratio^n of the j^MaramentiBy and that none fiild he promoy ed to 
benefices hot thaj that are weill qualifeit thairfoiry thay affirmed that 
thair was no hettir ordour culd he devifed nor was prefcrivit abreddy 
he the cannone law and ilatutes of thair provinciall counlaU to thc^t 
eSeGb ; and tfaairfoir thay prome£ed to cans the iame be put to dew 
ezecutione in all poinds* And than prefentlie tibay maid mony iharp 
ftatptesy and commandit all the hilhoppis, abhottis, prioris^ deanes, arche- 
deanes and all the reft thair prefentlie aflembled, and utheris throcha 
all the partis of the realme, to mak tibame felffis able^ and nfe thair awin 
offices according to thair fondationis and callingis, within the Q^ace of 
lax monethesy onder the pane of deprivation ; quhilk was the princepall 
cans that a gret nomber of younge abbottis, priors, deanis and benefei}: 
men alMed to the interprice and pradtiie devyfed for the ourthrow of 
the catholicke religeon, and tumult aganis the Queue and Frenche men^ 
fearing tham felffis to be put at, according to the lawis and ftatutes. 
And fo the counlall was endit apoun the x daye of Apryle. Eftir the 
quhilk the Queue regent immediatlie caufed fununounde Johne Knox, 
Johne Willox, John Douglas and Paule Meffiane, to compeir befoir 
the juflice in Striveling the x day of Maij, onder the pane of rebellioun. 
Bot thay war be thair fecreit favoraris convoyit to Perth, quhair thair 
was convenit certane of the princepall barrpnis of Fyf, Angus and 
Meimis, fie as the maifter of Lyndlay, the lordis of Tulibame, Dun, 
Pettero and dyyers utheris ; quha fende the lairde Dun in mellage to the 
Queue regent, defyring hir to difcharge the laide fummoundis, quhilk 
jho wald on no wayis do^ bot becaus thay comperit not, Iho procedit 
aganis thame, and caufed denunfe thame rebellis and put thame to the 
home ; and thairfoir incontinent eftir the returning of the lairde Dun 
with the Queins anfuer to Perth, Johne Knox paft to the parifhe kirke 
of the toun and maid a puhlick fermound ; declaring that it was moft 
acceptable feryice to God to defiroy and caft doune the altaris, burQe 
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the images, pull downe the religiouB places and deftroj thame, caft out 
the monkis and freris, and to make ficlik reformatione. And Iwa the 
multitude of the people and craftiimen, heing moyed Ipeciallie be the 
perfwatione of the fermonde, and encouraged with the prefence of the 
barronis, and one ficht of the Lord Ruthven, thair provefie of the toun, 
and bailjeis thairof, than prefentlie thay pulled downe the hoill altaris, 
images and tabernacles of the paroche kirke, and brint the iamjm ; and 
fre that pafied ftrait way to the abbay of the charter hous, and pullit all 
the hoill place downe, alfweill the kirk thairof as uther houfies, places, 
and all the coaftlie bigginis quhilkis was maid be King James the Eirft, 
fundatour thairof, quhilk was the &reft abbay and heft biggit of any within 
the realme of Scotlande ; and cuttit downe the hoill growing trees and 
all uther polices ; and without any forder flay, paft to the gray and 
black freris, and to the Carmaleittis place callit the TuUielum, and 
thair pulled thame all three downe to the erd, with lie rage and fiirie of 
the people, that fcarflie was thair lefte ane ftone flanding apone another ; 
and all the freris put furth of thame, and fpulyeit of all that they had ; 
and fre that paft to all pariihe kirks and uther places thairabout, and 
maid the lyk reformatione. And thair firft thay tuike to thame 
the name of the Congregatione, and fet furth proclamationis, declaring 
the caus moving thame to proceide of zeill and conlcience to remove 
idolatrie and fuperfiitione, and to place finceir and trew religione within 
the realme ; and wreit lindre lettres throuch all the partis of the realme, 
to perfuade the lordis and barronis to aflift to thame in thair interprice, 
as lindre did, quhilk maid ihortlie a gret tumult in divers partis of the 

realme. 

« 

Quhowfone knawlege was brocht to the Queue regent of this tumult 
and uproir b^;un in Perth, fho fend fuddantlie Monfieur Dofell and 
his Frenche men, and caufed thame cum to Striveling ; and lykewyfe 
for the Duik of Chattilliro, the Erie of Argyle, AthoU, Merihell, and 
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for diyen utheris nobill men furth of findre partis of the realme, quho 
come to Striyeling; fho being accompaneit with thame» and with 
the archebiihoppis of San3; Androis, Glaigw, bilhoppes of Dunkell, 
Dumblane, priour of San3; Androis, abbottis of Cuper, Dumfermeling ; 
and monj uther prelattis, paft thair fire to the toun of Perth, quhair thay 
war receayedlbe the Lord Ruthvene proveft of the toun, and prince* 
paUis thairof. Bot the cheif authoris of the commotione war departed 
or thair cuming ; and fue the Quene tareing thair certane dajes, tuik 
deUberatione be the adwjrfe of the hoill counlallt quhat was beft to be 
done for fianching oi thofe trobles ; and quhill thaj war advifing thair- 
iipoun, the Erie of Argjle and priour of San6t Androis departed furth 
of the toun lecreitlie, but knowlege of the Quene or counlaU, and paft to 
the citie of San£fc Androis, quhair thay ufed the lame ordour quhilk was 
begun at Perthe of befoir, and caufed caft doun alteris, bume the images 
of all the kirkis within that citie, and to pull doune the freris places, 
kirkis and bigginis, with the college kirke of Heuche, and all uther pri- 
vat chappellis within the toun ; and conyenit a gret cumpanie of the 
cuntrie men, and pafled to the abbajris of Lundoris, Balmerino, the 
parifhe kirkis within Fyfe, and did the like ; and frome that to Cuper, 
quhair thay remaned. 

The Quene regent hering of that departing and procedingis, be 
the adwyle of the counlall committed the toun of Perthe to capi- 
tane James Stewart of Cardonell and capitane James Culane, quha 
remaned thair with fax hundreth fouldioris ; and the Quene with hir 
hoill cumpanie paft to Falklande, and in the nixt day fend to the Erie 
of Argyle and priour of San3; Androis, being in Cowper, and com* 
mandit thame to repaire to Falklande, quhilk thay refufed to do ; and 
thairfoire the hoill cumpanie of the Frenchemen merched forduart to 
haif apprehendit thame, quhill thay come to the mure of Cou- 
per, quhair lykwyfe the Scottifmen come fiirth and muftered in 

Mm 
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thair fight ; and quhen boith the anneis waa reddje to have jojmed in 
battell, the Duike of Chattilliro and the Erie Merihell travelled £> 
eimefilie betuix thame^ that thay caufed the Erie o£ Argyle and priour 
of Sand; Androis, with thair hoill cumpanei0» retire to San3; Androis ; 
and fo returning with the Frenche men to FaUdande, thay perfuadit 
the Quene to retume to Edinburgh with hir hoill cumpanie, and thair to 
fend for the nobilitie, and be thair advyfe take ordour quhat was beft to 
be done for fianchinge of the prefent gret trublesy quhilk waa apperand to 
be Ihroughe all the realme. And the nizt day thaireftir departed firome 
Falklande to Edinburgh, quhair was convenit all the foirfiud nobill men 
and prelattis, with the Erlis of HuntUot Bothwell, Craufurd and mony 
utheris; hot inthemeintymeitheErle of Argyleandthepriour determined 
to recover the toune of San6t Johnftone, and to [make reformatioun] in 
all uther borrows townis in the fouthe and weft pairts of Scotlande ; and 
to that effeft fend to the Erie of Glencame» Lord Boyd and fyndre 
utheris of the weft pairtis, to cum ibruart and jone with thame ; as thay 
did at the laid toun of Sanft Johnftone, quhilk thay leged ; quhairof 
the Quene regent being advertefed, fend the Erie of Huntlie, defyring 
thame to defift frome thair interprice and leif the feging of the toun ; 
quhilk thay wald on no wayis do, hot perfevered in thair perfuit quhill 
the toun was randered to thame, quhair thaye tareit certane dales ; and 
in the mein ieafone, the communiteis of the towms of Dundie and 
Perth paft to the abbay of Scone, fituat within a myle to the toun ; and 
becaus (um reftraindt was maid unto thame at thair firft enteres, thay 
thairfoir brint the maift parte of the kirke and hoill abbay, Ipulyeit and 
diftroyed the hoill policie thairof ; and fuddantlie thaireftir thay paft to 
Strivelinge, quhair thay ufed the lyk ordour, and pulled doun the black 
and grey freris kirkes, and hoill places ; and but ony long tarie paft ford- 
wart to Linlythgw, quhair thay caufed pull doun the frearis lykwife ; 
and flayed in that toun certane Ipace for the weftland men, quha was 
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appointed to joyne with tliame, to the intent thay mycht go with greter 
forces toward Edinburgh. 

The Quene regent, eftir Iho had hard thair aofuer reported be 
the Erie of Hunilie, that thay wold not leave thair interprice, hot that 
thay procedit with gret rigour, and purpofed to cum to the toun of 
Edinburghe ; thairfoir fho fend for the proyeft and baillies of Edin» 
bui^h, and required thame to defend the toun, and not to iuffer the Erie 
of Ai^le and the congregatione enter thairintiU j and oflFered thame 
the aflifiance and forces of the Frenche men, to remane within the toun 
for thair defence. Bot the baillies gaye aofuere, that the multitude of 
the commone people was (6 effed;ionat to the new alteratione, ipecialie 
for hoip of the Ipulye of the freris places and kirldSf thay culd not be 
govemit nor rewled ; and thairfoir thay wald not take upoun hande to 
debar thofe lordis forth of the toune ; quhilk moved the Quene regent 
with the hoill cumpanie of the lordis and Frenchemen to depairt prefent- 
lie forth of the abbaye towart Dumbar ; bot or thay war pall four myle 
frome Edinbui^h, the Erie of Aigyle and all his cumpanie entered in the 
toune of Edinbui^h without anye refinance, quhair thay war weiU re* 
ceaved ; and foddantlie the black and gray freris places war fpulyeit and 
caflin doune, the haill growing treis plucked up be the ruittis ; the 
Trinitie College and all the prebendaris houflis thairof lykwyfe caifin 
doun ; the altaris and images within San& Gelis kirke and the kirke 
of Feild deftroyed and brint ; and thairfre paft to the Quenis palice of 
Halierudhous, and intromitted with the Quenis hoill movables and for- 
neifing being thairintiU } ficlyke tuike the conye hous and conye irins 
fre Maifter Robert Richardfone than thefaurar, and caufed him deliver 
to thame all the reddy conyeit money quhilk was in his haodis, of no 
finall quantitie ; and than ftablilhed ane couniall, proclamed lettres in 
the Quene thair Ibveranis name, be the advyle of the lordis of hir 
fecreit couniall as thay called thame felffis, publilhing the caus of thair 
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interprice to be for the refonnatione of the religeone^ and ezpelling' of 
the Frenche men ; and fo remaned thair {till of thame lelffis, as the foil 
authoritie had bene in thair handis. 

About this tjme the Maiiler of Maxwell, quha was keped prefoner 
in the cailell of Edinburgh, departed furth of the iame be aae corde our 
the wall thairof, quhair thair was certane horfee in redines with frendis 
of his owne, quha receaved and convoyide him in his owne countrey ; 
and lone thairefidr he joyned him felfe with the lordis of the Congrega* 
tione. 

Quhill thay tareid in this manor in Edinburgh, the Queue repent, be 
the advyfe of the hoill counfidl, willing to cans thame depairt furthe of 
that toun, caufed the Frenche men merche forduart, accumpandt 
the Duike of Chattilliro, Erlis of Huntlie, Bothwell, Mortoun, 
Setoun, Borthuike and monye utheris barronis and gentill men, quha 
come apoun the iuddane to the linkis of Leithe, of purpois to geve bat* 
tell to the loirdis of the Congregatione, or ellis to caus thame departe 
furth of the toune of Edinburghe. The lordis being in Edinburgh her- 
ing of thair fuddane cuming, war affirayed, and notwithflandinge, come 
fiirth of the toune and afTembled thair hoill forces together, but culd 
not be iufBcient nomber to rdifl aganis the Frenche men } and thair- 
foir be mediatione and labouris of the Erie of Huntlie, quha travelled 
emiftlie for fianchinge of bluidihed that day, caufed zij lordis and bar- 
ronis meit on eyerie fyde } quhur thair was ane appointment maid, con- 
tayning certane articles of the effedb following, upoun the zziij of Julij. 

Rrfl, That the lordis of the Congregatione and all thair hoill cum- 
panic, fauffing onlie the indwellers of the toun of Edinburghe, Ihould 
pas furth of the toun, and leafe the . lamyn yoyd without any men of 
war, at the Quenis regentis pleafour. 

That the lordis of the Congr^atione fhould rander all the conyeit 
money taikin be thame, with the conye irins, and deliyer the lamyin 
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into thair handis quha had the charge thairof be the Quene. And 
lykwyfe the palice of Halierudhous fhould be left and randered to the 
keper thairof, or to any uther having fufBcient pouer of the Quene, in 
the fiune eftait as it was receaved, and that befoir thay depairt of the 
toun of Edinburgh ; and for keping of the twa foirlaidis articles, the 
Lord Ruthyen and the Lorde of Pettarro was delivered as pledges be 
thame to the loirdis commiflloneris for the Quenis pairt. The iaidis 
lordis of theCongr^fatione, and all thofe that dependis apoun thame, (hall 
remane fiibjeftis and obedient to the authoritie of the King and Quene 
thair foveranis, and to the Quene regent, and fhall obey all lawis and 
cuftomis of the realme, as evir thay war wount befoir this truble and 
controverfie, except in that quhilk concemis the religeone, as fhalbe 
heireftir Q>ecifijt. 

The iaidis lordis of the Congregatione fhall not truble nor moleft any 
prellattis or kirkmen be way of deid in thair perfones, nor ihall make 
any impediment to thame to jois thair rentis, profBttb and dewtes of 
thair benifices, fwa that thay fhall ufe frelie and difpone thairupoun, 
conforme to the lawis and cuflomes of the realme, quhill the x day of 
Januar nixt following. 

That none of the congregatione fhall ufe any force or violence upoun 
kirkis or religeous places, bot thay fhall remane in thair integritie and 
eftait as thay wer at that prefent, quhill the faid day. 

The toun of Edinburgh fhall cheis without compulfione, and ufe fie 
forme of religeone as fhall pleafe thame, to the end that the inhabitantis 
thairof may leve in libertie of confcience quhill the faid day. 

That the Quene regent fall not interpone hir authoritie to moleft or 
truble the prechers, or impefhe or truble any of the Congr^atione in 
thair bodeis, landis, guidis, pofleffionis or penfionis ; fall not fiiffer 
the clarge having fpirituall or temporaU juriOi^oune, to truble thame 
in ony way is for the effiures of the religeoun, or any thing depending 
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thairupoun, unto the laid day ; and that eyerie one be Ihffered to teat 
in particular, in the meintymei conforme to hia oonicienoe. 

Thefe articles being concludit» the Frenchemen entered within the 
toun of Leith ; and upoun the nixt daj thaireftir, the hoill lordis de- 
parted fiirth of Edinburgh toward the weft cuntrej. The Queue r^ent 
come frome Dumbar to the paUce of Halieruidhous, quhair iho remaned ; 
and becauB it appeared that the trubles and tumultis was ftayed be the 
former aggrement» the Queue licenied the Duike of Chattilliro to pas 
to Hamiltoun, the Erlis of Huntlie and Merihell northward, and all the 
reft of the lordis to pas to thair owin houfles. 

Quhill this commotione was in this wyis handled in Scotlande, thair 
was peace ooncludit betuix King Hemy of France and King Phillip d 
Spangye, and the King of Spane mareit the King of Frances eldeft 
dochtir called Elizabeth, be the Duike of Alray his commiflioner at 
Paris, the xxij day of Junij, quhair thair was gret triumphe maid ; hot 
in the middis thairof, apoun the laft day of the lame moneth. King Henry 
running his Ipear in the liftis at Paris, in the rew of Sanft Anthony, he 
was ftrikin with the firoke of ane Ipeare and hurt in the free, quhairof 
he lay leik in his ludgeing in the TumaUis, and deceifled thaireftir the 
^ z day of Julij. And fhordie eftir his deceife, Frances his eldeft fone 
being zrj yeir of aige, and mareit upoun the Quenis Majeflie of Scot- 
land, was crownit King of France ; and he hering of the trubles than 
being in Scotlande, fend ane wyle and tailyeant capitane, called Men- 
fieur de la ftroche, and the bilchope of Ameanis, with tow do£tour6 of 
theologie, to alfift the Queue regent with thair counlall, for pecefeing 
of the trubles within Scotlande ; quha arrivit at Leithe in the moneth 
of September ; and in the meintyme, the French men was fortefiing 
the toun of Leithe, to the effeA thay myght make refidence thairintill, 
to refift all adaltis that myght be maid aganis ihame. 
Duringe this feafone, the Erie of Aigyle and utheris of the weft cun^

trejr, perfiiadit the Duik of Chattilliro to jone with the lordis of the 
Congregatioune ; quhilk he did^ the rather that his fone the Erie of Ar* 
rane heing capitane of the Scottis cumpanie in France and weill tretedy 
was fecretlie departed for the religeon to Genera ; and fr e that was con- 
voyed be ane Ingliiman, callit Maifter Randell^ mto Ingland, quhair he 
was well treated and encouraged be the Quene to go foruart with this 
interprice, as he did emilUie eftir his coming in Scotlande. 

About the ende of September, the Duik of Chattilliro and lordis of the 
Congregatione, fend to the Queue, and defyred hir to cans the Frenche 
men leif the fortefeing of the toune of Leithe, quhiUds iho refufed ; 
and thairfoir thay conyenit thair hoill forces, and come forduart to fiaye 
the fiunjn. The Quene heiring thairof, entered within the toun of 
Leith with hir hoill Frenche men, and the bilhoppis of Sanft Androis, 
Glalgw, Dunkell, Lordis Setoun, abbote of Dumfermelinge, and findre 
uiheris, and fortefiet and keipt the toun ; and the Duike and lordis of 
the Congr^fatione come to Edinburgh, and prepared for the fegeing of 
Leith ; bot thciFrenche men was bettir fiimelled of gret ordinance and 
uther finall artailyerie and all kinde of munitione nor thay, and was 
not contente to be ieged within the toun, bot ufed dajlie, and maid 
findre {carmiilus, and at laft thay come forduart with thur hoill forces, 
purpofing to invayde the toune of Edinburgh } bot the Scottis men 
come furth of the toun, albeit oute of ordour, and encontered the 
Frenche men apoun the croftis befyde the abbay of Holieruidhous, be- 
tuixLeithe and Edinburgh ; quhair the Scottifinen was put to flyte, and 
capitane Alexander Halieburtm with mony utheris was flayne, and the 
Frenchmen perfewit the chale eyin to the poirtis of Edinburgh, and had 
maid gret flauchter, war not thair was twa gret cannonis ichot furth of 
the cafiell at the Frenche army, quhilk fiayed thame frome forder per» 
fuit, fo thay retered agane to Leithe. In the meintyme, the Duik of 
Chattilliro and the reft of the congregatione, hering of the diflBut of 
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thair cumpanie, departed fiiddantlie fiiiih of Edinbargh to the weft 
cuntrey ; and the nixt daj, the Quene Regent and Frendie mea come 
to Edinburgh, quhair ane gret pairt <^ thame remaned with the Quene 
all the nixt winter, the reft trayelling in the cuntrej, as eftirward will 
appeir. 

In the moneth of November, Monfieur Martigo, ane railjeant and 
curageouB capitane, arrjved at Leith, with ane thuland guid fouldioris, 
and he was appointed crownell of the hoill Frenche armj, quha exten- 
dit in nowmer to thre thulknd and fyve hundreth men, befydis twa an- 
feinges of Scottifinen, ondir the gjding of James Steward of Caradonell 
and Anthony Kennedy, thair capitanis for the tjme. 

The Duike of Chattilliro and lordis of the Congregatione, feing the 
army of the Frenche men udcreiTed, fwa that thay be thair owne forces 
onlie war not abill to refift thame, fend the younge Lorde of Lething* 
toun to the Quene of Inglande, defyring fupport of hir to expell the 
Frenche men furth of Scotlande ; quhilk the Quene of Inglande granted 
glaidlie, not onelie for the plealbur and fauftie of Scottifinen, hot prin* 
cipallie becaufe (ho feared the haffiurd of hir owne realme and eftate^ in 
cafe the Frenche men war fuffered to make refidence in that realme ; 
and thairfoir the Quene of Ingland fend the Duik of Norfolk to Berwike, 
quhair thair come the Erie of Argyle, the priour of Sanft Androis, the 
Maifter of Maxwell, and the yoimg laird of Lethingtoun, and maid ane 
contra6fce for receaving fupport of Inglande } promefing thair faythfuU 
concurrence and aflifiance to the Inglifinen, during the King of France 
lyftyme, and ane yeir eftir ; with findre utheris heiddis contened in 
the appointment ; and for the keping of the lame, the loirdis of Scot- 
lande entered pledges within Ingland, qiiha remaned quhill eftir the 
deceis of the King of France. The pledges war David Hammiltoun, 
third fone to the Duik of Chattilliro, ane uther called Campbell, 
coufing to the Erie of Argyle, Robert Douglas, brodir to the priour of 
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Saa& Androis, and laird of Lochleavin, and ane ibne of the Lorde 
Ruthyenis. 

The contra^ of Inglande being endit, the lordis preified to fet fourd- 
nart thair interprice throuch all the pairtis of the realme, and thair- 
fore the Duike of Chattilliro, Erie of Argyle» Erie of Arrane and 
utheris, come to the toun of Glafgw, and caufed tak done the images 
and altarifly and intromitted with the bifchoppis caftell and rentiB, and pat 
in certane gentill men to keip the famyn. The Frenche men hering thair- 
of, paft at the Quenis commandment, be the perfuatione of the biichope 
of GlafgWy [and3 merched forduart to Glalgw with thair hoill cumpanie ; 
the bifchoppe thairof» Lordis Symple, Setoun» Ros, Hacket, and diyers 
utheris being with thame, recovered the caftell againe, and tareit ane 
nycht in the dttie, and returned on the mome to Kirkintulloch, and 
fwe fre that to Leithqw and Edinburgh. 

At the lame tyme, ane cumpanie of Frenche men being in Strive* 
ling, paft be the brige thairof into Fyfe, and downe the coafl;e of Forth, 
with twa thouland men, of purpoie to have gone to the cittie of San& 
Androis, and to have fortefeit that toun, and keipt the fame. At thair 
cuming to Kingome, thair convenit together in Fyfe the Erles of Ar» 
rane, Erie of Rothes, the priour of San€t Androis, Lorde Ruthven, 
Maifter of Lindla and dyveris utheris } being albeit few in nomber, yit 
thay daylie fcarmiiched the Frenchmen, and wold not fiiffer thame to 
go any ipace from the coaft 1yd ; and in the fcarmiihis thair was divers 
Fredche men ilayne, and Ipedalie a capitane called with 

threttie of his fouldioris, above Earkcaldie; and few Scottifinen was ilayne 
or hurt, except the Erie of Sutherlande, quha being fend be the Erie of 
Huntlie to the Queue Regent, happinit in cumpanie with the Scottis 
lordis at the priking befyd Kingcome, quhair he was evill hurt be the 
fhot of ane caliver in the arme, furth of the Frenche army. 

And the Frenche men being in thair progres at the mouth of the 

Nn 
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xnXer of Leftrin in Fyfe, thair anTrit in thair fight ana naTie of lliippia» 
quhilk at the firft kenning thaj beleayed to haye bene Frenche ihippia ; 
hot ihortlie tkaireftir perceaying that to be the Inglie nayie, thaj retired 
thair annj with gret diligence to the Brunt Dandos qnhair thay paft the 
feny of Kingcom^ in boittis and orayers to Laih» and thair emefliie 
trayeUed* fortefeing the toun of li^th, cafiing gret folhia about the lame, 
and making gret block houflea for thair defence thair« 

The Jnglis ibippea come to the raid of Leyth» qnhair thay keft tiiair 
anokeriffy the x day of Januar. The Quene Regent fend unto the yice 
admiraUft quha waa capitane of the nayi^ called Maifter Winter, and 
aflut at him for quhat caua he was come in thofe wattors ; quha aniiier* 
ad» that he had bene on the feyis ferching pirattie, and in cais any of 
thame wold cum in the firth» he waa cum to await apoun thame. Albeit 
this was his anfuer, the princepall eaus was to ftop any Frenche men to 
land forth of thir IhippeSt in cafe any war fend furth of France, and ak 
to keip the fort of Incht keyth on y idtualed, and that none of the Frenche 
Q^en might iflbie forth of Leyth be fey, during the tyme of the lege of the 
touvu And in the meintymei thair waa ane army of auckt thou&nde men 
fend to Berwikft under thegoyemement of theDuike of Norfolke generall 
thavof } and the hoUl anny was iend in Scothnde with the Lord Gray, 
being anointed liuetennent thwrto i quha come to the lynkis befyd the 
touA of lioi^^ on Satirday the iaxt day of Aprill ; quhair at thair firft 
arryying^^ ov tbity let doun thair campt, Moafieur Martigo, crowner of 
tb^ Frenche army, iihawt fuorth of the toun with ix hundretbe harca- 
biAflMra of Frendi bmHv to ane litoU know called the Haik hill, quhair 
thuir waa gret contenowaU and hat fcarmiihing betuix the Inglifinen 
and French mm} with bavcabuftev*, culyenngk and piftolettiB, quhilk 
laAed th^ Q^aoe of fyye or fioe houria^ in the quhilk thair waa mony In- 
glifinen and Frenche mfin alfii ilanei. ajid dyrera hurt ; and the fidd 
MarigigQTetaired him fUfo and hia cumpaitte in ordour to the toune of 
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Leitht and the Inglifinen fet doun thair campte, and planted ihair gret 
ordinance befjd the fiud hill. 

The Lorde Graye fend from Muflilburgh to the Quene Regent, being 

than in the caftell of Edinburgh, and defyred ium abftinence to be 

takin for zziiij houris, to the effect he mjcht fend to hir twe of 

his counially to declare to hir the cans of the cuming of the army, 

and to defyre lie thingis as mycht fianche the ihedding of bloode quhilk 

appeared ; quhairwith the Quene being content, and fend ane harrault 

to Leyth to cans the fidd aflurance be taikin ; hot or he come to the 

toune the fcarmiihe was b^;un. In this meintyme, the Lorde Gray 

fend Sir Greorge Hawart and Sir James Croftis to the caftell of Edin* 

burgh, to ipeik with the Quein to this effe€fc ; quha had long conferance 

with hir, apoun the blok hous at the utter yeit of the laide caftell, the 

iame day, during the tyme of the fcarmiihe ; quhair thay declared the 

caus of the cuming of the army was as is abone mentioned, and defyred 

the Quene to caus the Frenche men to depairt furth of the realme of 

Scotland, and thay promefed in that cafe, the Inglis army Ihould re- 

tume agane prefentlie in thair owin realme, and Ihould not inqtdet or 

trubill Franch or Scottis ; quhairupoun the Quene tuik to be advyfed 

quhill the nixt day, that Iho mycht confult with the princepallis of thame 

quha was within the toune of Leyth, defyring it ihould be lefiun to hir to 

lend to thame to that effect, quhilk was aggreit. And fo on the mome, 

Iho fend Drummounde ane trumpetour with ane lettre to Monfieur de 

la Broche, to the effeft foirfidd, and directed him to pas to the Inglis 

campte, and get ane gyde with him to the toun of Leyth, as was aggrdt, 

quhair thair was ane appointit to go with him. But lone eftir his de* 

parting fre the Lord GrraTS campt, he was fuddantlie fend for againe, 

and his lettres taikin frome him, and commandit to retume to the caftell 

of Edinburgh to the Quene, and declare thay wold haif no commouning, 

hot be revenged on the Frenche men for the llauchter of thair men the 
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night preceding^ And on this wayis all commouning was dilcharged, 
and the fege confermed, with moft fliarpe perfiiit and ftronge defSanding 
on ather fyd. 

Than the Inglifinen b^fouth to caft trinchea apoun the ibuth fyd of 
the toun, and b^fgit ane litill mont, quhilk thaj called Mounte Pellam, 
and placed thair ordinance thairupoun ; bot the iamyn was lb tar diflent 
from the toun, that thai mycht not do fo gret hurt to the fame be thair 
ordinance, as thaye intendit. 

At this feige, the Lord Gray liuetennent of the Liglis army ludged in 
Leftalrig toun in the Deanis hous, and mony of all thair hors and demi- 
lances. The fuitmen, with thair capitanis, ludgit in thair tentis and pail- 
yeons on the fouth and fouth eft iyd of the toun of Leith, and diyeris 
Scottis lordis campit on the feildis with thame, fie as the Erlis of Argyle, 
Arrane, Glencame, Rothes, Lordis Boyde, Uchiltre, the priour 
of San€t Androis, the Maifl»r of Maxwell and utheris. The Duik of 
Chattilliro and divers utheris remaned in tl)e abbay of Halieruidhous, 
and fumtyme in the toun of Edinburgh. Thair was with the Queue 
in the caftell, the bifchope of Sand: Androis, the bilhop of Dnnkeld, the 
Erie MerfheU, the Lord Erfldn, capitane of the caftell, Maifter James 
M'Gill, clarke of the r^fifter, the proyeft of Dunglas, caliit Maifter 
Abrahame Creychtoun, and findre utheris. The Queue all the tyme 
of this lege was wonderous foir vexit with feiknes till hir death ; yit Iho 
ceafed not continowalie to fend meffiige to the lordis to hare all matteris 
taikin up and aggreit betuix thame and the IVendie men ; and to that 
effect fend for the Erie of Huntlie, quha come fre the north lande, and 
remaned in the toun of Edinburgh a certane fywe. He returned north 
againe, taikand gret laboris betuix the Queue and the lordis, to have 
all agreit. Bot feing he culd proffeit no thing thairintiU, eftar he had 
tareit in Edinburgh a certane fpace, he returned north agane during 
the tyme of the laid £eige. 
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In this meintTme, the Inglilmen lying encamped upoun the fouth eft 
ijd of the toun^ befyd Mount (Pellam,) ichot many gret fchottis of can- 
nonis and gret ordinances, at the parriihe kirk of Leyth and San£); An- 
thoneis fieple^ quhilk was fortefiit with mounted artailyerie thair upoun 
be the French men/ and brak doun the lame. Bot apoun the Pafche 
Mounday, being the xv day of Aprile» the French men ifhewd furth of the 
towne at xj howres of the day, and entered in the Inglis mennis trin- 
ches befoir thay culd be advertifed, and maid gret ilauchter upoim the 
watches and utheris, quha come refchlie to the alarum without armor ; 
amaogis the quhilk the Maifter of Gray, being the Lorde Grrayis eldeft 
fone of Ingland, was hurt, and mony ilayne. Bot they feing thay culd 
do no gret hurt to the wallis of the toune be ordinance in that manner, 
thay keift new trinches apoun the fouthe and fouth weft partis of the 
toun, and biggit ane mount thair, quhilk thay called Mont Somerfett, 
quhair thay placed thair ordinance, and Ihot at the wallis fb many ihottis 
that ane gret parte thairof fell doun ; and the Ingliimen perceaving 
the lamyn, thinlring to haif interes thairat in the tonne, one day 
in the morning befoir day thay gaif ane gret brafe and aflault to the 
fame, with ane ihouland fouldioris Inglis and Scottis, with mony led- 
deris maid to that effect, quha aflailyeit the fame verrey ftoutlie ; bot the 
wallis was lb curageouflie defendit be the Frenche men, that the Inglif* 
men war repulfed and gret number of thame ikyne. The Ingliimen 
coniidering that thay had gottin no advantage be this aflault, thay in- 
vented ane uther moyen, and caufed mak ane litell hill of erd apoun 
the weft fyid of the watter of Leith, of ane gret heicht, quhilk thay 
callit Mont Falcone, and caufed mont and place gret ordinance thair- 
upoun, quhilkis war (hot contenowalie in the toun^ Q>eciallie at the 
ludgeingis on thefchoir fyd ; for thay did gret Ikaith, for whatfiimevir tra- 
velled within the toun, was markit by thame qiiha was on that mont, and 
ihot at be certane ilelled pecis of ordinance appointed for that purpois. 
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All the lyma of this fege the FVenche men oftymis iflieird apoon the 
fittdis of Leithy and fum tyms upoun the Inglb trinchesy quhair thair 
was wonderous fiur ikanniiliing and monej flaTne* alfwell Scottis men 
as Frenche or Inglis j amangis the quhiDdsy Ciqpitane Kennedy, qiiha 
was within the toun, and jong Harrie Drommond was flayne, and the 
lairde of CleiTche without the toun was flayne alfo. 

This army of the Inglifinen was well fumelhed of all kinde of yic- 
tuallis and proYiiione neceflar, furth of all pairtis of the realme» upomi 
refonable prices ; hot the Frenchemen within Leyth had gret penuritie 
of all kinde of Ti&uallisy fo that ihay war conftrayned to eit thair owine 
horfes» and elleame the fleibhe of thame moir delitious nor evir thay 
did yenifone of befoir. Thair was alfo gret ikarfetye of viftoallis in 
Inche keyth, yeat nodir of thame wold render thair firenlhisy hoping 
for releif furth of France, quhilk the King prepared to be fend with the 
Merquee of Albuife ; bot thair was lie ane fuddane tumult and feditione 
railed at Ambofe aganis the Kinge, that the fame flayed the laid iiip- 
port, and mony uther goode purpofes* 

In this mesne tyme the Queue r^ent, being^iair yexit with feiknes, 
perceaving the tyme of hir death to approche, fend for the Duike of 
Chattilliro and all the lordis of Scotland that was in the toune of Edin- 
burgh and campte i quha come to hir to the caftell of Edinburgh, quhair 
iho maid unto thame ane godlie and wyfe exhortatione ; perfiiading 
thame to unitie and concord with thur ancient freind and confiderattis 
of France, and now mair tendir to thame nor ever thai weare of be- 
foir, be reafone of the manage of the Queue thair fbrerane with the 
King of France ; and Ihew unto thame that Ingland ufed thame onelie 
bot as inflrumentis to ferve thair owine tume ; and the lupport quhilk 
thay had fende to expell the Frenche men was onelie in reQ>efi; of thair 
owne fiuftie, and not for the weiQ^ of any Scottis man } and declared 
for hir owine pairte^ (ho fietvored the weill of the realme of Scotilande 
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alfwell as Fraaeey lie reafime Iho had the honour to be Qnene and re* 
gent thairofy and hir dochtir heretable Quene of the ianrfn ; and jf 
evir iho did or attempted any thing quhilk femit, or apparit to the no* 
bill men, utherwayis nor as fho did than prefentlie declair^ Iho affermit 
the iamyn to half bene rather for lacke of wifdome and judgment nor 
for want of guid will; and gif God wold prolong hir daies, Iho wald 
amend the fianyn ; and gif it ple£ed hin^ to call hir to his mercje, flio 
prayit thame moft hartlie to acknawledge thair duetie unto the Quene 
thair foyerayne, and keip thair ancient frendfhipe with the King and 
realme of France ihair confederattis, and to make ane guid Concorde 
and ajqpcnntment with the Frenche men in the toun of Lefth, quha 
wold accept the ikme gladlye, to the eSe& that thaj and the IngUfinen 
bmthe mjght depairt furth of Scotlande ; for iho feared grettumlie that, 
in cafe the French men war departit, the Ingliimen wald remane and 
iiibjed the cuntrey to thair obediens ; and thairfoir prayit aD guid Scot- 
tiimen» to haif re(pe£fc to the libertie and weill of his cuntrey. Eftir 
iho had ipokin ane lang ^pace on this wayis to the lordis, with mony 
teares, iho defyred thaipe to forgif hir of any thing iho had done to of- 
fbide any of thame during hir remaning in Scotlande ; quhill: ihay gkid- 
lie granted unto hir ; andfidicke iho remitted thame hartlie all offsnces 
qnhilkis ihay had done aganis hir } and fo dire rs of thame and thay all 
tuike ihair leif and returned to Edinburgh, and to thair caapt. 

During thia fc^ of Leith, thair was ndfed divers gret tmbles in 
findre partis of the reahne, and principallte betuix the Erie of Huntlie 
and the Erie of Atholl, quhair thair was takna of men and doun caiBng 
of houfles €A atker fyd, and gret preparatione nuad be ather of thame 
to invaide utheris»and anueisia redines to pas in ather of thair cnntreis 
to thait ette&u Bot d^ fiunin was fiayed be the laboris of Moifter 
Alwandcr Gordoua thaa poftulat of GsiBoway, Maiiler Jobie Leflle 
offidaU of Ahmimey and Willkm Leffie young laird of BEttquhane, 
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quha appointed thame upoun all elifiiBy wraagiB and controreilaBy and 
cauied ihame meit and pas to aiheris houflee^ and Co contenowed in guid 
freindihipe eftirwart* The lordis of the Congragatione all this tyme 
cauied findre in all parties of the realme medle with the Idrkmennis 
houfies and thair guidis, and ^eciallie the bifliop of Rofles hous of the 
channonre of Ros, the bifchoppis of Glaigw, Dunkell, Dnmblane; Dum* 
fermeling, Melros, Kelfo and mony utheris ; and filers was iq>pointed 
to thair benefices, quha wold not adjone with thame, be the qnhilk cullour 
thay tuike upe the fruttes to thair awn uie and commoditie. 

Capitane Charlebus remaned all the tjme of the fkge in Dumbar, 
and fcarmilhed the Inglifmen in thair jomay cuming frome Tnglande to 
Leith and returning, be the concurrence of the Erie Bothuile^ q[uhB 
contenowalie maid priyat incurfionis aganis the Inglifinen all that tyme. 

At the lame tyme the Duike of Norfolke, quha was generall for the 
Queue of Inglande and remaned contenowalie in Berwik, come fecreit- 
lie with ane few cumpanie and vifeit the camp at Leithe and the toun 
of Edinburgh, and returned agane or any knawlege was Q>red of his 
being thair. 

TheKinge of France being adyertefed of the eztremyto that his 
ci^itanis and fouldioris being in the toun of Leyth was into, through the 
contenowaU and Iharpe perfuit and fegeing of the IngUs and Scottit 
men, and perceaying that he could not be abill to fende fie forces as 
fiiuld be fiiffident for thair relief, within la Cchorte tyme as thair necefli- 
tie required } and confidering the new tumult b^un within hjs awin 
euntrey at Amboifl;, he thocht beft to trayell to haif the effiEures in Scot- 
lande componed and aggreit. And to that efie£t he iende twa ambafia- 
douris to the Queue of Inglande, quhilk was Monfieur Monluke 
bi£chope of Valance and Drufle, and the Erie of Randen ; quha cum- 
ing in Inglande, declared to the Queue, thay war fende to defyre hir to 
retire hir army furthe of ScoUande, upoun fie reafonable treatis and 
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eonditionis as tbay cnld aggre apouiiy quhilke thai offered to treat ap<mn 
with hir } for that thay affermed it was not decent that the Kinge of 
France fhould fende to his awine liibjedas of Scoilande, as he affermed 
thame to be, through the lait manage of the Quene thair Sbreraiiey to 
treat for peace or contraft with tham. The Quene of Inglande being 
glade of this office, lend Sir William Cedll knycht, hir principall lecre- 
tare^ and DoAor Wolton deane of Cantirberry and Yorke, with the 
Frenche ambafladouris, into Scotlande, to treat, appoint, conclude and 
deteniune ane peace amangis Frenche, Inglis and Scottis ; and being ho- 
norable and lauflie conroyde, Ihay maid thair jomay quhill thay come 
to the town of Edinburgh in Scotlande. 

Quhen tbir ambafladours was apoun thair jomay, beleaying to have 
found the Quene Regent leaving in the caftell of Edinbui^h, quhome 
thay thought fiild be ane guide infbrument to further this Concorde, at 
thair arryving, thay did know that this honorable princes, pairdie con- 
fiimed with gret malancolie, thoiight and grevous di^leafour, pairtlie 
with lang and incurable feiknes, was called be the pleafour of « God to 
his mercy, and decefled in the caftell of Edinbuii^h the x day of Junij, in 
the yeir of God I"> V^Iz yeris. Hir body thaireffcir was careid to IVance 
in ane fliip, to the abbay of Feddn in Normandie. Sho was ane 
nobill, wyfe and honorable princefle and chaift Ladie, ever weill and 
verteouHie exerced, keping hir vidowit with gret honor. During hir 
tyme, fho lemed als guid experience of the natoiur of Scotlande, and in- 
clinatione of the nobilitie and peple, as evir ony Kinge of that realme 
had, and culd apply hir als weill to thair maners and conditiones ; and 
in the tyme that fho was Regent, fho kepit giiid juftice, and was weill 
obeyit our all the partis of Scotlande, as alfo in Qrknay and in the His ; 
and afluredlie gif Iho had bene fuffireid to haif reulit the realme be hir 
owin jugement and experience, with the counfell of the nobilitie and 
wyfe men of the famin, (as of hir felf fho was inclinit to do,) thair had

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ne?ir bene confarorerfie nor debaite betuiz Ur or any Scottifinen. Bot 

becauB Monfieur DofeII» Bubie, and utkeris Frendie men wer adjoned 

to bir, without the adyjfe of the ftatia of Scotland^ quha dajlie prefled 

hir be thair new inventioniB to make alteratione of lawisy raifing of im- 

pofitioniBy taxtia and uther He things as bad nevir bene vied in tiiat 

realme ; ihairfoir the eflatis and peple did murmoor and grudge Aair- 

at, and not for anj evill contentment thay had at the laid noble princes ; 

for ibo deceifled with gret regraitt in meane maid for hir tiuroch the 

hoill realme. A litell befoir hir departing^ flio canied make ane bnike, 

quhairin was written the names of all the prindpall men of any calling 

or eflate quhat(umevir> ipuituall or temporallf dark, barron or burges, 

within the dominioms of Scotlande, and of thair guide bdiaveour and 

evill, notinge thame quha was dewitifuU iubjedis from the uther that 

was feditious ; and iho caufed fend the lame to the Quenis Majeftie our 

Sorerane, hir dochtir in France, that thairby iho ihould lame and un- 

derflande the ftate of the cuntrey, and quhome to trav, and in quhat 

maner to behare hir felf in tymis cuming. .The deith of the Queue Re^ 

gent difcouraged mekle the Frendie men within Leyth, and the French 

ambafladoris alfo that was cum to treat concorde, and maid thame to aggre 

upoun £Bur inferiour condiftionis nor thay war of purpofe of befoire. 

The four ambafladoris and commiflioners of France and Inglande, 
cuming to Edinburgh, entered in conference amangis thame felffia apoun 
mony and iyndre artides, quhilks was proponed on all fydis, alfwell for 
the releif of Scottifinen as for the weill and fuirtie of the Queue of Ing- 
lande ; quhairupoun certane lordis of Scothmde conferred with tham, 
and eftir long treatie, thair was a peace condudit and contra£i»d the 
iazt daie of Julij, in the yeir of God I"^V«lx yerts, bearing dirers 
heidis and artides to be done be Frenche, Scottife and Inglifinen, as is 
conteaned at lenth in the treatie and aggrement maid at that tjme, 
quhairof the foume and effed was as heir foUo wis : 
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That the King of France and Quene of Scodande his fyooSf tovid 
not ufe the annes or tytle of Inglande or Irelande in tjmes cuming ; and 
that all lettres iaaled with that armea fould be called in within iax mo« 
nethesy and maid nulL 

That the realme of Scotland fuld be govemit be xij counlaloiirB of 
the nobilytie and lordis, and felvin of thame to be gevin be the Quene^ 
and the reft be the lordis. 

That all injuries and lait hurttis done in this jeire fuld be foryet ; 
and to that effect a parliament to be haldin in the nizt moneth of Au- 
gufl^ for conferminge ane adte of oblivione of all injuries done fra the 
xth daye of Marche 1558, to the firft daye of Auguft 1560 yeris ; and 
that a commiflione ihould be fend £rome France to holde the iame 
parliament. 

That every man Ibuld be reftorit to fie offices as he had of befoir, and 
that no Frenche man ihould bruik office in Scotland. 

That the wallis of the toun of Leith fhould be caffin doun to the 
ground, and ficlyke the fort biggit befoir Dumbart gif the nobill men of 
Scotland thocht the £ame to be done. 

That all the French capitanes and men of warr that were in Scot- 
land» fuld embark within xx^ daies, and fuld depairt furth of the realme, 
iaying onlie ane hundreth and xx4 Ibldiours, who ihould remane in 
Dumber and Inchekeith, for keping of thame j and tfaay to be iubjedt to 
the lawis of the realme as any uther Scottiimen. 

Item, That the hoill Inglis army iuld depairt furth of Scotland at 
the fame tyme. 

That it ihould not be lefum to any Frenche foldiours to cum in 
Scotland, or munitione to be fend from France, hot by the confent ot 
the nobilitie thairofl 

And as to the flate of religione, the fame was deferrit to ane new 
treatie. 
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Heir is neceflar to be rememberit, the caus quliy'in this treatye their 
was nothing aggreit tueching rdigione ; becaus tiie commiffioners of 
Ingland wald haif wifhed the Congr^fatione of Scotland to haif reflayit 
the difdpline and ceremonies conforme to the order eftablifliit laitly be- 
foir in thair parliament of Inglandy fo that boiih the realmes micht haif 
ben uniforme in religione and ceremonies j hot the mimftera and con* 
gregatione of Scotland, thinking thair awin profisflion eftir the order 
and difbipline of Geneva, to be moir puir, as contejning no uther cere* 
monies nor is eipreflely mentioned in the fcriptour, thairfore wald not 
rellaye or admitt any uther ; and the commiffioners for France walde 
not appreye nane of the tua, and thairfoir that matw was delayit. 

Eftir this appointment was endit, all the portis of the town of Ldth 
was opinnit and maid patent ; and becaus thair was no Frenche Oiippes 
thair to carye awaye thair armye, thairfoir the Queue of Inglandis 
fliippis was conduftit thairto, and the Frenchmen, the bifchop of Glalgw, 
and Lord Setoun, embarquit about the zix^ daye of Julye, and maid 
iaill with proiperous winde and weddir to IVance. The IngUs armye 
departit Ukwyife, and be the waye caufit caft doun the foirt before the 
caflle of Dumbar, as it was appointit befoir. 

In the beginning ofAiigufi, thair was a parliament haldiniuEdinburgh, 
conforme to the appointment, quhair the afte of oblivione was publiiched, 
and a generall remitt of all offences bigane^ as was aggreit in the treatye 
laitly maid at Leiih. It was thair alfo aggreit to fend the Eriis of 
Mortoun, Glencame, and the yoimg laird of Lethingtoun, to the Queue 
of Ingland, to gif hir thankis for thair fupport, and to offire the beft 
amangis thame, (quhome they efteamit to be the Erie of Arrane,) to be 
di^fit in manage at hir plealbur, meanynge to be maryet with hir ftlf. 
And fchortlie thaireftir they paffit in Ingland with the fiud meflage, 
quhair thay reflayit guid wordis and intertenement, and no moir, and 
fo retumit in Scotland. 
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The lordis remaait the moft part of this winter in Edinburgh^ quhair 
thay begouth to eflablifhe the religion, appointing fiiperintendentis to 
diverfe partis of the realme ; ^pecialljeanetofVeyanetoLowthianeyand 
ane to GhSgw, ane to Angus, ane to Galloway ; and implanting nuniflers 
in the principall borrow tonnis, to remane qohair thay war receaTit; and 
than caufit fiunmone findre of the beft leamit men out of all the partis 
of the realme to cum to Edinburgh, to gif reafon of ihair fiuth and pro* 
feflione of thar religeowne. Amangis the quhilkis, thair was caufit to 
compeir furth of the unirerfite of Aberdene, Mr John Leflye official of 
Aberdene, licentiat in boitb the lawis, Mr Alexander Anderlbne princi- 
pall of the college, profeflbr of theologie,andfindrie utheris} quhacompeir- 
it befoir the lordis in the tolbuith at Edinburghe, and being inquirit of 
the articles of doStrpiB be Johne Knox, John Willox, and Mr Gnidman 
minifiers, thair was very Iharpe and hard di^putacions amangis thame, 
ipedallie conceminge the yeritie of the body and bluid of Chrifl^ in the 
lacrament and lacrefice of the Melle. Bot nothing was condudit, for 
that every ane of them remanit confiant in thair awin profeifione ; and 
thairfore thefe clarlds of Aberdene war oommandit to waird in Edin- 
burgh a lang ipace thairefter, and that thay ihuld not preiche in ony 
wyis in tymes cumming. 

Quhill this was in doing in Scotiand, Frances King of France had 
aflemblit the hoill eftaitis of France in the town of Orleance, quhair he 
was fiiddantiye ftriken with feiknes, and deceiffit thair the firft daye of 
December. And incontynent thaireftir, Charles his brodir was re- 
ceavit King be the hoill eftatis in his place, and crownit. And the 
Queues hieghnes of Scotland being now left widowe, eftir fho had re- 
manit thair certane ipace in quyet maner, muming for the death of the 
King hir hufband, iho departit to the toun of Renis, quhair iho paft all 
the reft of the winter and quhill the nizt Pafche, and thair tuik delibe- 
ratione to retume in Scotland in that iymmer ; and in the meine tyme,

paft to Jamyeill and Lorraine to taik hir leif of hir firemdia, and to that 
effect begouth hir progrea from Renia in the beginning of Aprill, and 
paft to Chaloim^ and fra that to Wjntrye .... St Difiers, and fo to 
Jamveillf quhair flio remanit certane dayis with the aold duchea hir 
guidame* weill interteinit. 

About this tyme, Lord James priour of Sanft Andnns, hering that 
the Quenis Majeftie was of purpois to retume in Soodand, be reifon of 
the deiih of the King hir hufband* he thocht it neceflar to prerene tjrme 
for obteining of hir beneyolens ; and to that effe£t he departit frome 
Edinburgh the xviij ^ daye of Merche, throch Ingland, quhair he was 
Weill intertenit be the Queue, and ihairfra paft in France, and come 
to the Quenis Majeftie of Scotland his Soyeraine» in the toun of Sanft 
Difieris in Champanje, the xr^ daye of Aprill } quhair he did promea 
his faithfull obedience unto her Majeftie, and requirit to haif the Erie- 
dome of Murray } hot fho differrit to gif aunfwere to that or any uther 
thing quhilkis he did propone, quhill hir cuming in Scotland } and eftir 
he had conroyit hir highnes to Jamyeill, and tareit thair four or fyye 
dayis, he departit ihairfra about the ende of Aprill, and retumit in 
Scotland. 

At the iame tyme, Mr John LeHye officiall of Aberdene, being fend 
with Q>eciall commiflion be the Erles of Huntley, Atholl, Craufurd, 
Merchell, Sutherland, Cathnes, bifchoppis of Aberdene, Murray, Ros, 
and many utheris, embarquit in Aberdene, and landit at the toun of 
Briole in Holland, and thairfra come to the Quenis Majeftie the xiiij ^ 
daye of Aprile, to Vitrie,..* in Champaigne, to offer and promyfe the 
fidthfull ienrice and dewtie from all the prindpall nobill men, bifchoppis, 
dergie, and borrowis of the north of Scotland } quhilk was acceptit in 
yery guid part be hir highnes, and he remanit ftill with hir Majeftie, 
till hir returning in Scotland* 
Not long eftir, the Erlis Bothwell and Eglintoun, the bifchop of 
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Orknayt and iindre uther nobill men and clarkisy arriyit in Francei quha 
retumit in Scotland with the Quenes Majeftie agane. 

Thair was fihdrie publi£fc diiputacionis haldin apoun the controveriies 
of religione this fymmer ; amangis the quhilkis, ane betuix Johne Willox 
and frier Johne Bhusk. The heidis of thair dilputatione war the three 
heir folowinge. 

Quhethir the naturall body of Chrift was really in the lacrament of 
the altar, be yertue of the wordis Q>okin be the prieft or no ? Quethir 
in the lacrament^ efter the wordis of confecration, war any uther iiib- 
ftance, than the fubftance of the body and bluid of ChnSt ? Quethir in 
the Mefle war a lacrifice propiatorie for the finnes of the quicke and the 
deid ? Bot in the ende nothing was agreit, hot thay remanit ather of 
thame in thair awin opinions, quhairby thair arraife greter contentione 
and doubt amangis the peple nor any proffeitt, as comonlye procedes 
of lie publiffc and obftinat reflbninge. 

Quhen that the Quenes Majeftie had tareit with the duichei^ her 
guiddame certane dayes in Jamveill, Iho tuik her jomay thairfiu towart 
Lorrain in the b^finning of Maij, accompaniet with the cardinalls of 
Lorane and Gueife, and the Duik Domell, hir uncles, with findrie Scot* 
tifinen ; and the Duik of Lorrane, with the ould Duiches his modir, 
mett hir Majeftie at the bordouris of his cuntrey, and convoyit hir with 
ane honorabill companye quhill Iho come to the toun of Nantfy, his 
prindpall citye and ftrenth, in the quhilk alio his beft palace is fcituate ; 
quhair thedr wes maid ane magnifique triumphe and entres, and all the 
ordinances gret and finall on the wallis of the toun was ihott, and hir 
hienes wes honorably and hartely receavit thair be the young Duiches 
of Lorrane, the King of France fifler, and the nobills of that hoill cun- 
trey, and was weill intertenit, fum tymes in hunting on the feildis, and 
uiher quhills feing and behalding plefimt turces and playes, and ufing 
all kinde of honorabill paftymes within the palice; yit in the mein tyme 
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hir Miyeftie beocHne feik of aae fenr terroe, qukabrof the Duiches of Guile 
her guiddame being adrertifit, come fra Jamreill to Na&tfy widi guidlye 
^id| and caufit the Quene be conyoyit ihairfra be eafie jomaies to Jam- 
yeile^ affiming be long eacperienoe^ nothing to be better for the releif of 
that feiknes nor eafye traTaill and changing of the aire; and thair reman- 
ing quhill the beginning of the month of Julj, trayellit thair^ir to the 
toun of Renis in Champaigne, and having tareit ihair certane dayes weill 
intertenit be the cardinally archbilehop of Reanisy and Madame de Sam- 
peir, hir modir 6&er, hir grace paft thairfira towart Paris } quhair ihair 
come fiirth of the town the Kingis brodir, Doik of AngeoWf the Firinoe 
of Condie, Duik of Guife, with monj prindsy duikis, erles and noble 
men, and mett hirt and conroyit hir hichnes rerrey honorably throch 
the toun of PkuriB, to the FaulxboureB of SanA GermaneB» quhair the 
King was ludged^ becauB he had not yet maid his entres in Paris ; and 
thair remaning in cumpany with the King and Quene modir quhill 
about the ende of Julij» weill and honorablie intertenyt with all kinde 
of honeft recreationot aiwell be boittis appoun the ryver of Seane^ as 
utherwyis be triumphes and feaftis of armes ezeroed within the abbay 
of Sanft Germans, And in this mein tyme, her Majeftie pat ordour to 
her particular eflBureSt and preparit all thingis neceflar for hir jomay into 
ScoUande^ obteinit all kinde of fecuriteis neidfull apoun hir duarie of 
France, appointit hir ihelkuraris» receayers^ commiffioner^ and other of- 
fidaries ; caufit fend down be the wattir of Seane to Rowan and New- 
heavin, all her hingers, alnlyeamentis^ and all kinde of iumitoury quhilk 
was thair embarquet, and efter careit in Scodande. And haifing all 
thair preparationis weill endit, hir Majeftie begouth hir jomay the xx^^ 
of Julij frome Paris ; and to the eflbft that the greiter honour and fit- 
vour micht be fchawin unto hir, the King him felf, the Quene modir, 
the Duik of Angeow, Kinge of Nayarre, and all uihers princes, duikis, 
cardinalls, and uthers nobill men of court, paft for hir convoy to the 
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Kingis paUice of Sanft Germane in Laj five liggis diftant frome Parisj 
quhair being repoled few daies^ tuik hir leif of the King, Quene and 
hoill nobilitie, with gret honour, favorabill and loving interteinment, 
and moft frendlie amyte, with confirmatione of ane perpetuall frend- 
Ichipp to ftand amangis thame, as it had done betuix thair predeceflburiB 
be moft ancient bande and leage inviolably obfervit in all tymes paft } 
and (b departit throch Normandie and Picardie, accumpaneit with her 
lax uncles, quhilkis was the Duik of Guiie, the cardinallis of Lorrane 
and Guiie, the Duik of Omeill, the grande Prior, and the Marques of 
Albufe, and Monfieur de Cammorenfe and Monfieur DanveiU, the Con- 
ftables iecond fonne, with findrie uther nobill men, and convoyit hir to 
Abavile Montreill, and frome that to Calice ; quhair thair wes preparit 
two gallayes, and fower gret fchippis for her convoye, and thair embar- 
qued the xiiij^ daye of Augufi, with three of hir uncles, Duik of Ou- 
mell, the grand Priour, and the Marques, and Monfieur Danveill, with 
many ladies and gentillwomen, fpecialie the four maidis of honour quha 
pallit with hir hienes in France, of hir awin aige, bering the name everie 
ane of Marie, as is befoir mencioned ; and likwyfe ane dodtor of theo- 
logie, twa do^urs of medicine, and all uther neceflar officers of hir 
hous being Frenche men ; and fra that making fiuU, and rowing throw 
the leys with prolperous weddir, bot all way is (as God wald haif it,) 
covered with mifi; all the way, fo that the Quene of Inglandis fliippis, 
quha was avating upoun that pray, culd nevir gett ficht of the gallayis 
quhill thay war paft the coift of Ingland, and happely arrivit in the raid 
of Leith with all hir Majeflieis cumpanye, and landit the xx^ of Auguft ; 
quhair the Erie of Argile, Lord EHkin, Lord James priour of San£l; 
Androis, and findrie nobill men, and the toun of Edinburgh, convoyit 
hir hichnes to the abbay of Halierudhous. Schortly thaireftir, the Duik 
of Chatiliro, Erie of Huntley, Atholl, Merfchall, Craufiird, and mony 
uther nobill men, being rejofed of hir Majefteis returning, come to 
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Edmburgli with all poffible cliligeiice» ofkaring tiiair moft humUe ier- 
vice, dewty and obedience to thair Soveraigne ; qululk not onEe hir 
hienes exceptit in guide part» bot gaif thame moft hartie thanclrw, with 
loving countenance, and comelie behaviour, quhairof eveiy ane of hir 
fiibjefiis was meikle rejofed, as Ukwyfe was hir uncles^ filing ib loving 
and hartlie meting betuiz her Majeftie, and hir nobilitie and fubjedis. 

Quhill preparatione was making in IVance for this oonvoye be fej to- 
wart Scotland, the Queue of Ingland £ett forth certane of hir gret 
fhippes, quha ftill awaitet alongeft the coift of Ingland, of purpois as was 
advertifit, to haif caufit hir hienes mete with the Quene thairo^ other 
with hir pleafour or utherwyis be force } thairfore to avojde all danger, 
her Majeftie fend the abbott of Sand Colmes to the Quene of Ingland, 
defiringe ane lafe condu€fc, incaie be tempefieous and ftormye wyndis &o 
war forced to land in Ingland, quhilk was grantit. Bot or he retumit 
to Calice thairwith, the Quene and hir hoill cumpany war Weill and 
plefantlie landit in Scotland* And in the mein feaibn, the Inglis ihippis 
tuik (urn Scottis fchippis, quhairin was certane lordis of hir cumpany, fie as 
the Erie of Eglintoun and utheris, and was flayit in Ingland liime ipace^ 
albeit thairefter ihortlie releved, and fiiffi^ to retume in Scotland, the 
moir ealelj that the Queues hienes was alreddje efchapped thair handis. 

At the fame tyme, the King of France direftit Monfieur Dolell to^ 
ward Scotland, to haif remanit in the cafUe of Dumber and fort of 
Inchekeith, to the cuming of the Queues hienes, and ihsn to haif ran* 
derit thefe ftrenthis at hir connnand. Notwithfianding, whoibne he 
come to London, the Quene of Ingland wald not SaSer him to pas 
furder, bot caufit him returne agane in France, for that flie affermit that 
he and Monfieur Rubie, was the principall aufifchoris of all the trubles 
quhilkis was in Scotland, betuiz the Quene Regent and the notnlytie 
thairof, and that it was to be fearit he wald doo the lyke in tjme com- 
ing, gif he warpermittit to pas in thair cuntrey. 
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Attoiir the QueneB hienes fomitour, hingingis and appareill, qi 
weB fchippit at Newheavia and careit in Scotland, was alfo in hir awin 
cumpanje traniportit with hir Majeftie in Scotland i monj cofilje Jewells 
and goldin wark, precious flanis, orient pearle, maift excellent of any 
tibat was in Europe, and mony coiilly abiljeamentis for hir body, with 
meikill filver wark of eoilUje cupbordis, cowpis, plaite* 

Eftir hir Majeftie and hir uncles, with their hoill cumpanye, was re- 
poled certane dayes at Halieruidhoufe, with guid entertainment and 
bancquetting maid alio be the toun of Edinburgh, ^s be the lordis of tl» 
nobilitie, the Duik DomeU and the ^rand Prior departit in the gal- 
layis to France i Monfieur Danvele tareit three moneths thaireftir, and 
paft throw Ingland into France. And Monfieur Merques, hir hienes 
unde, remanit in Scotlande all the next wynt«r, and in the b^ynnyng 
ef the moneth of Marche, takand his jomay throuch Ingland, he re« 
tumit into France. 

In the meine tyme, quhowlbne all tike principalis of the nobilite was 
convenit, thair was ane aft maid be the lordis, to the quhilk thay pro-^ 
curit the Queues hienes to conient, that becaus thair had bene greit tu- 
mult and dilbrdour within the realme of Scotland for the controverfie 
of reljgione, tibuorfore to remove all occaiions of truble in tymes cum- 
myng, it was ordanit, that no alteratione ihould be maid of the eflate of 
rdigeoun publicktlie profeflit at the Quenis arryvall within the realme, 
quhill forder ordour ihoidd be tane thairintil^ ; and that nothing fould 
be attemptit publicktly nor privadie contrar the lame onder gret panis ; 
quhilk wes fchortlie proclamit and publifchet throw all partis* And 
wiHi die lame, ordour was taikin that the Queues hienes fiild be go* 
Temit be ane couniall in tymes cuming ^ and to that effieft thair was 
chofin ten temporall Lordis and two ipirituall, to be of hir Mig'efties 
fecreit couniall, be quhais adwyle iho fiild doo all thingis ; and lax of 
ihame to remane contenowallye in cumpanye with hir hienes, befyde 
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hir ordiner officiers, fie as thefiuirer, fecretar, comptroller, lord privje 
ieill and utheris. The lordis cholin to be of the privey coun&ll was 
ihir folowing j the Duik of Shatiliro, the Erie of Huntley Chanceller, 
the Erie of Argile, the Erie of AthoU, the Erie Merlchell, the Erie of 
Glencame, the Erie of Mortoun, the Erie of MontroyCe, the Erie of 
ErrolU the Lord EHkyne, the biichop of Roe and Lord James prior 
of St Andros. Bot notvithftanding of the publicke choofing of this 
counfall, becaus hir Majeftie was of young and tendir aige» nuriflhek 
and brocht up in France, quhairby culd not haif leamit knawledge or 
experience of hir awin natyve cuntrey, nor of the maners of the no- 
bilitie, peple and lubjeftis, nor yit of the lawis and cuftomes of hir 
«win realme ; thairfore {ho did cheis the laid Lord James^ apoun quhome 
as hir brodir (albeit unlauchfuU) iho did repoie hir felf holelie, putting 
hir moil fiiir truft and confidence in him, befoir all utheris of hir nobi- 
lytic and fubjeAis ; and he acceptit the hoill charge and govemement 
of the realme apoun him, and caufit appoint fie like perfonis to eyerie 
office about the Prince, fie as thelaurar, iiecretar, comptroller, and utheris 
as he thocht beft to nominat, quhairwith all the lordis of the nobilitie 
did murmour and grudge } yit nevertheles, he buir the matier fb ford- 
wart aganis thame all, be the contenance and fortificatione of the Queues 
au£Uiorytye» that he caufit within ihort fyace thaireftir the wifeft and 
maift principallis of the nobilytie, thair howfis and freindis, to be put 
to gret wrak and utter ruyne ; the Erles of Arrane, Bothwell and 
utheris put in preafone^ the Erie of Huntley flayne and his fone heidit» 
the Erie of Sutherland and Lord Gordoun forfaltit, the ane baneift 
the realme, and the uther put in perpetuall prieafon, and the moft part 
of thair kinn rewined, as in the particuler ftorie will efterwart i^peir 
more at large. 
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Sindrie guid reflbnis hes morit me to ende and conclude this my mid 
and onleamit wark, not worthye in name of ane cronicle, in this place ; 
and not to pas at this tyme furthe with the declaratione of the hifloiye 
of the yeires following, in that maner as I have done with the utheris 
of befoir. Amangis the quhilkis, ane caufe micht be alledged for my 
excufe, that it ys the cuftome and ufe allmoft of all nations, nocht to 
wreit the hiftorye of the govemement of any prince during thair awin 
tyme, for advoiding of the vice of flatterie, or ellis the perill of difdane 
and difpleafour of that prince ; for that micht be Weill ineuch avoydit 
in this caie, becaus that (as I tueched of befoir) this moft gracious lady 
and verteous Princefle Quene Mary, did not goveme the realme be hir 
lelfe, during the moft part of hir refidence in Scotland, bpt onlye be 
the laid Lord James ; and quhen yt happenit him apon his defertis to be 
abfent, quhilk was hot for verry ihort Ipace, utheris did taik the go* 
vemement apon thame ; fwa that thele a^is done at that tyme, of the 
quhillds (with greit regrait and heavye hart I doo report the fame) fin- 
drye of thame are knowin to haif ben vicketlie attemptit and done, are 
thairfore to be impute to the govemours and aufthoris thairof, and not 
to hir hienes. Bot I am principally movit to ftaye heir, coniidering the 
douptfuU reportis that are ipred, throwch the ondewtifull doingis of 
the lubjedtis aganis thair Ibverayne Princefle, utterit be findrie plattis 
and interprices attemptit aganis hir procedingis, rather of ambitious 
myndes tendinge to ulurpe the govemement, nor of any juft cans thay 
culd pretend aganis hir hienes, quhawes at all tymes fo liberall and 
beneficiall to the principallis of thame that fchew thame ielfis maift 
ingrait and onthankfuU eftirwart, that iho promovit findrie of thame t6 
Erledomes and lordihippes, with uther gret benefices } befides that fie 
was hir clemencye, that Iho pardonit and remittit thame often tymes, 
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quhen thay had juftly deferrit be the lawys both deith, forfiltour and 
perpetuall infamye } yit hir Majeftie never delirit Feyengement of hir 
enemye^ not to be latiffyet with the bluid of traitourisy hot in all tiies 
caiea hee preferrit mercy befoir jufiice. Quhairfore» confidoing with 
my £elf that this and the like procedingis in this gOTemement, being of 
£> gret wecht requires ane large difcourfe, in the quhilk all the circom- 
ftances of thofe thiogis quhilkis did occur ar to be declarit» and with 
diioret adwyfe to be pondered and weyit» quhairby the treuth may be d]& 
oemed from falfeit, the trew hiftorye may appere frome the ftUe reportisy 
and that innocent lady our foyerayne princefle^ may be delirerit from 
the Iblaunderis and calumnies quhatrwith fum hes gone about to fiane and 
Mott hir honour without any juft defert» quhilkis cannot be at fie lenth 
Weill comprehendit in this treatye as ys neceflarlie requirit ; for it is cum 
allreadye to ane full and greiter Tolume nor I intendit that the matter 
fiild half careyt me at the beginning ; the lame being alio of fo gret 
importance^ requiris to be handelit in ane hiecher maner of llyle than I 
am abill to wreit, and bettir ys littell or nothing to be laid be me in 
th^e princely affiures then for laick of learning and eloquence in eaL- 
preflinge^ to darkin or rather deface the excellencye of the fimie. And 
fiHrder, I am certefeit that thair ys findrie men of excellent knawledge^ 
ai^ of diverfe nationis, that purpofis to fett forth the hiftorye of Scofe* 
landy frome the tyme of the arriving of hir hienes thair furth of France^ 
in the 1561 yeire of God to thir dayes ; fo that dewtye bindis me* heir 
to conclude and ftaye, referring the defirous reder that wald onderftand 
trewely the particular thingis quhilkis hes paft in that tyme» unto fiun 
breve nottis as are already, or to be fhortlie let furth of the fame tyme. 
Qtthairfore I befeik the, gentill reader, to judge favorablye and correA 
freindlie, fo as thy coiredtione may rather be ane infiruction than ane 
condempning of me, for I will not invy any quha will preils to doe 
bettir } axid fq to the cli^g and ending of this buik, latt all
